BY  THE  LORDS  COMMITTEES  appointed  a  Select  Committee  to 
inquire  into  the  PRICE  at  which  FOREIGN  GRAIN  may  be  shipped 
in  FOREIGN  PORTS;  the  QUANTITY  of  such  GRAIN;  and  the 
PBICE  at  which  such  GRAIN  can  be  imported  into  this  COUNTRY  ; 
and  to  iep:rt  to  the  House  ;  and  to  whom  were  referred  all  Accounts 
and  Papers  relative  to  FOREIGN  CORN  which  have  been  laid  on  the 
Table  of  the  House  during  the  present  Session  ; 

ORDERED  TO  REPORT, 


'T^HAT  in  obedience  to  your  Lordships  commands  the  Committee  have  met, 
-•-  and  have  examined  several  Witnesses  upon  the  matter  referred  to  them, 
and  have  thought  they  should  best  discharge  the  duty  assigned  to  them  by  re- 
porting, without  observation,  the  whole  of  the  Evidence  they  have  received.  In 
order  to  bring  under  general  view  the  Documents  which  have  been  laid  before  the 
House  relating  to  this  subject,  and  for  the  purpose  of  more  convenient  reference, 
the  Committee  have  directed  that  these  Documents  should  be  added  in  an 
Appendix  to  their  Report. 

With  a  view  also  of  affording  the  House  the  readiest  means  of  ascertaining 
the  purport  of  the  Evidence  given  in  cases  where  the  Witnesses  have  referred  to 
Foreign  Weights,  Measures,  or  Currencies,  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
your  Lordships  clearly  to  understand  the  Quantities  and  Prices  referred  to  in  the 
Returns  from  His  Majesty's  Consuls,  and  others,  which  have  been  laid  before 
the  House,  the  Committee  have  directed  an  Index  to  be  formed,  explanatory 
of  Foreign  Monies,  Weights,  and  Measures,  as  compared  with  those  of 
England. 

The  Committee  have  also  directed  a  Summary  of  the  Average  Price  of 
Wheat  at  the  different  Foreign  Ports  of  Export,  during  the  Year  1826,  to  be 
made  out,  deduced  from  the  Returns  of  the  Consuls.  This  Index  and  Summary 
will  be  found  annexed  to  the  Report,  and  to  each  of  the  Consular  Returns. 

An  Index  to  the  principal  Matters  contained  in  the  Evidence  is  also  in  pre- 
paration, and  will  be  laid  before  the  House  as  soon  as  it  is  completed.  [//  is 
here  added,  at  p.  207.]

HAV  E  you  had  any  means  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  prices  of  grain  in  Evidence  relative 
the  Black  Sea  since  the  year  1817  ? — I  have.  to  the  Import  of 

Foreign  Grain. 

Have  you  resided  in  that  part  of  the  world  ? — I  have  resided  from  the  year  1817 
till  the  year  1820,  when  I  was  absent  for  about  six  months,  till  the  end  of  1825. 

Where  ? — In  Odessa,  and  the  neighbourhood  of  Odessa,  in  Southern  Russia. 

Since  that,  have  you  been  in  the  North  of  Europe  a  good  deal  ? — I  l»ve  been 
in  the  North  of  Europe  from  the  month  of  March  until  the  month  of  November 
last ;  that  is,  in  Prussia  and  in  Russia.  I  was  in  Russia  during  the  last  summer ;  in 
Petersburg!,  and  its  neighbourhood. 

While  in  the  North  of  Euiope  did  you  attend  a  good  deal  to  the  various 
circumstances  of  the  agriculture  of  the  country,  and  of  the  prices  of  corn,  as  well 
as  at  Odessa  ? — As  soon  as  Mr.  Jacob's  Report  was  received  at  Petersburgh,  (from 
the  knowledge  I  had  of  the  productions  of  the  country,  and  of  the  prices  of  corn), 
I  though  it  erroneous. 

In  what  respect  does  Mr.  Jacob's  Report  appear  to  you  to  be  erroneous? — I  con- 
sidered that  the  power  of  supply  of  the  different  countries  was  very  much  under- 
rated; and  that  the  cost  of  production  was  very  much  enhanced.  I  got  that 
impression  from  the  previous  knowledge  I  had  obtained  from  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  different  proprietors  of  estates,  who  were  astonished  at  the  high  price* 
mentioned  in  the  Report,  more  particularly  in  Poland  and  in  Prussia. 

In  consequence  of  that  did  you  make  any  inquiries  throughout  that  line  of 
country  upon  which  Mr.  Jacob  has  reported  ? — I  made  inquiries  at  Dantzic, 
Elbing,  and  Konigsburgh. 

What  was  the  result  of  those  inquiries  ? — When  I  was  at  Dantzic  I  inquired  of 
two  brokers,  and  two  merchants  who  were  interested  in  the  corn  trade,  and  some 
landed  proprietors  who  happened  to  be  there;  the  result  of  the  collective  opinion, 
of  those  persons,  as  to  price,  was,  that  if  a  sale  for  wheat  could  be  assured  at 
Dantzic  at  30$.  per  quarter,  very  large  supplies  would  annually  be  sent,  and  that 
that  would  be  considered  a  remunerating  price,  but  the  profit  very  moderate ;  that 
is,  as  applying  to  Prussia. 

Do  you  mean  delivered  out  of  the  warehouse  at  Dantzic? — Delivered  at 
Dantzic.  I  mean,  that  if  the  proprietor  can  receive  30*.,  it  would  be  considered 
a  remunerating  price.  The  calculation  of  the  exact  cost  will  depend  upon  the 
circumstances  of  each  proprietor ;  because  if  one  proprietor  sows  a  greater 
proportion  of  wheat,  and  another  sows  a  greater  proportion  of  rye,  one  man's 
wheat  may  cost  him  more  than  the  other's,  arising  from  the  relative  prices  of  those 
kinds  of  grain  ;  besides  that,  there  is  another  question  with  respect  to  free  labour 
or  slave-labour,  which  will  make  a  difference  in  the  cost  of  production.  I  am 
speaking  now  of  the  Prussian  proprietors.  In  order  to  confirm  this  in  a  certain 
degree,  as  I  had  been  formerly  in  Volhynia,  and  was  acquainted  with  some 
proprietors,  I  made  a  calculation  to  ascertain  how  far,  that  being  more  distant, 
they  could  compete  with  the  Prussian  proprietors,  so  as  to  deliver  their  wheat  at 
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or  about  the  same  price;  and  I  ascertained  that  the  remunerating  pi  ice  in  Volhynia, 

'  or  rather  that  price  ut  which  the  proprietor  in  Volhynia  would  be  disused  to  sill. 

i  i  Mirofc  18*7.  and  be  satisfied  with  the  sale,  (because  every  particle  ot  wheat  they  sell  at  Volhynia 
is  a  profit  upon  the  estate),  would  be  i2.v.  per  quarter  upon  the  cMatct-.  It  has 
been  selling  at  7*.  and  8j.,  but  1  am  speaking  now  of  the  price  that  would  satisfy 
the  landed  proprietor  in  Volhynia.  The  charges  of  cona-ya-.ico  to  Duntzic  would 
be  14*.  (>£/. ;  it  comes  from  Yolhynia  to  a  sm.ill  town  called  ,  and 

k  passes  down  the  Hug  till  it  joins  the  Vistula. 

Are  you  aware  of  there  having  been  anv  improvements  made  in  thut  navigation, 
or  of  there  being  any  intended  there? — Not  in  that  neighbourhood.  In  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Riga  a  canal  is  cutting.  The  produce  would  then  be  delivered  at 
26*.  6d.  at  Dantzic. 

Then  that  makes  a  difference  at  Dantzic  of  3  *.  6  d.  between  the  free  labour  and 
the  other  labour? — Not  exactly  so.  I  do  not  state  that  to  show  the  di (Terence 
between  free  labour  and  other  labour:  hut  it  docs  so  happen  that  in  Volhynia  the 
proprietor,  if  he  be  assured  of  a  sale,  would  be  induced  to  send  it  clown  if  lie  could 

fet   26*.  6d.   for  his  corn,  rather   than  keep   it;  but  the   proprietor  in  Prussia, 
imagine,  could  not  bring  it  down  at  less  than  30*. 

Would  the  proprietor  in  Volhynia,  il  he  was  convinced  that  he  could  g<  t  26*. 
for  his  produce,  ex!end  his  cultivation  ? — I  do  not  think  they  could  very  well 
extend  their  cultivation. 

Do  yon  consider  that  the  country  is  cultivated  to  its  full  extent? — Yes;  as  far 
as  the  labour  of  the  peasantry  can  go,  the  men  arc  fully  occupied. 

Is  the  soil  cultivated  to  its  full  extent? — The  soil  would  bear  any  cultivation  ;  it 
is  inexhaustible.  It  is  one  of  the  most  fertile  soils  in  the  world. 

Then  with  the  means  that  are  possessed  of  cultivation  under  the  feudal  system, 
they  would  be  able  to  extend  their  cultivation  ? — Considerably. 

And  you  think  that  would  be  a  price  that  would  induce  them  to  extend  their 
Cultivation? — Provided  they  were  assured  of  that  annually. 

Can  you  state  in  what  proportions  the  corn  shipped  at  Dantzic,  F.ihing,  and 
Konigsburgh,  comes  through  the  Russian  and  the  Prussian  territory  ? — The  quan- 
tity of  wheat  which  was  sent  from  the  Russian  provinces  and  Poland,  to  Dantzic, 
in  the  year  1818,  was  250.000  quarters  of  wheat,  and  50,000  quarters  of  rye;  of 
this  quantity,  100,000  quarters  of  wheat  came  from  ihe  province  of  Volhynia  by 
.the  Bug;  in  the  year  i8if),  280,000  quarters  of  wheat  came  from  those  provinces 
for  Dantzic,  of  which  one  half  came  by  the  Bug;  and  in  the  year  1820,  260,000 
quarters,  of  which  the  same  proportion,  that  is  one  half,  came  from  Volhynia,  and 
the  rest  from  the  other  provinces. 

Does  not  a  proportion  of  Russian  produce  go  by  the  Vistula  ? — The  Bug  falls 
into  the  Vistula.  I  put  a  question  to  ascertain  why  the  supplies  in  181 8  and 
and  1819,  and  part  of  1817,  were  not  equal  to  those  that  came  down  from  1800 
to  1805  ;  they  said  that  the  supply  increased  in  those  years  from  the  more  remote 
ports,  because  they  were  acting  on  the  certainty  of  an  exportation  from  Dantzic ; 
but  in  1817  and  1818,  this  was  not  the  case;  and  the  contracts  were  limited. 

You  have  stated  the  quantity  of  corn  that  came  down  the  Bug ;  can  you  state 
the  quantity  that  comes  down  the  Vistula  before  the  Bug  falls  into  it? — I  cannot 
state  the  quantity  in  the  last  year ;  I  have  made  inquiry,  but  I  was  answered  that 
it  was  extremely  trivial ;  but  I  have  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  came  down  the 
Vistula  for  the  year  182,5,  of  which  a  small  portion  only  came  from  Volhynia. 
The  stock  of  wheat  at  the  beginning  of  1826,  at  Dantzic,  was  2(1,342  lasts,  or 
about  270,000  quarters;  I  am  speaking  of  the  .-lock  at  the  end  of  18-25.  1"  t'ie 
vear  1820",  9.141  lasts,  or  about  90,000  Quarters,  had  passed  Thorn,  conveyed  to 
Dantzic;  if  those  two  are  added  together  they  will  make  ahout  35,483  lasts,  or 
about  350,1100  quarters.  Of  tint  wheat  lln-iv  was  shipped  for  England,  18,384 
lasts,  or  about  180,000  quarters;  and  for  ot/er  destinations, 4,267  lasts,  or  about 
40,000  quarters.  There  remained  at  the  beginning  of  Novcn.«'>er,  in  Dantzic, 
12,832  lasts,  or  about  130,000  quarters;  and  from  2  to  3,000  lasts  (or  about 
20,000  quarters)  were  coining  in  from  the  estates  in  the  vicinity  of  Dantzic,  which 
come  in  at  the  full.  The  wheat  grown  within  the  circuit  of  50  to  100  miles  of 

Dantzic,

Dantzic,  is  brought  in  immediately  after  the  harvest ;  but  the  harvests  of  Prussia 
do  not  come  in  till  the  succeeding  year;  therefore  to  that  stock  must  be  added 
about  30,000  quarters,  which  would  come  in  from  the  estates  that  are  contiguous 
to  Dantzic;  that  would  make  160,000  quarters,  which  would  remain  at  the  end 
of  the  navigation  of  this  year  in  stock  at  Dantzic,  after  having  shipped  220,000 
quarters.  In  making  this  calculation  I  estimate  10  quarters  to  a  last. 

Can  you  state  the  quantity  of  corn  which  passed  Thorn,  and  the  quantity  which 
arrived  at  Dantzic,  in  any  one  year? — No,  I  cannot. 

When  you  speak  of  Prussia  as  contra-distinguished  from  the  country  within  50 
or  100  miles  of  Dantzic,  to  what  part  of  Prussia  do  you  allude? — In  the  dis- 
tinction I  make  between  the  supply  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Dantzic,  and  that 
part  from  which  a  great  quantity  of  corn  comes,  I  refer  to  the  part  of  Russian 
Poland  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Oputoff,  near  Cracovie,  where  the  principal 
quantity  of  corn  comes  from. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  duties  being  levied  under  the  laws  of  Poland  ? — I  am  not 
aware  of  any  duties,  except  at  Thorn. 

Are  you  aware  of  the  amount  of  those  duties? — I  am  not  able  to  state  that  at 
the  present  moment ;  I  can  produce  it  at  another  time. 

In  the  calculation  you  make  of  the  expenses  of  bringing  corn  from  Volhynia, 
and  which  you  stated  at  14*.  6d.,  do  you  include  the  duty  payable  at  Thorn? — 
I  do  include  the  duty,  because  I  know  the  duty  is  trivial  now ;  it  has  been  very 
much  diminished. 

At  the  time  that  there  was  a  large  importation  of  corn  from  Volhynia,  was  the 
duty  trivial,  or  was  it  much  higher? — It  was  much  higher. 

Can  you  state  what  was  the  average  quality  of  corn  imported  into  Dantzic 
from  Volhynia  and  from  Prussia,  as  compared  with  the  average  quality  of  corn 
grown  in  England  ? — I  am  not  able  to  state  from  my  own  knowledge ;  but  I  was 
informed  at  Dantzic,  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  corn  which  comes  from 
Volhynia  generally  sells  for  what  they  call  the  average  rate  in  England,  from 
which  I  conclude  that  the  best  there  is  not  equal  to  the  best  in  England. 

It  is  stated  in  Mr.  Jacob's  Report  that  a  great  part  of  the  corn  that  comes  to 
Dantzic  is  very  materially  injured  ;  did  you  find,  on  your  inquiries,  that  that  was 
the  case? — That  was  one  point  I  inquired  into,  and  where  I  found  that  it  was 
considered  that  Mr.  Jacob  had  been  erroneous.  I  had  a  memorandum,  or  rather 
an  account,  given  to  me  by  the  merchants  at  Dantzic,  of  the  cost  of  wheat  brought 
from  Cracow,  with,  likewise,  a  calculation  for  the  deterioration  and  the  loss  of  the 
wheat,  but  I  have  it  not  amongst  my  papers  here ;  but  I  will  produce  it  another  day. 

When  you  speak  of  a  remunerating  price  at  Dantzic  upon  the  wheat  delivered 
there,  do  you  mean  a  price  so  remunerating  as  to  cover  the  loss  upon  the  wheat 
spoiled  in  the  passage  ? — Undoubtedly  I  do  ;  taking  into  consideration  every  risk, 
that  risk  is  less  than  the  calculation  I  have  alluded  to. 

Have  you  any  means  of  ascertaining  the  largest  quantity  in  any  given  year  im- 
ported into  Dantzic  from  Russian  Poland,  or  from  Prussia? — I  have  not. 

Can  you  state  generally  what  other  countries  import  wheat  from  Dantzic  besides 
England  ? — Part  of  the  40,000  quarters,  which  I  have  mentioned  as  being  shipped 
last  year,  was  sent  to  Guernsey  and  Jersey  ;  I  am  not  aware  what  became  of  the 
other  portion.  The  quantity  sent  to  Guernsey  and  Jersey  was  1,247  lasts  out 
of  4,267. 

You  resided  some  time  in  Volhynia? — I  have  been  in  Volhynia  several  times, 
but  have  not  resided  there. 

Can  you  state  at  all  the  mode  of  cultivation  in  that  country ;   in  the  first  place, 
as  to  the  letting  of  farms;  and   secondly,  as  to  the  mode  of  cultivation  generally? 
—The  population  of  Volhynia  consists  entirely  of  slaves ;  and    either  the  pro- 
prietor farms  his  own  estate,  or  lets  it  to  what  they  call  possessors,  at  the  rate  of 
so  much  per  day's  labour,  calculated  for  the  peasant. 

Then  he  is  paid  in  so  many  days  labour? — He  is  paid  in  so  many  days  labour; 
or  rather,  he  receives  so  much  money  for  each  day's  labour  of  the  slave.  We  will 
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suppose  there  are  a  thousand  slaves  (there  is  a  great  number  of  days  labour  im- 
posed upon  some  than  upon  others)  ;  they  make  a  calculation,  out  of  the  thousand 
Maroli  1827.  slaves,  how  many  days  labour  they  are  to  perform  during  the  year  for  the  pro- 
prietor; that  is  calculated  ;  and  a  census  is  taken  of  each  person  and  each  family; 
it  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  possessor,  and  he  exacts  so  many  days  labour  from 
the  peasantry,  and  he  pays  so  much  per  day's  labour,  as  the  rent  of  his  farm,  to 
the  landlord. 

Supposing  the  demand  for  Volhynian  wheat  to  be  increased  to  the  amount  to 
.500,000  quarters,  do  you  think  the  cultivation  could  be,  in  the  course  of  a  year  or 
two,  so  extended  as  to  produce  wheat  equal  to  that  demand,  with  no  increase  of 
price  ? — I  do  not  consider  that  the  cultivation  would  be  increased,  of  corn  gene- 
rally, as  wheat  would  be  substituted  for  the  proportions  of  other  grain  which  is 
grown ;  and  an  increased  cultivation  will  only  arise  from  the  proprietor  sending 
more  slaves  to  cultivate  the  land. 

Would  that  wheat  be  furnished  at  the  same  price  as  the  wheat  now  sent  to 
Dantzic? — Undoubtedly  ;  that  is,  according  to  the  calculation  I  have  made. 

If  the  population  of  the  country  were  to  increase,  the  supply  could  be  increased 
almost  indefinitely  ? — It  would  be  increased  very  considerably.  Volhynia  is  not  a 
very  large  province,  and  only  two  thirds  of  it  are  agricultural. 

Are  you  personally  acquainted  with  that  part  of  Poland,  on  the  left  of  the 
Vistula,  which  was  ceded  to  Russia  by  the  treaty  of  Vienna?— 1  am  not. 

Then  you  cannot  state  whether  an  increased  quantity  of  wheat  could  be  pro- 
duced from  that  part  of  the  country  which  sends  its  wheat  to  Dantzic  through 
Opatoff ? — I  cannot. 

Will  you  state  what  information  you  collected  at  Elbing? — The  result  of  my 
inquiries  at  Elbing  was,  that  in  1816,  1817,  and  1818,  the  annual  exports  had 
varied  from  40  to  70,000  quarters ;  and  as  this  quantity  was  much  less  .than  had 
been  exported  in  the  preceding  years,  when  there  was  a  demand  for  wheat,  that  is, 
from  1800  to  1805  (when  155,000  quarters  had  been  exported  in  one  year),  I 
asked  the  cause  of  that,  and  I  was  informed  that  the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  Elbing 
was  put  out  of  Tillage,  in  consequence  of  the  depreciation  in  the  price  of  wheat  for 
the  last  five  or  six  years ;  and  that  pasture  had  been  substituted,  and  a  considerable 
export  of  butter  and  cheese  had  taken  place;  but  that  if  a  price  of  26*.  to  27*. 
per  quarter  could  be  ensured  for  wheat,  the  pasture  would  be  abandoned,  as  there 
was  a  very  trivial  profit  on  the  dairy  farms.  I  asked  what  would  be  the  annual 
supply  of  wheat  that  would  be  sent  to  Elbing  for  shipment,  taken  distinctly  from 
Dantzic  and  Konigsburgh,  and  I  was  informed  that  the  least  calculation  per  annum, 
for  a  series  of  years,  would  be  6.5,000  quarters.  If  there  was  an  encouragement 
for  them  to  grow  wheat,  Elbing  alone  would  export  annually  65,000  quarters ;  and, 
exclusive  of  that,  that  a  similar  quantity  of  rye  would  be  produced  at  Elbing.  It 
is  only  about  half  that  quantity  of  corn  which  is  produced  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Elbing,  the  other  comes  by  different  channels,  of  which  there  are  three  or  four ; 
there  are  some  inland  navigable  rivers  near  Elbing;  and  it  comes  from  shorter  dis- 
tances than  what  usually  comes  to  Dantzic. 

When  you  speak  of  26*.  or  27 «,  you  take  into  consideration  the  whole  ex- 
pense?— Yes. 

Can  you  state  what  was  the  price  of  wheat  at  the  time  you  were  at  Elbing? — 
The  price  of  wheat  at  Elbing  was  34*. 

At  what  date  was  that  ? — The  beginning  of  November  last. 

Can  you  state  what  was  the  price  of  wheat  at  Dantzic  at  the  time  you  were 
there  ? — Thirty-five  shillings  a  quarter. 

Do  you  know  what  it  had  been  in  the  commencement  of  that  year  ? — Twenty- 
four,  twenty-five,  and  twenty-six  shillings  ;  but  as  the  price  of  corn  rose  at  Dantzic, 
in  consequence  of  an  idea  that  an  alteration  would  be  made  in  the  laws  of  this 
country  with  respect  to  the  import  of  corn,  an  immediate  augmentation  took  place, 
under  a  supposition  that  a  low  duty  would  be  laid  on  corn,  and  consequently  that 
they  would  be  able  to  receive  greater  prices  in  Prussia ;  they  were  impressed  with 
the  idea,  in  fact,  that  12  s,  would  be  the  duty  put  upon  wheat.

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At  the  end  of  the  year  before,  do  you  know  what  wheat  was  sold  for  at  Dantzic?      J.  H.  Lander, 

— No.  Esq. 
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Do  you  know  how  much  it  rose  in  consequence  of  the  expectation  you  have    13  March  1827. 
mentioned  ? — Ten  shillings  a  quarter,  at  least. 

Was  that  at  a  period  of  the  year  when  wheat  usually  rises  ? — There  were  many 
ships  lading  for  England  at  that  time. 

Under  common  circumstances  would  wheat  have  been  rising  at  that  period  ? — 
Most  undoubtedly  not ;  it  rose  under  the  impression  that  wheat  would  be  admitted 
into  England  at  a  moderate  duty ;  they  were  induced  to  suppose  that  it  would  be 
admitted  at  i  as.,  because  they  attributed  a  sort  of  authority  to  Mr.  Jacob's  Report. 

Supposing  there  were  at  Dantzic  and  at  Elbing  a  constant  state  of  demand  for 
wheat,  to  the  extent  to  which  you  suppose  they  could  cultivate,  whereabout  do  you 
think  the  price  would  be  ? — The  price  must  be  entirely  regulated  by  the  English 
market. 

Supposing  the  demand  not  to  exceed  the  actual  quantity  that  they  could  easily 
furnish,  whereabout  do  you  think  the  price  would  permanently  be  ? — I  cannot  form 
an  opinion  upon  that  subject ;  the  price  must  be  entirely  guided  by  the  price  in  this 
country.  The  remunerating  price  is  30*. ;  that  they  would  be  very  glad  to  sell  at 
35  £.  is  very  certain. 

You  stated  that  there  was  a  sudden  rise  in  the  price  of  corn,  in  consequence  of 
the  demand  that  it  was  supposed  was  about  to  take  place  in  England  ;  do  you  con- 
ceive, if  that  demand  were  to  be  permanent,  and  consequently  permanently  supplied 
at  Dantzic,  that  that  rise  of  price  would  continue  ? — I  have  said,  that  as  England 
would  be  the  only  importing  country  in  Europe,  if  a  change  in  the  law  were  to  take 
place,  the  price  there  must  naturally  depend  upon  the  state  of  the  English  market. 

You  consider  that  England  would  be  the  only  great  importing  country? — If  the 
law  which  is  contemplated  passes,  England  will  be  the  only  country  that  admits  the 
importation. 

Would  the  land  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Elbing,  which  produces  65,000  quarters 
of  rye,  bear  wheat  crops  ? — It  would  bear  wheat.  They  have  a  succession  of  crops 
— first  wheat  and  rye,  then  barley  and  oats,  and  after  that  the  ground  lies  fallow. 

They  have  no  turnip-husbandry  ? — They  have  no  turnip-husbandry  that  I  observed. 
They  sow  beetroot,  millet,  and  other  things,  which  form  rather  borders  of  the  large 
pieces  of  cultivated  land. 

Is  there  any  buck-wheat  in  that  part  of  the  country? — I  did  nor  see  any  buck- 
wheat in  that  part  of  the  country. 

Then  the  countries  which  export  their  corn  by  the  port  of  Elbing  could  not, 
without  deranging  their  system  of  cultivation,  increase  their  export  of  wheat? — 
They  could  not. 

Do  you  know  whether  they  would  be  able  to  obtain  two  wheat  crops  following, 
instead  of  a  crop  of  wheat  and  a  crop  of  rye  ? — One  third  of  the  land  is  cultivated 
with  wheat  and  rye,  one  third  lies  fallow,  and  one  third  with  barley  and  oats. 

Could  they,  instead  of  that  course,  grow  wheat  for  two  years  running,  and  then 
let  the  land  lie  fallow  for  one  year  ? — Not  in  that  part  of  the  country. 

Can  a  regular  supply  for  the  British  market  be  ensured  either  at  Dantzic  or  at 
Elbing,  if  the  duty  upon  importation  here  is  to  be  governed  by  weekly  averages  ? — 
I  should  consider  it  as  a  prohibition,  because  they  could  have  no  certainty.  If 
there  were  weekly  averages,  and  the  price  of  wheat  were  65*.  it  would  be  exported 
notwithstanding  the  weekly  averages;  but  if  the  price  were  at  55*.  I  should  think 
it  would  amount  to  an  absolute  prohibition  at  the  proposed  scale  of  duty. 

Supposing  the  warehousing  system  is  continued,  would  it  affect  the  demand 
whether  the  averages  were  weekly  or  monthly  ? — I  should  think  not. 

Would  it  affect  the  demand,  under  the  warehousing  system,  whether  the  averages 

were  taken  weekly,  or  at  periods  of  three  months  ? — If  the  averages  were  taken  at 

three  months  there  would  be  a  greater  certainty,  because  it  must  determine  the 
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J.  H.  Lander.      pritc  t'ur  three  months,  and  give  time  for  an  importation  upon  wliich  a  calculation 
^       ^f* of  duty  could  be  founded. 

13  March  1897.  Would  not  the  uncertainty  that  they  would  dreail  from  weekly  averages  be  from 
the  operations  of  the  merchants  upon  the  warehousing  system  ? — I  am  not  able  to 
aiiMM-r  that  question.  It  would  give  a  great  facility  of  rendering  the  averages 
incorrect.  There  would  be  a  great  facility,  if  I  may  so  state  it,  of  causing  false 
averages  to  be  taken. 

Do  you  think  it  would  increase  speculation  ? — It  would  depend  upon  the  great 
object  in  view,  of  importing  corn. 

Which  system,  the  present  system,  or  that  which  is  now  contemplated,  would 
most  facilitate  the  calculations  of  the  merchant  importer  of  corn? — The  average  of 
three  months  would  be  a  certain  guide  for  the  merchant,  or  at  least  it  would  be 
more  sure  than  weekly  averages.  I  will  put  it  in  this  way — if  corn  were  quoted  at 
(")OJ.,  and  upon  the  presumption  of  getting  60  s.  a  merchant  sent  to  Dantzic  for 
corn,  and  it  arrived  here  when  the  average  was  at  55*.,  in  that  case  it  would 
become  a  total  loss  to  him  ;  but  if  the  average  price  were  to  be  continued  for  three 
months  it  would  give  the  merchant  an  opportunity  of  importing  corn  into  this  country, 
and  he  would  be  assured  of  it  being  subject  only  to  the  duty  which  he  contemplated 
when  he  made  the  speculation. 

You  think  then,  that  the  merchant  importer  of  corn  would  trade  more  safely 
under  the  present  system  than  under  the  system  wliich  it  is  proposed  to  substi- 
tute ? — More  surely. 

What  is  the  amount  of  capital  required  for  the  cultivation  of  any  given  quantity 
of  land  in  Russian  Poland  ? — In  Russian  Poland  capital  is  required  by  the  person 
that  rents  the  estate. 

What  would  be  the  capital  required  by  a  man  that  undertook  a  farm  of  500 
acres? — lam  not  able  to  answer  that  immediately.  I  think  I  shall  be  able  to 
answer  it  satisfactorily  if  I  have  the  honour  to  be  called  a  second  time. 

Can  you  state  the  average  amount  of  produce  per  acre  of  wheat? — I  cannot 
state  that  now,  but  I  can  give  that  also  at  another  time. 

Is  the  land  which  was  taken  out  of  tillage,  and  turned  into  pasture,  in  small  or  in 
large  enclosures,  or  is  it  enclosed  at  all? — It  is  not  enclosed. 

When  you  speak  of  26*.  or  27*.  being  a  remunerating  price  at  Elbing,  and 
30  s.  at  Dantzic,  do  you  mean  if  that  price  could  be  ensured  to  them  ? — Yes, 
or  rather  if  a  Sale  were  ensured. 

Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  information  you  collected  at  Konigsburgh  ? 
— At  Konigsburgh,  the  stock  at  the  beginning  of  1826  was  100,000  quarters,  of 
which,  during  the  year,  half  was  shipped  principally  for  England  :  I  did  not  get 
the  exact  detail  of  the  shipment,  but  nearly  the  whole  of  w  hat  was  shipped  went 
to  England.  The  annual  exportation  of  wheat,  which  may  be  calculated  upon 
from  Konigsburgh,  provided  the  price  were  at  or  above  28*.,  would  be  60,000 
quarters.  Konigsburgh  is  not  a  large  port  for  the  exportation  of  wheat ;  it  is 
principally  rye  that  is  shipped  from  Konigsburgh. 

Do  you  mean  that  28*.  would  be  a  remunerating  price? — That  would  induce 
the  proprietors  to  send  their  wheat  down,  so  that  the  exportation,  or  rather  the 
supply,  would  be  60,000  quarters. 

You  mean  if  the  exportation  were  ensured  to  them  ? — Yes.  I  formed  my 
general  estimates  from  putting  together  the  statements  of  a  number  of  the  mer- 
chants and  considerable  proprietors  ;  one  made  his  calculation  at  25  s.,  and  another 
at  26 s.  As  an  instance  with  respect  to  Konigsburgh,  one  proprietor  may  have  said, 
I  should  not  consider  less  than  30*.  a  remunerating  price;  another  may  say,  I 
should  be  glad  to  get  28  s.  :  Then  I  have  spoken  to  the  brokers  and  merchants,  and 
upon  the  whole  I  have  made  my  calculation,  that  if  28*.  were  ensured  to  them, 
in  that  case  that  quantity  would  be  produced. 

F  )f>cb  the  wheat  exported  at  Konigsburgh  principally  come  down  the  Pregel  : — 
Principal  down  the  Pregel. 

Is 
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Is  it  Russian  wheat? — Part  of  it  is  Russian  wheat,  and  part  of  it  is  raised  near      J.  H.  Lander. 
Konigsburgh.  &?. 

What  proportion    of  it  is  Russian  ?— That  I  am   not  aware  of,  but  it  is  very     13  March  1827. 
trivial. 

Are  you  aware  of  there  having  been  any  canals  in  contemplation,  or  of  any 
having  been  already  begun ;  or  of  any  facilities  having  been  given  to  the  navigation 
of  the  river  Niemen,  by  the  Russian  government? — I  am  not  aware  of  any. 
I  mentioned  before,  that  the  only  canal  the  Russians  are  cutting,  that  I  know  of, 
is  near  Riga. 

That  will  open  a  large  corn  country,  will  it  not  ? — It  will  cause  an  additional 
supply  to  Riga,  but  it  is  with  a  view  of  drawing  off  part  of  the  supplies  that  have 
come  hitherto  to  Memel ;  therefore  it  will  not  increase  the  supply  that  will  come 
ultimately  to  this  country ;  it  will  only  favour  the  port  of  Riga  at  the  expense  of 
the  port  at  Memel ;  the  quantity  that  will  then  find  its  way  to  Riga  at  the  present 
time  finds  its  way  to  Memel. 

Would  that  produce  be  exported  cheaper  in  consequence  of  the  alterations  and 
improvements  you  have  mentioned  from  the  port  of  Riga  than  from  the  port  of 
Memel? — I  should  presume  it  would  be  cheaper;  because  in  Russia  there  is  no 
tax  upon  merchandize  going  by  canals. 

Would  the  produce  of  the  interior  come  down  to  Riga  to  any  great  amount  by 
that  canal? — Not  to  a  large  amount;  that  canal  is  not  for  the  purpose  of  exporting 
corn ;  the  principal  object  is  for  the  conveyance  of  timber,  and  many  other 
productions  of  the  interior. 

Have  you  any  information  with  regard  to  any  other  part  of  the  North  of  Europe? 
— I  have ;  with  regard  to  Memel,  Riga,  and  Petersburgh. 

Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  what  observations  you  made  while  at  Riga  ? — 
When  at  Riga  I  obtained  information  of  the  quantity  of  wheat  and  rye  which  had 
been  exported  in  the  years  1805  and  1806.     From  the  Custom-house  Returns  it 
appeared  that  the  export  of  wheat  was  200,000  quarters,  and  of  rye  1,350,000 
quarters.     I  obtained    information  also  as  to  the  exports   in  the  year  1 8 1 7,  when 
there  was  exported  100,000  quarters  of  wheat,  731,000  quarters  of  rye,  75,000 
quarters  of  barley,  and  101,000  quarters  of  oats,  which  make  a  total  of  1,000,000 
of  quarters  of  corn  of  all  sorts  exported  from  Riga  in   1817.     This  information 
I  procured,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  power  of  supply  in  Courland.     In  the  year 
1818  there  were  shipped   65,000  quarters  of   wheat,    207,000  quarters  of   rye, 
111,000   quarters   of  barley,    and   268,000  quarters    of  oats;  the  rye  had  been 
principally  sent  to  Holland,  and  a  part  likewise  to  Sweden.     It  was  supposed, 
that  if  the  prices  were  equivalent  to  those  of  1805,  1817,  and  1818,  the  supplies 
would   come  from  such  a  distance  as  to  ensure  an  annual  export  of  1,000,000  of 
quarters  of  the  different  kinds  of  grain  ;  but  within   the  few  last  years  flax  had 
been  cultivated  more  extensively ;  and  the  average  annual  export  of  flax  having 
been  7,000  tons,  in  the  year  1826  it  increased  to  25,000  tons;  but  the  culture  of 
flax  would  be  abandoned,  provided  26*.  could  be  ensured  for  the  sale  of  wheat  at 
Riga;  and  in  that  case    100,000  quarters  would  be  the  quantity  which  Courland 
would  supply. 

Do  you,  in  that  calculation  of  100,000  quarters,  include  the  land  which  had 
formerly  been  in  tillage,  but  which  has  been  turned  into  pasture? — It  would  require 
a  larger  quantity  of  land  to  grow  25,000  tons  of  flax  than  100,000  quarters  of 
grain ;  but  the  land  that  now  grows  flax  would  be  converted  into  tillage  for  the 
growth  of  wheat,  provided  the  price  of  26*.  could  be  obtained  for  that  wheat  at 
Riga;  and  the  supply  would  be  100,000  quarters,  and  15*.  would  be  a  remune- 
rating price  for  the  rye.  If  those  prices  were  obtained  at  Riga,  nearly  all  that 
land  which  is  now  in  flax  would  be  converted  into  the  culture  of  wheat  and  rye. 

What  would  be  the  total  quantity  of  wheat  and  rye  which  could  be  exported,  if 

there  were  a  demand  at   prices  such  as  you  have  stated  ? — From  the  reports 

I  received  I  should  estimate  it  at  600,000  quarters,  that  is,  500,000  quarters  of  rye 

and  100,000  quarters  of  wheat.     I  should  mention  that  the  land  of  Courland  is

not,  generally  speaking,  sufficiently  good  for  the  growth  of  flax,  and  that  makes  the 
_  labour  of  cultivating  flax  very  great,  and  the  return  very  small.     The  prices  at 

13  March  1897.  Riga,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  were  24*.  and  they  rose  to  26  s.  that  was  the 
highest  price.  The  wheat  is  there  much  inferior  to  the  wheat  that  comes  down 
the  Vistula  ;  as  well  as  in  the  whole  of  the  north  of  Europe,  the  wheat  is  of  inferior 
quality. 

Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  any  information  you  collected  at  Petersburg!!? 
— At  Petersburgh  there  was  collected,  in  the  government  of  Yarosluw,  1 20,000 
quarters  of  wheat,  principally  in  and  near  the  city  of  Rabinsk,  where,  in  fact,  the 
great  dep6t  for  wheat  intended  to  be  shipped  from  Petersburg!)  is  found,  because 
they  have  no  magazines  in  Petersburg!!.  The  city  lies  very  low,  and  btiuji  subject 
to  inundations,  they  never  store  wheat  in  Petersburgh.  That  wheat  was  ofl'crcd  to 
be  delivered  at  Petersburg!!  at  20  roubles  per  chetvert,  which,  at  the  rate  of  freight 
then  existing  at  Petersburgh,  and  the  course  of  exchange,  would  cost,  landed  in 
England,  30$.  per  quarter. 

What  was  the  then  rate  of  freight  ? — Six  shillings.  I  have  the  particulars  to 
show  exactly  what  that  wheat  would  cost. 

What  is  the  quality  of  that  wheat? — The  quality  of  that  wheat  is  inferior. 

Is  6*.  considered  a  low  freight  ? — I  believe  not ;  it  is  equivalent  to  the  freight 
which  was  payable  for  the  other  articles  of  export  from  Petersburgh.  The  wheat 
trade  from  Petersburgh  had  been  so  precarious  and  uncertain,  that  many  proprietors 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Yaroslaw  did  not  send  their  wheat  to  Rabinsk  for  the 
purpose  of  being  brought  down  by  those  canals  when  the  navigation  opened  ;  but 
if  there  were  a  certainty  of  an  annual  export  of  wheat  at  a  given  price,  in  that  case 
from  60  to  70,000  quarters  would  be  produced  in  the  market  of  Rabinsk,  which 
would  be  annually  sent  down  the  Neva. 

At  what  price? — They  were  glad  to  sell  at  20  roubles,  which  would  inaJie  about 
23*.  or  24*.  a  quarter  in  Petersburgh.  The  price  of  245.  is  so  very  near  the  esti- 
mated price  at  Riga,  and  as  they  can  produce  the  grain  cheaper,  I  should  imagine 
that  24*.  at  Petersburgh  would  be  equally  remunerating  as  26*.  or  27*.  at  Riga, 
or  30  s.  at  Dantzic. 

That  is  under  slave-cultivation  ? — Yes. 

Do  you  mean  that  that  price  would  be  remunerating  for  60,000  quarters,  or  for 
a  larger  quantity  ? — The  capability  of  that  part  of  the  country  would  not  be  more 
than  60  or  70,000  quarters. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  other  parts  from  which  supplies  of  grain  would  come 
down  to  Petersburgh  ? — If  there  are  any,  they  are  very  trivial ;  perhaps  there  may 
be  for  oats. 

You  have  stated,  that  if  there  was  a  prospect  of  a  remunerating  price  of  from 
23  s.  to  24*.  there  would  be  collected  at  Rabinsk  from  60  to  70,000  quarters ; 
supposing  there  was  not  that  prospect,  where  would  that  grain  go  to? — It  would 
remain  in  the  hands  of  the  proprietors  ;  it  is  collected  in  very  small  quantities,  the 
chief  production  being  rye  ;  they  use  it  in  distilleries,  and  a  great  part  of  it  is  in 
fact  wasted ;  there  is  a  vast  quantity  of  corn  on  the  continent  that  is  eaten  by 
vermin,  and  wasted  by  exposure  in  stacks  for  want  of  a  demand. 

In  visiting  those  various,  ports,  did  you  procure  any  information  with  regard  to 
the  probable  price  at  which  barley  and  oats  could  be  afforded  ? — No,  I  did  not. 

Is  there  any  other  part  of  the  Baltic  with  respect  to  which  you  have  collected 
any  information  ? — No ;  when  I  was  at  Berlin  there  were  gentlemen  who  were 
connected  with  Stettin,  but  I  did  not  go  there  ;  I  merely  made  some  inquiries. 

What  information  did  you  obtain  with  respect  to  Stettin? — The  result  of  the 
conversation  was,  that  Rostock,  Wismar,  Stralsund,  and  Stettin,  and  Pomerania 
generally,  would,  if  the  ports  were  permanently  open  in  England,  be  able  to 
supply  at  least  150,000  quarters  of  whrat,  besides  an  equal  quantity  of  barley 
and  oats.  The  remark  I  made  was,  that  I  thought  this  quantity  was  underrated, 

from  the  report  I  had  received  from  Stettin,  in  one  year  it  appeared  that  they 

had 
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had  exported  75,000  quarters  alone  from  Stettin  ;   but  it  was  remarked,  that  in  the 

subsequent  year  a  very  small  quantity  only  was  sent  from  Stettin ;  and  as  the 

accounts  agreed  with  regard   to  the  estimated  quantity,  I  have  every  reason   to 

suppose  they  are  correct  as  to  the  supplies  of  Pomerania.      Wheat  had  there    J3  March  1857. 

risen  in  consequence  of  the  idea  of  a  change  of  the  law  in  England,  up  to  35*.; 

but  there  were  proprietors  in  the  neighbourhood  who  before  that  would  have  sent 

their  grain  for  sale  to  Stettin,  and  would  have  gladly  accepted  the  price  of  25*.  at 

Stettin,  as  a  remunerating  price  for  their  wheat. 

Supposing  the  ports  were  opened  for  wheat,  do  you  imagine  that  that  supply  of 
wheat  could  he  obtained  at  25  s.  ? — Undoubtedly. 

From  your  knowledge  of  the  countries  of  which  you  huve  spoken,  do  you  think 
that  the  demand  for  English  manufactures  in  those  countries  would  increase  in 
proportion  to  the  demand  for  foreign  corn  in  this  country  ? — Not  in  the  remotest 
degree. 

Is  the  Pomeranian  wheat  of  fine  quality  ? — It  is  very  fair  wheat ;  it  is  not  quite 
equal  to  the  Dantzic. 

Can  you  form  any  opinion  as  to  the  proportion  in  which  barley  and  oats  are 
grown  ?—  I  understand  that  the  quantity  of  wheat  grown  is  about  half  the  growth 
of  barley  and  oats.of  what  they  call  the  export  quantity  ;  but  in  all  those  countries 
the  principal  article  of  growth  is  rye,  as  being  the  food  of  the  inhabitants. 

What  would  be  the  cost  of  bringing  that  wheat  from  Stettin  to  England  ? — I  am 
not  aware  what  the  cost  would  be,  but  I  should  suppose  it  would  be  rather  less 
than  coming  from  Duntzic. 

Does  not  the   finest  Dantzic  wheat  bear  a   very  high  price   in  the  English 
market  ? — I  understand  it  is  finer  than  the  finest  English. 
Do  you  know  the  price  of  the  best  Dantzic  wheat  ? — I  do  not. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

HUDDIN  LANDER,  Esquire,  is  called  in  ;  and  further  examined, 

as  follows : 

ARE  you  now  able  to  state  the  charges  of  bringing  wheat  from  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Cracow? — I  have  found  the  particulars  of  those  charges  for  the  last 
year.  I  had  seen  that  the  charges  on  bringing  wheat  from  Cracow  and  Warsaw, 
mentioned  in  Mr.  Jacob's  Report,  were  much  greater  than  had  been  represented 
to  me ;  and,  when  at  Dantzic,  I  obtained  from  one  of  the  first  merchants  of  that 
city  an  account  of  the  expenses  incurred  in  bringing  a  quantity  of  10,000  quarters 
of  wheat  from  the  province  of  Cracow  for  Dantzic ;  those  charges  are  reduced, 
so  as  to  make  an  estimate  of  what  they  cost  per  quarter ;  the  items  are  these : 
the  agent's  charge  for  the  purchase,  including  brokerage,  and  for  all  his  expenses, 
l*.  per  quarter;  the  freight  is  4*.  6d.  from  Cracow  to  Dantzic,  the  duty  i  s.  id., 
the  loss  on  measure  six  and  a  half  per-cent.  or  i  *.  The  wheat  having  cost  in 
Cracow,  at  least  near  Opatoflf,  16*.  per  quarter,  the  loss  by  damage  was  only  2</. 
per  quarter,  but  that  was  less  than  I  imagined  would  be  the  general  amount.  It 
was  stated  that  that  wheat  was  in  particularly  fine  condition,  and  that  the  loss  by 
damage  was  less  than  usual ;  that  it  might  ordinarily  be  estimated  from  6d.  to  gd. 
per  quarter  ;  that  makes  7*.  loJ.  conveyed  to  Dantzic.  The  charges  for  screening, 
the  town-dues,  and  warehousing  the  wheat  for  one  month  at  Dantzio)  are  i  s.  gd.; 
333-  » 4  that 
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that  is  a  charge  to  which  the  proprietor  is  subject,  who  sends  down  his  \\  hr.it  to 
Dantzic,  in  addition  to  the  charges  to  which  the  merchant  is  subject.  In  case  the 
-March  i8ix  proprietor  should  send  his  wheat  to  Dantzic  it  would  cost  him  9*.  7</;  but  if  the 
merchant  hud  shipped  tluit  wheat  immediately  upon  its  arrival  in  Dantzic,  tin- 
charges  would  only  have  been  7  jr. 

In  the  case  of  the  proprietor  sending  down  his  wheat  for  sale  to  Dantzic, 
would  not  he  save  the  agent's  charge  of  i  s.  per  quarter  to  which  the  merchant 
is  subject? — He  would,  if  there  be  a  demand  for  corn;  it  may  be  sold  imme- 
diately on  its  arrival  at  Dantzic,  and  consequently  the  proprietor  would  not  be 
subject  to  any  warehouse-rent. 

Can  you  state  the  shipping  charges  ?-  -  That  depends  upon  the  price,  because  the 
commission  is  increased  as  the  price  of  the  wheat  is  increased ;  but  the  shipping 
charges  at  Dantzic  are  estimated  at  25.  per  quarter.  With  regard  to  Riga,  I  wish 
to  state  that  the  charges  for  the  conveyance  of  grain  by  the  Dwina  are  very  trivial, 
they  do  not  exceed  2$.  per  quarter  for  a  distance  of  800  versts,  or  (>oo  miles  ;  I 
mention  that  to  show  the  power  of  supply  in  Courland,  and  that  the  charges 
are  so  small. 

Can  you  state  what  is  the  prime  cost  of  the  grain  in  Courland  ? — It  varies 
entirely  according  to  the  distance  from  Riga. 

How  far  up  is  the  Dwina  navigable  ? — I  have  heard  it  exceeds  800  versts. 

Do  you  know  what  is  the  ordinary  price  of  a  quarter  of  wheat  at  Warsaw?- 
I  have  not  the  means  of  ascertaining  the  price  of  wheat,  but  I  know  that  Warsaw 
is  not  a  market  for  wheat  at  all,  for  there  are  no  contracts  made  for  the   purchase 
of  wheat  at  Warsaw. 

Can  you  speak  as  to  the  expenses  of  conveying  a  quantity  of  wheat  from 
Warsaw  to  Dantzic? — The  statement  of  expenses  which  I  have  given  in  relating 
to  a  part  more  distant  than  Warsaw,  I  should  presume  they  would  be  rather  less 
than  those  from  Cracow. 

Have  you  seen  the  statement  upon  that  subject  contained  in  Mr.  Jacob's  Report, 
page  39  ? — I  have. 

Do  you  consider  that  statement  as  correct? — I  do  not;  having  given  in  a  state- 
nent  which  differs  from  it. 

Do  you  believe  that  the  price  of  a  quarter  of  wheat  at  Warsaw,  in  1825,  was 
28*.  a  quarter? — I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  that;  if  I  speak  from  belief,  I 
should  suppose  not. 

Was  it  not  nearer  the  price  which  is  stated  in  the  Appendix  to  that  Report,  of 
i  41.  gd.  ? — I  am  not  able  to  speak  to  that. 

You  have  stated  that  the  price  of  grain  in  Courland  varies  according  to  the 
distances  from  Riga;  can  you  inform  the  Committee  of  the  maximum  and  the 
minimum  prices  in  Courland,  according  to  the  difference  of  distance? — I  believe  I 
answered  that  generally.  If  wheat  be  at  a  certain  price  which  I  stated,  corn 
would  come  from  a  great  distance,  and  the  supply  would  be  equal  to  1,000,000 
of  quarters  of  all  kinds  of  grain ;  but  I  am  not  aware  of  the  exact  difference  of 
price,  according  to  the  difference  of  distance. 

What  proportion  of  that  1,000,000  of  quarters  would  be  wheat? — One  hundred 
thousand  quarters,  the  presumed  annual  supply  from  Courland. 

Do  you  take  16*.  as  the  average  price  of  wheat  at  Cracow,  or  as  the  price  of  a 
particular  year  ? — It  was  considered  a  low  price  in  the  summer  of  1826. 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  it  being  sold  at  Cracow  at  1 2  s.  ^d.  ? — No. 

You  stated  that  the  remunerating  price  to  the  Prussians  near  Dantzic  w:as  304., 
and  to  the  Volhynians  27*.  6</.;  is  the  quality  of  the  Prussian  \\heat  better  than 
that  of  Volhyniar— There  is  a  portion  of  the  wheat  that  comes  from  Volhynia 

« liich 
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which  is  very  fine,  but  the  Volhynian  Wheat  in  general  is  not  equal  to  that  which 
is  called  the  Dantzic  red  wheat :  They  have  particular  kinds  of  wheat  which  are 
shipped  from  Dantzic  which  are  extremely  fine;  those  do  not  come  from 
Volhynia. 

Then  you  consider  the  price  of  30*.,  which  is  necessary  to  remunerate  the 
Prussian  farmer,  as  being  paid  for  the  very  best  quality  of  wheat  that  is  exported 
from  Dantzic  ? — Yes. 

Have  you  any  means  of  information  as  to  the  difference  of  price  between  the 
very  best  wheat  exported  from  Dantzic,  namely,  that  sold  at  30*.,  and  the  very 
best  wheat  in  the  English  market  ? — No,  I  have  not ;  I  am  not  at  all  acquainted 
with  the  market  for  corn  in  England. 

Do  they  grow  any  inferior  wheat  in  Prussia  ? — In  the  very  large  quantities  that 
come  into  Dantzic,  of  course  there  is  a  portion  which  may  be  considered  inferior 
wheat,  though  that  wheat  may  be  considered  of  a  fair  quality ;  but  it  is  there  con- 
trasted with  that  which  is  perhaps  the  finest  wheat  in  Europe,  and  on  that  account 
it  is  considered  inferior  wheat,  although  perhaps  in  another  market  it  may  be  con- 
sidered of  a  fair  average. 

You  say  you  consider  30  s.  as  the  price  of  the  finest  quality  that  comes  to 
Dantzic ;  do  you  speak  generally  of  the  quality  of  that  wheat  which  comes  to 
Dantzic,  or  do  you  speak  of  the  very  finest  that  comes  to  that  port  ? — As  to  the 
remunerating  price,  it  does  not  cost  a  man  more  to  produce  good  wheat  than  to 
produce  bad ;  it  depends  upon  the  season. 

When  you  speak  of  the  price  of  30  *.,  do  you  apply  it  to  the  finest  quality  of 
wheat  that  comes  into  Dantzic,  or  do  you  apply  it  generally  to  the  wheat  that 
comes  into  Dantzic  ? — Generally. 

What  is  the  cause  of  the  difference  between  the  price  of  the  Volhynian  wheat, 
and  the  price  of  the  Prussian  wheat  ? — The  Volhynian  wheat  is  generally  inferior 
wheat  to  the  Prussian. 

It  has  been  stated  that  some  years  ago  the  quantity  of  grain  was  so  great  in 
Poland,  and  the  demand  for  it  so  small,  that  several  of  the  landed  proprietors 
allowed  the  corn  to  rot  upon  the  ground  ;  do  you  know  whether  such  was  the  fact? 
— I  do  not. 

Do  you  know  whether  it  was  occasionally  given  to  cattle  in  lieu  of  fodder? — 
No  doubt  rye  is  given,  but  I  am  not  aware  that  wheat  is  given  to  cattle. 

Is  not  the  quantity  of  wheat  much  smaller  than  that  of  other  grain  produced  in 
those  countries  ? — In  the  proportion  of  one  fourth. 

Are  you  aware  of  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  has  been  bought  for  English 
merchants  at  Dantzic  ? — I  arn  not ;  I  gave  a  statement  of  the  quantity  that  remained 
in  store  at  Dantzic  in  the  commencement  of  November. 

You  stated  that  you  resided  some  time  at  Odessa  ? — I  was  the  agent  for  the 
government  of  Malta  at  Odessa,  appointed  in  the  latter  End  of  1817. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  navigation  of  the  Niester  and  the  Dnieper? — 
Partially  so. 

What  is  the  extreme  limit  from  which  corn  is  usually  brought  to  the  Odessa 
market? — It  is  usually  brought  from  the  government  of  Volhynia ;  Kiow,  Cherson, 
and  the  Ukraine,  generally. 

What  was  the  average  price  of  wheat  at  Odessa  during  the  time  you  resided 
there? — I  have  the  prices  of  wheat  at  Odessa  taken  quarterly  from  the  year  1814 
to  December  1824.

1825  —  The  price  has  varied  from  17*.  to  163.  per  quarter. 

Did  not  you  make  a  report  upon  the  power  of  supply  that  could  be  got  at 
Odessa,  and  the  various  means  of  acquiring  a  supply  of  wheat  at  that  station  ? — 
I  did,  in  the  year  1817,  which  I  sent  to  Sir  Thomas  Maitland,  and  of  the  supply 
of  Poland,  and  the  environs  of  the  sea  of  AzofF,  from  which  the  Malta  govern- 
ment takes  the  principal  parts  of  its  supplies  of  hard  wheat. 

Have  you  a  copy  of  that  report? — I  have  not. 

Can  you  state  to  what  countries  that  wheat  was  exported  from  Odessa? — 
dik-fly  Genoa,  Marseilles,  and  Spain ;  to  the  Mediterranean  generally. 

What  do  you  consider  to  bo  the  fair  remunerating  price  of  wheat  brought  to  the 
Odessa  market?  —  I  have  had  many  opportunities  of  asking;  and  I  have  en- 
deavoured to  ascertain  what  is  considered  the  remunerating  price  to  the  proprietors 
of  Podolia,  Kiow,  and  those  countries  that  supply  Odessa.  They  had  been 

accustomed, 
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accustomed,  in  the  years  1816,  1817,  and  181 8,  to  very  high  prices  ;  and  in  asking     J-  H-  Lander, 
some  proprietors  what  they  considered  a  remunerating  price,  they  stated  generally,  ^        ^9f 
some  20*.  a  quarter,  others  18*.;  and  of  course  they  were  guided  more  by  what    15  March  1827. 
they  would  wish  to  obtain  than  the  real  price.     I  have  obtained  information  from 
persons  that  had  hired  land,  as  well  as  from  some  proprietors  that  I  knew  I  could 
rely  upon,  and  from  their  information  I  should  consider  that  if  15*.  per  quarter 
could  be  assured  to  them  at  Odessa,  they  would  send  down  the  whole  of  their 
wheat  for  sale  at  Odessa;  they  would  consider  it  a  remunerating  price. 

Do  you  imagine,  that  in  the  years  1816  and  1817,  when  801,000  and  870,000 
quarters  were  sent  down  to  Odessa,  that  the  whole  surplus  quantity  of  the  countries 
supplying  Odessa  was  shipped  from  that  port  ? — Not  the  whole  surplus.  At  the 
end  of  1817,  after  that  large  shipment,  there  remained  a  very  considerable  quan- 
tity, at  least  150,000  quarters,  in  the  warehouses  at  Odessa,  for  shipment  in  the 
spring ;  that  arose  from  the  want  of  shipping,  as  the  navigation  is  very  uncertain 
in  the  Black  Sea  ;  it  is  frequently  frozen  in  the  months  of  December  and  January  ; 
and  foreign  ships  very  seldom  come  after  the  month  of  November. 

Have  you  frequently  travelled  in  the  province  of  Kiow,  in  Podolia,  and  in 
Volhynia  ? — Yes. 

Can  you  state,  from  your  personal  observation,  that  if  the  demand  for  wheat 
should  be  increased  to  the  extent  of  500,000  quarters,  or  1,000,000  quarters,  in 
that  country,  it  could  be  furnished  at  the  same  price  of  15*.  per  quarter? — I  have 
no  doubt  that  if  15*.  per  quarter  could  be  assured  to  the  proprietors  in  Poland 
generally,  a  larger  quantity  of  wheat  would  be  grown  and  sent  to  that  port  for 
exportation  than  has  hitherto  been  sent. 

Do  you  suppose  it  is  capable  of  supplying  500,000  quarters  more,  that  price 
being  assured  to  them  ? — Some  proprietors  have  mentioned  to  rne  that  they  would 
be  very  glad  to  sell  their  wheat,  for  a  series  of  years,  at  1 5  *.  a  quarter. 

Do  you  mean  at  Odessa,  or  upon  their  estates  r — At  Odessa.  The  capacity  of 
growing  wheat  in  that  country  is,  I  think,  beyond  any  calculation,  and  I  should 
consider  that  country  as  inexhaustible.  In  case  of  a  demand  for  wheat,  so  as  to 
remunerate  the  proprietor,  if  the  question  is  as  to  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  could 
be  sent  from  that  country,  my  answer  is,  that  it  is  inexhaustible.  The  country  is 
so  extremely  fertile,  it  is  impossible  to  state  the  exact  quantity. 

Do  you  know  what  is  the  freight  of  wheat  from  Odessa  to  London  ? —  I  have 
myself  engaged  ships  for  England  at  12*.  a  quarter,  during  the  last  year,  1826. 

Foreign  or  English  ships? — English  ships. 

Have  you  ever  engaged  foreign  ships  ? — Not  for  England.  It  is  very  rarely  that 
you  can  obtain  a  foreign  ship  to  come  from  that  country ;  they  are  not  able  to  navi- 
gate the  Atlantic. 

Does  that  sum  of  12*.  per  quarter  include  the  expenses  of  putting  the  wheat 
on  board  ? — No. 


per 


What  is    that  expense  ? — The  expenses   and   duty  altogether  are    1 8  d. 
quarter. 

Is  there  a  duty  upon  exportation  ? — It  was  considerably  diminished  the  last  year  ; 
the  charges  are  now  only  1 8  d.  per  quarter,  inclusive  of  duty. 

Is  there  any  charge  for  warehouse-hire  at  Odessa  ? — The  charges  vary  according 
t3  the  great  bulk  of  corn  which  may  come  in  ;  they  were  extremely  high  in  the  last 
year  ;  but  upon  an  average  of  years  it  costs  2  s.  per  quarter  per  annum.  During 
the  last  year  they  were  very  considerably  augmented,  because  a  great  quantity  of 
corn  came  in,  and  the  prevalence  of  northerly  winds  kept  out  the  shipping,  and 
the  warehouses  were  overstocked. 

Are  those  all  the  charges  upon  a  quarter  of  wheat  at  Odessa,  and  on  the 
conveyance  from  Odessa  to  this  country? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  others. 

From  the  paper  you  have  delivered  in.  it  appears  that  the  charges  on  shipping 
vary    .50  percent;  what  regulates  the  charge  on  shipping? — It  very  frequently 
occurs  that  the  carriage  of  wheat  from  the  magazines  to  the  mole  varies  in  conse- 
quence of  the  wet  wheather,  when  it  requires  frequently  two  horses  to  do  the  wdrk 
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J.  H.  LauJfr,     of  one;  and,  by  the  combination  amongst  the  carriers,  you  pay  a  larger  sum  for 
E»q.  the  carriage   of  your  wheat;  and   at   the  same  time,  \\ith    legurd    to  lighters,  it 

''varies;  but  whenever  you  find  the  price  of   wheat  high,  you  \\ill  find  the  cha; 
15  March  1837.     increased    jn  a  greater  ratio  from  the    commission,    which  acts  i«pon    a    larger 
price. 

What  is  the  general  quality  of  the  wheat  that  is  shipped  at  Odessa?— I  should 
consider  it,  generally  speaking,  of  an  inferior  kind  compared  to  that  of  tne  North 
of  Europe. 

Is  it  of  the  same  quality  as  that  coining  from  Volhynia  to  the  North  of  Europe  ? 
—  It  is  not  so  good. 

Did  you  not  mention  Volhynia  as  one  of  the  countries  that  afford  a  partial  supply 
to  Odessa? — That  is  when  the  price  has  been  extremely  high  at  Odessa ;  but  it 
does  not  come  from  the  same  part  of  Volhynia  us  that  which  goes  to  the  Baltic. 
The  finer  part  of  the  wheat  is  grown  nearer  the  Bug;  but  the  wheat  that  comes 
from  Volbynia  to  the  Black  Sea  comes  from  another  district,  so  that  the  fine 
Volhynian  wheat  does  not  find  its  way  to  the  Black  Sea. 

What  difference  is  there  in  the  quality  as  to  price  between  tl>e  best  grain  that 
comes  to  Dantzic,  and  the  general  quality  of  grain  that  comes  to  Odessa? — I  should 
imagine  that  the  average  quality  sent  to  tin's  country  from  Odessa  would  be  sold 
at  three  or  four  shillings  a  quarter  less  than  that  which  is  usually  shipped  from 
Dantzic. 

Where  was  the  property  of  tl»e  persons  situated  who  told  you  that  they  should 
be  satisfied  with  the  price  of  155.  at  Odessa? — In  the  government  of  Kiow, 
Podolia,  and  Cherson. 

You  stated  the  freight  to  be  1 2  5. ;  was  that  the  general  price,  or  was  it  a  casual 
circumstance? — It  was  the  freight  in  the  year  1818,  when  a  few  cargoes  were  sent 
to  this  country,  when  the  ports  were  open,  and  it  was  the  freight  in  the  year  1826. 
In  the  intermediate  time,  between  the  year  1818  and  the  year  1826,  I  am  not 
aware  of  any  ships  being  taken  up  expressly  for  the  conveyance  of  wheat  from  the 
Black  Sea  to  England. 

Do  you  know  the  price  of  freight  from  the  Black  Sea  to  Genoa  ? — It  varies  \cry 
considerably  every  year  ;  it  varies  from  55.  a  quarter  to  7  s. 

Is  there  not  a  constant  trade  in  corn  between  Odessa  and  Malta? — Malta  is 
supplied  partly  from  Egypt  and  partly  from  the  Black  Sea,  to  the  amount  annually 
of  about  50,000  quarters  of  wheat  altogether,  and  occasionally  from  Sicily. 

What  is  the  average  freight  from  Odessa  to  Malta  ? — I  am  not  able  to  state  the 
average ;  I  can  state  the  freights  that  I  have  paid  for  the  government  at  various 
periods ;  they  have  varied  from  10  s.  to  6s.  per  quarter. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  provinces  from  which  wheat  is  sent  to  Odessa?— 
I  am. 

What  is  the  state  of  cultivation  of  those  provinces,  as  to  the  extent  of  land  now 
under  cultivation? — The  country  is  very  well  cultivated. 

Is  there  much  land  not  under  cultivation  ? — There  is  a  great  deal  of  land  in  the 
government  of  Cherson  not  yet  broken  up,  in  the  Plains,  which  they  call  the 
Steppes. 

If  sufficient  encouragement  were  given  for  the  production  of  wheat,  could  those 
provinces  be  better  cultivated,  and  rendered  more  productive? — No  doubt,  to  a 
<  misiderable  extent. 

Could  the  lands  now  under  cultivation  by  the  application  of  capital  be  rendered 
more  productive? — I  do  not  imagine  they  would  be  rendered  more  productive  than 
they  are  now.  I  think  the  peasantry  are  fully  employed  in  Russia,  and  indeed 
where  they  have  slave-labour  they  take  care  to  make  them  \york. 

Can  you  speak  to  the  quantity  of  hind  that  is  not  under  cultivation  ?—  It  is  an 
immense  district ;  that  district  extends,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  government 
of  Cherson,  in  different  directions,  40  to  50  miles  ;  and  for  a  distance  of  7  to  800 
vcrsts,  or  500  miles,  in  taking  an  eastern  direction  from  Odessa  to  the  sea  of  Azoff, 

the 
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the  principal  part  of  that  country  is  what  they  call  Steppe,  and  you  pass  over   a  /.  //.  Lander 
quantity  of  this  land  that  is  not  broken   up  ;  but   in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Esq. 

villages,  which  are  about    i 2  or  14  miles   apart,  a  great    deal    of  that  land   is  v ^- ' 

Cultivated;     but    there    is    a    great    deal  not  cultivated,  which    is  called  virgin-  '5  March  1827. 
land. 

Is  the  soil  good  in  those  steppes? — I  have  never  seen  anything  equal  to  it;  it 
varies  from  two  to  three  feet  in  depth,  it  is  virgin-land,  and  which  in  fact  does  not 
require  manure. 

Can  you  state  what  is  the  difference  of  price  between  the  Volhynian  wheat  that 
goes  to  Odessa,  and  the  Volhynian  wheat  that  goes  to  Dantzic,  in  the  country  in 
which  it  is  grown? — I  have  only  known  of  one  instance,  that  is  in  1817,  when  the 
Volhynian  wheat  came  to  Odessa. 

You  are  acquainted  with  Fiume  ? — I  am  not. 

Can  you  speak  as  to  the  prices  of  wheat  at  that  port  ? — No. 

Were  the  cargoes  of  wheat  that  were  shipped  for  England  in  the  years  1818 
and  1826,  hard  wheat,  or  soft  wheat? — Soft  wheat;  the  hard  wheat  is  not  con- 
sidered adapted  for  this  market. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  navigations  of  the  Dnieper  and  the  Niester ;  are 
those  rivers  navigable  through  their  whole  course,  or  only  partially  ? — The  Dnieper 
has  cataracts,  and  the  barks  pass  only  for  a  very  short  period  during  the  spring;  the 
other  river  is  navigable,  but  not  for  barks  of  a  large  size ;  there  are  a  great  number 
of  shallows  in  it.  A  very  small  quantity  of  wheat  is  brought  by  those  rivers  ;  the 
land-carriage  being  so  cheap  in  that  country,  the  corn  is  generally  brought  by  land- 
carriage  ;  in  the  countries  even  contiguous  to  those  rivers  they  prefer  land-carriage ; 
they  are  drawn  by  oxen,  and  they  form  them  in  parties  of  150  carts  ;  the  oxen  are 
pastured  during  the  night,  and  they  take  advantage  of  the  time  when  the  peasantry 
are  not  occupied  with  the  harvest ;  so  that  the  proprietors  can  send  their  wheat 
3  or  400  miles  at  a  very  trifling  charge. 

Is  it  carried  in  carts  ? — It  is  carried  in  carts  constructed  for  the  purpose ;  one 
cart  brings  about  five  quarters  of  corn. 

Are  there  hard  roads  made,  or  do  they  cross  the  steppes  ? — There  are  no  roads 
made  there,  they  are  mere  tracks  across  the  country ;  but  in  summer  they  are 
remarkably  fine  for  draught. 

What  distance  will  a  cart  travel  in  the  course  of  a  day  ? — The  oxen  will  go  20 
miles  in  a  day  upon  an  average. 

You  are  understood  to  state  that  you  consider  the  soft  wheat  as  that  most  fit  for 
the  London  market? — I  have  understood  that  in  England  there  is  a  prejudice 
against  the  hard  wheat.  They  are  both,  in  my  opinion,  fit  for  this  country;  but 
there  is  a  supposition  that  it  could  not  be  ground  here  ;  but  the  fact  is,  it  is  ground 
all  over  that  country,  where  they  have  nothing  but  common  mills  and  stones  that 
are  used  for  the  other  wheat ;  and  I  consider  the  prejudice  quite  unfounded. 

Can  you  state  the  proportions  of  hard  and  soft  wheat  that  are  exported  from 
Odessa? — I  cannot  from  Odessa;  I  can  from  the  Black  Sea,  generally,  Odessa 
exports  a  small  proportion  of  the  hard  wheat  as  compared  with  the  soft;  but  the 
principal  part  of  the  hard  wheat  comes  from  Taganrog. 

What  are  the  general  proportions  of  hard  and  soft  wheat  in  that  district  of 
country? — The  production  of  hard  wheat  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Odessa  has  never 
exceeded  200,000  quarters ;  the  principal  port  for  the  shipment  of  hard  wheat  is 
the  port  of  Taganrog. 

Do  you  know  what  quantities  are  exported  from  Taganrog,  or  the  sea  of  Azoff, 
generally? — In  the  years  181 7  and  1818,  the  export  of  hard  wheat  from  the  Sea  of 
Azoff  was  from  4  to  500,000  quarters.  The  fact  is,  that  the  exports  from  this 
port  could  not  be  very  accurately  taken;  the  custom-house  reports  are  not  very 
correct  in  that  country,  and  therefore  1  have  taken  it  upon  the  supposition  of  the 
real  quantity,  rather  than  upon  the  custom-house  reports. 

To  what  countries  is  it  exported  ? — Chiefly  to  Genoa,  Marseilles,  and  the  Greek 
Islands. 
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J.  II.  iMdcr,         Is  it  exported  directly,   or  through  Odessa  ?  —  Directly  ;    it  has  no  reference 
whatever  to  Odessa.

15  March  i9tj.        Can  you  give  a  similar  statement  as  to  the  export  from  Taganrog  to  that  which 
you  have  given  with  reference  to  Odessa  ?  —  No. 

In  the  provinces  that  supply  Odessa,  can  soft  wheat  be  produced  with  the  same 
facility,  or  at  the  same  price  as  hard  wheat?  -  It  can  be  produced  cheaper  in  Poland 
than  hard  wheat  can  be  produced  at  Odessa. 

Is  there  any  considerable  demand  for  British  manufactures  in  those  countries 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  Odessa?  —  The  Russian  tariff  at  present  acts  as  a  prohibi- 
tion to  the  introduction  of  British  manufactures. 

You  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  if  wheat  was  exported  from  Odessa  to  this 
country,  the  payment  would  be  made  not  in  manufactured  goods,  but  in  specie  ?  — 
Undoubtedly  it  must  be  by  specie,  because  the  Russians  admit  of  the  introduction 
of  scarcely  any  British  article. 

If  those  articles  were  admitted,  is  it  probable  that  there  would  be  any  considerable 
demand  for  them  ?  —  There  is  no  doubt  there  would. 

Have  you  got  any  account  of  the  average  prices  at  Taganrog?  —  I  have  not  got 
the  average  prices  at  Taganrog,  they  are  generally  from  2s.  103*.  per  quarter 
higher  than  the  prices  at  Odessa. 

What  are  the  comparative  prices  of  hard  and  soft  wheat  at  Odessa  ?  —  They 
vary  from  35.  to  45.  a  quarter;  hard  wheat  is  dearer. 

Is  there  any  other  port  of  export  for  corn  in  the  Russian  territories  on  the  Black 
Sea  besides  those  you  have  mentioned?  —  The  Crimea  did  export  in  the  years  1817 
and  1818  ;  but  since  that  period  the  harvests  have  been  very  bad,  in  consequence 
of  the  country  being  devastated  with  locusts,  and  they  have  had  no  surplus  for 
export  from  the  Crimea  ;  but  there  is  an  export  to  a  very  considerable  extent  from 
the  Danube,  which  supplies,  in  a  material  degree,  Constantinople,  by  Turkish 
boats. 

Is  there  any  export  from  Cherson  ?  —  Part  of  the  wheat  which  comes  down  the 
river,  or  is  received  at  Cherson,  is  brought  in  lighters  to  Odessa,  as  they  are  not 
permitted  to  export  from  Cherson,  in  consequence  of  the  quarantine  regulations. 

Has  not  Odessa  been  declared  a  free  port  ?  —  It  is  a  free  port,  with  some  few 
exceptions. 

Is  any  considerable  quantity  of  grain  sent  down  the  Danube,  from  Hungary  to 
the  Black  Sear  —  I  am  not  aware  that  there  is  any  grain,  except  that  which  is 
grown  in  Moldavia,  cultivated  by  the  tribes  there,  who  bring  it  to  Ismael. 

Do  you  know  whether  a  considerable  quantity  of  corn  could  be  sent  from 
Hungary,  if  there  were  a  considerable  demand?  —  I  should  imagine  it  would  not 
come  down  the  Danube,  unless  prices  were  very  high  ;  but  I  have  not  heard,  even 
when  prices  were  high,  that  any  Hungarian  corn  was  brought  to  Ismael  ;  the 
quantity  of  corn  which  lias  been  shipped  by  the  Danube  has  exceeded  200,000 
quarters. 

If  you  could  buy  a  quantity  of  wheat  at  15.?.  a  quarter  at  Odessa,  at  what 
price  could  you  contract  to  deliver  it  in  the  London  market,  taking  a  reasonable 
profit  ?  —  It  could  not  be  delivered  with  a  reasonable  profit  to  cover  the  risk,  under 
35*.  a  quarter  ;  but  it  costs  only  305.  delivered  here,  taking  l  *.  6d.  or  2s.  for 
the  landing  charges;  in  London  the  wheat  costs  about  285.  6d.,  and  I  should 
imagine  it  could  be  put  into  a  warehouse  in  London  at  305. 

Is  Malta  supplied  with  soft  wheat,  or  with  hard  wheat?'  —  With  both. 

\\  hat  is  the  expense  of  insurance  on  a  cargo  of  wheat  shipped  from  Odessa  to 
Uiis  country?  —  Tin;  expense  of  insurance  is  very  trivial  ;  it  is  only  one  and  a  half 
per  cent,  upon  the  first  cost  of  the  wheat. 

The  additional  f,.s.  which  you  mention  is  the  amount  which,  in  your  opinion, 
would  torm  a  probable  inducement  to  a  person  to  engage  in  the  speculation  ?  — 
If  a  person  could  be  assured  that  he  could  get  that  additional  55.  here,  I  think 
he  would  bring  the  corn  in. 

What 
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What  do  you  estimate  for  the  risk  of  damage  upon  the  voyage  ? — That  must_  be      j.  H.  Lander, 
taken  into  consideration  by  each  speculator  in  grain.  Esq. 

Is  the  soft  or  the  hard  wheat  most  liable  to  damage? — I  do  not  think  there  is    15  Maich  1827. 
any  difference  in  the  risk  between  the  one  and  the  other.     I  am  not  aware  that 
one  is  more  subject  to  injury  than  the  other. 

Are  they  in  the  habit  of  kiln-drying  their  wheat  previous  to  exportation  ? — They 
are  not;  indeed  the  quantity  is  so  great  it  could  not  be  done.  The  wheat  is  gene- 
rally dried  in  the  sun,  before  shipment,  which  is  far  superior  to  any  kiln-drying. 

What  expectation  of  price  here  would  induce  you,  under  the  proposed  regu- 
lations for  the  corn  trade,  to  purchase  wheat  at  Odessa  for  the  purpose  of 
importing  it  into  England  ? — I  should  not  be  induced  myself  to  ship  wheat  from 
Odessa  unless  I  could  be  assured  of  60*.  in  this  country,  with  a  duty  of  205.,  so 
as  to  leave  me  40*.;  then  I  should  have  ios.,  and  that  would  be  an  inducement 
to  me  to  import. 

You  have  said  that  the  duty  and  expenses  amounted  to  i8d.  at  Odessa;  what 
proportion  of  that  was  duty,  and  what  proportion  expense? — The  duty  on  corn 
has  been  diminished  during  the  last  year.  I  am  not  exactly  able  to  state  what 
the  duty  is,  but  I  think  it  is  as  near  as  possible  "jd.  a  quarter;  it  is  nearly  eighteen 
months  since  I  was  at  Odessa. 

Taking  into  consideration  the  manner  in  which  the  existing  Corn  Law  has  been 
dealt  with  by  Parliament,  on  two  several  occasions,  what  expectation  of  price  in 
this  country  would  now  induce  you  to  purchase  corn  at  Odessa,  for  the  London 
market? — I  should  not  myself  be  disposed  to  purchase  corn  at  Odessa  on  specu- 
lation to  send  to  England,  under  the  scale  which  is  now  proposed,  because  if  wheat 
be  at  or  under  55  s.  the  corn  which  I  purchased  would  become  a  total  loss  :  I 
should  not  be  disposed  to  purchase  wheat  at  all  for  the  London  market  at  Odessa 
under  the  uncertainty  of  the  port  being  casually  opened. 

Supposing  the  proposed  Corn  Regulations  to  pass  into  a  law,  would  you,  or  would 
you  not,  be  inclined  to  bring  wheat  to  this  country,  to  put  it  in  warehouses,  in  the 
hope  of  being  able  to  sell  it  at  60 5.  or  upwards? — I  should  not  make  a  specula- 
tion whilst  wheat  was  selling  in  this  country  at  555.,  under  the  expectation  that  it 
would  rise  to  60  s. 

Do  you  expect  that  under  the  proposed  corn  regulations,  and  with  the  facility 
of  importing  corn,  which  is  at  all  times  allowed,  the  price  of  wheat  will  never 
again  attain  the  price  of  60*.  ? — I  am  not  a  corn  speculator. 

Have  you  ever  bought  corn  on  your  own  account  ? — Frequently ;  but  I  have 
never  bought  corn  for  the  purpose  of  sending  it  to  England. 

Can  you  give  any  information  respecting  the  quantities  of  barley  that  may  be 
had  from  Odessa  and  the  Black  Sea  ? — I  can  state  that  very  considerable 
quantities  of  barley  have  been  grown  in  Southern  Russia,  and  they  would  be 
considerably  increased  provided  there  was  any  inducement  to  bring  it  to  Odessa 
for  exportation  ;  the  price  of  barley  in  that  country  has  been  extremely  low,  and 
yet,  notwithstanding  it  has  been  low,  such  considerable  quantities  are  brought,  that 
I  should  imagine  that  corn  would  be  exported  in  very  considerable  quantities  if 
there  was  a  facility  of  exportation,  so  that  the  price  exceeded  9*.  per  quarter  in 
that  country ;  if  it  exceeded  9*.  per  quarter,  I  conceive  that  the  exportation  of 
barley  would  be  increased  ;  and  I  conceive  that  a  very  considerable  quantity  would 
be  produced  in  that  part  of  the  country,  that  is,  they  would  substitute  barley  for 
some  other  species  of  grain. 

What  quantity  has  been  brought  to  Odessa  hitherto? — It  has  never  been  an 
article  of  commerce  ;  small  quantities  have  occasionally  gone  to  Constantinople ; 
but  I  am  convinced  that  it  will  engage  the  attention  of  the  landed  proprietors  in 
that  part  of  the  country  ;  the  price  of  that  grain  now  in  the  Black  Sea  is  6*.  per 
quarter,  rye  ia  at  the  same  price,  and  oats  are  6*. 

Are  the  same  duties  applicable  to  barley  as  to  wheat  at  Odessa  ? — They  are 
less.  f 

Have  you  any  idea  what  would  be  the  expense  of  freight  for  barley  ? — The  expense 
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J.  H.  Lander,     of  freight  would  be  rather  less  than  that  of  wheat ;  it  is  lighter  than  the  wheat,  and 
I  should  imagine  there  would  be  i  s.  difference  in  the  freight. 

15  March  1827.  Are  you  any  judge  of  the  quality  of  the  barley  you  have  seen  in  that  country? 
— The  quality  of  the  barley  is  not  equal  to  the  barley  of  this  country.  I  should 
think  it  would  be  considered  the  lowest  quality  of  barley  in  this  country ;  the 
harli-y  which  I  have  .seen  there  has  not  been  equal  to  any  barley  I  have  seen  in 
England  ;  I  have  not  seen  any  barley  in  this  country  so  small  as  that. 

Do  \ on  think  it  would  be  adapted  to  the  purposes  of  malting? — They  make 
l»eer  of  it  in  that  country. 

Was  the  information  you  stated  to  have  been  given  to  you,  that  barley  would 
be  sent  to  Odessa  if  it  were  admitted  into  England,  given  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  scale  of  duties  upon  its  admission  into  England  ? — In  consequence  of 
this  question  being  ;i«itated,  it  has  been  stated  that  barley  is  very  likely  to  become 
an  article  of  exportation  from  that  country,  which  has  not  been  hitherto  made  an 
article  of  commerce,  provided  it  were  allowed  to  come  into  this  country. 

Subject  to  the  proposed  duties  ?—  Subject  to  the  proposed  duties. 

Could  that  barley  be  imported  to  this  country  without  being  kiln-dried  ? — The 
manner  of  drying  grain  in  that  country  is  so  perfect  that  1  should  imagine  it 
might. 

Is  it  quick  in  its  vegetation  ?  —The  vegetation  is  much  quicker  than  in  this 
country.  With  regard  to  the  remunerating  price  for  wheat,  for  example,  there  is 
one  point  I  wish  to  state  with  reference  to  the  exchange  between  foreign 
countries  and  this.  I  find  that  in  1817  and  1818  the  exchange  gave  19  rubles 
per  pound  sterling ;  but  in  the  years  1825  and  1826  the  Exchange  gave  25  rubles 
per  pound  sterling.  Perhaps  I  had  better  state  how  much  gold  a  proprietor  will 
require  as  a  remunerating  price  for  his  wheat,  at  all  seasons,  in  that  country.  I 
have  a  memorandum  stating  that  a  chetvert,  which  contains  six  English  bushels, 
the  proprietor  would  be  disposed  to  sell  for  one  Dutch  ducat,  as  a  very  fair  remu- 
neration, (that  is  the  price  which  they  consider  a  remunerating  price  for  six  bushels 
of  corn  in  Poland)  ;  if  you  take  the  ducat  at  10*.,  it  will  make  the  price  12 s.  6d. 
for  a  quarter,  and  three  rubles  being  the  expense  of  the  transport  of  the  wheat  to 
Odessa,  makes  the  price  15*.  at  the  present  moment.  It  is  very  clear  that  if 
wheat  rises  in  this  country  to  60*.  or  61  s.,  and  if  instead  of  getting  25  rubles  for 
the  pound  sterling  you  only  get  20,  the  remunerating  price  to  the  proprietor  will 
be  the  same  ;  but  in  sterling  money  it  will  cost  18*.  instead  of 


Would  the  barley  which  you  state  would  come  from  Odessa  be  sent  into  this  coun- 
try in  the  same  season  in  which  it  was  harvested  ? — A  part  would,  and  a  part  would 
not ;  that  which  was  grown  in  the  country  contiguous  to  Odessa  would  be  sent  in 
the  same  season,  but  that  which  is  sent  from  Poland  is  not  conveyed  the  same 
year.  The  fact  is,  that  the  proprietors,  during  the  winter,  and  early  in  the  spring, 
thresh  their  wheat  of  the  preceding  season,  and  send  it  in  the  month  of  May  to  the 
sea-coast,  so  that  the  grain  which  comes  from  a  distance  is  grown  in  the  preceding 
year,  and  that  which  is  grown  immediately  round  Odessa  is  threshed  the  same 
year. 

What  is  the  quality  of  the  oats? — The  oats  are  in  general  very  light  and  very 
bad.

Mr.  JOHN  BIRKETT  is  then  called  in,  and  Examined,  as  follows  : 

YOU  are  largely  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  ? — I  am. 

With  what  parts  of  the  world  r — With  the  Baltic,  Holland,  Francei  Germany, 
and  Denmark,  and  also  with  Odessa  and  Leghorn,  and  parts  of  the  Mediterranean. 

Will  you  state  what  have  been  the  prices  of  wheat  at  Dantzic  for  the  last  year? 
—On  the  i8th  May  1820  best  qualities  were  from  26  s.  to  275.,  inferior  175.10 
i  y  .>•.  |>cr  quarter,  free  on  board,  and  continued  at  about  these  prices  in  August, 
and  in  December,  were  from  26  s.  to  35*. 

What 
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What  was  your  last  account  of  prices? — On  the  igth  of  February,  wheat,  free  Mr. 

on  board,  the  lowest  quality  '26s.  6d.,  and  the  finest  quality  295.  6d.  J«hn  Birkett. 

— ^ — - 

What  is  the  amount  of  freight  to  England,  to  the  Port  of  London?— The  last     15  March  l827- 
freights  were  5  *.  and  i  o  per-cent  primage  upon  the  freight ;  ships  now  chartered 
are  going  out  to  fetch  wheat  in  the  spring  at  45.  and  10  per  cent. 

Are  those  English  ships? — English  ships. 

In  foreign  bottoms,  what  would  be  the  freight  ? — I  should  think  a  higher  freight, 
in  most  instances. 

Have  many  ships  been  chartered  recently  ? — There  are  ships  now  chartering. 
To  any  extent? — I  should  think  to  some  extent. 

Can  you  state  how  many  tons? — I  cannot 'answer  that  exactly,  it  may  possibly  be 
2,000  tons. 

What  are  the  other  charges  upon  the  arrival  of  corn  in  the  Port  of  London, 
besides  the  duty : — There  is  metage,  &c.  at  6s.  6d.  per  last ;  lighterage  and  landing 
gd.  per  quarter;  commission  i  s.  per  quarter;  and  del  credere,  i  per  cent,  making 
6d.  per  quarter;  all  the  charges  before  it  goes  into  the  warehouse  amount  to  about 
3  s.  per  quarter. 

Do  you  know  the  amount  of  charges  in  the  Port  of  Liverpool  ? — I  do  not. 

What  are  the  charges  in  the  London  warehouse,  say  for  six  months  ? — The 
charges  are  5*.  per  hundred  quarters  per  week. 

What  are  the  charges  upon  delivery,  when  sold  ? — The  delivery  is  3  d.  per 
quarter,  granary-rent  5  s.  per  hundred  quarters  per  week ;  and  turning  and  trimming, 
to  keep  the  corn  in  good  condition,  about  one  third  of  the  rent.

What  would  the  charges  be  if  the  sale  was  made  from  shipboard. to  the  buyer? 
— There  would  be  a  saving  of  about  i  s.  per  quarter. 

Is  not  the  quality  of  Dantzic  wheat  remarkably  finer — It  varies  in  quality  very 
much. 

Do  you  consider  the  finest  Dantzic  wheat  that  is  brought  to  the  British  market 
above  the  quality  of  the  finest  English  wheat  on  an  average,  or  below  it? — We 
consider  that  the  finest  Dantzic  wheat  we  got  would  fetch  more  than  the  finest 
English  wheat. 

Is  there  much  of  that  finest  quality  to  be  got  at  Dantzic? — At  present  I  should 
think  not,  because  it  never  comes  down  till  after  the  frost  is  gone,  which  is  about 
the  month  of  May ;  it  is  usually  shipped  in  June,  July,  aod  August,  up  to  No- 
vember. 
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Does  much  wheat  usually  come  down  to  Dantzic  of  that  very  fine  quality  ? — 
I  should  think,  from  the  experience  I  have  had,  comparatively  little. 

Is  there  much  of  a  quality  that  is  above  the  average  quality  in  England  ? — 
I  should  think  two  thirds  of  the  proportion  that  comes  would  always  meet  a  fair 
sale  in  this  market. 

What  is  the  difference  of  value  between  the  best  Dantzic  wheat  and  the  best 
Essex  wheat  in  Mark-lane  ? — We  sold  a  few  days  since  two  small  parcel's  from  Essex 
at  the  rate  of  66s.,  and  I  should  say  that  there  is  a  quality  of  Dantzic  wheat  that 
would  fetch  from  two  or  three  shillings  more  than  that,  in  the  English  market. 

In  moist  seasons,  would  not  the  finest  Dantzic  wheat  fetch  a  still  higher  price? 
— The  finest  Dantzic  wheat  has  not  so  much  bran  about  it,  and  consequently  might 
fetch  a  higher  price. 

What  is  the  denomination  in  the  market  of  that  very  fine  Dantzic  wheat? — The 
best  white  Dantzic  wheat :  it  usually  comes  mixed,  white  and  red  together,  in  the 
proportions,  perhaps,  of  one  third  white  to  two  thirds  red. 

What  would  be  the  average  weight  per  Winchester  bushel  of  the  finest  Dantzic 
wheat? — sixty-two  to  sixty-three  pounds  per  bushel. 

Do  those  two  descriptions  of  wheat  bear  a  different  price  at  Dantzic?-  -There 
is  a  very  considerable  difference. 

Which  is  reckoned  the  best,  the  white  or  the  red  ? — The  white  is  the  finest ;  it 
goes  farthest  with  the  miller. 

Is  the  white  wheat  that  species  of  wheat  which  is  described  in  Mr.  Jacob's 
Report  as  very  fine?— -It  is  a  beautiful  species  of  wheat ;  there  is  scarcely  any 
bran  in  it. 

What  is  the  weight  of  the  Essex  wheat  generally  ? — I  think  that  which  I  sold 
on  Monday  would  weigh  63  pounds  per  Winchester  bushel. 

Have  you  any  information  with  respect  to  the  quantities  of  wheat  at  Dantzic 
at  present? — I  may  possibly  be  able  to  obtain  them. 

Can  you  obtain  information  as  to  the  quantities  of  wheat  now  in  store  in  the 
various  ports  in  the  Baltic  ? — I  could  in  some  measure,  but  not  very  correctly. 

Can  you  also  ascertain  the  quantity  in  Holland?— In  Holland  they  say  there  is 
a  good  stock  at  present,  but  their  prices  are  considerably  higher  than  ours  in 
proportion,  I  mean  relatively,  with  regard  to  the  proposed  regulations ;  they  have 
received  a  note  of  the  resolutions  that  were  passed  in  the  House. 

How  many  quarters  of  corn  will  a  vessel  of  200  tons  carry  ? — Five  quarters  to 
the  ton  is  about  the  usual  quantity. 

Do  you  know  whether  or  not  Dantzic  wheat  has  been  offered  at  the  Exchange 
in  London  at  a  lower  price  than  26.?.  6d.  ? — I  cannot  answer  that;  I  have  no 
knowledge  of  any  thing  lower  than  what  I  have  mentioned ;  it  may  possibly  have 
fallen  since  that.  The  price  of  265.  6d.  which  I  have  mentioned  was  for  the 
inferior  wheat,  such  wheat  as  in  fact  would  not  suit  this  market ;  it  is  that  quality 
that  never  comes  to  this  market,  because  we  either  get  the  best  or  the  second 
best. 

You  have  stated  that  the  freight  of  corn  from  Dantzic  was  about  the  same  in 
foreign  ships  as  in  British  ships;  have  you  imported  corn  both  in  British  and 
foreign  ships  ? — Yes,  frequently. 

Were  the  charges  of  freight  the  same  in  both  cases  ? — No  ;  very  different. 

Wlmt  was  the  difference?—  I  cannot  bring  that  to  my  recollection  now,  but  I 
can  give  the  Committee  plenty  of  proofs  of  the  difference. 

Which  was  the  dearest? — In  some  cases  English  ships  have  been  dearer;  in 
others,  foreign  ships  ;  it  depends  upon  the  time  when  the  ships  are  taken  up.  There 
may  be  a  great  want  of  shipping,  perhaps,  and  the  foreign  ships,  being  on  the  spot, 
sometimes  will  get  a  better  freight  than  English  ships,  because  the  English  ships 
may  not  get  there  in  time  for  a  cargo. 
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Generally  speaking,  is  the  freight  less  in  a  British  ship  than  in  a  foreign  ship'? —  Mr. 

I  should  think  on  an  average  of  years  it  may  be  the  same.  ^JohnBirkett. 

Are  you  speaking  of  an  average  of  a  number  of  years,  or  only  of  the  last  two    15  March  1827, 
years  ? — On  the  average  of  the  last  three  years. 

Supposing  there  was  a  foreign  and  a  British  ship  at  Dantzic  under  the  same  cir- 
cumstances, which  would  you  engage  to  bring  your  wheat  ? — The  English  ship 
I  would  take,  or  that  ship  which  would  do  it  cheapest. 

Which,  in  your  opinion,  would  do  it  cheapest? — That  might  depend  upon 
circumstances. 

Supposing  the  circumstances  to  be  the  same  ? — I  think  it  very  likely  that  the 
English  ship  would  take  least,  because  she  would  be  coming  home,  and  the  other 
has  to  seek  a  freight  back  again,  and  consequently  would  endeavour  to  get  more 
freight  coming  here. 

Is  the  statement  you  have  made  with  regard  to  the  expense  of  freight  founded 
upon  your  own  knowledge,  or  from  the  information  of  others? — I  have  it  from 
experience  of  20  years. 

Supposing  two  ships,  one  an  English  ship,  and  the  other  a  foreign  ship,  to  have 
brought  goods  to  Dantzic,  and  to  be  both  taking  return  cargoes,  in  which  of  those 
ships  would  you  send  your  wheat? — I  should  prefer  the  English  ship,  if  I  could 
make  a  bargain  accordingly,  because  we  consider  the  British  ships  more  certain  of 
getting  here  quicker. 

What  difference  of  expense  in  the  rate  of  freight  would  the  superior  sailing,  and 
other  qualities  of  the  English  ship,  counterbalance  ? — I  can  hardly  draw  a  compa- 
rison ;  much  will  depend  upon  the  prices  here  ;  if  the  market  was  good  here,  and 
I  could  engage  an  English  ship,  I  should  prefer  it,  because  I  should  consider  it 
might  get  here  first ;  if  the  corn  was  to  be  put  in  bond  when  it  arrived  here,  if 
I  could  get  a  lower  freight  in  a  foreign  ship,  I  might  be  induced  to  take  it. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  prices  of  freight  from  Dantzic  to  the  port  of  Hull  ? 
—I  am  not,  at  the  present  moment.   I  should  consider  there  is  very  little  difference 
between  that  and  London,  perhaps  i  s.  per  quarter  less. 

You  have  stated  that  the  best  quality  of  wheat  coming  from  Dantzic  may  now 
be  bought  at  about  2gs.  6d. ;  what  quantity  of  that  quality  of  wheat  have  you  ever 
known  imported  from  Dantzic  in  any  given  year? — 1  cannot  at  present  say. 

How  many  thousand  quarters  ? — It  is  impossible  to  answer  that  question.  From 
the  2d  of  May  1826,  to  the  loth  of  March  1827,  it  appears  by  a  weekly  return  that 
there  have  been  about  80,000  quarters  sent  from  Dantzic  to  this  port. 

Are  you  an  importer  of  corn  yourself? — All  the  corn  that  we  receive  is  on 
consignment.  We  are  entirely,  what  we  term  factors  ;  we  buy  and  sell  on  com- 
mission, but  never  speculate  on  our  own  account. 

Are  you  ship-owners  ? — No. 

Have  you  any  information  with  respect  to  the  prices  at  the  port  of  Stettin  ? — 
Yes  ;  that  is  principally  red  wheat.  The  prices  there  on  the  8th  of  February  wera 
from  28*.  6d.  to  30*. 

Can  you  give  the  Committee  any  information  with  respect  to  the  prices  of  wheat 
at  Odessa  ? — We  have  a  letter  from  Odessa,  dated  November  the  24th  ;  we  received 
it  on  the  20th  of  December  in  last  year  ;  and  from  all  accounts  I  can  gather,  the 
prices  there  are  about  the  same  as  they  were  at  that  time.  The  price  of  wheat 
then  was  from  13*.  6d.  to  16 s.  gd.  the  quarter. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 
Ordered,  that  this  Committee  be  adjourned  to  Saturday  next,  twelve  o'clock. 
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John  Birkett. 
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Mr.  JOHN  BIRKETT  is  called  in  ;  and  further  Examined,  as  follows  : 

CAN  you  now  state  to  the  Committee  the  quantity  of  wheat  at  Dantzic  at  pre- 
sent r — I  have  two  letters,  one  of  the  28th  of  December  1 826,  and  another  of  the 
1st  of  January  1827,  both  stating  the  stock  of  wheat  there  to  be  23,750  lasts,  that 
is  equal  to  230,000  quarters ;  that  quantity  was  left  previous  to  the  winter  setting 
in,  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Our  correspondents  there  generally  give  us  an  account 
of  the  quantity  left  at  the  end  of  the  season  ;  it  is  taken  from  a  return  made  to  the 
government. 

Have  you  any  account  of  the  quantity  in  store  at  Elbing? — No. 

Can  you  give  the  Committee  a  connected  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  con- 
veyance of  a  quarter  of  wheat  from  the  warehouse  at  Dantzic  to  the  warehouse  in 
London,  including  freight  and  insurance,  and  every  other  expense  ? — I  have  m;nlr 
a  statement  of  the  charges  upon  100  quarters  of  corn,  presuming  a  ship  arrives  in 
the  port  of  London,  and  we  land  it,  and  deliver  it  the  following  week.  I  have  made 
it  upon  the  assumed  price  of  30 s.  free  on  board  at  Dantzic. 

Witness  delivers  in  the  following  Paper :

In  stating  the  freight  at  5 s.,  is  that  calculation  founded  upon  what  has  already 
occurred,  or  what  you  suppose  will  take  place  in  future  ?-  -Upon  what  has  already 
occurred. 

In  your  former  examination  you  stated  that  ships  are  now  chartered  at  4*.  ? — 
Yes. 

Then  why  do  you  put  the  price  of  freight  in  this  calculation  at  5  s.  ?-  -The  cal- 
culation I  have  made  is  upon  what  has  absolutely  arrived;  upon  what  came  here 
in  the  latter  end  of  last  year. 

Then  you  still  consider  the  present  price  of  freight  as  4  s.  ? — I  am  informed  there 
are  vessels  chartered  at  4*.  and  4$.  6<l. 

Have  you  taken  up  any  for  your  own  use? — I  have  not 

Among 
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Among  the  charges  you  have  mentioned,  there  is  one  for  metage  out  of  the 
granary,  at  2  *.  per  last ;  is  that  metage  by  an  officer  appointed  for  the  purpose  ?— 
By  a  sworn  meter. 

Are  you  obliged  to  employ  that  officer? — Yes,  we  are. 

Is  there  any  expense  for  stamps  for  the  bonds  you  are  obliged  to  enter  into? — 

In  the  late  importation  under  the  order  in  council  there  was  a  bond  of  5$. ;  w« 
gave  bond  for  a  certain  quantity,  and  paid  5  s.  for  it. 

Do  you  consider  the  last  to  be  bona  fide  only  ten  quarters,  in  point  of  produce  ? 
— I  do  consider  it  so — not  more ;  it  seldom  makes  out  any  more  now,  owing  to  the 
alteration  in  the  measure. 

Do  you  know  of  your  own  knowledge  that  any  ships  have  chartered  at  4*.  or 
4*.  0  d.  ? — I  cannot  say  that  I  do.  I  was  told  by  a  ship  broker  the  other  day  that 
they  were  chartering  ships  at  that  price. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  name  him  ? — I  am  not  quite  certain  which  it  was 
that  mentioned  it ;  there  were  two  or  three  mentioning  it. 

Were  they  speaking  of  their  own  knowledge,  or  only  of  what  they  had  heard  ? — 
Of  what  they  heard. 

The  estimate  you  have  given  of  the  expense  of  conveying  100  quarters  of  wheat 
from  Dantzic  to  London,  is  formed  upon  the  ground  that  the  wheat  should  cost 
305.  at  Dantzic.  Supposing  it  cost  285.  instead  of  30*.,  what  variation  does  that 
make  in  the  charge  ? — Very  trifling. 

Does  it  not  make  some  difference  in  the  insurance  ? — It  is  a  mere  trifle. 

You  have  assumed  the  price  at  305.  at  Dantzic;  what  credit  is  given  there? — 
The  credit  is  various ;  it  depends  upon  the  bargain  we  make ;  the  usual  way  is 
to  be  drawn  upon  at  two  months  for  it,  upon  receipt  of  the  invoice  and  bill  of 
lading. 

You  have  also  taken  the  price  of  60  *.  in  London ;  what  credit  is  given  there  ? 
— One  month. 

Is  the  metage  a  charge  that  goes  to  any  public  body  ? — It  goes  to  various  per- 
sons. Metage  comprehends  metage,  lastage,  holdage,  dues,  tillage,  and  porterage; 
each  of  which  goes  to  different  persons. 

Does  any  portion  go  to  the  Corporation  of  London  ? — A  part  does. 

Is  the  insurance  from  Dantzic  to  England  four  per  cent  usually  ? — We  insured 
lost  season  at  lower  ports  than  Dantzic  at  five  guineas  per  cent,  in  foreign  ships. 
On  foreign  ships  the  premium  is  usually  higher  than  on  English. 

What  is  the  usual  insurance  in  English  ships  r — It  depends  upon  the  season  of  the 
year.  In  June,  in  an  English  ship  from  Dantzic,  you  would  get  it  done  at  two 
guineas  per  cent,  or  at  even  less. 

What  is  the  month  in  which  the  greatest  importations  usually  take  place  from 
Dantzic  ? — From  June  up  to  November. 

Is  that  the  period  when  the  insurance  is  generally  lowest  ? — The  insurance  in- 
creases as  the  winter  advances. 

To  what  period  does  the  low  insurance  last  ? — Till  about  August. 

Then  the  insurance  you  have  given  at  four  pounds  per  hundred  is  calculated  at 
the  high  rate  of  insurance  ? — I  have  reckoned  it  at  about  a  fair  average ;  at  a  late 
period  of  the  year  you  would  not  get  a  foreign  ship  done  at  that.  We  have  before 
now  given  eight  guineas  per  cent. 

Was  not  that  in  war  time? — I  think  within  a  very  short  period.  I  think  it  was 
about  last  November  that  we  gave  eight  guineas  per  cent,  from  Stralsund.  in  a 
foreign  ship. 

The  difference  between  the  two  insurances  in  British  and  in  foreign  ships  being 
just  double,  what  induces  you  to  use  foreign  ships  ? — Because  we  cannot  always  get 
English  ships.

If  u  ship  is  going  home  she 
will  take  a  less  freight  than  a  ship  that  is  going  from  home.

Supposing  the  freight  to  be  the  same  of  a  British  and  a  foreign  ship,  would  you 
take  the  English  or  the  foreign  ship  ? — If  I  could  give  a  preference  it  would  be  to 
the  English  ship. 

Supposing  the  trade  in  corn  to  be  regular,  would  it  in  your  opinion  be  chiefly 
carried  on  in  foreign  or  in  English  vessels? — In  English  vessels;  if  they  could  be 
got,  they  would  always  have  the  preference. 

Supposing  the  price  of  corn  at  Dantzic  to  be  30  s.  a  quarter,  which  for  a  hundred 
quarters  would  be  150  /.,  and  the  charges  of  bringing  to  England  to  amount  to  52/., 
making  in  the  whole  202 /.,  what  would  be  considered  in  the  trade  a  fair  profit  upon 
that  outlay  ? — I  should  be  satisfied  with  ten  per  cent. 

On  a  former  occasion  you  stated  that  you  sold  some  Essex  wheat  at  66  s.  on  last 
Monday  week  ;  you  also  stated  that  there  were  two  qualities  of  Dantzic  wheat,  and 
that  the  best  quality  of  Dantzic  wheat  was  equal  in  value,  or  rather  superior,  to  the 
Essex  wheat ;  if  you  had  had  to  sell  that  Dantzic  wheat  on  Monday  week,  what 
price  would  it  have  fetched  ? — If  it  was  of  that  very  superior  quality  which  I  have 
seen  fresh  threshed,  I  think  it  would  have  fetched  certainly  68*. 

Do  you  happen  to  know  what  the  average  prices  were  upon  the  Friday  pre- 
ceding that  Monday,  by  which  importation  is  governed  ? — 54*. ;  it  was  54*.  lod. 
yesterday. 

Was  there  a  large  quantity  of  that  wheat  which  you  sold  r — A  very  small 
quantity. 

If  there  had  been  a  large  quantity  brought  to  market  of  that  superior  quality, 
would  it  have  sold  as  well  ?— I  think  it  would,  if  there  had  been  two  or  -three  hun- 
dred quarters. 

If  there  had  been  a  thousand  quarters  brought,  would  it  have  sold  as  well  ? — 
I  think  there  is  no  doubt  I  could  have  sold  it  readily. 

At  the  same  price  ? — I  think  it  is  very  probable  I  could  have  done  it. 

In  point  of  fact,  is  there  a  large  quantity  of  Essex  wheat  of  that  very  superior 
quality  ? — There  is  not. 

Supposing  a  quantity  of  wheat  kept  in  a  foreign  warehouse,  have  you  known  any 
instance  of  its  being  sold  at  a  lower  price  than  was  originally  asked,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  risk  of  keeping  it,  arising  from  the  decay  of  nature  and  the 
ravages  of  vermin  ? — I  know  if  wheat  is  kept  two  or  three  years  it  will  deteriorate 
in  value. 

Exclusive  of  that  consideration,  would  it  be  sold  at  a  lower  price  in  consequence 
of  the  risk  of  losing  it  altogether  ? — I  think  very  frequently. 

Do  you  know,  in  point  of  fact,  that  such  has  been  the  case? — I  cannot  say,  of 
my  own  knowledge.  Wheat  has  been  kept  abroad,  on  speculation,  which  was 
afterwards  sold,  I  should  conceive,  at  less  money.  For  instance,  in  December 
last  Dantzic  wheat  sold  at  37*.,  and  in  February  at  29*.  6d.  only. 

So  that  it  might  at  last  be  sold  below  prime  cost,  in  consequence  of  those  circum- 
stances ? — Very  likely  it  might. 

What  arc  the  charges  of  landing  home-grown  wheat  coming  by  coasting  ves- 
sels?— They  are  nearly  the  same  as  the  foreign,  only  a  little  difference  in  the 
metage,  &c. 

Is  the  freight  from  Hamburgh  greater  or  less  than  the  freight  from  Lynn  or 
Hull? — Less  at  this  time ;  some  time  previously  to  the  frost  it  was  less. 

Is  it  the  practice  to  insure  corn  coming  by  coasting  vessels  ?  -Not  always  ;  we 
seldom  or  ever  do  it. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 
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Mr.  THOMAS  ISAAC  DIMSDALE  is  called  in,  and  Examined 

as  follows : 

WHAT  is  your  employment  ?  —I  am  a  corn-factor. 

Does  your  house  publish  any  periodical  accounts  of  the  corn  trade  ? — We  do 
every  week  ;  we  publish  extracts  from  our  foreign  letters,  translated  into  English  ; 
and  generally,  when  time  admits  of  it,  the  foreign  quotations  are  cast  out  into 
English  measures  and  money.  The  publication  also  contains  an  account  of  the 
arrivals  of  foreign  corn  and  English  corn  in  all  the  principal  ports  of  the 
Kingdom. 

From  what  materials  is  this  account  made  out  ? — From  the  letters  of  the  first 
houses  engaged  in  the  trade  ;  it  is  a  faithful  transcript  of  our  correspondence. 

Do  you  consider  it  an  accurate  and  authentic  account? — Completely;  so  much 
so,  that  we  execute  very  numerous  orders  upon  the  quotations  that  are  con- 
tained in  it. 

From  what  period  can  you  furnish  a  collection  of  those  papers  ? — For  about 
three  years. 

Do  they  apply  to  all  places  from  whence  grain  is  sent? — Almost  all.  There 
are  not  many  letters  from  the  Mediterranean  ;  the  correspondence  is  chiefly  from 
the  north  of  Europe. 

Does  that  publication  embrace  Odessa  ? — It  does  not. 

Does  it  embrace  Alexandria  ? — It  does  not. 

Does  it  embrace  Genoa? — There  are  frequently  letters  from  Leghorn. 

Is  that  the  only  part  in  the  Mediterranean  which  it  embraces  ? — I  believe  there 
are  several  letters  also  from  Marseilles. 

Does  it  state  the  expense  of  freight  ? — Occasionally  our  foreign  correspondents 
state,  as  a  guide  to  ourselves  in  making  our  calculations,  at  what  expense  ships  may 
be  procured,  but  not  invariably. 

Are  the  calculations  made  upon  the  Imperial  measures  ? — Since  the  measures 
have  been  altered  the  calculations  have  been  framed  upon  the  Imperial  measures. 

Is  that  publication  made  up  from  your  own  particular  correspondence  ? — From 
our  own  individual  correspondence. 

Do  you  collect  materials  from  other  gentlemen  in  the  trade? — We  are  happy 
to  take  any  information,  provided  we  know  it  to  be  authentic. 

In  point  of  fact,  do  you  receive  information  from  other  houses  ? — We  do  occa- 
sionally ;  but  we  are  tenacious  of  inserting  any  thing  that  we  cannot  answer  for 
the  accuracy  of. 

It  is  chiefly  made  up  from  your  own  correspondence  ? — It  is. 

Is  your  house  very  extensively  concerned  in  the  sale  of  corn? — We  are  ;  but 
our  business  lies  as  much  in  buying  as  in  selling,  and  therefore  we  have  an  equal 
interest  both  ways. 

Can  you  make  up  a  copy  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Lords  of  those  publica- 
tions ? — I  think  I  could,  probably  with  the  exception  of  some  half  dozen  numbers. 

Do  you  think  you  could  direct  the  employment  of  a  clerk  to  extract  from  those 
books,  beginning  with  the  current  year,  and  taking  in  succession  the  quarters  of  the 
last  year,  beginning  always  with  the  last  quarter,  the  current  prices  free  on  board, 
as  set  forth  in  this  list,  in  the  several  foreign  ports  ;  the  stocks  stated  in  the  several 
foreign  ports ;  and  the  total  quantities  of  foreign  grain  arrived  within  each  week  in 
England  ;  distinguishing  the  ports  at  which  they  have  arrived  respectively  ? — 
I  think  I  could,  with  respect  to  the  leading  ports. 

Could  you  add  to  that  the  prices  of  freight?— I  think  I  could. 

The  witness  is  desired  to  prepare  such  an  Abstract. 

The  witness  is  also  desired  to  prepare  for  the  Committee,  at  their  meeting  on 
Tuesday  next,  a  specimen  of  the  form  in  which  he  proposes  to  make  out 
such  abstract. 
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Are  you  able  to  stute  the  expenses  of  the  transit  of  wheat  from  the  ship  into  the 
warehouses  in  London? — I  am.  The  first  charge  is  the  metage,  which  forms  part 
of  the  revenues  of  the  City,  and  also  for  the  labour  done  in  measuring  the  corn  ; 
that  amounts,  on  wheat,  to  about  $d.  or  6d.  a  quarter.  The  next  charge  is  the 
lighterage  and  landing;  that  is  "]d.  to  &/.  per  quarter.  There  is  a  further  charge 
for  porterage  from  the  lighter  to  the  granary,  if  the  granary  is  at  any  distance  from 
the  water  side,  if  it  cannot  be  hoisted  up  by  the  tackle,  which  would  frequently 
amount  to  3</.  a  quarter  more.  These  are  the  total  charges  before  it  is  deposited 
upon  the  granary  floor. 

Will  you  state  the  weekly  rent  in  the  warehouse  ? — The  weekly  rent  upon  wheat 
is  from  5*.  to  6s.  per  hundred  quarters  per  week,  according  to  the  demand  for 
granary  room  ;  in  addition  to  which  there  is  an  additional  expense  for  turning  and 
keeping  the  corn  in  condition,  which  must  be  determined  by  the  condition  of  the 
corn  when  it  is  landed. 

What  would  be  the  average  expense  of  turning  ? — I  should  conceive  the  average 
expense  of  turning  and  keeping  corn  in  condition  would  be  about  l  s.  6d.  to  2*.  per 
hundred  quarters  per  week. 

What  would  be  the  expense  of  taking  out  of  warehouse? — The  expenses  of  taking 
out  of  warehouse  are,  metage  2s.  per  last,  and  porterage  3d. 

Are  the  corporation  fees  equally  payable  on  the  inetage  upon  re-delivery,  as 
upon  lodging  in  the  warehouse  ? — Not  equally,  I  believe  ;  but  the  corporation 
derive  a  revenue  from  the  metage  out  of  the  granary. 

Is  there  no  other  expense  upon  delivery  out  of  the  warehouse  ? — There  is  no 
other  absolute  expense  attending  the  mere  delivery,  but  the  difference  of  measure 
is  a  loss  incident  to  the  storing  of  corn  ;  that  would  inmost  cases  amount  to  one 
or  two  per  cent.  If  the  corn  is  in  any  degree  heated  upon  the  voyage,  which 
frequently  happens,  the  loss  will  be  greater. 

Does  not  it  depend  also  upon  the  time  that  it  is  in  the  warehouse  ? — The  weevil, 
and  other  insects,  will  eat  it. 

Does  the  corporation  of  London  receive  any  other  revenue  upon  the  importation 
of  foreign  corn,  except  for  metage? — Not  that  I  am  aware  of;  there  is  I  believe 
an  old  custom,  that  the  Lord  Mayor  is  entitled  to  a  sample  out  of  every  cargo  of 
corn  that  arrives  ;  in  lieu  of  which  it  is  now  commuted  for  a  small  sum  which  he 
receives  ;  he  formerly  received  a  small  measure. 

Can  you  state  what  is  the  average  loss  per  cent,  upon  wheat  being  stored  for 
a  twelvemonth? — It  depends  entirely  upon  the  condition  in  which  that  wheat  is 
stored  ;  I  have  seen  wheat  in  such  perfectly  dry  order  as  not  to  lose  any  thing ;  and 
I  have  seen  it  so  damp  as  to  lose  three  or  four  per  cent,  when  it  was  delivered  ; 
that  is  as  much  unusual,  perhaps,  as  that  it  should  lose  nothing. 

How  much  would  corn  lose  if  stored  for  a  week  or  a  fortnight  ? — Frequently  one 
or  two  per  cent. 

You  have  stated  that  in  a  week  it  would  lose  one  or  two  per  cent. ;  is  the  loss  in 
proportion  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  it  is  kept? — It  would  lose  so  much  in  a 
week  or  in  a  fortnight,  because  the  action  of  turning  it  over  on  the  granary  floor 
would  dry  and  harden  it,  and  so  diminish  the  bulk,  and  lose  little  afterwards. 

Then  wheat  does  not  diminish  very  much  in  bulk  by  being  kept  for  a  twelve- 
month ? — It  will  not  diminish  so  much  as  light  corn,  because  the  ends  of  that 
break  oft". 

What  is  the  usual  rate  of  insurance  from  Dantzic? — It  varies  according  to  the 
season. 

What  is  the  summer  insurance? — I  think  last  season,  in  the  summer,  we  got  our 
insurances  done  from  one  and  a  half  to  two  per  cent. 

In  British  or  in  foreign  vessels  ? — In  British  first  class  vessels. 
How  long  does  that  season  last? — From  May  to  September. 

Is  that  the  great  period  of  importation  ? — The  largest  importation  usually  takes 
place,  from  Dantzic,  from  September  or  the  end  of  August  to  the  beginning  or  the 
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What  is  the  price  of  insurance  at  that  season  ? — The  rate  of  insurance  is  not  only 
determined  by  the  season,  but  also  by  the  character  of  the  ship.     In  a  British  ship, 
in  the  Winter  season,  the  insurance  would  be  double  what  it  is  in  the  Summer-    17  March  lg27 
time. 

Then  it  would  be  two  and  a  half  per  cent,  at  that  period  r — Yes.  Your  lord- 
ships are  aware  that  there  are  two  modes  of  insuring ;  one  is  when  it  is  free  of 
average,  in  which  case  the  underwriters  pay  nothing,  unless  there  is  a  total  loss ; 
die  other  is,  if  the  average  shall  amount  to  ten  per  cent.  When  it  is  insured  upon 
the  latter  clause  the  premium  is  always  doubled. 

You  were  speaking  of  the  premium  when  it  is  free  of  average  ? — Yes. 

Do  you  know  the  rate  of  insurance  upon  foreign  ships  ? — The  foreign  ships 
range  very  unequally  indeed  ;  we  must  have  paid  as  much  as  twelve  per  cent.,  by 
a  foreign  ship,  from  Riga,  that  was  esteemed  a  bad  ship,  when  we  have  been  doing 
it  by  a  good  vessel  as  low  as  four.  The  twelve  per  cent,  was  with  a  clause  to  pay 
ten  per  cent,  average,  in  case  the  cargo  should  be  damaged  ;  and  the  four  per  cent, 
was  not  with  that  clause. 

Are  there  any  Custom  House  expenses  to  be  added  to  the  price  of  corn  in  ware- 
house, fees  or  charges  of  any  kind  ? — They  are  so  trifling  that  I  do  not  think  them 
worth  mentioning.  The  expense  of  entry  would  amount  to  one  guinea  or  two 
guineas  upon  a  cargo  of  corn,  or  upon  each  individual  parcel  that  is  entered 
separately.  There  is  a  scavage  paid  upon  foreign  com,  which  is  a  farthing  or 
a  halfpenny  a  quarter. 

What  interest  for  the  money  paid  for  the  corn  that  you  have  in  warehouse  would 
you  expect  to  receive,  or  would  make  it  worth  your  while  to  keep  your  corn  in  ware- 
house ? — That  is  a  question  that  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  answer ;  it  must  depend 
in  some  measure  upon  the  value  of  money  here ;  upon  the  extent  of  trade,  and  the 
activity  of  that  trade  ;  it  would  vary  from  four  per  cent,  to  fifteen. 

Supposing  that  the  trade  in  corn  were  open,  and  that  corn  might  be  introduced 
according  to  the  regulations  proposed,  and  that  you  were  inclined  to  speculate,  and 
to  put  your  corn  into  warehouse  instead  of  bringing  it  immediately  into  the  market, 
what  would  you  think  a  sufficient  interest  to  remunerate  you  for  that  speculation  ? — • 
The  answer  I  would  give  must  depend  so  greatly  upon  the  amount  of  capital  that  a 
house  has  engaged  in  the  trade,  that  I  conceive  there  is  hardly  any  data  to  ground 
a  calculation  upon.  A  man  that  has  a  large  surplus  capital  would  be  content  to  re- 
ceive for  that  capital  probably  five  per  cent. ;  but  a  man  that  has  twenty  or  thirty 
thousand  pounds  engaged  in  his  trade  would  be  very  unwilling  to  lock  it  up  for  five 
per  cent,  interest.  The  persons,  namely,  commission  houses,  that  would  have  to 
make  advances  upon  foreign  corn,  would,  I  apprehend,  not  like  to  have  it  locked 
up  for  five  years  for  five  per  cent,  interest. 

Supposing  it  was  only  for  one  year? — For  one  year  they  would  take  the  chance 
of  it,  because  there  are  other  contingent  profits  upon  the  corn  that  would  make  the 
interest  larger.  I  wish  to  make  an  observation  with  regard  to  the  omission  in  our 
publication  of  the  prices  from  Odessa  and  those  distant  ports  in  the  Mediterranean. 
Unless  prices  in  this  country  are  very  high,  there  cannot  be  such  a  great  intercourse 
in  corn  from  those  ports  as  should  make  it  a  matter  of  general  interest.  However 
low  the  prices  at  those  ports  may  be,  the  distance  is  so  great,  the  expense  of  freight, 
and  the  risk  of  condition  consequent  upon  that  (I  have  known  many  cargoes  taken 
out  half-way  to  cool  them),  and  the  risk  of  an  alteration  in  the  market  during  the  time 
that  the  speculation  would  take  to  realize  it,  is  such,  that  unless  there  were  a  contin- 
gent profit  of  from  JOG  to  200  per  cent,  no  merchant  whose  capital  was  engaged  in 
active  business  would  go  out  of  his  usual  line  of  trade  to  embark  in  the  Odessa 
trade.  As  an  instance  of  the  truth  of  what  I  have  stated,  I  can  mention  that  I  have 
seen  several  cargoes  of  beans  from  Leghorn,  of  which  one  fourth  has  been  so  da- 
maged as  to  be  nearly  all  unfit  for  any  purpose  but  manure ;  the  consequence  is, 
that  though  there  was  a  large  profit  upon  the  remainder  of  the  cargo,  it  was  more 
than  annihilated  by  the  loss  upon  the  damaged  part. 

Would  the  same  observation  apply  to  wheat? — Nearly  so. 

Do  you  consider  there  is  as  much  risk  attending  the  transport  of  wheat  as  of 
beans? — Quite  so. 
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Do  your  observations  apply  to  the  intended  plan  with  respect  to  the  alteration  of 
the  corn  laws  ? — Most  particularly  so,  because  the  duty  would  fluctuate  so  much  ; 
and  the  longer  the  time  that  the  operation  would  take,  of  course  the  greater  would 
be  the  risk  as  to  the  duty  the  importer  might  have  to  pay. 

What  are  the  other  charges  that  a  foreigner  importing  wheat  would  be  subject  to  ? 
— Of  course  if  we  received  a  consignment  we  should  charge  a  small  profit  upon  the 
charges  that  we  paid.  I  have  seen  Alexandrian  wheat  imported  into  this  country, 
and  notwithstanding  every  pains  being  used  to  keep  it  in  condition,  although  it  has 
been  laid  only  six  and  seven  inches  thick  on  the  floor,  it  constantly  got  heated. 

Are  vou  aware  that  there  are  two  sorts  of  wheat  that  may  be  imported  from 
Odessa? — Perfectly  ;  hard  and  soft  wheat. 

Which  sort  is  that  which  is  most  likely  to  come  to  the  English  market? — The 
hard  wheat.  The  soft  wheat  is  the  best,  but  it  is  the  most  perishable.  I  should 
apprehend  that  no  cargo  of  soft  wheat  would  arrive  here  in  condition  fit  for  bread  ; 
the  other  might. 

Is  the  effect,  with  respect  to  heating,  the  same  at  whatever  period  of  the  year  it 
may  be  shipped? — The  condition  of  wheat  depends  upon  the  state  in  which  it  is 
shipped,  and  the  time  it  is  on  board,  I  conceive,  without  reference  to  the  state  of  the 
weather. 

The  question  refers  to  the  season  of  the  year ;  whether  a  longer  or  a  shorter 
period  after  harvest  ? — The  longer  wheat  is  shipped  after  the  harvest,  of  course  it  is 
in  a  better  state  for  the  voyage. 

Is  the  wheat  ever  kiln-dried  that  comes  from  Odessa? — I  do  not  know  sufficient 
of  the  trade  to  give  an  answer  from  my  personal  knowledge. 

If  it  were  kiln-dried,  could  it  brought  in  good  condition  ? — I  think  not  so  as  to 
ensure  the  condition ;  it  would  come  in  better  condition. 

Would  not  there  be  an  expense  attending  the  kiln-drying? — Undoubtedly. 
The  Irish  wheat  is  all  kiln-dried  before  it  is  shipped  to  this  country  ;  and  yet  there 
are  many  instances  of  wheat  being  heated,  even  in  coming  merely  from  Ireland  to 
England. 

Must  not  that  depend  upon  the  nature  of  the  season  ? — Yes ;  on  the  harvest. 

Can  you  state  the  expenses  of  conveying  a  quarter  of  wheat  from  the  warehouse 
at  Dantzic  to  the  warehouse  at  London  ? — The  expense  will  vary,  from  different 
circumstances,  most  materially  ;  it  depends  upon  the  season  of  the  year  at  which 
the  freight  is  taken.  The  freight  will  vary,  and  the  insurance  will  vary  ;  the  freights 
will  vary,  not  only  from  the  season,  but  from  the  demand  for  ships.  I  should  ap- 
prehend the  expense  in  summer  would  be  8*.  to  IOA-.  a  quarter,  and  from  los.  to 
14*.  in  winter;  that  includes  every  expense. 

Is  that  the  expense  if  you  were  trading  upon  your  own  account,  or  if  you  were 
doing  it  by  commission  ? — If  I  were  doing  it  by  commission. 

What  would  be  the  expense  if  you  were  trading  on  your  own  account? — Not  a 
shilling  a  quarter  less ;  because  the  great  expenses  remain  the  same,  the  freight  and 
the  insurance. 

In  that  calculation  at  what  do  you  estimate  the  freight  from  Dantzic  to  London 
per  quarter?--!  estimate  the  freight  at  from  5$.  to  6*.  6d. ;  then  there  is  the 
primage  to  add  of  ten  per  cent. 

Have  not  you  known  a  vessel  freighted  to  bring  wheat  from  Dantzic  to  London, 
or  to  some  of  the  out  ports,  at  4*.  a  quarter  ? — I  have  ;  but  that  is  an  extraordinary 
low  freight.  We  have  chartered  at  4*.  ourselves,  but  large  cumbrous  ships,  not 
generally  fit  for  the  trade ;  and  we  are  to  have  the  option  of  loading  them  with 
timber. 

You  do  not  consider  that  the  usual  freight  ? — No ;  shipping  was  scarcely  ever  so 
much  depressed  as  it  is  at  this  moment. 

Have  you  employed  foreign  vessels  ? — Never,  if  we  can  get  British  vessels  at 
nearly  the  same  rate. 

Arc  foreign  vessels  cheaper? — Generally  speaking;  but  the  reason  of  so  many 
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foreign  vessels  being  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  arises  from  so  many  shippers  of  corn 
being  owners  of  ships ;  otherwise,  I  believe,  the  proprietors  would  give  the  prefer- 
ence to  English  ships. 

Since  the  proposed  Resolutions  with  respect  to  the  corn  trade  have  been  gene- 
rally known,  has  bonded  wheat  risen  or  fallen  materially  ? — There  have  very  few 
transactions  taken  place  ;  because,  on  the  one  hand,  the  holders  are  not  willing  to 
submit  to  a  sacrifice,  and  purchasers  are  not  willing  to  give  the  same  price.  If  you 
wish  to  sell  freely,  you  must  submit  to  take  75.  or  8*.  a  quarter  less. 

Can  you  state  what  was  the  price  at  which  bonded  wheat  was  offered  for  sale 
previous  to  the  Orders  in  Council  in  September  last? — I  cannot,  with  any  degree 
of  accuracy. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  expenses  at  the  port  of  Liverpool  of  landing  corn  ? 
— We  have  had  accounts,  but  I  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  them  to  state 
them  from  memory.  With  reference  to  the  fall  that  has  taken  place  in  the  price  of 
foreign  wheat,  I  can  state  that  the  price  of  Dantzic  wheat  was  about  44*.  ;  it  could 
not  now  be  sold  at  above  six  or  seven  and  thirty. 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  difference  of  price  between  the  fine  Dantzic 
wheat  and  the  Essex  wheat  ? — 'The  finest  Dantzic  wheat  would  be  worth  as  much 
as  the  finest  Essex  wheat,  or  perhaps  even  more  in  some  seasons  ;  but  it  depends 
upon  the  seasons,  according  to  what  the  miller  wants  to  make  a  good  article ;  but  a 
very  small  proportion  of  the  wheat  that  comes  from  Dantzic  is  so  fine. 

Is  it  not  very  much  used  after  damp  seasons  to  mix  with  the  English  wheat  ? — 
Yes,  in  a  damp  season  the  general  run  of  the  best  Dantzic  wheat  will  be  wanted. 

How  many  qualities  do  you  import  from  Dantzic? — There  is  very  little  of  the 
lower  qualities,  which  are  red,  exported  from  Dantzic  to  this  country,  because  the 
lower  qualities  from  Dantzic  are  not  equal  to  the  other  ports  of  the  Baltic,  such  as 
Rostock  ;  the  Dantzic  red  wheat  is  not  equal  to  the  red  wheat  from  other  places. 

What  proportion  in  price  do  those  qualities  bear  to  each  other,  that  are  imported 
into  this  country  ? — The  qualities  imported  into  this  country  consist  of  good  mixed, 
high  mixed,  and  fine  white  wheat ;  now  there  may  be  of  the  last  descriptions  one 
third  ;  the  remainder  is  good  mixed  wheat. 

What  is  the  comparative  value  of  them  ? — I  can  perhaps  best  answer  that  ques- 
tion by  saying  what  would  be  the  difference  in  value  now ;  the  very  finest  Dantzic 
wheat  might  fetch  from  63  *.  to  65  *.  a  quarter ;  and  we  sold  fair  mixed  Dantzic  wheat 
yesterday  at  56*. ;  Konigsberg  wheat  is  nearly  similar  to  Dantzic;  Konigsberg  de- 
rives part  of  its  supply  from  the  same  provinces  as  Dantzic  does ;  but  the  finest  wheat 
shipped  from  Dantzic  comes  from  the  province  of  Volhynia,  from  whence  the  ex- 
pense of  conveying  it  is  six  or  eight  shillings  a  quarter  by  river  transport. 

What  is  the  quality  of  the  wheat  from  Riga? — From  Riga  the  wheat  is  of  very 
inferior  quality ;  the  Riga  wheat  would  not  now  be  worth  more  than  44*. 

Does  the  Canada  wheat  arrive  in  a  good  state,  or  is  it  often  injured  upon  the 
passage  ? — There  have  been  some  few  cargoes  arrive  in  excellent  condition  ;  but  to 
this  market,  which  is  a  much  longer  voyage  than  to  Liverpool,  I  think  the  majority 
of  cargoes  have  been  more  or  less  heated. 

Can  you  state  the  expense  of  freight  of  American  flour  ? — I  cannot ;  I  am  totally 
unacquainted  with  the  American  trade.  We  have  occasionally  in  our  Circular 
given  quotations  of  wheat  at  Rio  Janeiro,  and  the  ports  in  South  America,  to  which 
places,  occasionally,  there  is  a  considerable  export  of  bonded  wheat ;  they  would 
prefer,  of  course,  buying  bonded  wheat  in  this  country  to  importing  it  from  Ros- 
tock, because  the  risk  of  condition  would  be  so  much  decreased  by  the  diminished 
distance.  In  one  year  the  export  of  bonded  corn  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Ocean 
was  very  considerable. 

What  proportion  does  the  average  price  of  foreign  corn  free  in  this  market  bear 
to  the  average  price  of  British  corn? — ThaJ;  is  a  question  that  requires  some  consi- 
deration to  answer  it  with  any  accuracy ;  there  are  a  variety  of  qualities  of  both 
sorts.  I  should  think  foreign  wheat  is  full  5*.  a  quarter  under  the  average  quality 
of  British  wheat;  with  respect  to  oats,  the  quality  of  the  foreign  is  nearly  equal  to 
the  British  ;  in  barley  there  is  almost  as  much  difference  as  in  wheat,  because  there  is 
3.33.  E  2  very 
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Mr.  very  little  of  the  barley  that  is  tit  for  malting  ;  perhaps  the  difference  in  barley  may 

[^  be  from  three  to  five  shillings. 

17  March  18*7.  Are  you  speaking  of  wheat  that  has  been  long  in  bond  in  this  country,  or  of 
freshly  imported  wheat  ? — I  am  speaking  of  the  average  of  the  total  quantities  now 
in  the  market. 

Is  there  not  a  large  quantity  of  foreign  corn  in  the  market,  that  has  been  in  bond 
in  this  country  for  some  years  ? — Very  little  indeed  ;  at  the  present  moment  there  is 
a  scarcity  of  the  lower  descriptions  of  wheat  in  this  market.  There  has  been  an  im- 
mense demand  for  wheat  of  that  sort,  for  the  manufacturing  districts.  We  shipped 
in  one  month,  ourselves,  upwards  of  12,000  quarters  for  Liverpool  and  Wakeficld. 

Then  what  now  remains  in  stock  is  to  be  considered  as  of  the  6ner  sort? — The 
stocks  of  foreign  wheat  are  not  large. 

Does  the  finer  sort  predominate? — No,  it  does  not;  there  is  but  little  fine  foreign 
wheat  here  now. 

Are  you  able  to  state  the  amount  of  stock  in  warehouse?— It  is  impossible  to 
ascertain  after  that  it  is  moved  into  warehouses  in  all  parts  of  the  town  ;  while  it  is 
in  bond  the  quantity  may  be  ascertained  exactly  ;  but  when  it  is  taken  out  of  bond, 
it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  quantity  with  any  accuracy. 

Under  the  proposed  Regulations  with  respect  to  the  importation  of  corn,  do  you 
think  that  this  speculation  would  be  likely  to  take  place,  that  a  person,  having  a 
quantity  of  foreign  wheat  in  bond,  would  take  any  opportunity  which  might  occur  of 
paying  a  low  duty,  in  order  to  wait  the  chance  of  a  market? — I  should  consider  he 
would.  A  man  would  seize  the  most  advantageous  moment  for  paying  the  duty. 

Is  there  not  foreign  corn  now  in  the  market  that  has  been  declared  free  ? — 
There  is. 

How  long  is  it  since  it  was  declared  free ;  the  question  refers  to  that  species  in  the 
market  that  has  been  the  longest  declared  free  ? — Of  course  every  man  holds  corn 
according  to  his  opinion  of  the  probability  of  an  advance  upon  it;  and  he  may  hold 
several  sorts  of  corn.  I  do  not  imagine  that  there  has  been  a  preference  given  to 
any  particular  sort  of  corn. 

Are  there  any  species  of  foreign  corn  that  have  been  declared  free  six  years? — 
Very  few. 

What  is  the  longest  time  that  you  have  known  of  any  samples  of  foreign  corn 
being  sold  after  being  declared  free  ? — I  have  known  it  up  to  the  present  time ; 
there  are  some  persons  that  have  not  begun  to  sell  now. 

After  payment  of  the  duty,  and  the  corn  being  declared  free,  how  long  has  it 
been  kept  in  the  same  warehouse  in  any  instance  you  know  of? — The  longest  period 
cannot  be  more  than  four  or  five  months,  because  it  is  not  more  than  that  since  it 
has  been  declared  free. 

The  question  refers  to  wheat? — There  is  some  that  has  not  been  sold  to  the  pre- 
sent time  since  the  period  when  it  was  declared  free ;  but  the  proportion  that  it  bears 
to  the  general  stock  is  not  one-fiftieth  or  one-hundredth  part.  I  scarcely  know 
more  than  two  persons  whom  I  could  fix  upon  that  have  held  it  in  that  way. 

Is  there  any  notice  required  to  be  given,  or  is  there  any  process  required,  in  order 
to  take  corn  out  of  bond  ? — Not  at  all ;  the  merchant  sends  to  the  Custom  House 
and  makes  his  entry  at  any  hour  he  pleases. 

Do  you  think  that  any  inconvenience  will  arise  to  the  trade  from  taking  the 
averages  weekly  ? — None.  I  should  think  it  would  be  a  great  preventive  of  any 
thing  like  fraud. 

Do  you  think  that  no  speculations  would  take  place  upon  a  rise  in  price,  and 
that  no  attempts  would  be  made  to  raise  the  market  ? — 1  do  not  conceive  it  would 
be  possible  in  a  week  to  effect  an  operation  of  that  nature.  When  three  months 


has  been  allowed  for  making  up  the  averages,  men  of  large  capital  have  perhaps 
operated  upon  the  market,  but  it  would  be  impossible  to  effect  that  in  the  course  of 
-  week. 

What  is  the  most  distant  period  at  which  any  wheat  now  in  the  country  was  im- 
ported 
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ported  ? — Probably  six  or  seven  years  ;  it  has  been  a  loss  to  the  importers  of  four 
fifths  of  the  entire  cost. 

Does  that  apply  to  any  large  quantity? — No;  a  very  insignificant  quantity    J7  March  1827. 
indeed. 

What  is  the  average  amount  of  sales  of  wheat  in  Mark-lane  in  any  given  week  ? 
— I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  that  question.  The  quantity  of  wheat  sold  in  this 
market  is  not  so  large  as  might  be  presumed  from  the  magnitude  of  the  consump- 
tion ;  a  great  part  of  the  supply  comes  in  the  shape  of  flour. 

Are  you  aware  that  Mark-lane  governs  very  materially  the  average  price  in  the 
rest  of  the  kingdom  ? — Most  undoubtedly. 

And  yet  you  think  that  no  speculation  could  take  place  in  raising  the  prices  under 
the  system  of  weekly  averages  ? — There  was  a  most  able  letter  upon  that  subject 
in  the  "  Times"  a  few  days  since,  signed  "  M creator ;"  it  is  written  by  a  person 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  subject. 

Would  an  additional  demand  for  10,000  quarters  of  wheat,  hi  any  given  week, 
raise  the  average  price  in  Mark-lane  materially  ? — I  should  think  not,  for  this 
reason  :  a  person  known  as  a  buyer,  that  is,  a  man  who  could  purchase  a  large 
quantity  of  wheat,  and  who  was  in  the  constant  habit  of  purchasing,  would  be  asked 
about  the  market  price  ;  and  therefore  the  great  proportion  of  that  10,000  quarters 
would  be  bought  at  the  market  price ;  unless  you  suppose  a  direct  collusion 
between  the  buyer  and  the  seller,  which,  I  apprehend  would  but  very  seldom 
take  place. 

How  is  the  market  price  ascertained,  if  not  by  the  demand  ?•  -It  is  in  a  degree 
ascertained  by  the  demand  ;  but  if  the  regular  buyers  saw  an  extraordinary  demand 
spring  up,  they  would  all  abstain  from  purchasing.  There  are  very  few  men  who 
do  business  in  the  corn  trade  that  keep  so  low  a  stock  as  not  to  carry  on  their 
business  for  a  week  without  fresh  purchases  ;  and  if  they  saw  an  extraordinary  rise, 
even  to  the  extent  of  2*.  a  quarter,  they  would  say,  we  will  refrain  from  pur- 
chasing for  a  week — we  will  wait  the  result  of  it;  and  therefore  the  person 
operating  would  be  almost  the  only  person  in  the  market ;  he  would  have  no 
considerable  competition. 

What  means  are  used  for  keeping  the  wheat  in  warehouse,  which  has  paid  duty 
and  has  been  declared  free,  distinct  from  that  which  has  not  paid  duty? — I  believe 
that  if  a  part  of  the  corn  on  a  granary  floor  is  declared  free,  no  person  can  go  for 
that  free  corn,  except  during  the  hours  that  the  Locker  is  present,  and  he  sees  the 
quantity  measured.  If  the  whole  of  the  wheat  on  a  floor  is  liberated,  the  man  takes 
his  padlock  off  the  door ;  but  he  locks  it  up  every  night  if  there  is  but  one  bushel 
of  bonded  corn  in  the  warehouse. 

Are  you  conversant  with  the  corn  trade  in  Holland  ? — I  am. 

Can  you  state  from  what  ports  chiefly  foreign  corn  is  imported  into  Holland  ? — 
From  the  whole  of  the  Baltic.     The  Committee  will  find  in  our  circulars,  quotation 
at  Amsterdam  of  almost  every  description  of  Baltic  corn. 

Is  any  corn  imported  from  Odessa  into  Holland  ? — I  cannot  answer  that  ques- 
tion. The  importation  of  corn  either  to  this  country  or  to  Holland  from  Odessa 
is  very  limitted. 

Are  you  aware  whether  the  ports  of  Holland  have  been  uniformly  open  for 
foreign  wheat  for  a  good  many  years  past  ? — For  several  years  past  they  have. 
I  never  recollect  their  being  shut. 

What  is  the  amount  of  duty  taken  in  Holland  upon  the  importation  of  foreign, 
corn  ? — In  one  of  the  numbers  of  our  circular,  though  I  cannot  now  remember 
which,  there  is  an  account  of  the  last  duty  that  was  imposed  upon  the  importation 
of  foreign  corn  by  the  king  of  the  Netherlands. 

Are  you  aware  whether  that  increased  amount  of  duty  produced  any  considerable 
diminution  in  the  amount  of  foreign  corn  imported  into  Holland  ?— -Not  being 
a  resident  in  Holland,  I  cannot  answer  that  question. 

Are  you  aware  whether  there  is  much  re-exportation  of  corn  from  Holland  to 
the  Mediterranean  now  ?•—  I  should  apprehend  none. 
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Mr.  Are  you  aware  that  formerly  there  was  a  great  exportation  from  Holland  to  the 

^T.  /.  Dtmtdale^  Mediterranean  ? — I  am  not  aware  of  it. 

17  March  1837.  To  what  countries  does  the  export  take  place  from  Holland  at  present? — Besides 
this  country,  to  Spain,  to  Portugal,  and  occasionally  to  South  America.  Corn  is 
considerably  cheaper  in  the  Mediterranean  than  it  is  in  Holland,  consequently  there 
is  no  probability  of  any  large  export  from  Holland  to  the  .Mediterranean. 

To  what  Spanish  ports  is  there  an  export  from  Holland  ? — There  is  but  little 
export  into  Spain  compared  with  Portugal. 

Is  it  a  constant  trade  to  Portugal  ? — -No;  the  Portuguese  corn  laws  are  of  that 
nature  that  the  ports  may  be  shut  one  week  and  opened  the  next. 

Therefore  the  trade  is  not  considerable  ? — It  occasionally  amounts  to  a  very 
considerable  extent,  and  it  ceases  suddenly.  I  have  known  a  man  make  a  very 
large  profit  by  several  cargoes  of  corn  imported  into  Spain,  and  lose  as  much  in  the 
course  of  a  month  afterwards  by  as  many  cargoes  being  shut  out. 

Is  not  a  considerable  quantity  of  corn  imported  into  Holland  from  Germany  by 
the  Rhine? — It  comes  down  the  Rhine  to  Rotterdam. 

Have  there  not  been  corn  laws  lately  enacted  in  Holland,  within  the  last  five 
years? — Later  than  that ;  it  is  within  the  period  of  our  circulars,  because  I  recol- 
lect making  a  translation  of  the  edict  myself,  for  insertion  in  that  publication. 

Do  you  suppose  that  the  whole  of  the  surplus  produce  of  the  German  provinces 
bordering  on  the  Rhine  is  at  present  imported  into  Holland  ? — I  cannot  answer  that 
question ;  a  considerable  proportion  of  it  is,  undoubtedly. 

Can  you  state  how  the  corn  which  is  imported  into  this  country  from  Holland 
is  paid  for  r — As  far  as  my  own  experience  has  gone,  it  is  paid  by  direct  drafts  upon 
the  house  to  whom  it  is  consigned  ;  occasionally,  if  we  have  correspondence  with 
houses  in  Germany  and  the  Baltic,  they  will  send  orders  for  Colonial  produce,  for 
sugar  and  coffee. 

Do  they  send  orders  for  the  manufactures  of  this  country  to  any  extent  ? — It  is 
scarcely  within  my  own  knowledge  to  speak  of  that ;  probably  those  orders  may 
come  to  other  houses. 

Is  the  warehousing  system  carried  on  in  Holland  ? — It  is  ;  it  is  quite  a  recent 
regulation,  within  the  last  six  months,  that  corn  has  been  allowed  to  be  warehoused 
without  payment  of  duty. 

Then  corn  is  warehoused  in  Holland,  and  is  re-exported  free  of  duty  ? — It  is 
I  believe. 

Are  you  able  to  state  how  corn  imported  from  the  Baltic  is  paid  for? — In  the 
same  way  that  I  have  stated  from  Holland  ;  by  immediate  draft,  generally  speaking, 
not  by  barter. 

Are  those  bills  generally  negociable  in  this  country,  or  must  they  go  back  to 
Holland  ? — They  are  negociated  in  the  country  where  they  are  drawn.  I  have 
occasionally  known  orders  received  in  consequence  of  orders  sent ;  there  is  recipro- 
city of  business  in  order  to  keep  alive  the  connexion ;  the  export  of  foreign  corn 
from  Holland  has  considerably  increased,  I  apprehend,  in  consequence  of  the  law 
permitting  it  to  be  warehoused  without  payment  of  duty. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

Mr.  THOMAS  ISAAC  DIMSDALE  is  called  in  ;  and  further  Examined, 

as  follows : 

WILL  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  expense  of  landing  wheat  from  coasting 
vessels  and  from  Irish  vessels  ? — The  expense  is  precisely  the  same  as  on  foreign 
corn,  excepting  in  metage,  which  varies.  I  will  send  to  the  Committee  a  metage 
table,  which  will  give  the  Committee  precise  information  upon  that  subject. 

Will  you  state  what  is  the  freight  of  wheat  from  Waterford  to  London  ? — From 
2*.  6d.  to  35.  6d.,  according  to  the  demand  for  vessels.  When  I  speak  of  the 
freight,  I  wish  to  be  understood  as  speaking  of  the  bare  freight  without  the 
primage;  there  is  a  certain  amount  allowed  to  the  captain  for  primage,  in  lieu  of 
port  charges,  which  varies  in  different  places ;  in  some  places  abroad  it  is  five  per 
cent,  in  others  ten,  in  others  fifteen — from  Ireland  it  is  one  twelfth. 

When  primage  is  mentioned,  does  it  always  mean  a  per-centage  on  the  freight? 
—It  does ;  it  is  part  of  the  freight. 

It  is  used  in  no  other  sense  ? — In  no  other  sense  that  I  am  aware  of.  If  I 
were  chartering  a  ship,  1  should  ask  the  captain  what  freight  he  would  go  to  a 
certain  port  for;  he  would  state  the  freight,  and  often  say  nothing  of  the  primage; 
he  would  know  that  as  a  merchant  I  was  aware  of  what  that  would  be,  and  that 
would  have  to  be  added  to  the  freight. 

What  is  the  metage  from  Waterford  ?  —About  5*  d.  per  quarter;  it  is  the  same 
as  on  foreign  corn  ;  and  the  only  difference  in  the  charges  on  foreign  corn,  and  on 
corn  coming  coastwise,  is  in  the  metage  ;  the  landing  charges  upon  the  coin  coming 
from  Ireland  and  from  abroad  are  precisely  the  same. 

Can  you  state  the  freight  on  wheat  coming  from  Lynn  to  London? — From  2& 
to  3*. 

At  how  much  less  expense  do  you  think  that  wheat  can  be  landed  in  London 
from  Lynn,  than  it  can  be  from  Dantzic  ? — Five  shillings  a  quarter  less,  including 
the  difference  of  freight,  and  the  difference  of  insurance. 

What  is  the  insurance  from  Lynn  ? — Half  per  cent  in  the  summer. 

The  insurance  from  Dantzic  would  be  one  and  a  half  per  cent  in  summer? — One 
and  a  half  or  two ;  the  difference  between  a  summer  freight  and  a  winter  freight 
from  Lynn  is  much  less  than  the  difference  between  a  summer  freight  and  a  winter 
freight  from  the  Baltic. 

What  do  you  reckon  the  difference  between  the  expenses  of  landing  corn  from 
Waterford  and  those  of  landing  it  from  Dantzic? — They  are  from  3  s.  6d.  to  45. 
less. 

Is  not  the  corn  trade  from  the  Dutch  ports  carried  on  in  a  small  class  of  ves- 
sels ? — Chiefly  ;  but  the  trade  varies  at  different  ports  in  Holland. 

From  Rotterdam  and  Amsterdam  ? — From  Rotterdam  and  Amsterdam  mostly 
in  small  vessels. 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  comparative  expense  of  freight  from  Rotterdam 
and  Amsterdam,  and  from  Lynn ;  do  you  know  of  any  difference  ? — There  is  a 
difference  most  decidedly,  of  from  one  to  two  shillings  a  quarter,  but  the  run  from 
Holland  to  this  country  is  very  small. 

Do  you  mean  that  it  is  higher  from  Holland  than  from  Lynn? — Higher; 
in  the  winter  time  it  would  be  two  shillings  or  more  ;  in  summer  time  perhaps  not 
more  than  one  shilling. 

Taking  all  the  expenses  into  consideration,  what  would  be  the  difference  between 
the  cost  of  bringing  wheat  from  Waterford,  and  the  cost  from  Rotterdam  and  Am- 
sterdam ? — The  difference  would  be  very  small ;  perhaps  you  might  import  it  from 
Ireland  at  a  trifle  less  than  from  Holland. 
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Are  you  acquainted  with  the  charges  of  freight  from  Leith  to  London  ? — From 
Leith  and  the  Scotch  ports  to  London  the  freights  are  lower  than  from  any  other 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  another,  in  proportion  to  the  distance. 

In  calculating  the  insurance  from  Dantzic,  do  you  calculate  it  upon  the  invoice 
price  at  which  it  is  shipped,  or  upon  the  expected  price  at  which  it  may  sell? — It 
is  customary  to  include  about  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  invoice  price,  to  cover  the  out- 
lay of  the  capital,  and  in  case  of  a  loss,  the  insurance  upon  that  capital  so  insured, 
and  other  contingent  expenses. 

Is  the  insurance  from  Lynn  effected  at  the  invoice  price  ? — No ;  I  should  not 
effect  it  at  the  invoice  price,  but  five  to  ten  per  cent,  higher. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  prices  of  freight  and  insurance  from  Dantzic  to 
Rotterdam  ? — No,  I  have  not. 

Supposing  a  cargo  of  wheat  shipped  in  a  small  vessel  from  Rotterdam,  and  a 
cargo  of  wheat  shipped  from  Lynn  to  London,  the  one  will  be  insured  according 
to  the  price  in  England,  the  other  according  to  the  price  in  Holland,  with  ten  per 
cent,  charged  in  each  case  over  and  above ;  will  not  the  insurance  come  to  pretty 
nearly  the  same  sum  on  both  cargoes? — Undoubtedly  it  would,  on  account  of  the 
higher  value  of  insurance,  that  is  in  the  summer  season,  but  it  would  be  higher  in 
the  winter. 

Do  you  take  that  into  your  consideration  in  stating  the  less  expense  of  landing 
corn  from  Lynn  ? — There  is  no  less  expense ;  the  charges  are  precisely  the  same, 
with  the  exception  of  the  difference  in  the  metage. 

When  wheat  comes  in  those  small  vessels  from  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam  to 
the  coast  of  England,  do  you  know  how  the  cargoes  are  paid  for  in  general  ? — 
Mostly  by  direct  drafts  upon  the  merchant.  A  banker  would  give  the  Com- 
mittee much  better  information  upon  that  than  I  can  do,  because  they  are  the  bill 
takers. 

Does  your  acquaintance  with  the  trade  lead  you  to  know  that  in  general  those 
small  vessels  carry  gold  and  silver  back  again  ? — They  carry  nothing  back  except 
their  freight ;  I  speak  of  the  captains  themselves  :  It  is  a  very  rare  case  for  them 
to  take  any  thing  back  but  their  freight.  I  will  state  to  your  Lordships  the  mode 
in  which  payment  for  corn  is  usually  made  from  this  country :  When  corn  is  con- 
signed from  a  foreign  country  to  a  merchant  in  this,  the  usual  practice  is  for  the 
consignee  to  accept  half  or  two  thirds  of  the  estimated  value  in  advance,  and  either 
to  remit,  in  good  bills  upon  the  country  from  whence  the  corn  is  shipped,  for  the 
balance,  or  for  the  shipper  to  draw  for  the  same,  as  in  the  first  instance,  upon  the 
parties  to  whom  be  has  consigned  it. 

Is  that  practice  followed  in  relation  to  those  small  vessels  that  come  from  Am- 
sterdam and  Rotterdam  with  grain? — It  is;  it  is  followed  in  every  port  from  which 
corn  is  shipped. 

The  first  payment  is  in  a  bill,  but  what  the  person  that  takes  that  bill  does 
with  it  you  have  no  means  of  tracing? — I  cannot;  that  bill  is  sold  upon  the  Ex- 
change. 

Under  the  law  as  it  now  exists,  even  when  there  has  been  no  probability  of  corn 
rising  to  such  a  price  as  to  allow  of  importation,  has  there  not  been  occasionally 
a  combination  among  the  dealers  in  corn,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  price  in 
the  market? — I  should  apprehend  not  in  the  slightest  degree;  a  man  that  engaged 
in  such  an  operation  must  ultimately,  I  conceive,  be  completely  ruined  ;  corn  is 
diffused  in  small  quantities  all  over  the  country,  and  it  lies  in  such  numerous  hands, 
and  in  places  that  you  can  so  little  anticipate  receiving  a  supply  from,  that  no  man 
could  form  a  calculation  with  such  certainty  to  attempt  an  operation  of  that  sort, 
without  the  danger  of  ruin. 

Would  not  the  system  of  weekly  averages  considerably  increase  thr  inducement 
to  effect  such  an  operation,  were  it  possible? — The  contrary,  I  should  presume.  If 
such  an  operation  were  practicable,  it  must  be  done  by  several  attempts,  it  could 
not  be  done  by  one  attempt;  and  of  course  the  more  limited  the  space  of  time  for 
the  operation,  the  more  difficult  it  would  be  to  effect  it. 

Why  should  not  such  an  operation  be  carried  on  for  a  space  of  two  or  three  or 
more  successive  weeks? — If  a  man  bought  corn  with  the  idea  of  raising  the 
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market,  he  would  be  gradually  increasing  his  stock,  which  stock,  when  his 
operation  ceased,  would  probably  be  deteriorated  in  value  twenty  or  thirty  per 
cent. 

Why  do  you  suppose  it  would  be  so  deteriorated  in  value  ? — Directly  the  opera- 
tion ceased,  if  there  was  no  natural  cause  for  the  rise  of  corn  it  would  revert  to 
its  real  value. 

The  Committee  are  supposing  the  case  of  a  corn  merchant  so  speculating  in  the 
purchase  of  British  corn  being  likewise  the  holder  of  bonded  corn,  and  so  specu- 
lating for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  bonded  corn  at  a  lower  duty  ?— I  under- 
stood the  question  with  regard  to  that  point ;  but  my  answer  is  still  perfectly 
correct.  I  have  known  persons  attempt  a  speculation  of  that  kind,  and  the  effect 
of  it  has  been  their  ruin,  unless  they  have  been  persons  of  enormous  fortune,  and 
then  they  have  reduced  that  fortune  to  nothing.  It  cannot  be  done  in  the  article 
of  corn  :  it  lies  in  such  numerous  hands ;  every  individual  farmer  holds  a  small 
stock  of  his  own,  which  stock  cannot  be  generally  known  ;  and  an  advance  of  two 
or  three  shillings  a  quarter  would  bring  such  a  supply  to  the  market  as  would  coun- 
teract any  advance. 

Are  you  aware  that  under  the  proposed  system  the  duty  diminishes  two  shil- 
lings for  every  one  shilling  increase  in  price.  Might  not  the  advantage  derived  by 
the  importer  of  bonded  corn,  upon  a  reduction  of  duty,  more  than  counterbalance 
the  loss  he  had  sustained  by  the  purchase  of  British  corn  at  an  advance  of  price  ?  — 
I  should  apprehend  not ;  the  quantity  of  British  corn  that  he  must  purchase  must 
be  excessively  large  in  order  to  produce  the  effect  that  is  contemplated  ;  because  a 
small  advance  in  price  will  induce  every  man  that  holds  corn  to  bring  that  corn  to 
market;  no  sooner  is  an  operation  of  this  sort  commenced  than  there  is  thus  a 
countervailing  influence  produced. 

Supposing  the  price  of  corn  at  Dantzic,  and  all  the  various  expenses  of  convey- 
ing it  from  Dantzic  to  the  English  market,  to  be  such  as  to  make  such  a  specula- 
tion barely  advantageous,  would  it  not  be  the  interest  of  all  the  persons,  from  the 
producer  of  corn  in  Poland,  engaged  in  the  conveyance  of  that  corn  to  the  British 
market,  to  lower  somewhat  their  charges  for  that  portion  of  labour  which  each 
might  have  performed,  for  the  purpose  of  creating  and  preserving  the  trade,  which, 
unless  there  were  such  reduction  in  all  the  different  details  of  expense,  would  be 
entirely  annihilated  ? — Most  undoubtedly  it  would  be  their  interest  to  make  such 
a  reduction,  if  such  a  reduction  were  compatible  with  receiving  a  sufficient  re- 
muneration to  pay  for  their  labour,  and  to  pay  for  the  capital  employed  in  the 
business  ;  but  the  charges  on  corn  are  at  present  reduced  so  low,  and  the  profit  on 
them  is  so  small,  that  I  do  not  apprehend  that  any  reduction  could  be  made. 

Do  you  believe  it  to  be  impossible  to  make  any  reduction  in  the  expense  of  freight, 
of  primage,  of  lighterage,  of  rnetage,  of  turning,  and  all  the  various  expenses  which 
you  have  detailed  ? — Perfectly  so  :  with  regard  to  freights,  they  are  at  present  so 
low  that  the  ship-owners  are  sinking  their  capital  very  fast;  the  metage  is  an  invaria- 
ble thing  that  has  been  standing  for  two  hundred  years,  and  a  great  part  of  the 
granary-charges  are  for  sheer  labour  done,  for  porterage ;  a  man  could  scarcely  last 
as  porter  more  than  five  or  seven  years,  the  work  is  so  intolerably  hard  (granary 
rent  would  probably  rise). 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  average  amount  of  wheat  sold  in  a  week  in 
Mark-lane  ? — I  should  think  not  more  than  5,000  quarters  in  a  week;  but  I  should 
wish  your  Lordships  to  understand,  that  in  disastrous  seasons,  when  the  produce  is 
small  in  this  country,  of  course  there  will  be  a  demand  on  the  London  market  to 
supply  the  interior ;  but  in  usual  or  average  seasons  the  great  towns  in  the  English 
kingdom  are  supplied  from  local  production. 

In  average  seasons  you  consider  the  average  sales  to  be  about  5,000  quarters  a 
week  ? — Yes.  In  times  of  scarcity,  when  the  country  is  unable  to  supply  itself,  the 
demand  upon  the  importing  markets  of  course  will  be  very  large ;  because  three  or 
four  large  ports  in  the  country  will  supply  the  deficiency  of  nearly  all  the  country. 

Is  that  the  average  sale,  including  both  British  and  foreign  wheat? — Yes,  when 
the  country  can  nearly  supply  itself. 

Have  you  the  means  of  knowing  precisely  what  the  amount  of  sales  are  at  Mark- 
lane  ? — It  is  quite  impossible. 
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By  what  do  you  form  that  calculation  ? — By  the  quantities  of  corn  that  I  see  up, 
and  from  the  sales  apparently  made. 

jo  March  18*7.  jn  \vhat  other  mode  is  London  supplied  ? — A  great  proportion  of  the  supply  that 
feeds  the  population  of  London  consists  of  flour,  which  is  brought  from  above 
Bridge,  and  does  not  appear  in  the  market  at  all ;  that  flour  is  generally  sold  by  the 
flour  factors,  without  ever  being  brought  to  market  at  all.  One  great  object  of 
building  the  new  market  was  to  afford  the  flour  factors  an  opportunity  of  exhibiting 
their  flour  in  the  market. 

Do  you  apprehend  that  flour  is  affected  by  the  price  of  wheat,  or  wheat  by  the 
price  of  flour,  in  Mark-lane  ? — They  act  relatively  upon  each  other. 

Do  not  you  think  that  flour  is  generally  affected  by  the  price  of  wheat? — I  think 
not  always  ;  if  flour  advances  it  will  invariably  affect  wheat. 

Can  you  state  pretty  nearly  the  weekly  consumption  of  flour  ? — I  might  give  a 
round  guess  at  it ;  I  could  not  tell  within  two  or  three  thousand  sacks.  The  ship 
supply  is  usually  about  10,000  sacks  ;  that  we  have  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining. 
But  the  supply  that  comes  in  by  waggon,  and  that  comes  down  the  Thames,  we 
have  no  opportunity  of  ascertaining  at  all.  I  should  apprehend  that  the  total  supply 
would  amount  to  twenty  or  twenty-five  thousand  sacks. 

Is  not  a  great  part  of  the  wheat  sold  in  Mark-lane  bought  by  millers  r — It  is  ; 
and  the  produce  is  included  in  that  quantity  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  thousand 
sacks. 

Do  you  include  in  the  5,000  quarters  of  wheat  sold  in  Mark-lane,  the  quantity 
sold  to  the  millers  for  grinding  in  the  different  mills  about  London? — I  do ;  the 
total  consumption  of  merely  London  I  should  think  would  not  be  above  twelve  or 
fifteen  thousand  sacks  ;  but  London  supplies  its  own  neighbourhood. 

How  much  does  a  sack  contain  ? — Five  bushels,  280  pounds  weight ;  a  sack  of 
good  flour  will  make  from  eighty  to  eighty-six  quartern  loaves. 

Have  you  any  means  of  stating  what  the  consumption  of  London  is,  of  wheat  and 
flour  together  ? — The  consumption  of  course  takes  entirely  the  shape  of  flour.  I 
take  the  consumption  of  London  and  its  environs  to  be  about  20,000  sacks  of  flour 
a  week. 

What  proportion  do  you  reckon  that  a  sack  of  flour  bears  to  a  quarter  of  wheat, 
generally  speaking  ? — It  depends  so  entirely  upon  the  quality  of  the  wheat,  that  I 
should  mislead  your  Lordships  by  giving  an  answer.  Flour,  if  good,  will  make 
more  loaves  per  sack  than  if  indifferent. 

Can  you  form  any  estimate  of  the  stock  of  wheat  and  flour  usually  in  London?— 
It  varies  so  prodigiously,  that  no  average  can  be  taken. 

Do  you  apprehend  that  it  goes  to  the  extent  of  many  weeks  consumption  ?  - 
I  should  think  there  is  never  less  than  four  or  five  weeks  consumption  of  free  wheat 
in  hand  in  London,  and  much  more  than  that  in  importing  seasons. 

With  a  view  to  establish  a  constant  and  a  safe  trade  in  corn,  would  it,  according 
to  your  opinion  and  practical  knowledge,  be  advisable  to  adopt  a  system  of  regu- 
lating the  duty  by  a  weekly  average,  or  by  an  average  taken  at  a  longer  period  ? — 
By  weekly  average  I  should  consider  very  far  preferable  to  the  old  laut. 

Is  there  no  intermediate  system  which  would  be  preferable  to  both  ? — I  should 
think  not ;  I  think  the  weekly  average  is  the  safest  plan  upon  which  an  average  could 
be  made  up. 

Are  you  aware  that  some  time  since  fraudulent  sales  of  oats  opened  the  ports  for 
the  admission  of  that  grain  ? — I  have  heard  that  circumstance,  and  I  believe  it  to  be 
true. 

Would  it  not  be  much  easier  to  do  that  by  weekly  averages  than  by  averages 
taken  every  six  weeks? — Certainly  not,  because  those  returns  were,  I  believe,  made 
for  four  or  five  weeks  successively,  and  they  were  aided  by  the  appearance  of 
a  failing  crop,  and  the  feeling  of  the  country  was,  that  corn  would  be  dearer.  That 
operation  never  could  have  been  effected  if  there  had  not  been  some  real  specu- 
lation going  on  at  the  same  time. 

Would 
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Would  not  that  object  be  more  easily  effected  for  one  week,  when  corn  could  be 
brought  in  almost  free  of  duty,  than  to  keep  it  up  for  six  weeks? — I  should  think 
that  in  one  week  it  would  be  absolutely  impossible.  Your  Lordships  are  perhaps  20  March  1827 
aware  of  the  manner  in  which  our  returns  are  made.  It  is  not  the  owner  of  the 
corn,  but  the  factor  selling  it,  that  is  bound  to  make  the  return ;  and  a  person  might 
make  any  factor  an  instrument  of  a  fraudulent  return,  which  he  has  no  means  of 
detecting.  A.  may  come  to  B.  as  a  factor,  and  offer  him  a  large  bulk  of  corn  to 
sell ;  the  factor,  not  knowing  the  intention  with  which  that  corn  is  put  into  his  hands, 
receives  the  consignment.  He  is  asked  his  opinion  of  the  value  of  it,  and  he  states 
the  value,  and,  as  is  commonly  the  case,  the  man  values  his  own  property  at  a  great 
deal  more  than  it  is  worth.  He  says,  I  am  not  disposed  to  take  that  price  for  it, 
and,  unless  you  can  get  four  or  five  shillings  more,  I  will  not  have  it  sold  ;  but  offer- 
it  for  sale ;  see  what  you  can  get  for  it.  The  factor  offers  it  for  sale  ;  asks  the  price 
that  he  was  desired  for  it ;  and  some  person  comes  and  buys  it  at  that  price,  which 
is  four  or  five  shillings  above  the  market  price ;  and  the  factor  is  bound  by  his 
declaration  to  return  a  faithful  and  true  account  of  his  sales.  The  buyer  pays  him 
for  it,  and  he  knows  no  more  of  the  transaction. 

You  conceive  that  in  that  manner  a  fraud  might  take  place  ? — A  fraud  might 
take  place  in  that  manner.  I  am  putting  a  case  hypothetically,  from  what  I  have 
heard  talked  of  on  market,  and  which,  as  the  last  law  stands,  might  occur. 

Supposing  the  regulations  that  are  proposed  were  altered  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
make  the  duty  payable  upon  foreign  corn  introduced  into  this  market  to  be  fixed 
according  to  the  average  on  the  day  of  its  being  placed  in  warehouse,  do  you  not  think 
that  that  would  take  away  any  inducement  to  such  a  fraudulent  speculation  as  you 
have  stated  might  take  place? — In  alluding  to  what  I  have,  I  wish  to  be  under- 
derstood  as  not  stating  that  such  a  fact  has  come  under  my  knowledge,  but  as 
a  mere  supposition,  as  the  only  way  in  which  the  averages  could  be  raised  in  any 
degree ;  it  must  be  by  extensive  combination.  I  should  presume  the  same  temp- 
tation would  exist  if  the  duty  was  paid  at  the  time  it  was  warehoused,  as  subse- 
sequently  ;  but  I  should  apprehend,  and  I  speak  now  from  practical  experience  in 
the  trade,  that  if  the  importer  were  compelled  to  pay  the  duty  upon  corn  at  the 
time  of  importation,  it  would  have  the  effect  of  preventing  such  a  supply  being 
placed  in  granary  in  London  as  there  might  be  a  sudden  call  for  in  case  of  any 
disastrous  season. 

Supposing  the  importer  were  not  called  upon  to  pay  the  duty  till  he  took  it  out 
of  warehouse,  although  the  duty  was  fixed  by  the  average  of  the  week  in  which  he 
imported  it?— That  would  very  much  limit  importation. 

Has  not  importation  taken  place  under  prohibition  to  a  great  extent  ? — It  has  ; 
but  that  importation  was  when,  if  corn  became  free,  it  became  free  without  any 
duty,  and  when  the  temptation  from  the  probable  estimate  of  profit  was  very  great ; 
such  a  profit  could  not  exist  under  the  proposed  law. 

Therefore  there  was  no  fear  under  the  old  system  of  their  being  any  deficiency  ? — 
Certainly  not,  when  the  average  price  rose  sufficiently  to  admit  the  bonded  wheat. 

What  is  the  process  in  taking  the  average ;  is  the  return  made  by  the  buyer  or 
the  seller  ? — In  the  country  the  buyers  make  the  return,  in  London  the  sellers. 

What  is  the  reason  of  the  difference  ? — I  know  not  the  reason  ;  but  I  should 
apprehend,  that  in  case  of  a  fraudulent  return  in  London,  if  some  person  were  to 
be  appointed  the  inspector,  conversant  with  the  trade,  it  would  be  very  difficult  to 
substantiate  it ;  we  are  compelled  not  only  to  make  a  return  of  the  person  we  sell 
for,  the  quantity,  and  the  price,  but  of  the  parties  to  whom  we  sell,  so  that  any  of 
those  parties,  if  they  were  allowed  to  inspect  the  books,  might  see  whether  the 
return  corresponded  with  the  transaction. 

Would  it  be  practicable  to  obtain  a  return  from  both  buyer  and  seller  ? — I  should 
apprehend  it  would  be  impossible  in  London  to  obtain  it  from  the  buyers,  they  ar>e 
so  very  numerous. 

The  average  being  regulated  by  express  returns  by  the  factors,  when  you  stated 
that  you  thought  an  extensive  combination  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  price 
of  corn  could  not  take  place,  or  would  be  ruinous  to  the  persons  that  engaged  in  it, 
you  spoke  with  reference  to  the  bond/ide  purchase  of  corn  to  a  large  extent  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  price ;  you  did  not  advert  to  a  fraudulent  operation  which 
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would  have  the  same  effect  upon  the  market  as  a  bond  /idc  purchase  ? — The  corn 
factors  do  not  act  as  brokers  ;  they  receive  all  the  money  ;  and  therefore  if  a  per- 
son wished  to  make  a  fraudulent  purchase  and  sale,  that  person  must  employ  nearly 
the  same  amount  of  money  as  in  a  bonafide  transaction  ;  and  he  would,  as  a  matter 
of  course,  have  to  pay  the  factors  employed  their  commission. 

Does  the  factor  keep  the  money  for  any  length  of  time  ? — He  usually  accepts  in 
advance. 

When  you  spoke  of  the  bad  state  in  which  corn  was  imported  from  Odessa,  did 
you  speak  from  personal  inspection  of  any  quantity  of  corn  so  imported? — From 
personal  knowledge,  and  having  seen  samples  that  were  offered  for  sale. 

Are  you  aware  how  very  small  a  quantity  of  Odessa  corn  has  been  imported 
into  this  country  during  the  last  nine  years  ? — Perfectly.  I  spoke  generally  with 
reference  to  the  distant  ports  of  the  Mediterranean,  and  not  from  Odessa  merely  ; 
the  stench  from  a  cargo  of  damaged  linseed  which  came  from  Alexandria  was  so 
great,  that  you  could  perceive  it  at  the  distance  of  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 

Is  it  to  the  circumstance  of  the  damaged  state  in  which  Odessa  wheat  arrives  in 
this  country  that  you  attribute  principally  the  very  small  importation  of  wheat  from 
that  port  ? — Not  merely  to  that  circumstance,  but  to  various  circumstances  I  stated 
in  my  evidence  on  a  former  day. 

You  have  stated  in  your  former  examination,  that  in  conveying  wheat  from 
Odessa  and  the  different  ports  in  the  Mediterranean  to  London,  there  is  con- 
siderable risk  of  damage  from  the  wheat  becoming  heated  ;  would  such  a  risk 
apply  also  to  flour  imported  from  those  places  ? — To  a  much  greater  degree  ;  flour 
is  a  much  more  perishable  article  than  wheat. 

Does  flour  imported  from  Canada  become  heated  in  its  passage  ? — Frequently. 
I  am  more  conversant  with  flour  from  the  United  States,  where  the  wheat  is  bettei 
ripened,  and  it  would  stand  a  voyage  when  our  own  flour  would  not  stand  a  voyaget 
though  it  is  usually  kiln-dried. 

Is  not  the  climate  of  Odessa  fully  as  warm  as  the  climate  of  the  United  States  ? 
— More  so  ;  but  the  wheat  of  Odessa  is  of  a  particularly  perishable  nature  ;  any 
wheat  that  is  badly  harvested  and  badly  cleaned,  with  a  quantity  of  soil  and  filth 
about  it,  is  more  liable  to  become  heated  than  well-cleaned  wheat. 

Is  that  the  case  with  Odessa  wheat? — It  is. 

Have  you  ever  seen  any  American  wheat  in  this  market ? — I  have  seen  samples 
of  the  American  wheat  sent  over  to  this  country,  which  has  been  very  good ;  I  am 
speaking  of  the  growth  of  the  United  States. 

How  is  it,  as  compared  with  Essex  wheat? — It  was  hardly  equal  to  the  Essex 
w  heat,  but  still  very  good  wheat. 

Do  you  know  the  quality  of  Egyptian  wheat  from  Alexandria  ? — It  is  very 
inferior,  what  I  have  seen  of  it. 

What  is  its  quality  at  Alexandria?  — I  never  was  at  Alexandria. 
A  sample  of  wheat  is  shown  to  the  witness. 

Is  that  the  ordinary  quality  of  Egyptian  wheat  ? — Yes ;  this  is  like  the  Mediter- 
ranean wheat,  very  inferior  indeed  ;  except  in  times  of  scarcity  we  can  never  use 
it  all ;  it  has  a  most  peculiar  smell,  which  is  very  disagreeable,  that  is  very  similar 
to  the  Odessa  wheat. 

Is  that  hard  or  soft  wheat  r — There  is  a  proportion  of  both  in  it;  the  soft  wheat 
is  much  larger  than  the  hard  wheat. 

Have  you  ever  compared  the  Odessa  wheat  with  some  of  the  worst  qualities 
of  British  wheat  ? — I  have  never  seen  British  wheat  so  inferior  as  the  Odessa 
wheat. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 
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Mr.  JOHN  BERNARD  LA  MARCHE  is  called  in,  and  Examined  _^

as  follows :  y_  , 

YOU  are  a  merchant  at  Hull  ? — I  am.  20  March  1827. 

And  receive  considerable  consignments  of  foreign  grain  ? — I  do. 

From  what  ports  do  you  receive  them  ? — From  almost  every  port  in  the  Baltic 
belonging  to  the  kingdom  of  Prussia. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  at  what  price  Baltic  wheat  was  offered  for  sale 
at  Hull  previous  to  the  Orders  in  Council  of  September  last  ? — Some  wheat  was 
sold  as  low  as  245. 

To  a  considerable  amount  ? — Some  hundreds  of  quarters. 

Can  you  state  what  were  the  prices  at  which  foreign  wheat  has  ever  been 
imported  into  Hull,  to  your  knowledge? — During  the  year  1825  some  wheat  was 
imported  into  Hull  at  the  rate  of  about  22*.,  but  that  was  not  from  the  Baltic  ;  that 
was  from  Holstein. 

What  are  the  prices  at  which  you  have  been  commissioned  to  sell  foreign  corn 
within  the  last  year,  and  of  late  years  ? — The  last  orders  that  I  received  were  not 
to  sell  under  36*. 

What  was  the  date  of  those  orders  ? — In  August  last. 

Is  there  not  now  at  Hull  a  considerable  quantity  of  corn  in  bond,  which  has 
been  so  for  many  years  ? — Not  for  many  years. 

For  how  many  years  ? — There  is  no  corn  under  lock  at  present,  excepting  what 
has  come  in  since  the  ports  shut;  since  the  year  1826. 

Is  there  not  now  some  corn  in  bond  at  Hull,  which  has  been  there  since  1818, 
and  which  has  not  been  sold  in  consequence  of  your  correspondents  desiring  you 
not  to  sell  it  at  a  less  price  than  loos,  per  quarter? — It  is  not  in  bond,  it  is  free; 
it  is  in  granary,  but  not  in  bond  ;  it  came  at  the  time  that  the  ports  were  opened 
in  the  year  1818. 

Is  there  now  a  considerable  quantity  of  corn  in  bond  at  Hull  ? — There  is,  consi- 
dering the  trade  of  the  port  of  Hull. 

What  quantity,  as  far  as  you  know  ? — To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  there  is  from 
forty  to  fifty  thousand  quarters  of  wheat. 

What  is  the  freight  of  corn  per  quarter  from  Hull  to  London? — From  2*.  to 
2s.  3</.  per  quarter  for  wheat. 

Can  you  state  how  many  tons  of  foreign  shipping  have  brought  corn  to  Hull 
within  a  certain  time  ? — No,  I  cannot  exactly. 

Can  you  tell  the  Committee  all  the  charges  between  the  ports  of  the  Baltic  and 
Hull,  upon  a  quarter  of  wheat  ? — They  vary  very  much,  according  to  the  seasons, 
and  according  to  the  demand  for  the  article  ;  but  without  deceiving  oneself,  I  should 
generally  average  it  at  from  8s.  to  9*.  per  quarter,  that  is  not  including  the  charges 
into  the  port. 

What  further  charges  will  there  be  on  depositing  the  corn  in  warehause,  keeping 
it  there  a  short  time,  and  taking  it  out  for  sale  ? — The  charge  is  not  very  consider- 
able at  the  port  of  Hull ;  I  should  think  that  for  a  shilling  per  quarter  we  can  land 
it,  and  deposit  it  in  the  granary. 

What  do  you  pay  upon  taking  it  out  of  the  granary  ? — The  whole  expense  is  only 
3  s.  for  ten  quarters,  for  taking  it  out. 

What  is  the  rent  of  the  warehouse  ? — The  warehouse-rent  is  four-pence  per  week 
for  ten  quarters. 

Does  that  include  the  charge  of  turning  and  cleaning  ? — No ;  the  charge  of  turn- 
ing is  two-pence  per  ten  quarters  every  time  it  is  turned. 

Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  all  the  charges  upon  a  quarter  of  wheat  free  on 
board  at  Dantzic,  including  freight,  insurance,  and  every  other  expense,  till  it  is  sold 
and  delivered  out  of  the  warehouse  in  Hull? — The  freight  is  5*.;  primage,  ten  per 
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i/..  cent,  dd. ;  insurance,  is. ;  metagc  and  lubourage  from  the  ship,  6rf. ;  lighterage  and 

J.  B.  LaMirckt.  carrying  into  warehouse,  6d. ;  inetage  and  delivering  from  warehouse,  4</. ;  factor- 
age, 6d ;  amounting  altogether  to  8*.  4</.

Which  of  those  charges  vary  according  to  the  season? — The  insurance  and  the 
freight. 

Will  you  state  the  extent  to  which  they  vary  ? — It  may  be  fifty  per  cent. ;  instead 
of  5*.  it  maybe  ~s.  6d. 

Is  it  never  lower  than  5$.  ?-  -Yes,  it  varies  from  4*.  to  8  s. 

Can  yon  state  the  extremes  between  which  the  insurance  varies  ? — From  155.  per 
ioo/.  to  io/.  per  ioo/. 

Under  what  circumstances  would  the  insurance  be  io/.  per  ioo/.  ? — Late  in  the 
year,  and  in  an  indifferent  ship. 

When  you  speak  of  insurance  at  ten  per  cent.,  do  you  mean  insurance  with  what 
is  called  the  average  clause? — It  is  very  rarely  that  we  can  obtain  the  average  clause 
in  England  ;  it  is  generally  free  of  average* 

Is  corn  sold  on  what  is  called  del  credere  in  Hull? — Generally,  when  it  is  sold 
upon  a  foreign  account. 

Is  that  included  in  the  charges  you  have  mentioned  ? — No  ;  I  considered  the  im- 
port as  being  made  for  my  own  account. 

If  it  were  made  upon  the  account  of  another,  there  would  be  to  be  added  a  charge 
for  del  credere  and  commission  ? — There  would. 

What  would  be  the  amount  of  that  ? — It  depends  upon  the  selling  price  ;  it  is  four 
per  cent,  upon  the  selling  price ;  taking  the  selling  price  at  60*.  per  quarter  it  would 
be  25.  5</. 

What  are  the  charges  that  vary  according  to  the  demand  for  the  article  ? — The 
charges  of  freight. 

To  what  extent  would  the  charges  of  importation  from  Hamburgh  differ  from  the 
charges  of  importation  from  Dantzic  ? — They  are  from  two  shillings  to  three  shil- 
lings less  from  Hamburgh  than  from  Dantzic. 

You  spoke  of  some  foreign  wheat  having  been  sold  at  Hull  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
four  shillings  per  quarter  ;  was  that  wheat  of  a  very  inferior  quality  ? — It  was  of 
inferior  quality. 

Do  you  know  what  the  prime  cost  of  that  wheat  was  ? — I  do  not  know  exactly, 
but  it  was  considerably  more  than  twenty-four  shillings ;  it  was  sold  at  a  consider- 
able loss. 

Does  the  Danish  government  allow  the  payment  in  corn  of  a  certain  portion  of  the 
public  taxes  ? — I  have  been  informed  so  by  some  of  my  correspondents. 

Did  you,  in  the  course  of  last  year,  receive  a  consignment  from  Denmark  of  corn 
seized  by  the  Danish  government  ? — I  did  not. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  prices  at  which  you  have  been  commissioned 
to  sell  foreign  corn  at  Hull  during  the  last  three  years  ? — My  general  orders  were 
not  to  sell  until  the  average  price  opened  the  ports,  or  some  other  measure  on  the 
part  of  Government :  I  was  not  commissioned  to  sell  at  any  price  ;  the  corn  being 
under  lock,  I  must  wait  till  I  could  obtain  the  market  price  for  corn  free  in  the 
market. 

When  you  state  that  there  was  some  corn  imported  at  22  s.  per  quarter,  under 
what  circumstances  was  it  imported  ? — I  was  informed  that  it  was  corn  that  had 
belonged  to  the  Danish  Government,  having  been  seized  for  certain  taxes,  and  was 
sold  in  the  Danish  ports  as  low  as  i6j.  and  i  7  A. 

Must  not  that  have  been  a  considerable  loss  to  the  growers  of  the  corn  ? — I  should 
conceive  so. 

Do  you  not  know  that  the  price  at  which  that  corn  was  sold  is  the  ordinary  price 
in  Denmark  ? — No ;  I  would  not  take  upon  myself  to  say  that. 

You  sell  by  commission  for  foreienrs  ?—  I  do. 

What 
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What  returns  do  you  make  for  the  corn  consigned  to  you  ? — Unfortunately,  no  Mr-

You  pay  for  all  the  corn  you  sell  in  money  ? — In  money.  20  March  1827. 

Do  you  consider  bills  of  exchange  as  money? — Bills  are  drawn  upon  me  which 
I  must  pay  in  money  when  they  become  due. 

Have  you  seen  Mr.  Jacob's  Report  ? — I  have. 

Have  you  seen,  in  the  Appendix  to  that  Report,  Returns  of  the  Prices  of  Wheat 
of  the  best  Quality  in  the  different  markets  of  Europe  and  America,  in  the  Year 
1825? — I  have. 

Have  you  observed  that  it  is  stated  in  that  Report,  that  the  price  of  wheat  at 
Copenhagen  on  the  3ist  of  August  in  that  Year  was  14*.  6d.  per  English  quar- 
ter ?—  I  recollect  he  does  state  so. 

Have  you  ever  heard  of  such  a  price  yourself  ? — Yes,  I  have  heard  of  that  price. 

Are  your  consignments  of  corn  generally  made  to  you  in  British  or  in  foreign 
vessels  ? — Generally  in  foreign  vessels. 

Do  you  know  whether  there  is  any  material  difference  in  the  freight  by  foreign 
vessels  ? — Sometimes  there  is,  and  sometimes  not. 

Are  you  aware  whether  they  carry  any  return-cargo  back  ? — To  my  knowledge 
they  never  do;  I  have  had  a  great  number  sent  to  my  address,  not  less  than  160 
last  year,  and  they  took  nothing  back. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Mr.  NEVIN  KERR  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows:                            Mr. 
IN  what  business  are  you  engaged  ? — A  general  merchant.  i        '_> 

Have  you  brought  with  you  any  samples  of  Odessa  wheat?— I  have  a  few  in  my 
pocket. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  same. 

Are  you  conversant  in  the  com  trade  ? — I  am  not. 

How  came  you  to  possess  those  samples  of  Odessa  Wheat  ? — I  have  an  establish- 
ment in  Constantinople,  where  I  do  a  good  deal  of  business  in  the  corn  trade,  which 
is  chiefly  managed  by  my  partner. 

Did  you  obtain  those  samples  from  your  partner  ? — My  partner  sent  them  over. 

When  were  they  sent  over  ? — Six  or  seven  years  back ;  they  were  sent  merely  in 
reference  to  the  quality  of  the  corn  in  different  parts  of  the  Black  Sea. 

Have  you  received  any  samples  lately  ? — I  have  not. 

Did  you  reside  long  at  Constantinople  ? — About  twelve  years. 

How  long  ago  ? — Thirteen  years  ago. 

Has  your  house  dealt  in  Odessa  wheat  to  any  very  large  extent  ? — Yes  ;  and  I 
have  had  two  cargoes  of  Odessa  wheat  under  my  management  here. 

In  what  year  did  they  arrive? — In  1820. 

In  what  state  did  they  arrive? — In  a  very  bad  state,  the  last  cargo,  particularly; 
pickaxes  were  obliged  to  be  used  before  it  could  be  got  out  of  the  hold  of  the  vessel. 

To  what  circumstance  do  you  attribute  it ;  to  the  quality  of  the  wheat  itself,  or  to 
the  packing?— To  the  length  of  the  voyage,  in  a  great  measure ;  but  the  quality  of 
the  wheat,  I  believe,  was  originally  indifferent,  as  subsequently  acknowledged  by  the 
parties  who  shipped  it. 

What  is  the  port  most  distant  from  Odessa  to  which  you  have  shipped  Odessa 
wheat  ? — None  farther  than  Marseilles. 

In  what  state  has  it  arrived  at  Marseilles? — Generally  in  good  order. 

Do  you  think  if  proper  care  were  taken  in  selecting  good  parcels  of  wheat,  and 

in  packing  such  parcels,  that  there  would  be  any  difficulty  in  bringing  it  to  this 
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country  in  a  good  state?—  It  would  depend  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  length  of 
tin-  voyage,  and  upon  the  time  of  the  year ;  in  hot  weather,  and  with  a  long  voyage, 
it  would  be  a  very  precarious  article. 

Would  not  a  great  additional  charge  be  incurred  in  so  preparing  it  and  sending 
it? — I  am  not  aware  of  any  particular  charge,  except  for  dunnage  and  shifting, 
boards,  it  being  almost  always  shipped  in  bulk- 

At  what  prices  have  you  usually  purchased  your  wheat  at  Odessa? — At  various 
prices ;  sometimes  the  price  has  been  double  what  it  has  been  at  others. 

What  is  the  lowest  price? — I  had  letters  from  Odessa  this  morning,  which  state, 
that  with  the  exchange  of  the  day  it  would  cost  there  about  15*.  per  quarter,  exclu- 
sive of  commission  and  shipping-charges,  which  may  be  estimated  at  about  twenty 
per  cent. 

Do  you  know  how  long  wheat  would  keep  in  a  good  state  in  a  dry  warehouse  at 
Odessa  ? — I  do  not ;  it  is  sometimes  there  a  great  length  of  time  ;  sometimes  two 
years  together,  when  the  demand  is  not  brisk. 

Is  it  usual  for  merchants  residing  in  Odessa  to  make  small  loans  to  farmers  who 
reside  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  miles  from  thence,  upon  the  credit  of  a  future  crop 
of  wheat  ? — It  is  done  almost  every  season. 

Do  the  merchants  in  consequence  of  such  advances  obtain  their  wheats  from, 
twenty-five  to  thirty  per  cent  below  the  price  at  Odessa  ? — Generally  speaking, 
I  believe  they  do. 

Do  the  farmers  who  are  settled  in  that  country  fulfil  their  engagements  with 
punctuality  ? — So  far  as  my  own  experience  goes,  they  do  not  always. 

If  a  steady  market  were  constantly  open  in  England  for  Odessa  corn,  would  not 
such  a  system  of  small  loans  to  farmers  bring  into  rapid  cultivation  immense  tracts 
of  the  most  fertile  soils? — I  think  it  would. 

You  understand  that  question  to  apply  to  the  proposed  regulations  respecting 
the  importation  of  foreign  grain  ? — Yes. 

You  have  produced  to  the  Committee  some  samples  of  wheat;  are  you  of 
opinion  that  such  wheat  would  be  valuable  to  grind  with  English  wheat,  in  cases 
when  it  is  unsound,  or  partially  injured,  in  consequence  of  a  wet  summer,  and 
when  it  could  scarcely  be  ground  alone? — I  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted  either 
with  corn  or  with  flour  to  answer  that  question. 

Do  you  think  that  foreign  hard  wheat  would  on  such  occasions  command  high 
prices  ? — I  generally  understood  that  they  could  not  grind  it  alone,  or  even  mixed  ; 
our  stones,  I  have  always  understood,  are  not  sufficiently  hard. 

Have  you  had  any  experience  or  knowledge  as  a  miller? — None  whatever. 

What  was  the  lowest  price  at  which  you  ever  purchased  Odessa  wheat  ? — I  never 
knew  it  lower  than  the  last  prices  quoted,  which  I  received  this  very  morning ;  I 
never  knew  it  lower  than  15*. 

Has  it  come  to  your  knowledge,  that  in  consequence  of  the  intended  regulations 
orders  have  been  sent  abroad  for  any  quantity  of  corn  ? — It  has  not. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Mr.  CLEMENT  RUDING  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows  • 
WHAT  is  your  employment  ? — I  am  a  corn  factor,  residing  in  London. 
You  sent  in  a  sample  of  Egyptian  wheat  to  the  Committee  ? — I  did. 

Did  you  send  that  in  as  the  common  quality  of  wheat  ? — I  did  not  look  at  it 
before  1  sent  it  in  j  I  only  knew  that  it  was  Egyptian  wheat ;  it  was  merely  to 
show  your  Lordships  the  ordinary  quality  of  wheat  at  Alexandria. 

Have  you  been  particularly  concerned  with  the  corn  trade  at  Alexandria? — We 
have  not. 

Do  you  ever  import  corn  from  Alexandria? — We  do  not  import  ourselves.  The 
factor's  business  is  to  sell  on  commission  only. 

Have 
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Have  you  been  employed  to  sell  any  wheat  from  Egypt  r- 

Wliat  do  you  think  would  be  the  value  of  that  sample  of  wheat,  compared  with 
good  English  wheat? — I  should  suppose  fourteen  or  fifteen  shillings  a  quarter 
worse. 

It  is  very  flinty,  is  it  not  ? — Very. 

Do  you  know  the  price  at  which  it  could  be  obtained  at  Alexandria  ?—  No. 

Is  that  a  fair  sample  of  Egyptian  wheat? — We  have  seen  so  few  samples  that  I 
am  not  able  to  say  exactly. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  quality  of  Odessa  wheat  imported  into  this  coun- 
try ? — 1  am  more  acquainted  with  the  quality  of  Odessa  wheat  than  of  Egyptian 
wheat ;  there  are  two  or  three  different  qualities,  one  called  Taganrog,  which  is  in 
the  sea  of  Azoff;  but  I  have  never  known  any  quantity  of  that  wheat  come  to  this 
market ;  it  is  generally  sent  to  the  ports  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  there  they  make 
Maccaroni  of  it :  I  have  seen  it  for  miles  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Naples.  The 
other  qualities  are  generally  Polish  wheat,  most  red,  and  rather  of  an  inferior  de- 
scription for  Polish  wheat. 

You  are  speaking  of  it  in  comparison  with  the  wheat  brought  from  Dantzic  ? — 
I  am. 

In  what  state  has  Odessa  wheat  been  imported  into  this  country  ? — Some  of  it 
has  been  in  good  condition,  and  some  out  of  condition. 

How  many  cargoes  have  you  known  of  Odessa  wheat  ? — I  have  never  paid 
particular  attention  to  the  number  of  cargoes,  but  the  quantity  has  been  very 
small. 

Has  it  sold  much  below  the  price  of  English  wheat  ? — I  should  conceive  the 
difference  between  the  value  of  the  old  Odessa  red  wheat  here,  supposing  some 
little  to  be  left  of  the  importation  prior  to  May  1826,  and  the  best  English  wheat, 
at  present  to  be  about  twelve  or  fourteen  shillings  a  quarter. 

When  you  speak  of  the  Polish  wheat  brought  from  Odessa,  do  you  mean  the 
wheat  from  Podolia,  Volhynia,  and  the  Ukraine? — Yes;  the  wheat  that  comes 
down  the  river  to  Odessa. 

From  what  ports  does  the  wheat  come  that  you  have  principally  been  concerned 
with  ? — From  the  Baltic. 

When  you  speak  of  Egyptian  wheat  as  being  worth  fifteen  shillings  a  quarter 
less  than  English  wheat,  and  of  Odessa  wheat  as  being  worth  about  twelve  shil- 
lings a  quarter  less  than  English  wheat,  do  you  compare  the  average  quality  of 
Egyptian  and  of  Odessa  wheat,  with  the  average  quality,  or  with  the  very  finest 
quality  of  English  wheat  ? — With  the  best  English  wheat. 

Will  you  state  the  relative  value  of  the  average  Odessa,  the  average  Egyptian, 
and  the  average  English  wheat? — I  will  deliver  in  to  the  Committee  our  circular  of 
yesterday,  which  will  show  the  prices  of  the  different  descriptions  of  wheat  in  the 
market. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  paper,  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows :

•  Memorandum. — In  the  above  Circular  the  prices  quoted  for  Foreign  free  Wheat  are  for  such  qualities  as  are  on 
the  market  (generally  inferior),  being  the  remains  of  Wheat  imported  prior  to  May  1 826,  whereof  most  of  the 
better  sorts  have  been  already  sold  and  consumed.  They  calculate  fresh  importations  would  be  worth  from 
four  to  five  shillings  per  quarter  more  than  those  quotations.

What  quantity  of  Odessa  wheat  do  you  suppose  to  be  in  the  London  market 
now? — I  cannot  take  upon  myself  to  say  the  quantity,  but  I  should  think  it  very 
trifling ;  certainly  not  five  thousand  quarters. 

Do  you  consider  the  price  here  expressed  as  the  price  of  ordinary  Odessa  wheat, 
or  of  wheat  that  is  either  remarkably  good  or  remarkably  bad  quality  ? — Of  the 
general  qualities  of  what  is  called  good  red  wheat,  but  not  of  the  Taganrog ;  the 
Taganrog  is  a  steely  kind  of  wheat,  very  much  more  valuable  in  the  ports  of  the 
Mediterranean,  and  in  the  ports  throughout  Spain  and  Portugal,  than  it  is  in  this 
market ;  it  is  of  very  little  value  in  this  market ;  it  is  so  flinty  that  hardly  any 
larina  can  be  got  out  of  it.

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Which  description  of  wheat  is  most  liable  to  damage  on  the  voyage  ? — I  should  Mr. 

consider  the  Polish  wheat.  c- 


What  proportion  of  the  cargoes  from  Odessa  have  you  known  to  arrive  in  good    20  March  1827. 
condition  ? — I  do  not  remember  ever  ourselves  having  had  a  cargo  from  Odessa  ; 
the  distance  is  so  great  that  it  has  never  been  thought  worthy  of  any  one's  at- 
tention. 

To  what  use  is  it  generally  put  when  it  comes  into  this  country? — To  the 
same  as  all  other  kinds  of  wheat,  but  not  being  of  so  good  a  quality  the  flour  is 
inferior. 

Does  it  produce  as  much  flour  as  the  British  wheat  does? — I  should  think  nearly 
as  much. 

Is  it  more  difficult  to  manufacture  into  flour  ? — Not  the  Polish  wheat,  but  the 
Taganrog  is. 

Is  it  useful  for  starch  ? — It  is,  I  believe. 

What  do  you  suppose  to  be  the  weight  of  a  bushel  of  Odessa  wheat  ? — A 
bushel  would  weigh,  I  suppose,  from  fifty-eight  to  sixty  pounds  the  imperial 
measure. 

Can  you  state  the  last  prices  of  Dantzic  wheat  ? — The  last  advices  that  we  had, 
on  the  ist  of  March,  stated  the  prices  of  the  best  as  about  thirty  shillings. 

Supposing  a  cargo  of  wheat  to  be  purchased  at  thirty  shillings,  at  what  expense 
may  it  be  delivered  in  London,  including  all  charges  of  shipping  and  warehousing 
and  landing,  but  exclusive  of  duty  ? — I  will  give  to  your  Lordships  an  account 
which  I  have  drawn  up  of  the  expenses  upon  an  hundred  quarters  of  wheat,  taking 
it  at  sixty-  shillings.

The  above  is  supposing  the  corn  directly  consigned  to  a  factor  for  sale ;  but  as 
much  comes  to  the  factor  through  London  merchants,  their  commission  of 
2/-  per  cent  remains  to  be  deducted. 

You  have  assumed  that,  in  general  years,  wheat  could  be  purchased  at  Dantzic 
for  30*. ;  do  you  not  know  that,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Consul  at  Dantzic 
the  price  of  wheat  at  that  port  in  August  1825  was  18s.  4</.? — I  do  not  know  it 
at  all,  because  I  have  not  seen  it;  but  I  have  understood  that  about  that  time  the 
agriculturists  or  the  farmers  were  dreadfully  distressed ;  that  they  borrowed  money 

the  Prussian  Government;  being  unable  to  pay  up  their  interest,  the  Prussian

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Government  M  i/nl  upon  their  corn,  and  sold  it  at  whatever  it  would  fetch,  which 
arcounts  for  the  very  low  rate  at  which  it  was  furnislicd. 

so  March  1887.        Do  you  not  think  it  possible  that  the  same  circumstances  of  distress  might 
again  occur  ?— Certainly  ;  there  is  no  possibility  of  saying  what  might  occur. 

Do  you  think  that  the  distress  has  diminished  in  that  province  since  the  year 
1825  ? — I  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  that  province 
to  answer  that  question. 

Are  you  not  aware  that  great  distress  still  exists  in  that  province?— I  am  not; 
I  do  not  know  any  thing  about  it. 

You  are  in  a  very  considerable  line  of  business? — I  am,  I  believe,  amongst  the 
first  on  the  market. 

You  arc  perfectly  aware  of  the  mode  of  taking  averages  ?-  -Yes. 

In  your  opinion  which  is  the  most  likely  to  give  an  opening  for  speculation,  the 
new  mode  of  taking  the  average,  or  the  existing  one? — I  should  think  the  new  mode 
of  taking  the  average  will  be  likely  to  give  rise  to  fraud  rather  than  speculation ;  for 
instance,  a  man  may  put  a  quantity  of  corn  into  my  hands  as  a  factor,  (\ve  will 
suppose  that  the  market  price  of  such  corn  is  70*.)  and  says,  "  I  wish  you  to  sell 
this  corn  for  me,  but  you  must  get  me  eighty  shillings  for  it ;"  I  say,  "  It  is  impos- 
sible; there  is  no  such  price  in  the  market."  Says  he,  "  You  have  nothing  to  do 
with  that ;  but  I  wish  you  to  expose  this  wheat  for  sale,  and  see  if  you  can  sell  it." 
Another  parly  comes  and  asks,  "  What  is  the  price  of  this  wheat?"  '  I  arn  desired 
to  ask  8os.  I  know  it  is  above  the  market  price."  "  It  does  not  signify,"  says 
he;  "this  wheat  pleases  me;  I  will  take  it."  Perhaps  he  buys  one  thousand,  or  two 
thousand  quarters  of  me  ;  it  is  regularly  entered  to  him  in  my  books ;  delivered  to 
him  ;  he  pays  me  for  it ;  and  I  hand  an  account  to  the  owner  of  the  sale.  As  a  corn 
factor  I  am  obliged  to  make  a  return  of  what  I  sell,  and  the  prices  at  which  I  have 
sold  it,  consequently  that  wheat  being  sold  los.  above  the  market  price,  it  would 
tend  to  raise  the  average  price  10$.  Supposing  similar  operations  were  carried  on 
elsewhere  at  the  same  time,  and  by  the  limitation  of  taking  the  average  weekly,  I 
conceive  such  a  door  would  be  open  to  fraud  that  I  should  be  almost  afraid  of 
being  a  corn  factor  altogether — I  think  so  much  fraud  would  take  place ;  for  if  two 
or  three  were  to  lay  their  heads  together  to  do  this,  in  London,  Liverpool,  and  other 
large  towns,  we  might  have  the  price  one  week  at  60 s.  and  the  next  at  70*. ;  and 
it  would  answer  their  purpose,  because  a  man  may  very  well  afford  to  throw  away 
a  thousand  pounds  in  raising  the  average  price,  if  he  can  make  twenty  thousand 
pounds  by  bringing  in  bonded  wheat. 

In  your  opinion,  would  the  reckoning  the  duty  at  the  average  price  that  the  corn 
would  command  on  the  day  when  it  was  put  into  the  warehouse  prevent  that 
fraud? — I  do  not  see  how  that  could  possibly  be  done  with  a  fluctuating  duty. 
Corn  is  allowed  to  be  bonded.  If  I  were  importing  wheat  now,  I  should  not  be 
inclined  to  pay  35*.  duty  upon  it,  but  land  it  under  the  expectation  of  its  coming 
out  upon  a  much  more  moderate  duty. 

Supposing  that  corn  was  to  lie  bonded,  and  payment  of  the  duty  exacted  at  the 
average  of  the  week  in  which  you  put  it  into  warehouse,  would  that  defeat  the  fraud 
you  apprehend  ? — No,  it  would  add  to  it ;  for  this  reason  :  if  I  were  compelled  to 
pay  20*.  a  quarter  for  my  wheat,  I  should  be  very  glad  to  get  that  2os.  back  again, 
and  set  about  devising  a  manoeuvre  for  that  purpose  ;  therefore  it  would  rather  be 
an  instigation  to  commit  a  fraud. 

Supposing  you  were  prevented  bringing  it  into  the  home  market  without  paying 
the  duty  that  was  fixed  by  the  average  of  the  week  in  which  you  brought  it  in  ?— 
That  would  prevent  importation  altogether,  because  I  might  ship  wheat  at  Dantzic 
with  the  prospect  of  making  a  profit,  but  when  it  came  here  it  might  happen  that 
wheat  was  at  thirty  shillings,  and  I  should  lose  the  whole  of  my  property.  I  think 
if  such  a  law  were  enacted  we  should  be  likely  to  he  in  a  state  of  starvation. 

You  mean  in  a  state  of  non-importation? — Exactly.  Persons  would  be  afraid  to 
import.  I  should  think  if  the  averages  were  taken  every  six  weeks  it  might  be  a 
fair  thing ;  but  taking  them  as  it  was  done,  quarterly,  would  be  rather  too  long  a 
period  j  with  the  high  fluctuating  duty  proposed,  six  weeks  would  be  a  medium  that 
would  not  open  the  door  to  so  much  fraud  as  the  weekly  averages  would  do. 

t  You 
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You  think  that  six  weeks  would  be  a  better  period  than  any  other? — I  am  con- 
vinced of  it,  from  the  experience  I  have  had.  The  tricks  I  have  seen  played  in  the 
averages  of  the  last  year  were  quite  disgraceful ;  there  was  one  party  to  raise  the 
average,  and  another  to  beat  it  down ;  and  if  it  were  regulated  Jby  a  weekly  average  it 
would  be  ten  to  one  worse ;  there  would  be  scarcely  an  honest  man  in  the  country. 
If  a  man  holds  10  or  20,000  quarters  of  foreign  wheat,  it  is  evident  how  much  it 
would  be  to  his  interest  to  raise  the  price  of  English  wheat  in  the  London  market, 
particularly  when  the  duty  falls  2s.  per  quarter  as  the  wheat  rises  i  *. 

Have  you  any  means  of  stating  for  the  last  five  years  the  quantity  of  wheat  which 
has  been  imported  from  abroad  ? — I  have  a  statement  of  the  quantity  of  wheat  that 
was  imported  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  182010  the  end  of  the  year  1826.

Does  that  Paper  contain  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  was  imported  for  the  home 
market  only,  or  that  which  was  warehoused  in  England  and  re-exported  ? — I  cannot 
say ;  I  can  merely  state  that  that  wheat  was  imported ;  what  was  done  with  it 
afterwards  I  do  not  know,  nor  can  I  learn. 

What  has  given  rise  to  that  disgraceful  mode  of  speculation  which  you  repre- 
sent to  have  existed  ? — The  holders  of  foreign  corn  of  course  were  anxious  to  get 
it  in,  and  the  holders  of  English  to  keep  it  out,  consequently  fraudulent  sales  were 
made  on  both  sides. 

You  have  stated  that  frauds  would  take  place  by  which  the  averages  might  be 
raised  ten  shillings ;  have  you  ever  calculated  what  quantity  of  grain  must  be  frau- 
dulently sold  in  order  to  raise  the  general  averages  ten  shillings  ? — I  have  not  made 
the  calculation,  but  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  has  been  sold  may  be  easily  seen 
from  the  returns. 

What  is  the  profit  to  the  factor  upon  every  quarter  he  sells? — The  commission 
on  wheat  is  a  shilling  a  quarter,  and  one  half  per  cent,  to  one  per  cent,  for  the  del 
credere  is  generally  charged ;  a  great  deal  of  the  foreign  corn  does  not  come  direct 
to  the  factor,  but  through  the  merchants  in  London  ;  in  fact,  all  our  business  comes 
through  merchants  in  London,  and  they  would  have  in  addition  to  that  to  charge 
their  two  per  cent. 

Do  you  think  that  the  average  of  six  weeks  would  be  the  best  for  the  regulation 
of  the  trade  ? — I  think  it  would  be  the  best  mode  that  could  possibly  be  adopted. 
In  fact,  I  consider  that  weekly  averages  would  be  a  ruin  to  the  country.  I  think  six 
*wks  would  be  the  best  period  for  the  respectability  of  the  business,  and  keeping 
things  in  proper  order,  and  preventing  fraud. 

If  a  six  weeks  average  is  taken,  do  you  mean  that  it  should  govern  the  duty  for 
vx  weeks  to  come,  or  only  for  one  week  ? — For  six  weeks  to  come. 

Would  not  that  be  a  great  temptation  to  attempt  a  fraudulent  operation  upon  the 
average  in  the  last  week,  or  the  last  two  weeks,  when  it  might  alter  the  duty  for  the 
six  weeks  to  come  ? — There  certainly  might  be  something  of  that  sort,  but  it  could 
not  be  carried  to  the  extent  that  the  other  could. 

Do  you  know  in  how  many  places  the  account  is  taken  on  which  the  average  is 
struck  which  governs  importation  ? — I  think  it  is  taken  in  fifty  places  ;  it  is  divided

markets  ;  I  have  no 


Do  you  conceive  it  possible  for  any  combination  to  operate  upon 
simultaneously  ?—  I  will  not  say  upon  all,  but  upon  the  principal  mai 
doubt  of  it  j  1  am  convinced  it  would  be  so. 

What  do  you  consider  the  quantities  upon  which  the  weekly  average  is  struck? — 
It  depends  entirely  upon  the  sales ;  and  without  referring  to  papers  it  is  impossible 
to  state  the  quantity. 

Have  you  had  any  quantity  of  wheat  consigned  immediately  to  your  house  from 
abroad  ? — No,  not  directly ;  but  we  have  sold,  perhaps,  as  much  as  any  house  in  town, 
received  through  merchants  in  London. 

Are 
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Are  you  able  to  state  how  those  consignments  from  abroad  are  paid  for  ? — I 
know  they  are  paid  for  mostly  in  bills ;  because,  though  we  have  not  had  them 
direct  from  abroad,  there  have  been  parties  that  have  speculated,  and  not  being 
much  known  there,  the  shippers  have  drawn  upon  us  for  the  amount.  That  is  the 
way  in  which  we  have  made  payment,  and  in  no  other  way. 

Do  they  take  manufactures  in  return  ? — I  do  not  know ;  generally  speaking, 
they  draw  for  the  money.  What  they  do  with  the  money  I  do  not  know. 

Are  you  able  to  state  whether  the  corn  is  chiefly  brought  in  British  or  in  fo- 
reign vessels  ? — I  am  not.  I  can  state  the  prices  of  wheat  at  Odessa  for  the  few 
last  years:  In  1818  the  average  was  about  twenty-seven  roubles  per  chetwert, 
which  is  seven  tenths  of  a  quarter;  in  1819,  it  was  sixteen  roubles;  in  1820, 
twenty-two  roubles ;  in  1821  it  was  twenty-four  roubles ;  in  18221!  was  nineteen 
roubles;  in  1823,  sixteen  roubles;  in  1824  it  was  fourteen  roubles ;  in  1825  it 
was  fourteen  roubles;  and  in  1826  it  was  twelve  and  a  half  roubles.  Reckoning 
the  chetwert  at  seven  tenths  of  an  imperial  quarter,  and  the  exchange  at  twenty- 
four  roubles,  will  bring  the  average  for  the  last  six  years  to  sixteen  and  a  half 
roubles,  or  about  19*.  8d,  per  quarter;  with  about  2*.  per  quarter  shipping 
charges,  it  would  cost  on  board  21*.  Sd.  The  wheat  exported  in  1814  was 
296,000  quarters;  in  1825  it  was  570,000  ;  in  1826  we  have  no  correct  account, 
but  it  is  believed  to  exceed  that  of  1825  ;  on  the  6th  of  July  1826  wheat  was  at 
the  lowest  ebb  ever  remembered,  namely,  about  14*.  \d.  a  quarter  at  Odessa, 
and  the  freight  to  England  then  from  sixteen  to  eighteen  shillings  a  quarter. 

What  is  the  quality  of  'that  wheat  as  compared  with  the  quality  of  wheat  from 
Dantzic? — I  should  think  there  is  a  considerable  difference,  perhaps  six  or 
eight  shillings,  between  the  red  Odessa  and  good  mixed  Dantzic.  I  beg  to  state 
that  I  think  it  would  be  very  desirable  for  the  convenience  of  the  trade,  that  we 
should  revert  to  the  Winchester  measure,  as  all  the  averages  are  taken  in  Win- 
chester measure.

Mr.  JOHN  CHRISTOPHE  HAHN  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows  : 

YOU  are  a  general  merchant? — I  am. 

Have  you  been  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  with  Hamburgh?-  Not  myself;  I  have 
been  ten  years  in  a  house  which  did  occasionally  business  in  the  corn  trade. 

Are  you  a  native  of  Hamburgh  ? — I  am  a  native  of  Bremen,  which  is  near 
Hamburgh. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  country  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hamburgh? — 
I  am. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  the  supply  of  corn  that  is  usually  sent  from  that 
country  to  Hamburgh  for  exportation  ? — Not  an  accurate  knowledge ;  I  have 
a  general  knowledge  of  it. 

Will  you  have  the  goodness  to  state  the  average  quantity  of  wheat  sent  to  Ham- 
burgh for  exportation,  per  annum  ? — I  should  think  the  importation  into  Hamburgh 
is  from  one  hundred  and  eighty  to  two  hundred  thousand  quarters. 

Is  the  greater  part  of  that  wheat  exported  from  Hamburgh?—  By  far  the  greater 
part;  the  consumption  of  the  town  and  vicinity  is  trifling  compared  with  the 
exportation. 

To  what  countries  has  it  principally  been  exported  ?— Of  late  years,  when  the

has  gone  to  Portugal.

Has  the  quantity  of  wheat  annually  imported  into  Hamburgh  from  the  neigh- 
bouring country  increased  or  decreased  of  late  years  ? — That  is  a  question  which 
I  cannot  answer. 

Do  you  conceive  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  is  imported  into  Hamburgh  likely 
to  be  much  increased  if  the  prices  were  sufficient  to  aftbid  encouragement  so  to  do"? 
— Undoubtedly. 

Can  you  state  any  extent  to  which  it  might  be  increased  ? — That  would  depend 
upon  what  encouragement  is  given  to  the  growers.  Hitherto  great  part  of  the 
land  has  been  converted  into  pasture ;  they  have  used  it  for  other  purposes.  In 
case  an  alteration  in  the  corn  laws  took  place,  of  course  the  land  would  be  used  in 
the  same  way  as  formerly,  for  cultivating  grain. 

To  what  extent  do  you  think  that  land  could  be  brought  into  cultivation  to  bear 
corn ;  do  you  think  it  eould  obtain  500,000  quarters  more? — I  cannot  answer  that 
question. 

Which  is  the  farthest  point  from  which  you  have  known  wheat  to  be  imported 
into  Hamburgh? — From  Bohemia;  that  is  where  the  Elbe,  the  largest  river  we 
have  in  the  north  of  Germany,  takes  its  source ;  that  must  be  nearly  four  hundred' 
and  fifty  English  miles  from  Hamburgh. 

Do  you  mean  that  wheat  has  been  imported  into  Hamburgh  from  the  highest 
navigable  part  of  the  river  Elbe  ? — If  not  direct,  at  least  to  Magdeburg,  which  is 
half  way. 

What  price  at  Hamburgh  would  be  sufticient  to  induce  persons  to  bring  wheat 
from  the  highest  navigable  part  of  the  river  Elbe?— By  looking  over  the  average 
prices  of  the  last  year  one  could  judge  whether  it  would  be  worth  while  to  send  it 
or  not.  The  importation  of  the  last  year  has  been  rather  larger  than  of  former  years, 
and  I  believe  the  prices  were  such  as  they  are  satisfied  with. 

Are  you  to  be  understood  as  saying  that  wheat  is  annually  imported  into  Ham- 
burgh from  those  distant  parts? — I  cannot  say  positively  whether  they  import  it 
from  the  source  of  the  Elbe  ;  but  I  know  that  they  import  it  into  Hamburgh  from 
parts  of  the  Elbe,  and  most  of  the  small  boats  which  cannot  go  down  so  far  as  to 
the  town  of  Hainbro'  most  likely  will  be  unloaded  somewhere  at  the  staple  places; 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  from  the  interior  of  Germany  wheat  is  sent  to  Hamburgh. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that,  from  the  state  of  the  navigation  and  of  the  roads  in 
Germany,  any  increase  of  price  at  Hamburgh  could  increase  the  circle  of  country 
from  which  wheat  is  usually  brought  into  that  port? — I  should  imagine  that  wheat 
must  rise  very  high  to  permit  it  to  bear  a  land  carriage,  therefore  I  should  think  it 
will  come  only  from  those  places  which  have  communication  by  canals,  or  with  the 
Elbe  in  some  way. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  wheat  is  now  usually  imported  into  Hamburgh  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  means  of  navigation  which  Germany  possesses? — I  do  not  think 
that  it  is.  I  think,  certainly,  that  they  might  send  more  corn. 

To  any  great  extent? — I  cannot  form  an  idea  to  what  extent,  but  I  think  they 
might  increase  the  import  to  Hamburgh. 

You  stated  that  the  import  into  Hamburgh  was  from  one  hundred  and  eighty 
to  two  hundred  thousand  quarters ;  do  you  include  in  that  all  the  imports  into 
Hamburgh  from  the  Baltic  and  from  foreign  ports,  as  well  as  down  the  Elbe,  and 
from  the  adjacent  country  ? — Yes  ;  I  make  my  calculation  from  the  exports. 
I  am  not  a  corn  merchant,  and  therefore  I  cannot  speak  to  those  points  very 
accurately. 

You  have  been  residing  at  Hamburgh  a  considerable  time  ? — I  was  once  on  the 
continent.  I  have  been  ten  years  in  this  country. 

Have  you  been  only  once  on  the  continent  within  the  last  ten  years  ?—  Two  years 
ago  I  visited  the  continent. 

Have 
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Have  you  travelled  through  Saxony  ? — I  think  I  travelled  from    Hamburgh  Mr. 

through  the  greater  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Saxony.  /.  C.  Hahn.

Have  you  also  visited  Prussia? — Part  of  Prussia  I  have  seen  also.  22  March  1837. 

You  stated,  that  from  one  hundred  and  eighty  to  two  hundred  thousand 
quarters  was  the  average  amount  of  all  the  corn  imported  into  Hamburgh  ;  of  what 
period  did  you  intend  to  speak  ? — I  spoke  of  the  quantity  within  the  last  year. 

Have  you  any  information  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  corn  exported  from 
other  ports  ? — I  can  state  it  from  Dantzic,  Lubeck,  and  part  of  Denmark.  From 
Dantzic,  of  wheat  last  year,  there  has  been  exported  about  230,000  quarters,  of 
which  about  190,000  quarters  have  been  sent  to  this  country ;  of  the  other 
descriptions  of  corn  Dantzic  does  not  export  much  ;  it  exports  of  barley  and  oak. 
very  little.  From  Hamburgh  there  has  been  exported  of  wheat  last  year  120,000 
quarters,  of  barley  32,000  quarters,  of  rye  28,000  quarters,  and  of  oats  102,000 
quarters. 

Upon  what  authority  do  you  make  this  statement  ?— From  a  correspondent  of 
mine  who  sent  it  over  to  me  by  the  last  mail.  From  Lubeck,  a  port  of  Holstein, 
there  has  been  exported  28,000  quarters  of  wheat,  16,000  quarters  of  barley,  and 
32,000  quarters  of  oats;  and  from  Kiel,  which  is  the  principal  town  in  Holstein, 
there  has  been  exported  26,000  quarters  of  wheat,  28,000  quarters  of  barley,  and 
23,000  quarters  of  oats.  I  can  also  state  the  quantity  from  Bremen  :  there  was 
shipped  last  year  from  Bremen,  8,000  quarters  of  wheat,  13,000  quarters  of  rye, 
40,000  quarters  of  oats,  and  11,000  quarters  of  barley. 

Will  you  state  the  amount  of  the  freight,  and  of  the  expenses  of  conveying 
•wheat  from  Hamburgh  to  the  port  of  London? — The  present  freight  is  4*.  104*.  Cd. 
per  quarter,  the  insurance  is  is.,  commission  and  factorage  vs.  6d.  per  quarter, 
and  2*.  per  quarter  town-dues,  including  metage,  porterage  and  other  expenses. 

Where  is  that  commission  and  factorage  paid  ? — In  London. 

That  is  exclusive  of  the  charges  of  warehousing  ?— Yes  ;  this  is  supposing  it  was 
to  be  sold  from  on  board  immediately  upon  arrival. 

Are  the  prices  of  freight  from  Bremen  much  the  same  ? — I  should  think  the 
freights  ought  not  to  vary  at  all  from  Bremen. 

What  price  in  this  country  would  induce  you  to  become  an  importer  of  wheat 
from  Hamburgh? — Individually,  as  a  merchant,  I  should  be  induced  to  import  corn 
at  that  price  which  would  give  me  a  fair  remuneration  for  the  risk  I  incurred. 

What  would  that  price  be,  exclusive  of  duty  ? — I  have  made  a  calculation  ot 
what  the  prices  are  on  the  Continent,  and  I  find,  that  at  present  it  would  leave  me 
a  loss  if  I  was  to  import;  the  average  price  in  Germany  is  now  from  28*.  to 
36*.  per  quarter  free  on  board,  which  makes  the  price  at  which  it  can  be  brought 
here  from  36  s.  to  43*.  In  stating  that  price  in  Germany,  I  include  Hamburgh, 
the  Hans  Towns,  Dantzic  and  Elbing. 

What  was  the  price  at  this  time  last  year  ? — The  price  was  certainly  lower. 

What  was  the  lowest  price  at  which  you  ever  purchased  wheat  at  Hamburgh  ? — 
To  the  best  of  my  recollection  2 1  s.  per  quarter. 

In  what  year  was  that  ? — About  three  years  ago  ;  but  that  is  an  extreme  price, 
and  for  inferior  quality. 

What  is  the  lowest  price  at  which  you  ever  purchased  good  marketable  wheat  ? — 
At  25*.  to  26*. 

In  what  year  was  that  ? — We  had  the  lowest  price  of  wheat,  I  believe,  three 
years  ago. 

Were  not  the  quotations  of  prices  from  Hamburgh  in  the  course  of  last  summer 
lower  than  that  ?—l  do  not  think  we  have  had  them  lower  than  that. 

Have  the  rates  of  freight  from  Hamburgh  increased  since  last  June  ? — No,  they 
have  not ;  the  freights  are  rather  low  at  present. 

In  a  printed  statement,  published  by  Messrs.  Exley  and  Dimsdale,  the  freights 
333.  H  from 
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from  Hamburgh  to  London,  in  June  last,  for  wheat,  are  stated  at  3*.  ?— I  calculate 
them  at  4*. 

In  foreign  or  British  ships  ? — Ther«  is  no  difference  in  the  freight. 

The  price  also  of  the  best  wheat  at  Hamburgh,  in  June  last,  is  stated  there  to 
have  been  20 s.  \\d.  to  2 15.  lorf.  free  on  board;  have  you  any  letters  to  that 
effect? — There  is  a  great  difference  between  the  Hamburgh  wheat  and  the  Dantzic 
\\  heat. 

In  your  calculation,  you  have  been  speaking  only  of  the  Hamburgh  wheat? — 
I  stated  that  from  20  s.  to  25  s.  was  the  lowest  price  for  the  lowest  and  the  best 
quality  ;  the  Dantzic  wheat  is  I  believe  nearly  as  good  as  the  English. 

Is  it  not  better? — I  am  not  a  corn  merchant,  and  I  could  not  answer  that. 
The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

Mr.  EDWARD  MOBERLY  is  called  in;  and  Examined  as  follows: 
WHAT  is  your  occupation  ? — I  am  a  merchant  at  Odessa. 
How  long  have  you  resided  there  ? — Six  years. 

When  did  you  return  to  this  country  ? — I  left  that  place  about  two  months 
since. 

What  countryman  are  you  ? — English. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  at  what  price  a  cargo  of  wheat  can  now  be 
imported  from  Odessa  to  London  ? — At  the  present  prices  in  Odessa  the  soft 
wheat  would  cost  on  board  of  ship  from  155.  to  185.  a  quarter.  To  this  must 
be  added  the  freight,  which  is  about  13$. ;  it  varies  from  12*.  to  155.  a  quarter. 

What  other  charges  would  there  be  upon  it  before  it  arrived  in  the  port  of 
London  ? — None  whatever.  The  charges  of  insurance  and  landing  here  would  be 
the  only  charges  to  be  added  ;  they  would  amount  to  from  three  to  four  shillings, 
as  far  as  I  am  able  to  collect  here. 

Have  you  ever  been  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  between  Odessa  and  this  country  ? 
— No ;  I  have  not  had  a  great  deal  to  do  in  the  corn  trade  at  any  time. 

Have  you  known,  from  the  experience  of  others,  whether  the  corn  exported 
from  Odessa  to  this  country  has  arrived  in  good  condition  ? — I  understand  that 
some  of  it  has  arrived  in  very  bad  condition,  but  if  it  is  shipped  in  good  condition 
from  thence  I  believe  it  will  bear  the  voyage  very  well.  There  U  some  that  has 
been  some  years  in  warehouse  in  London. 

Are  you  aware  of  the  quantity  in  warehouse? — I  am  not  at  all  aware  of 
that. 

To  what  ports  is  the  wheat  exported  from  Odessa  generally  ? — To  the  various 
ports  of  the  Mediterranean ;  Genoa  chiefly,  Marseilles,  Leghorn,  Trieste,  Malta, 
the  Ionian  Islands,  and  also  to  Constantinople. 

Have  you  understood  that  the  trade  between  Odessa  and  those  places  is  likely  to 
take  oft"  the  produce  of  the  country? — Undoubtedly  it  has  hitherto  done  so.  There 
lia^  been  no  other  exportation,  and  in  a  general  way  the  quantity  that  has  been 
brought  down  to  Odessa  has  been  shipped  off.  In  the  last  year  the  shipments 
were  upwards  of  600,000  quarters,  which  is  as  much  as  the  average  supply. 

(xrald  that  sappry  be  increased  if  the  market  were  to  be  extended  ? —  I  imagine 
not,  from  the  inquiries  I  made  in  that  part  of  the  country.  There  is  a  very 
extensive  tract  of  land  which  might  be  cultivated,  but  there  is  not  a  population 
to  cultivate  it. 

If  the  population  increased,  that  land  might  be  cultivated  ? — If  the  population 
increased  it  might  be;  but  it  is  chiefly  on  the  coast  of  the  Black  Sea;  and  the 
seasons  there  are  so  precarious  that  it  never  could  be  so  much  depended  upon 
as  from  the  interior  provinces  of  Pcdolia,  Kiow,  and  Volhynia. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  those  provinces? — It  is  merely  from  inquiries  that  I 
ant  informed  upon  the  subject. 

What 
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What  is  the  process  that  is  used  in  lieu  of  kiln-drying  previously  to  exporting 
a  cargo  of  wheat  from  Odessa  ? — There  is  none  whatever ;  if  it  is  a  little  damp,  or 
heated,  they  spread  it  out  in  the  streets  of  the  town. 

Is  it  your  opinion  that  it  might  be  shipped  in  good  order  if  pains  were  taken 
with  it? — Undoubtedly. 

And  it  might  be  brought  to  this  country  in  good  order? — Such  of  it  as  is  of 
good  quality  might  be. 

Is  not  Genoa  a  warehousing  port  ? — I  believe  it  is  to  a  very  considerable  extent, 
and  that  a  great  portion  of  the  corn  that  is  taken  to  Genoa  is  re-exported. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  portion  of  Baltic  grain  coming  into  the  Mediterranean  ? 
— I  never  heard  of  such  a  circumstance. 

Is  a  great  proportion  of  the  corn  exported  from  Odessa  brought  from  Podolia 
and  the  province  of  Kiow  ? — The  greater  part  of  it  comes  from  Podolia  and  Kiow. 
Does  not  a  very  small  portion  of  it  come  from  the  countries  near  Odessa  ? — I 
cannot  state  the  proportion,  but  some  of  it  comes  from  the  government  of  New 
Russia  also ;  all  the  hard  wheat  is  grown  in  New  Russia. 

Do  you  think  there  is  likely  to  be  any  importation  of  corn  into  this  country  from 
the  sea  of  Azoff? — I  am  not  sufficiently  informed  of  the  state  of  trade  there  to 
answer  that  question. 

Is  it  not  increasing  ?— I  cannot  state  that ;  but  the  export  from  Taganrog  is 
exclusively  of  hard  wheat. 

Which  is  not  considered  as  suited  to  this  market  ? — I  am  told  not. 

Why  is  it  not  suited  to  this  market  ? — They  have  not  stones  for  grinding  it  in 
this  country,  as  I  am  informed  ;  but  I  believe  this  to  be  in  some  measure  a  pre- 
judice. 

They  have  stones  on  the  Black  Sea  that  will  grind  it,  have  they  not  ? — They  do 
not  use  much  of  it  in  the  Black  Sea  j  it  is  chiefly  used  in  the  Mediterranean. 

Are  not  you  aware  that  stones  would  be  easily  acquired  for  the  purpose  of  grinding 
it  ? — I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Do  you  know  of  any  experiment  having  been  made  of  actually  bringing  stones  to 
England  for  the  purpose  of  grinding  the  hard  wheat  ? — I  have  not  heard  of  any  such 
experiments. 

Are  you  able  to  state  the  amount  of  the  largest  export  in  any  one  year  from 
Odessa  ? — As  far  as  my  information  goes,  I  believe  the  largest  export  was  in  1817; 
that,  I  believe,  was  about  900,000  quarters,  including  both  hard  and  soft  wheat. 

Do  you  think  there  would  be  any  exportation  of  barley  from  the  Black  Sea  to 
England  if  encouragement  were  given  to  it  ? — There  has  been  none  whatever  of  late 
years  ;  if  there  were  encouragement  they  might  grow  barley  as  well  as  wheat. 

To  a  great  extent? — It  would  supply  the  place  of  so  much  wheat. 

What  is  the  quality  of  the  barley  in  that  district  ? — I  believe  it  is  very  inferior. 

Can  you  inform  the  Committee  whether  British  manufactures  are  imported  into 
the  ports  of  the  Black  Sea  to  any  extent?— -No;  the  amount  of  them  is  very 
limited. 

What  is  the  amount  of  the  duty  upon  them,  taking  an  ad  valorem  duty  ? — I  cannot 
etate  that.  Odessa  enjoys  privileges  ;  and  a  small  portion  only  of  the  regular  duties, 
viz.  a  fifth  part,  is  paid  on  goods  destined  for  the  consumption  of  the  town. 

Upon  the  transit  from  Odessa  to  the  interior  is  there  not  a  duty  paid  ? — The 
remaining  four  fifths  of  the  duty  are  paid,  but  what  the  whole  amount  is  I  have  not 
the  least  information.  After  the  goods  come  into  our  possession,  we  sell  them  to 
others,  and  it  is  they  who  pay  the  duties. 

Is  there  any  increased  demand  for  British  manufactures  in  the  ports  of  the  Black 
Sea  now  ? — No  ;  on  the  contrary  it  is  very  limited. 

How  would  you  describe  the  quality  of  the  wheat  at  Odessa  as  compared  with 

English  wheat? — I  should  imagine  that  the  better  quality  of  Odessa  wheat  might 
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be  considered  as  fifteen  per  cent,  below  the  average  qualities  of  English  wheat ;  but 
there  is  a  great  deal  that  cannot  on  any  account  be  shipped.  At  present  the 
quantity  remaining  in  Odessa  may  be  about  200,000  quarters,  but  of  that  there  is 
not  a  single  quarter  that  can  be  shipped. 

The  chief  period  of  importation  is  in  May,  is  it  not  ? — It  begins  in  May,  and 
continues  till  about  July  and  August. 

Do  you  imagine  that  it  would  answer  to  import  flour  from  Odessa  ? — There  is  no 
establishment  whatever  for  grinding  corn  ;  such  a  thing  might  be  ;  but  the  surplus 
quantity  beyond  the  usual  demand  for  the  Mediterranean  is  never  very  considerable 
for  sale.  If  there  were  no  demand  for  the  Mediterranean,  there  would  no  doubt 
be  a  good  supply  for  the  English  market. 

You  do  not  think,  even  if  the  English  market  were  permanently  open,  that  there 
would  be  any  increase  of  production  in  the  southern  provinces  of  Russia  that  now 
supply  the  market  of  Odessa? — Not  from  Podolia  and  the  neighbouring  provinces 
that  now  supply  Odessa. 

You  do  not  think  that  the  cultivation  could  be  much  increased  ? — Not  in  those 
parts ;  in  the  south,  immediately  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  Black  Sea,  it  might 
be,  but  there  is  no  population  to  cultivate  it ;  besides,  the  seasons  are  very 
precarious ;  I  have  known  four  years  out  of  five  in  which  the  crops  have  failed 
entirely. 

What  is  the  period  of  the  year  when  the  navigation  of  the  Black  Sea  is  open  ? — 
It  is  frequently  open  throughout  the  year;  the  period  that  is  generally  chosen  for 
navigation  is  from  March  to  the  end  of  November. 

Is  not  the  navigation  generally  dangerous  ? — I  believe  not ;  the  Mediterranean 
flags  do  not  like  going  there  at  certain  times,  but  British  ships  go  there  at  all  times. 

Do  you  think  the  trade  from  Odessa  would  be  carried  on  in  British  vessels  rather 
than  in  foreign  vessels? — The  British  trade  probably  would  be. 

How  many  English  houses  are  there  established  at  Odessa  ? — Not  above  one  or 
two. 

What  are  the  other  mercantile  houses? — Chiefly  Italian,  and  some  French  and 
Germans. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 


Mr.  CLEMENT  RUD1NG  is  called  in,  and  further  Examined  as  follows : 

Mr.  DOES  it  frequently  happen  that  corn  receives  damage  upon  the  voyage  ? — 

C.  Riding.  ^    Frequently. 

Can  you  state  what  may  be  the  probable  average  loss  arising  from  such  damage  ? 
—No,  I  cannot,  because  the  heat  varies  very  much,  and  of  course  according  to 
the  heat  the  damage  will  vary. 

Does  it  not  depend  upon  the  state  in  which  the  corn  is  shipped,  as  well  as  upon 
the  heat  ? — No  doubt  the  state  in  which  the  corn  is  shipped  very  often  makes  the 
corn  heat ;  if  the  wheat  is  shipped  in  a  state  not  perfectly  dry,  it  is  almost  sure  to 
heat  on  a  long  voyage. 

Does  it  not  depend  more  upon  the  state  in  which  the  corn  is  shipped,  than  upon 
the  heat  of  the  weather  during  the  voyage  ? — Certainly ;  but  all  these  circum- 
stances concur  to  heat  the  corn ;  hot  weather,  the  bad  condition  in  which  the 
wheat  was  shipped,  and  the  length  of  the  voyage. 

Would  not  the  condition  in  which  the  wheat  was  shipped  regulate  the  price  at 
which  it  was  shipped? — No  doubt ;  but  no  one  should  think  of  shipping  wheat  in 
an  undry  condition,  though  it  is  frequently  done. 

Does  it  not  also  depend  upon  the  state  of  the  ship  in  which  it  is  shipped? — 
Certainly,  something  may  depend  upon  the  state  of  the  ship ;  but,  generally 
speaking,  if  the  ship  is  a  good  one,  what  is  called  A  i .,  we  fancy  it  depends  more 
upon  the  corn  than  upon  the  ship. 

Is  there  any  way  in  which  a  purchaser  upon  the  spot  can  ascertain  beforehand 

5  whether 
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whether  the  grain  he  is  about  to  purchase  is  likely  to  heat  or  not  ? — Certainly,  by 
inspecting  it. 

Does  it  not  frequently  happen  that  corn  is  imported  in  a  ship  of  an  inferior    22  March  1827. 
class  to  A  i.? — It  certainly  does  happen.     I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  fre- 
quently or  not. 

If  you  were  to  speculate  upon  a  cargo  of  corn  from  Dantzic,  how  much  per 
cent,  would  you  allow  for  the  deterioration  ?  -I  should  think  it  might  be  calculated 
on  an  average  at  from  2  s.  to  3  s.  a  quarter. 

How  much  per  cent  would  you  allow  upon  the  value  ? — A  moderate  warmth 
only,  without  any  sea  damage,  would  diminish  the  value  of  wheat  and  oats  about 
four,  and  of  barley  six  per  cent ;  this  is  not  recoverable  under  a  common  policy  of 
insurance. 

You  mean  that  it  would  not  be  recoverable  in  an  insurance  without  the  average 
clause  ? — It  would  not. 

Is  damage  by  sea  included  in  the  insurance  ? — No ;  the  grain  is  warranted  free 
from  average,  unless  general,  or  the  ship  is  stranded ;  so  that  if  half  a  cargo  were 
damaged  only  by  the  violence  of  the  sea,  the  importer  would  not  recover  a  farthing 
from  the  underwriters  under  the  common  form  of  insurance. 

Are  you  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  quality  of  Odessa  wheat  to  be  able  to 
state,  whether,  supposing  it  to  be  shipped  perfectly  dry,  with  great  care,  and  in  a 
good  ship,  it  could  be  imported  into  this  country  in  a  fair  marketable  state  ? — Yes. 
I  should  consider  that  wheat  properly  shipped  might  be  imported  in  a  fair  market- 
able state ;  from  Odessa,  certainly,  it  is  more  liable  to  injury  than  from  the  nearer 
ports. 

On  account  of  the  great  length  of  the  voyage,  and  the  great  heat  to  which  it  is 
subject  ? — No  doubt. 

Is  there  any  thing  in  the  quality  of  the  wheat  itself  which  exposes  it  particularly 
to  damage  ? — I  do  not  apprehend  there  is. 

Are  you  aware  whether  wheat  has  been  imported  from  Odessa  direct  in  a  British 
ship  r — I  am  not  aware ;  but  I  should  think  it  would  be  always  imported  in  a 
British  ship. 

Are  you  speaking  of  the  hard  wheat,  or  of  the  soft  wheat? — Of  the  soft  wheat 
but  very  little  comes  here ;  it  is  generally  consumed  in  the  Mediterranean,  the 
price  there  being  higher  than  it  is  here ;  therefore  we  need  never  be  afraid  of  having 
much  wheat  from  Odessa. 

You  state  that  four  per  cent  is  the  probable  loss  by  deterioration  upon  wheat 
brought  from  Dantzic ;  what  per-centage  would  you  put  upon  wheat  brought  from 
Odessa  for  deterioration  ? — I  would  say  six  per  cent.  I  mean  it  is  subject  to  that 
damage ;  but  it  does  not  follow  that  it  should  be  damaged  to  that  extent. 

Can  you  now  give  to  the  Committee  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of  freight,  and 
of  landing  corn,  from  Waterford,  Lynn,  and  Yarmouth  ? — I  have  prepared  such 
a  statement. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  same,  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows :

Did  you  mean,  by  an  answer  which  you  gave  upon  a  former  occasion,  to  say 
that  it  would  be  a  much  greater  temptation  to  you  to  commit  a  fraud,  in  order  to 
get  money  back  which  you  had  paid,  than  to  gain  the  same  sum  of  money  which 
you  had  not  paid  out  of  your  pocket? — Yes;  because,  to  a  man  of  business, 
it  is  a  material  circumstance  whether  he  has  20*.  in  his  pocket  at  the  time, 
or  whether  it  is  in  anticipation. 

And  he  would  more  readily  commit  a  fraud  for  the  one  purpose  than  for  the 
other  ? — I  should  apprehend  so,  according  to  human  nature. 

If  the  duty  to  be  paid  upon  the  importation  of  corn  were  fixed  by  the  average  of 
the  week  in  which  the  corn  was  imported,  but  not  paid  till  the  corn  was  taken  out  of 
bond  for  home  consumption,  would  such  a  regulation  have  the  effect  of  preventing 
the  fraud  you  apprehend  on  the  averages? — Not  at  all ;  it  would  be  one  of  the 
worst  measures  that  could  possibly  be  attempted.  My  reason  is  this :  corn  is 
allowed  to  be  bonded ;  and,  I  conceive,  by  allowing  the  warehousing  system,  you 
are  doing  a  great  deal  of  good  to  the  country  at  large  ;  you  enrich  the  poor  people, 
benefit  the  middling  classes,  and  make  this  port  in  fact  the  depdt  for  all  foreign 
corn,  whence  it  may  be  exported  to  foreign  parts.  We  frequently  send  a  great 
deal  to  Portugal,  Spain,  and  sometimes  to  South  America.  But  if  you  were  to 
compel  foreigners  to  pay  the  duty  according  to  the  average  price  at  the  time  of 
arrival,  it  would  be  a  prohibition,  and  we  might  be  left  to  starvation,  as  far  as 
regards  the  importation  of  foreign  corn. 

Supposing  you  were  to  land  a  cargo  of  foreign  grain,  the  price  being  56*.  in  the 
English  market,  what  duty  would  you  pay  for  it,  upon  the  supposition  that  the  duty 
were  fixed  at  60 s.,  to  increase  2j.  for  every  l*.  that  the  price  fell? — It  would 
be  28*. 

Supposing  you  gave  a  bond,  having  landed  that  corn,  to  pay  28s.  duty  when 
you  took  it  out  for  home  consumption,  and  grain  rose  to  62$.,  how  would  you 
proceed  by  fraud  to  influence  the  market  so  as  to  recover  your  10*.,  which  is  the 
difference  between  the  duty  on  grain  at  625.  and  on  grain  at  56 s.? — If  we  had 
once  given  a  bond  to  pay  a  certain  duty,  I  do  not  see  how  we  could  get  it  back 
again ;  but,  as  I  said  before,  you  would  have  no  importation. 

What  temptation  would  there  be  to  fraud  in  that  case  ? — There  would  be  no 
temptation  at  all  j  there  would  be  no  importation  ;  because  to-day  com  might  be 
as  high  as  "o*.,  and  when  a  vessel  arrived,  in  three  weeks  or  in  three  months 
time  corn  might  be  at  50*. 

Has  not  importation  taken  place  under  the  present  system  ? — We  have  had  no 
importation  of  wheat  under  the  last  law. 

How  do  you  account  for  the  quantity  of  grain  that  was  in  warehouse  under  the 
last  Act  ?-r-It  was  allowed  to  come  out  upon  the  payment  of  a  certain  duty. 

Was 
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Was  not  there  great  risk  attending  the  importation  of  corn  under  the  existing  Mr. 

system,  when  corn  could  not  be  brought  into  the  market  unless  the  price  was  So*,  r  C  Ruding. 

— There  certainly  was  danger ;  but  where  persons  imported  it,  it  was  landed  in 

bond,  with  the  expectation  of  the  price  rising  to  a  certain  price,  and  then  to  be  a2  March  1827. 
brought  in  the  market;  but  in  the  case  supposed  they  would  be  fixed  with  the 
duty  at  once. 

Do  you  consider,  that  in  the  one  case  it  is  a  risk  that  would  be  incurred,  and 
that  in  the  other  it  would  not  ? — I  consider  that  no  one  would  send  any  corn  to 
this  country  under  the  one  case  ;  but  that  under  the  existing  system  they  have 
sent  corn,  and  they  might  still  do  so. 

Then  you  object  to  the  regulation  of  -fixing  the  duty  at  the  time  the  grain  is 
landed,  not  on  account  of  its  giving  encouragement  to  the  commission  of  fraud,  but 
because  it  would  not  be  imported  ? — It  would  not  prevent  fraud,  but  it  would  dis- 
courage importation,  and,  in  fact,  prohibit  it  altogether. 

How  could  you  possibly  have  any  temptation  to  fraud  under  that  regulation  ? — 
There  could  be  no  temptation  to  fraud  if  there  was  nothing  to  commit  a  fraud 
upon  ;  I  do  not  see  how  it  could  be  done. 

If  you  imported  corn,  the  price  being  in  this  country  60*.,  and  upon  that  corn  so 
imported  you  knew  that  when  you  took  it  oat  of  warehouse  you  would  be  obliged  to 
pay  20 s,  duty,  would  it  not  be  your  interest  to  lower  the  price  of  corn  in  the  mar- 
ket, so  as  to  oblige  others  to  pay  a  greater  duty  than  you  were  to  pay  when  you 
took  your  corn  out  of  warehouse,  in  order  to  place  them  under  a  relative  disad- 
vantage ?— Yes ;  it  would  be  my  interest  to  depress  the  price,  to  keep  a  larger 
quantity  of  corn  from  coming  into  the  market. 

And  so  soon  as  you  had  got  your  corn  out,  having  paid  the  20 s.  duty,  it  would 
be  your  interest  to  raise  the  price  in  order  to  sell  it  higher? — Certainly,  by  real  but 
not  fraudulent  sales. 

You  have  stated,  that  the  system  of  weekly  averages  would  be  open  to  a  great 
deal  of  fraud,  because  fraudulent  sales  might  be  effected  to  raise  the  average  in  the 
market,  would  it  be  possible  to  commit  any  fraud  to  depress  the  averages  ? — No 
doubt  of  it ;  and  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  to  raise  them.  The  factors  in 
London  are  obliged  to  give  in  an  account  regularly  every  week  of  what  they  sell 
and  deliver  ;  a  fraud  in  London,  therefore,  is  not  easily  committed  ;  in  the  country 
it  is  :  there  the  dealers  are  required  to  make  a  return  merely  of  what  they  buy,  and 
not  of  what  is  delivered  to  them  ;  so  that  though  there  may  he  only  500  quarters  in 
the  market,  they  may  be  sold  fifty  times  over  in  one  day,  making  the  quantity  and 
price  any  tiling  they  please,  because  there  is  not  the  work  of  delivery  as  in  London. 

Why  is  it  easier  to  depress  the  market  by  fraudulent  sales  than  to  raise  it  ? — 
Because  no  delivery  at  all  being  required  in  the  country,  large  sales  at  low  prices 
can  be  returned  at  pleasure ;  this  cannot  be  done  in  London,  as  corn  must  be  sold 
and  delivered,  which  takes  some  time. 

Has  any  mode  occurred  to  you  of  preventing  fraud  in  taking  the  average,  by  pre- 
venting fictitious  sales  ? — The  only  mode  that  I  have  ever  been  able  to  discover 
Avas,  by  taking  it  every  six  weeks,  or  eight  times  a  year,  instead  of  quarterly  or 
weekly,  as  is  proposed  by  the  new  Bill :  that  might  not  entirely  prevent  fraud  ;  but 
I  think  it  would  not  give  rise  to  so  much  fraud  as  might  be  committed  under  the 
proposed  system  of  taking  it  weekly. 

In  what  manner  would  it  prevent  fictitious  sales  ? — It  would  not  prevent  a  fictitious 
sale  any  more  than  the  other  system,  but  they  must  be  continued  six  weeks  to  have 
any  effect,  and  during  that  time  might  be  detected. 

Has  any  mode  occurred  to  you  of  preventing  fictitious  sales  ? — None  whatever. 

May  not  the  average  be  affected  by  a  person  making  real  purchases  and  real 
sales  ? — No  doubt  of  it ;  the  averages  are  affected,  of  course,  by  all  the  sales  that 
are  made. 

Cannot  you  conceive  that  a  man  who  has  a  large  quantity  of  corn  bonded,  and 

who  wishes  to  diminish  the  duty  which  he  pays  upon  it,  may  make  a  sacrifice  by 
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Ur.  carrying  into  execution  real  purchases  or  sales  with  a  view  to  raise  the  price  of  the 

C.  Rudiiig.       corn  in  the  market,  so  as  to  diminish  the  duty  he  would  have  to  pay  ? — Exactly  so  ;. 

•• **• I  have  stated  that  in  my  former  evidence,  that  a  few  people  combining  together, 

•n  March  1817.    determining  to  sacrifice  some  two  or  three  thousand   pounds,  might  manage  it. 
We,  as  factors,  might  be  made  the  innocent  tools  of  those  parties. 

Would  it  not  take  a  much  larger  sum  to  manage  it  if  the  averages  were  taken  at 
periods  of  three  months,  than  if  the  averages  were  taken  weekly  ? — It  would  not  be 
attempted  for  so  long  as  three  months,  of  course ;  generally  the  manoeuvres  that 
have  affected  the  averages  have  been  made  towards  the  latter  end  on  both  sides. 

Do  not  you  conceive  that  a  weekly  average  is  much  more  likely  to  be  made  the 
subject  of  manoeuvre  than  a  three  months  average  ? — Yes  ;  because  the  quantity  to 
be  operated  upon  would  be  much  less  than  that  for  three  months. 

Supposing  the  duty  to  fluctuate  according  to  the  average  price,  for  what  period 
would  it  be  for  the  convenience  of  the  trade  in  general  that  the  duty  should  con- 
tinue when  once  fixed  ? — For  six  weeks,  so  as  to  have  a  new  average  every  six 
weeks. 

You  would  propose  that  the  duty  should  be  regulated  for  the  six  following  weeks 
by  the  average  of  the  six  preceding  weeks,  and  not  that  the  duty  should  vary  by  the 
declaration  of  the  average  at  the  end  of  every  week  ? — That  the  average  of  the  six 
preceding  weeks  should  rule  the  succeeding  six  weeks. 

You  have  stated  that  you  have  reason  to  believe  that  fraudulent  attempts  have 
been  made,  both  to  raise  and  to  depress  the  averages,  and  that  they  have  taken 
place  in  the  latter  part  of  the  period  of  three  months  upon  which  the  duty  is  fixed  ? 
—Generally  speaking,  that  is  the  case. 

How  much  have  you  reason  to  believe  that  the  average  was  either  raised  or 
depressed  in  any  one  week  by  fraudulent  practices  ? — I  am  not  prepared  to  answer 
that  question.  Your  Lordships  would  get  that  better  from  the  receivers  of  corn 
returns ;  it  is  their  province  to  say  whether  the  sales  are  fictitious  or  not. 

Have  not  you  known  the  price  of  wheat  to  vary  to  the  amount  of  20*.  in  a  week  ? 
— I  do  not  remember  such  a  circumstance ;  but  I  have  heard  wheat  did  in  one  day 
rise  20  s .  a  quarter,  owing  to  a  speech  or  letter  of  the  Duke  of  Portland,  stating, 
I  believe,  that  the  country  was  in  a  state  of  starvation. 

Was  it  a  speech  or  a  letter? — I  am  not  prepared  to  say. 

Have  you  ever  known  any  great  fluctuation  take  place  independently  of  any  poli- 
tical causes,  or  such  as  arose  out  of  the  weather  ? — Certainly  great  falls  have  taken 
place  from  large  importations  arriving  all  together,  and,  of  course,  those  importations 
being  not  so  large  at  subsequent  periods ;  the  weather,  and  political  events,  have  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  it;  in  fact,  it  is  these  circumstances  combined  that  occasion 
speculation  in  corn. 

Do  you  think  that  rendering  a  large  quantity  of  bonded  wheat  free,  say  1 00,000 
quarters,  would  immediately  depress  the  market? — If  it  were  merely  100,000  quar- 
ters, I  should  say  it  would  probably  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  price  2J.  or  3*. 
a  quarter  ;  I  mean  by  liberating  100,000  quarters,  with  the  knowledge  that  no  more 
would  be  introduced. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

The  Lord  FARNBOROUGH  in  the  Chair. 


N.  M.  ROTHSCHILD,  Esquire,  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows : 

DID  you  ever  import  corn? — Not   on  my  own  account;  I  have  imported  it;  N.  M.  Rothschild, 
but  it  has  been  sent  to  me  as  a  kind  of  commission  from  the  Danish  government.       v E*9- / 

Is  it  only  on  account  of  the   Danish  government  you  have  sold  corn  in  this    24  March  1827. 
country? — Only  on  account  of  the  Danish  government. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  different  qualities  of  the  corn  ? — Not  at  all ;  I  have 
no  knowledge  at  all  about  it. 

Are  you  aware  whether  any  effect  was  produced  upon  the  price  of  gold  by  the 
large  importations  of  corn  into  this  country  in  the  years  1817  and  1818  ? — I  cannot 
say,  because  at  that  time  I  was  not  in  the  same  business  that  I  am  in  now. 

Are  you  of  opinion,  that  by  the  application  of  a  large  capital  to  the  purchase  of 
corn,  under  the  proposed  system  of  fixing  the  rate  of  duty  on  corn  imported  at  a 
weekly  average,  it  would  be  possible  materially  to  affect  that  average  in  any  one 
week  ? — I  do  not  think  it  can  be  much  affected.  There  is  a  difference  in  the  amount 
of  capital  employed  in  different  trades.  If  a  man  employs  a  capital  of  a  million, 
or  a  million  and  a  half  sterling,  he  can  affect  any  thing  in  the  world  ;  or  if  several 
capitalists  with  two  or  three  millions  sterling  were  to  engage  in  such  an  operation, 
they  might  affect  any  thing ;  but  I  think  it  is  not  possible  that  it  could  be  much 
affected  by  the  capital  that  is  usually  employed  in  that  trade. 

Supposing  the  importation  of  corn  to  take  place  in  any  one  year  to  the  amount 
of  a  million  of  quarters  at  the  price  of  30*.,  and  that  corn  to  be  paid  for  imme- 
diately in  gold,  would  the  exchange  be  affected  by  it  ? — Certainly  not. 

Supposing  the  importation  of  corn  to  the  same  amount,  paid  for  in  the  same 
manner,  to  take  place  annually,  would  that  materially  affect  the  exchange  ? — No. 

When  you  say  that  an  import  of  two  millions  in  value  in  grain,  which  is  to  be 
paid  for  with  an  export  of  gold,  would  not  affect  the  exchange,  are  you  not  aware 
that  in  certain  states  of  the  exchange  it  would  affect  it  in  a  very  different  manner 
from  what  it  would  in  other  states  of  the  exchange? — If  you  import  two  millions 
of  corn,  we  must  expect  that  you  will  send  something  back  in  return  for  it.  You 
would  not  get  it  all  from  one  place  ;  you  would  get  it  from  a  great  many  places  ; 
and  all  those  places  that  you  get  corn  from  will  take  something  back  in  return  for 
it.  And  you  would  not  want  all  those  two  millions  all  in  one  day.  If  you  took 
it  in  four  months  time  you  would  not  send  back  a  quarter  of  the  amount  of  it  in 
gold. 

Are  not  there  certain  states  of  the  exchange  when  the  necessity  of  paying  two 
millions  of  gold  abroad  would  have  a  very  different  effect  from  what  it  would  have 
at  other  states  of  the  exchange  ;  have  not  you  seen  the  time  when  it  would  have 
had  a  great  effect? — If  two  millions  is  only  wanted  for  corn  in  one  year,  it  will  not 
have  much  effect  upon  the  exchange. 

Have  not  you  seen  a  state  of  the  exchange  in  the  course  of  one  year,  when  the 
necessity  of  remitting  two  millions  would  have  a  very  different  effect  from  what  it 
would  have  in  another  year,  when  the  exchange  was  in  a  different  state  ? — There  is 
no  doubt  that  in  that  year,  when,  in  consequence  of  so  many  loans  being  made,  so 
much  of  the  gold  and  silver  that  came  from  South  America  was  going  to  South 
America,  two  millions  more  would  certainly  have  had  an  effect;  but  we  must  not 
expect  that  such  things  will  take  place  again. 

When  you  have  to  pay  in  coin  for  corn  brought  from  the  Baltic,   in  what  coin  is 

the  remittance  generally  made  ? — The  remittance  is  made  in  this  way  : — A  good 

deal  of  corn  is  changed  against  ducats  ;  the  ducats  are  in  general  coined  in  Holland  ; 

the  bankers  in   Hamburgh,  and  the  bankers  in  London,  do  the  business  on  joint 
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H.  U.  KothtchiU,  account ;  they  send  those  ducats  to  Koningsburg,  and  to  Dantzic,  and  to  those 
places;  and  against  them  they  get  bills  upon  London  for  it,  sometimes  at  two  or 
three  per  cent.,  sometimes  at  one  per  cent. ;  and  through  that  medium  they  find  a 
market  for  the  bills.  The  people  in  Poland  and  in  that  quarter  take  in  general 
gold  and  ducats.  Those  ducats  are  in  general  new  Dutch  ducats ;  and  they  go 
there  at  a  particular  value,  I  believe  twenty-eight  guilders.  It  is  a  kind  of  trade. 

When  grain  is  brought  from  Holland  in  small  vessels,  how  is  it  paid  for  in  this 
country  ?— It  depends  upon  circumstances;  it  is  paid  for  in  different  ways;  some  in 
small  bills.  If  the  ships  come  to  London,  in  general  they  take  bills  upon  Holland 
over  with  them  ;  if  they  come  to  the  outports,  they  may  take  some  other  kinds, 
which  ever  will  answer  the  best ;  they  may  take  sometimes  gold,  and  sometimes 
they  take  Bank  notes  over  to  Holland. 

Whether  the  corn  is  brought  in  small  or  in  large  vessels,  is  it  paid  for  exactly  in 
the  same  way? — If  it  is  in  large  vessels,  it  is  in  general  drawn  for,  because  the 
people  that  send  it  in  large  vessels  are  obliged  to  wait  fourteen  days  till  that  corn 
is  shipped,  and  they  may  not  be  sufficiently  rich  to  be  able  to  wait  till  the  remit- 
tances are  sent  in  bills  ;  the  party  who  ships  the  corn  sends  the  bills  to  bankers  in 
Holland,  to  be  sold  at  their  exchange  ;  the  bills  are  drawn  upon  the  corn  merchant 
to  whom  he  consigns  the  corn. 

Are  not  you  aware,  that  after  the  system  of  free  trade  was  introduced  into  this 
country  there  were  a  great  many  goods  sent  to^England,  and  that  the  money  was 
drawn  out  of  England  in  advance  upon  them.  If  at  that  time  there  had  been 
a  corn  bill  that  admitted  of  the  importation  of  corn,  and  there  had  been  remittances 
to  be  made  upon  that  account  also,  would  it  not  have  been  a  very  disadvantageous 
thing  to  this  country? — It  depends  upon  circumstances.  If  you  import  corn  from 
the  Continent  they  will  no  doubt  take  manufactured  goods  and  other  articles  from 
you  in  return ;  I  do  not  say  that  they  will  take  so  much  as  you  import. 

In  point  of  fact,  when  in  the  year  1826  this  state  of  things  occurred,  would  it 
not  have  been  a  very  calamitous  thing  if  this  country  had  been  liable  to  make 
remittances  upon  account  of  foreign  corn  also,  to  the  amount  of  two  millions?  — 
There  is  no  doubt  of  it ;  but  we  hope  that  we  shall  not  see  such  times  again ;  but 
that  was  not  from  the  importation, — that  was  from  changing  the  currency  of  the 
country  ;  that  was  a  particular  crisis,  when  the  Government  prohibited  country 
bankers  from  issuing  Bank  notes,  and  changed  the  value  of  every  thing.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  the  export  of  two  millions  of  gold,  under  such  circumstances,  would 
produce  a  great  effect. 

You  are  of  opinion  then,  that  the  purchase  on  the  part  of  this  country  of  foreign 
corn  to  the  amount  of  two  millions  in  the  course  of  a  year  will  produce  no  more 
effect  upon  the  general  exchange  of  the  country  than  the  purchase  of  any  other 
commodity  to  the  same  amount? — Certainly  not. 

You  were  understood  to  say,  that  hitherto  very  few  individuals  of  any  consider- 
able capital  have  been  employed  in  the  corn  trade? — There  are  some  very  rich 
people  in  it ;  but,  as  I  said  before,  there  is  different  capital  in  different  trades.  In 
the  corn  trade,  if  any  person  has  a  hundred  and  fifty  or  two  hundred  thousand 
pounds,  it  is  a  very  great  capital  in  that  trade ;  in  other  trades  a  person  may  have 
half  a  million. 

Do  not  you  imagine  that  the  two  millions  that  are  imported  in  corn  may  be  paid 
for  by  gold  in  this  country,  and  then  be  carried  into  another  country,  and  there 
invested  in  shipments  for  the  countries  from  whence  the  corn  came? — Something 
like  that  might  take  place. 

For  instance,  a  vessel  might  come  from  Dantzic  with  a  load  of  wheat ;  that  load 
of  wheat  is  brought  to  Hull ;  that  is  paid  for  at  Hull  in  sovereigns,  and  the  shipper 
of  that  wheat  goes  with  those  sovereigns  to  Bourdeuux,  and  takes  in  a  cargo  of 
claret,  and  carries  that  back  to  Dantzic;  do  you  apprehend  that  such  a  proceeding 
would  be  advantageous  or  disadvantageous  to  this  country  ? — I  do  not  think  it 
could  be  done  in  that  way.  The  man  that  sends  the  ship  from  Dantzic  is  obliged 
to  purchase  the  corn  from  the  growers,  or  from  those  who  purchase  from  the 
growers,  and  most  of  those  merchants  are  obliged  to  pay  money  for  it.  If  any 
person  deals  in  corn,  he  does  not  deal  in  two  or  three  cargoes  of  different  sorts  ;  he 
makes  it  his  business ;  and  if  he  makes  it  his  business,  he  cannot  say,  I  will  send  a 

ship 
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ship  to  Hull,  and  from  Hull  it  shall  take  sovereigns  to  another  part  of  the  world  to  if.  M.  Rothschild, 


get  another  cargo  ;  he  makes  the  trade  in  corn  his  sole  business  ;  he  has  nothing  to 
do  with  wine  and  other  things. 

Does  not  the  general  merchant  embark  in  such  a  speculation  ? — Very  few. 

If  the  merchant  importer  of  corn  were  to  act  in  the  manner  supposed  in  the 
previous  question,  would  it  produce  any  mischief  to  this  country? — I  do  not  think 
it  would ;  when  the  man  receives  the  money  for  the  corn  he  may  do  what  he  likes 
with  it. 

Are  you  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  corn  market  of  this  country  to  know 
what  effect  a  small  increase  of  demand  will  produce  upon  the  market  price  of  the 
articles  of  corn  sold? — I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  do  not  know  any  thing  about  the 
corn  market. 

Supposing  two  millions  of  gold  to  be  exported  for  the  purchase  of  corn  in  the 
course  of  a  year,  which  two  millions  of  gold  would  not  be  exported  if  that  foreign 
corn  trade  did  not  exist ;  and  two  millions  of  gold  to  be  purchased  by  a  forced  export 
of  British  manufactures  in  the  course  of  that  year,  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing 
the  currency  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  originally;  would  not  such  export  produce, 
to  a  certain  degree,  a  glut  in  the  foreign  market,  and  lower  the  price  of  the  British 
manufactures? — Certainly  it  must  produce  a  glut  if  you  force  goods  into  any 
market. 

In  what  manner  can  you  ultimately  obtain  gold  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing 
the  currency,  except  by  the  export  of  British  manufactures  ? — Gold  will  always 
come  and  go  according  as  the  balance  of  payments  is  for  or  against  you.  If  your 
export  is  not  so  much  as  your  import,  you  are  obliged  to  send  the  balance  in 
gold  ;  and  if  it  is  on  the  other  side,  you  get  gold. 

Is  there  not  another  means  by  which  you  may  get  gold,  which  is  the  constant 
exportation  of  silver  from  this  country? — Certainly,  if  you  get  a  great  deal  of  silver 
from  South  America  and  other  places,  as  the  currency  on  the  continent  is  silver, 
you  put  that  against  the  gold,  which  is  a  kind  of  matter  of  barter. 

If  you  want  two  millions  of  gold,  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  it  export  two 
millions  of  manufactures,  which  you  would  not  export  if  you  did  not  want  that 
gold,  would  not  the  value  of  those  manufactures  so  exported  in  addition  to  the 
manufactures  before  exported,  fall  in  consequence  of  that  forced  export? — Cer- 
tainly, any  article  that  you  force  in  any  way  into  any  country  will  fall.  If  I  send 
two  millions  sterling  of  gold  to  the  continent  the  gold  will  fall.

Mr.  JOHN  BRUHN  SUWERKROP  is  called  in;  and  Examined 

as  follows : 

YOU  are  a  Dane  by  birth,  are  you  not  ? — I  am. 

Have  you  any  means  of  stating  the  extent  of  the  corn  trade  from  the  Danish 
ports  ? — Not  from  the  Danish  ports  at  all ;  I  never  was  in  Copenhagen  or  there- 
about ;  I  know  more  about  Holstein ;  I  was  born  there,  and  I  have  been  there 
since. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  state  of  agriculture  in  Holstein  ? — I  am  in  some 
parts. 

Have  you  any  means  of  stating  the  quantity  of  wheat  that  that  part  of  the 
continent  could  export  ? — No,  I  have  no  idea  of  the  quantity ;  I  know  that  it 
must  have  been  very  much  diminished  of  late  years,  because,  since  the  laws  of  this 
country  have  operated  so  much  against  the  importation  of  foreign  corn,  they  have 
turned  their  corn  land  into  meadows  a  great  deal. 

And  that  has  had  the  effect  of  diminishing  the  growth  of  corn  ? — It  has. 

If  there  was  an  alteration  in  the  policy  of  those  laws,  do  you  conceive  that  those 

pastures  would  be  again  broken  up  ? — I  think  there  is  no  doubt  about  it.     If  the 

Custom-house  returns  are  referred  to,  it  will  appear  that  about  ten  years  ago  there 

hardly  came  a  single  cask  of  butter  from  that  part  to  England  ;  and  in  the  year

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before  last  I  suppose  there  could  not  come  much  less  than  fifty  or  sixty  thousand 
casks;  last  year,  on  account  of  it  being  such  a  dry  season,  there  did  not  so  much 

come.

Is  the  country  very  rich  in  its  nature? — Very  good  indeed,  tlic  greatest  part 
of  it. 

Arc  you  able  to  state  the  freight  and  expenses  of  wheat  from  the  ports  of 
Holstein  ? — It  varies  very  much,  according  to  the  season. 

What  is  the  lowest  and  the  highest  freight  ? — It  is  from  i  *.  6d.  per  quarter, 
and  2s.,  up  to  5$.  or  6s. 

What  is  the  expense  of  insurance  ? — It  depends,  of  course,  very  much  upon  the 
season ;  in  summer  it  is  done,  free  from  average,  at  half  per  cent,  or  one  per  cent. ; 
and  in  the  winter  season  perhaps  it  is  not  less  than  three,  or  four,  or  five. 

What  is  the  price  of  wheat  at  present  in  Holstein? — I  suppose  it  might  be 
about  22 s.  or  235.;  about  two  or  three  years  ago  it  was  as  low  as  thirteen  or 
fourteen  shillings. 

Of  what  quality  is  that  wheat,  as  compared  with  either  the  best  Essex  wheat,  or 
the  best  Dantzic  wheat  ? — I  suppose  the  best  Holstein  wheat  would  at  least  be  less 
in  value  than  the  best  DanUic  by  20, <r.  a  quarter. 

Can  you  state  the  common  weight  of  a  quarter  of  Holstein  wheat? — About 
57  or  58  Ib.  per  bushel,  when  fine  Dantzic  weighs  about  63;  and  in  grinding  it 
has  much  more  bran,  and  the  flour  not  near  so  good  as  Dantzic. 

Can  you  state  what  proportion  the  Holstein  wheat  would  bear  to  the  average 
wheat  in  England,  in  point  of  quality  and  price  ?  —I  suppose  it  would  be  ten  or 
twelve  shillings  lower. 

Is  it  much  imported  into  this  country? — When  the  duty  is  low  it  is  ;  I  recollect 
the  time  when  there  was  no  duty  at  all,  then  of  course  it  was  imported. 

What  is  the  greatest  quantity  you  ever  recollect  to  have  been  imported  in  a 
year? — I  cannot  speak  to  that;  that  would  be  easily  ascertained  at  the  Custom- 
house. 

How  have  you  paid  for  the  corn  that  has  been  consigned  to  you  ;  have  you  paid 
for  it  in  manufactures,  or  in  bills? — I  have  almost  invariably  been  drawn  upon 
for  it ;  1  never  shipped  manufactured  goods  against  the  corn. 

If  more  corn  was  imported  from  Holstein  to  this  country,  do  you  imagine 
that  a  greater  quantity  of  manufactures  would  be  exported  from  this  country  to 
Holstein  ? — I  think  there  is  no  doubt  about  that. 

Manufactures,  or  colonial  produce  ? — The  colonial  produce  the  Danish  govern- 
ment import  themselves  since  they  got  Saint  Thomas  and  Saint  Croix,  and  trade 
to  Java  and  China  directly. 

Have  you  been  concerned  in  the  corn  trade  from  Holland  ? — Not  much  from 
Holland;  I  have  had  a  little;  but  a  good  deal  more  from  East  Friesland. 

Can  you  state  whether  the  trade  is  carried  on  in  large  or  small  vessels  ? — 
Generally  in  small  vessels,  of  about  from  four  hundred  to  six  or  seven  hundred 
quarters,  very  seldom  a  thousand. 

Is  the  chief  importation  from  Holland  to  the  port  of  London,  or  to  the  ports  in 
the  country? — Principally  to  London;  but  there  is  a  good  deal  going  to  Hull, 
and  some  to  Liverpool. 

I  low  is  it  from  Holstein? — It  is  much  the  same;  by  far  the  principal  partis  to 
London,  but  there  is  some  likewise  to  Hull  and  Newcastle. 

Are  you  able  to  state  the  freight  from  Holland  to  London  ? — It  is  very  much 
the  same  as  from  Holstein. 

Arc  the  charges  of  freight  less  in  the  small  vessels  than  in  the  large  ones  ? — 
If  a  large  vessel  is  perchance  there,  it  will  take  a  lower  freight  than  a  smaller  one ; 
but  they  have  but  very  few  of  the  burthen  of  200  tons  of  their  own  vessels ; 
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sometimes  they  have  English  vessels  that  bring  coals  there ;  they  in  general  do  it 
cheaper  than  the  smaller  vessels,  on  account  of  carrying  more. 

Do  the  small  vessels  take  any  cargo  back  again,  generally  speaking,  or  not  ? —  24  March  1827 
Hardly  any.  I  think  that  last  summer  there  were  not  more  than  two  vessels  load- 
ing colonial  produce  back  to  East  Friesland,  and  none  of  them  took  much. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  earthenware,  and  coals,  and  tin  plates,  going  from  Hull 
to  East  Friesland,  but  not  much  coffee  and  sugar;  they  take  those  articles  in 
general  from  Bremen,  and  Hamburgh,  and  Amsterdam. 

Are  you  able  to  state  the  rates  of  freight  to  Liverpool? — They  are  in  general 
pretty  nearly  double  what  they  are  to  London,  on  account  of  the  distance  being 
so  much  greater. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  dock-charges  at  Liverpool  ?—  I  am  not. 
What  are  the  freights  to  Hull  ? — They  are  much  the  same  as  to  London. 
Are  you  acquainted  with  the  expenses  at  Hull? — No,  I  am  not. 
You  are  acquainted  with  the  existing  Corn  Laws,  are  you  not? — Yes. 
Are  you  acquainted  with  the  proposed  Corn  Laws  ? — In  some  measure. 

Do  you  think  them  likely  to  produce  a  much  larger  importation  of  corn  into 
this  country  ? — Even  under  those  heavy  duties  that  are  proposed,  we  shall  yet  have 
importation  of  corn  to  a  somewhat  considerable  extent. 

Will  it  in  your  opinion  be  larger  than  it  has  hitherto  been  ? — I  do  not  think  it 
will ;  we  have  lately  had  very  large  quantities. 

Will  it  in  your  opinion  affect  the  importation  in  point  of  amount  ?— I  cannot 
tell ;  that  would  depend  entirely  upon  our  prices  here. 

At  what  price  could  you  afford  to  sell  wheat  imported  from  Holstein  into 
London,  with  a  moderate  profit? — I  should  suppose  that  the  Holstein  people 
could  very  well  afford  to  send  their  corn  here,  if  they  could  get  from  255.  to  30*. 
clear  money  home. 

Do  you  mean  that  the  farmer  in  Holstein  is  to  get  25$.  or  30$.  a  quarter? — 
I  mean  that  the  farmer  would  be  very  well  content  if  he  got,  for  his  rent  and 
taxes,  which  he  had  to  pay,  from  25*.  to  305.  a  quarter;  what  I,  as  a  merchant, 
get,  depends  upon  at  what  price  I  buy,  and  what  market  I  find  when  the  corn 
arrives. 

As  in  your  opinion  the  Dantzic  white  wheat  is  20  5.  better  than  the  Holstein 
wheat,  it  would  follow  that  the  farmer  at  Holstein  could  not  get  25$.  to  305. 
for  his  wheat,  unless  the  Dantzic  wheat  was  selling  at  from  455.  to  505.  here?- — 

That  would  be  about  the  proportion,  certainly. 

Did  you  ever  know  from  255.  to  305.  obtained  here  for  Holstein  wheat? — Yes, 
I  have  got  more  for  it. 

In  what  year  ? — A  good  many  years  ago,  when  I  came  here,  which  was  in  1795, 
there  was  even  a  premium  of  los.  given. 

Within  the  last  ten  years  have  you  known  that  price  to  be  obtained  ? — Within 
the  last  ten  years  I  have  hardly  had  any  from  Holstein. 

Do  you  think  that  the  proposed  system  of  taking  the  averages  is  more  liable  to 
fraud  than  the  existing  system  ? — 1  do  not  see  exactly  how  any  fraud  could  be 
practised.  We,  as  merchants,  of  course  would  lay  our  corn  in  granary,  and  wait 
the  market  till  it  rose ;  it  would  puzzle  us  a  good  deal ;  we  should  never  know 
when  to  enter  our  goods ;  we  certainly  would  avoid  the  high  duty  as  much  as  we 
possibly  could. 

The  witness  i»  directed  to  withdraw.

Sir  CLAUDE  SCOTT,  Bart,  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows: 

Sir  C.  Sco«,  HAVE  you  not  for  a  great  length  of  time  been  conversant  with  the  foreign  corn 

Bart,  trade  carried  on  between  this  country  and  the  north  of  Europe  r—  I  have  had  very 

y          vx  --  '  extensive  transactions  in  the  commere  of  foreign  corn  between  all  the  northern 

37  March  1877.     ports  and  the  ports  of  this  country  ;  but  for  nearly  the   last  twenty  years  I  have 

wholly  discontinued  it,  and  have  not  had  since  that  period  any  thing  to  do  what- 

ever with  corn,  or  with  any  kind  of  commerce  ;  but  I  am  not  without  the  means, 

through  other  channels,  of  knowing  what  passes. 

Does  your  experience  enable  you  to  say  at  what  price  wheat  may  be  imported 
from  foreign  ports,  if  the  ports  of  this  country  are  always  open  ?  —  That  must 
depend  upon  the  demand  in  other  countries;  if  there  is  no  demand  in  other  coun- 
tries, which  I  understand  is  now  the  case,  then  all  the  surplus  corn  in  all  those 
ports  would  find  its  way  here,  in  spite  of  any  impediment  that  could  be  thrown  in 
its  way,  but  at  what  price  I  cannot  tell.  I  have  here  the  invoice  of  a  cargo  that 
was  bought  last  year  in  Swedish  Pomerania,  with  a  statement  of  the  costs  landed 
here,  where  it  now  exists  ;  a  much  greater  quantity  was  bought  at  the  same  time, 
also  now  existing  in  the  granaries  here,  upon  the  chance  of  being  admitted  for  home 
use.  The  same  paper  also  contains  the  prices  at  the  different  ports  of  export  up 
to  the  latest  period.  At  that  time  the  prices  had  advanced  at  that  port  from 
which  the  cargo  I  have  mentioned  came,  10*.  or  12*.  a  quarter,  not  arising  from 
any  demand,  but  from  the  wheat  being  purchased  by  those  who  contemplated  the 
possibility  of  its  being  admissible  into  this  country.  That  is  all  the  information 
that  I  am  able  to  give  as  to  the  prices  abroad. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  paper,  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows  :

—  It  is  a 
quality  I  am  much  acquainted  with,  and  it  is  such  that  any  miller  in  Great  Britain 
would  very  gladly  buy.

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What  effect  would  large  supplies  of  grain  from  foreign  ports  have  upon  the  mar-       *i>  C.  Scott, 
kets  of   this  country? — If  the  farmers  of  this   country  are  able  to  supply  the  Sart- 

demand,  any  extra  supply  would  have  an  important  effect  in  depressing  the  price  ;  ~  ,"" 

and  the  quantity  that  came  in  would  have  an  effect  far  beyond  the  relative  quan-     2?  -Vlarch  l8*7- 
tity,  as  compared  with  the  usual  consumption ;  but  to  what  extent  that  might  be 
it  is  impossible  to  state. 

Have  you  seen  the  proposed  plan,  and  the  scale  of  duties  on  imported  corn,  as 
voted  in  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  ? — I  have. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  such  duties,  if  adopted,  would  prevent  excessive  import- 
ation?— I  think  not,  for  the  reasons  I  have  given,  I  believe,  in  answer  to  the 
second  question  that  was  put  to  me. 

Have  you  considered  the  probable  effect  of  the  plan  of  regulating  the  duties  on 
importation  by  averages  taken  weekly? — I  think  there  would  be  less  difficulty  in 
affecting  the  average  price  of  one  week  than  of  six  weeks,  because,  as  the  average 
prices  of  six  weeks  are  struck  from  the  accumulated  quantities  and  prices  in  all  the 
maritime  counties,  it  appears  to  me  that  it  would  be  far  more  difficult  to  affect  the 
average  of  six  of  those  accumulations  than  of  only  one  week. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  plan,  and  the  scale  of  duties  proposed  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  House  of  Commons,  are  you  of  opinion  that  the  cost  of  foreign  corn, 
together  with  the  duties,  will  afford  protection  to  the  corn  growers  of  this  country? 
— If  there  was  no  demand  in  the  countries  where  that  corn  exists,  which  I  under- 
stand to  be  the  case  at  present,  it  appears  to  me  that  the  holders  of  that  corn 
would  be  very  glad  to  avail  themselses  of  an  opportunity  of  sending  it  anywhere 
where  there  was  a  chance  of  sale,  rather  than  retain  it,  subject  to  increasing  ex- 
penses to  keep  it  in  order  for  use ;  and  therefore  1  conclude  that  the  whole  would 
be  sent  here,  if  admissible,  for  the  chance  of  its  being  admitted  for  sale. 

Do  you  conclude  from  thence  that  the  scale  of  duty  will  not  protect  the  grower 
in  the  home  market  against  the  importation  of  corn,  when  the  grower  abroad  may 
furnish  it  at  a  low  rate? — I  think  there  is  a  point  at  which  the  descending  scale 
would  act  as  a  positive  prohibition  ;  at  what  point  that  would  be  I  cannot  say ; 
but  I  am  clearly  of  opinion,  that  no  measure,  short  of  fixing  a  price  below  which 
foreign  corn  shall  not  come  into  the  country  for  home  use,  can  be  an  effectual  pro- 
tection ;  I  therefore  presume  to  suggest,  that  if,  when  the  average  price  of  any 
successive  six  weeks  shall  be  above  the  price  that  is  understood  to  be  a  protecting 
price,  foreign  wheat  may  be  permitted  to  be  imported  for  home  use,  paying  a  cer- 
tain duty,  and  that  duty  to  fall  "2s.  as  the  price  rises  is.,  conformable  to  the 
ascending  portion  of  the  scale  ;  by  which  means  the  descending  portion  of  the  scale 
will  be  wholly  useless,  and  that  is  a  part  of  the  system  which  I  think  is  pregnant, 
with  mischief  to  the  country,  as  well  as  to  the  corn  merchants. 

Do  you  not  think  that  when  foreign  wheat  is  sent  here,  subject  to  the  highest  pro- 
tecting duty,  it  will  discourage  the  growth  in  foreign  countries  until  prices  rise  here 
to  a  rate  that  will  satisfy  the  foreign  grower? — I  think  not,  because  I  understand 
that  in  Poland  and  some  other  parts  the  land  is  cultivated  by  the  proprietors  to  a 
very  great  extent,  and  as  they  have  no  other  means  of  revenue,  they  must  sell  that 
produce  at  whatever  price  it  will  obtain,  whether  low  or  high,  in  like  manner  as 
I  have  elsewhere  said  with  respect  to  the  cherry  orchards  in  Kent,  and  the  apple 
orchards  in  cider  counties  ;  whether  cherries  sell  for  id.  or  for  6d.  a  pound  the 
orchards  are  not  destroyed,  any  more  than  the  apple  orchards  are  destroyed,  whether 
cider  sells  for  i/.  or  5/.  a  hogshead;  it  is  their  only  source  of  income,  and  being 
likewise  so  in  Poland,  &c.  the  land  will  continue  to  be  cultivated  to  a  certain  extent. 

You  have  stated  that  the  prices  rose  considerably  since  the  purchase  you  have 
mentioned  was  made  in  Swedish  Pomerania  ;  did  not  that  rise  of  prices  take  place 
in  part  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency,  of  the  last  harvest,  with  respect  to  wheat 
as  well  as  other  grain  ? — No ;  I  conceive  the  rise  of  prices  has  been  principally 
occasioned  by  the  corn  changing  hands,  and  coming  ito  the  possession  of  those  who 
speculated  upon  the  probability  of  it  coming  here,  and  such  corn  still  exists  for  the 
purpose  of  being  sent  here. 

Did  it  not  also  rise  in  consequence  of  the  deficiency  of  the  harvest  generally 
throughout  Europe  ? — That  probably  might  have  some  effect,  and  most  likely  it 
had,  but  to  what  extent  it  is  impossible  to  say ;  I  think  the  principal  cause  was 
what  I  have  stated. 
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Do  you  suppose  that  any  farmers  or  cultivators  of  this  country  will  long  con- 
tinue to  cultivate  the  land  at  a  positive  luss  r — Not  as  a  farmer,  because  he  would 
be  subject  to  pay  rent,  which  lie  could  not  do  if  the  produce  of  his  farm  did  not 
>Ureb  18*7.  enat't  him  to  pay  it ;  but  it  the  landlord  is  obliged  to  cultivate  the  land  himself, 
and  has  no  other  source  of  revenue,  he  would  continue  to  cultivate  it  at  whatever 
price  the  produce  might  fetch. 

Are  you  to  be  understood  that  the  landlord  would  cultivate  the  land  solely  for 
consumption,  or  also  for  sale  ? — For  both  purposes. 

Is  it  not  possible  that  the  price  might  be  below  the  expenses  of  cultivation, 
added  to  the  various  outgoings  of  taxes  and  rates? — It  might  be  in  this  country, 
but  not  so,  I  presume,  on  the  Continent. 

The  Committee  conclude  therefore  from  your  last  answer,  that  in  your  opinion 
the  cultivation  of  the  Continent  would  not  decline,  while  that  of  this  country 
might  ? — Yes,  because  they  are  under  different  circumstances ;  and  in  proportion 
as  the  cultivation  declined  in  this  country  it  would  afford  still  further  encourage- 
ment to  the  cultivation  abroad. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  purchases  having  been  made  upon  the  Continent  of  grain, 
in  which  it  was  stipulated  as  a  condition  that  the  payment  should  be  made  in 
specie  ? — I  understand  that  it  is  an  implied  condition  that  the  cost,  or  the  produce, 
if  consigned  for  sale,  shall  be  paid  for  by  accepting  bills  of  exchange,  or  by  remit- 
ting such.  1,  who  have  had  such  very  extensive  transactions  to  an  immense 
amount,  never  in  any  instance  made  any  other  stipulation  than  that  it  should  be 
paid  for  in  that  way. 

And  not  with  manufactured  goods  ? — I  never  knew  an  instance  in  my  whole 
experience  in  which  I  was  required  to  send  any  species  of  manufacture .  in  return 
for  the  cost  or  produce. 

About  twenty  years  ago  the  prices  of  corn,  both  here  and  on  the  Continent, 
were  very  high ;  in  your  transactions  with  the  Continent  at  that  period,  did  you, 
find  that  the  prices  rose  on  the  Continent  in  consequence  of  events  occurring 
there,  or  in  consequence  of  the  increased  expenses  of  cultivation  on  the  Continent, 
or  in  consequence  of  the  prices  here  ? — 1  think  that  at  all  times  the  prices  on  the 
Continent  are  chiefly  governed  by  the  prices  here  and  in  other  countries  ;  as  from 
circumstances  prices  were  very  high  in  this  country  at  the  time  alluded  to,  those 
prices  influenced  the  prices  abroad  ;  the  merchants  therefore  purchased  at  prices  in 
proportion  to  the  probability  of  what  they  would  be  here. 

Are  the  Committee  to  conclude  from  that  fact  that  the  increased  price  paid 
abroad  was  an  increased  profit  to  the  agriculturists  who  raised  the  produce  abroad, 
or  to  the  foreign  merchants  who  sold  the  produce  to  you  ? — I  should  presume  that 
the  principal  profit  would  be  derived  by  the  grower,  because  the  merchant  would 
govern  himself  by  the  probable  price  that  he  would  gain  here,  although  he  might 
be  deceived,  and  sustain  a  loss  ;  therefore  the  cultivator  abroad  was  the  chief  gainer 
by  the  high  price. 

You  have  said  that  you  always  made  your  bargains  for  corn  imported  that  it 
should  be  paid  for  in  specie  ? — I  did  not  mean  to  say  that  I  made  that  bargain  ;  it 
was  the  understood  course  of  trade  that  it  should  be  paid  for  in  the  manner  I  have 
already  stated. 

Are  not  all  other  articles  of  merchandize  imported  in  the  same  manner? — I 
should  presume  they  are ;  but  in  many  cases  the  general  merchant,  receiving 
cargoes  of  general  assortments,  would  probably  receive  orders  to  return  a  portion 
of  the  produce  of  those  articles  in  manufactured  articles,  or  in  some  other  way ; 
but  in  the  corn  trade  that  has  never  been  the  practice. 

Supposing  the  importer,  as  in  the  case  of  a  com  merchant,  deals  only  in  one 
article,  as  in  that  case  he  could  not  receive  orders  for  other  articles,  would  it  not 
naturally  be  the  custom  for  him  to  pay  for  that  article  either  in  specie  or  in  bills  of 
exchange  ? — I  know  not  what  may  be  the  practice  with  respect  to  any  otlier  article 
but  that  of  corn. 

Supposing  a  great  quantity  of  corn,  or  of  any  other  article,  to  be  imported,  and 
paid  for  in  specie,  without  a  return  of  manufactured  goods,  would  not  an  imme- 
diate effect  be  produced  upon  the  exchanges  ? — I  should  presume  it  would  very 

much 
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much  affect  the  exchanges ;  but  there  are  persons  in  that  line  who  are  more  able       sir  C.  Stott, 
to  give  satisfactory  answers  to  such  a  question  than  it  is  in  my  power  to  give.  Bart. 

Does  not  every  alteration  in  the  exchanges  operate  as  an  increased  duty  upon         iVfarch    8 
importation  ? — I  should  think  so. 

Would  such  an  alteration  take  place  in  the  exchange  unless  the  same  circum- 
stance took  place  with  regard  to  all  other  mercantile  transactions? — I  should  sup- 
pose that  there  would  be  an  uniform  effect. 

Supposing  the  practice  to  be  invariably  as  you  have  stated,  that  payments  for 
corn  are  always  made  either  in  specie  or  in  bills,  but  that  in  some  other  cases  pay- 
ment for  articles  purchased  on  the  continent  may  be  made  in  manufactured  goods, 
might  not  the  greater  proportion  of  the  articles  so  purchased  and  paid  for  in 
manufactured  goods  leave  upon  the  whole  a  favourable  balance  of  trade  to 
this  country  ? — Doubtless. 

Would  not  the  fall  of  the  exchange  produce  a  favourable  effect  upon  the  export 
of  our  manufactures,  by  enabling  them  to  be  sold  cheaper  abroad  ? — I  am  not  so 
competent  to  answer  questions  upon  that  subject  as  some  other  persons  might. 

From  your  great  experience  in  the  corn  trade  are  you  able  to  inform  the  Com- 
mittee whether  it  be  possible  to  admit  foreign  corn  by  instalments ;  could  it  be 
admitted  in  limited  quantities  into  this  country? — That  would  be  impossible. 
Your  Lordships  will  understand  that  the  commerce  in  corn  is  a  prospective  opera- 
tion :  persons  intending  to  purchase  abroad  must  take  previous  steps ;  they  must 
give  orders,  they  must  charter  ships,  and  the  same  motives  that  would  induce  one 
merchant  to  do  it  would  influence  many  ;  there  is  no  knowing  to  what  extent 
those  orders  may  be  gone  out,  nor  would  there  be  any  possible  limit  to  the  quantity 
that  would  be  brought  in,  for  the  ports  of  export  are  so  very  extensive  and  so 
numerous  that  the  merchants  residing  at  one  port  know  nothing  of  what  is  doing  at 
another ;  they  are  all  stimulated  by  the  same  motive  of  getting  profit,  and  there 
would  be  such  an  accumulation  of  supply  beyond  the  demand  that  the  importa- 
tion here  might  produce  such  gluts  as  to  depress  the  prices  in  our  markets  to  an 
extent  that  would  be  very  injurious  to  our  own  farmers. 

Under  the  bonding  system,  do  you  conceive  it  to  be  possible  to  limit  the 
quantities  delivered  from  the  warehouses  ? — If  the  plan  should  be  adopted  of 
preventing  any  foreign  wheat  coming  here  below  a  certain  limit,  and  permitting 
all  corn  that  would  arrive  to  be  put  under  lock,  I  presume  that  that  corn  would 
of  itself  come  gradually  into  the  market  as  the  duties  would  diminish. 

Do  you  conceive  that  by  any  legislative  act  it  would  be  possible  to  admit,  say 
monthly,  a  certain  quantity  of  foreign  corn  warehoused,  in  fairness  to  the  mer- 
chants concerned  in  that  trade  ? — 1  should  think  not ;  it  would  be  far  better 
effected  by  permitting  the  importers  to  judge  for  themselves  at  what  period  it 
would  be  brought  out  of  warehouse.  One  person  might  be  induced  to  pay  los. 
a  quarte  duty ;  another  might  wait,  thinking  that  the  duties  would  decrease  ;  I 
therefore  think,  that  as  the  quantity  entered  from  warehouse  would  be  limited  to 
one  week,  subject  to  the  duty  of  that  week,  the  quantity  would  come  in  gradually. 

Supposing  an  Act  of  Parliament  were  made  to  permit  corn  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  warehouse  by  instalments,  could  that  be  done  with  fairness  to  the  merchants? — 
Yes,  so  far  as  by  giving  a  preference  to  the  first  arrivals  it  might  be  done  fairly  to 
the  merchants,  however  difficult  it  might  be  to  ascertain  the  priority  of  arrival  at 
the  different  ports ;  but  most  assuredly  it  could  be  done  with  fairness  to  the 
merchants. 

How  could  the  total  of  such  instalments  be  duly  apportioned  between  the  dif- 
ferent ports  ? — It  might  be  done,  but  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  in  practice. 

By  what  rule  of  apportionment  could  any  such  distribution  be  made  with  fair- 
ness to  each  port? — There  would  be  the  difficulty  ;  it  would  be  extremely  difficult 
to  make  any  arrangement  of  that  sort,  and  I  should  think  wholly  useless. 

Would  such  apportionment  be  most  fairly  made  with  reference  to  the  quantity 
at  each  port,  or  by  what  other  rule? — If  the  law  were  established  it  certainly  would 
appear  to  me  to  be  more  fair  to  apportion  the  quantity  to  be  released  according  to 
the  quantity  at  each  port. 

K  Must 
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Sir  C.  Sc*t,  Must  not  in  such  case  the  quantity  at  each  port  be  taken  monthly  ? — I  under- 

B*rt. stand  that  at  the  port  of  London  the  Commissioners  there  have  constant  informa- 

"  tion  of  the  quantity  at  every  port,  and  therefore  it  would  rest  \vith  them  to  give 
17  March  18*7.    orders  to  apportion  what  quantity  should  be  released  at  each. 

Would  it  not  be  perfectly  easy  to  establish  a  general  register  of  the  arrivals  at 
each  port,  which  should  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Cus- 
toms ? — I  understand  that  is  the  present  practice. 

Would  it  be  possible  to  do  it  in  this  manner : — To  enact  that  a  weekly 
return  of  the  quantity  of  corn  in  warehouse  should  be  made  from  all  the  outports 
to  London,  and  that  the  total  quantity  of  corn  in  warehouse  should  be  published 
in  the  Gazette  every  week,  at  the  same  time  that  the  duty  on  import,  and  the 
average  price,  were  published  ;  and  that  it  should  be  in  the  same  Ga/.ette  declared 
that  each  proprietor  of  corn  in  warehouse  should,  under  the  law  passed  for  that 
purpose,  be  allowed,  during  the  ensuing  week,  to  take  out  a  certain  portion  of  the 
corn  he  might  possess? — Yes,  I  think  a  plan  of  that  kind  would  be  easily  practi- 
cable ;  but  I  cannot  help  submitting  to  you  Lordships  consideration  that,  notwith- 
standing all  those  regulations  a  far  better  mode  would  be  to  permit  the  corn  in 
warehouse  to  be  brought  out  at  the  option  of  the  proprieter,  paying  the  duty  then 
payable  upon  corn  imported  immediately  from  abroad.  It  might  suit  the  conve- 
nience of  one  merchant  to  pay  10*.  a  quarter  duty  ;  another  would  wait  for  the 
chance  of  the  price  rising,  when  he  would  only  have  less  to  pay  ;  and  the  purpose 
for  the  consumption  of  the  country  would  be  equally  answered,  because  the  quantity 
brought  in  would  be  in  proportion  to  the  demand  of  the  country,  as  indicated 
by  the  price. 

Do  you  consider,  that  under  the  proposed  system  of  graduated  duty  and  weekly 
averages  it  would  be  possible  for  any  persons  dealing  in  corn  so  to  combine  as  to 
raise  the  price  considerably  in  any  one  week  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  the  avera- 
arge? — I  think  it  would  be  almost  impossible;  for  it  must  be  understood  that  the 
7  or  800,000  quarters  of  wheat  now  under  lock  probably  are  owned  by  two  or 
three  hundred  different  proprietors,  dispersed  about  the  country,  not  known  to  one 
another,  having  no  possible  communication,  and  therefore  a  combination  of  that 
kind  is  in  practice  totally  impossible ;  besides,  I  presume  there  is  no  adequate 
motive  for  it,  for  if  a  few  interested  persons  were  to  join  with  intent  to  influence 
the  weekly  average,  it  would  only  make  a  difference  in  the  duty  of  2s.  &  quarter, 
and  that  profit  would  be  lost  by  the  probable  decline  of  price  that  the  introduction 
of  the  corn  into  the  market  would  occasion ;  so  that  I  see  no  benefit  that  would 
arise  from  any  such  attempt. 

The  question  supposes  a  combination  for  the  purpose  of  raising  the  average  price 
in  a  particular  week  considerably,  under  a  graduated  duty,  which  would  diminish 
in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  price,  and  then  bringing  out  for  home  consump- 
tion a  large  quantity  of  corn,  but  not  offering  it  for  &ale,  but  holding  it,  after  pay- 
ing the  low  duly,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  when  the  prices  resumed  their  former 
level? — I  conceive  it  wholly  impossible  irom  the  number  of  proprietors  of  corn 
that  any  thing  like  a  combination  could  be  effected  for  any  interested  purpose. 

Although  there  would  be  that  difficulty  from  the  number  of  hands  in  which  the 
corn  in  bond  was  vested,  might  not  any  capitalist  coming  into  the  market  buy  it  all 
up  in  order  to  produce  that  effect? — There  is  not  a  man  in  the  city  of  London 
who  could  command  capital  enough  to  effect  such  a  purchase. 

Might  not  any  person  with  a  large  capital,  choosing  that  trade  in  which  to  spe- 
culate, and  applying  his  capital  in  that  mode,  take  the  whole  into  his  own  hands, 
and  act  upon  it  accordingly,  and  effect  the  weekly  average  ? — I  cannot  contem- 
plate upon  the  possibility  that  such  a  case  could  happen;  people  in  one  line  do 
not  employ  their  capital  to  the  extent  supposed  in  another  line. 

Might  not  those  who  have  large  capitals,  which  are  applied  to  all  sorts  of  specu- 
lations, enter  with  advantage  into  that  speculation,  and  apply  in  that  way  the 
capital  that  they  can  command?  The  question  refers  to  capitalists  having  the 
command  of  two  or  three  millions  of  money? — I  do  not  suppose  there  is  a  mer- 
chant in  the  city  of  London  that  could  command  a  capital  of  two  or  three  hundred 
thousand  pounds,  instead  of  millions,  because  I  presume,  that  if  any  merchant,  or 
any  individual  possessed  the  command  of  several  millions,  lie  would  hardly  run  the 

risk 
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risk  of  it  in  commerce,  but  be  content  with  the  produce  of  it;  there  is  no  such  Sir  C.Scott, 

thing  as  such  large  capitals  being  employed  in  any  commercial  transactions.    I  have  Bart. ^ 

myself  personally  had  a  greater  quantity  of  corn  in  my  hands  of  my  own  than  any  "    ^"T~~ 

other  person,  and  the  utmost  extent  that  I  ever  possessed  was  50,000  quarters  of  27  x  arc 
wheat,  at  that  time  not  costing  more,  perhaps,  than  200,000 /. 

\Vhat  variation  in  the  price  of  wheat  in  the  course  of  a  week  have  you  known 
during  your  experience  ? — In  consequence  of  great  gluts  of  foreign  corn  arriving, 
I  have  known  the  price  to  fall  20*.  a  quarter  in  one  week. 

What  rise  have  you  known  in  the  course  of  a  week? — I  never  recollect  a  rise  of 
more  than  eight  or  ten  shillings  a  quarter  in  a  week,  and  that  I  believe  was  a  kind 
of  re-action  from  the  fall  I  have  stated. 

Supposing  any  man  went  into  the  corn  market  to  make  an  extraordiuarv  pur- 
chase to  the  extent  of  more  than  one  half  of  the  amount  of  the  genera!  weekly 
sales,  what  do  you  think  would  be  the  effect  of  that  operation  ? — Such  an  unusual 
occurrence  would  produce  a  considerable  advance  in  price. 

Does  not  a  small  addition  of  quantity  in  the  article  of  wheat  produce  a  greater 
effect  upon  the  price  of  the  article  than  an  equal  addition  to  the  quantity  of  any 
other  article,  not  being  one  of  necessity  ? — I  conceive  that  a  very  small  additional 
quantity  to  an  article  of  which  there  is  an  ample  supply,  would  effect  a  fall  far 
beyond  the  relative  proportion  of  that  quantity  to  the  usual  demand  ;  I  have 
stated  elsewhere  that  the  arrival  of  100,000  quarters  of  wheat  in  the  London 
market  might  occasion  a  fall  of  one  sixth  in  the  price,  though  the  100,000  quarters 
would  be  only  an  hundred  and  fiftieth  part  of  the  consumption  of  the  kingdom. 

Supposing  it  to  be  the  object  of  the  graduated  scale  of  duty  now  proposed  to 
effect  a  prohibition  of  the  import  of  corn  for  home  consumption  at  a  certain  price, 
do  you  think  it  better  for  the  public  that  that  object  should  be  effected  by  direct 
prohibition,  or  by  a  graduated  scale  of  duty  ? — A  direct  prohibition  would  be  a  far 
better  protection  to  our  own  farmers  than  to  have  the  prohibition  effected  by  a 
graduated  scale  of  duty,  because  there  is  no  saying  to  what  extent  that  graduated 
scale  would  go  to  prevent  the  importation.  Merchants  who  are  distressed  for 
money  would  be  content  to  pay  a  very  high  duty  for  permission  to  have  their  corn 
sold  in  the  market,  but  that  coming  into  the  market  would  have  an  injurious 
effect  upon  the  prices. 

Supposing  the  object  of  the  proposed  law  to  be  the  establishment  of  a  regular 
and  permanent  trade  in  foreign  corn,  do  you  think  that  the  substitution  of  a 
direct  prohibition  for  a  graduated  scale,  intended  to  act  at  a  certain  price  as  a 
prohibition,  would  materially  interfere  with  that  object  of  the  Legislature  ? — Cer- 
tainly ;  I  think  that  the  prohibition  at  a  certain  price  would  act  as  a  material 
check  to  the  free  importation,  and  it  would  certainly  check  the  operation  of  the 
merchant,  because  he  would  know  that  if  his  cargo  did  not  arrive  during  the  con^ 
tinuance  of  that  protecting  price  it  could  not  be  entered  for  home  use ;  but  I 
presume  that  the  object  is  to  protect  the  British  farmer  against  the  interference  of 
foreign  corn  when  our  own  prices  indicate  no  want  of  it. 

You  have  stated  that  you  have  been  twenty  years  out  of  the  corn  trade  ? — For 
nearly  twenty  years  I  have  had  no  connection,  directly  or  indirectly,  either  with 
the  corn  trade,  or  any  other  branch  of  commerce. 

If  the  duty  to  be  paid  by  the  proposed  scale  was  fixed  according  to  the  average 
at  the  time  of  importation,  but  that  duty  was  not  paid  on  corn  that  was  bonded 
until  it  was  taken  out  for  home  consumption,  would  such  a  regulation  have  the 
effect  of  preventing  excessive  importation  into  the  market  ? — I  think  that  is  a 
a  regulation  well  worth  due  consideration,  and  I  think  it  would  contribute  more 
than  any  suggestion  which  I  have  met  with  to  protect  the  country  against  undue 
importation ;  I  presume  it  never  at  the  time  of  importation  could  be  less  than  20*. 
because  if  it  came  in  at  any  other  period  when  the  scale  was  acting  it  would  pay 
the  duty  according  to  the  scale  ;  1  presume  what  is  referred  to  is,  when  corn  is 
landed  under  bond,  when  it  is  not  admissible  for  home  use. 

Supposing  the  duty  upon  the  importation  of  corn  was  fixed  by  the  day  of  im- 

|K)rtation,  and  not,  as  by  the  present  regulations   is  intended,  by  the  day  of  its 

introduction  into  the  home  market,  what  effect  would  such  a  regulation  have  upon 
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Sir  C.  Seait,      the  importation? — The  effect  would  be  utter  ruin  to  the  importer,  for,  according  to 

^       &•**.       j  the  descending  scale,  if  the  average  price  was  50*.  when  wheat  arrived,  it  would 

be  subject  to  a  duty  of  401. ;  that  duty,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  the  corn  and 

*7'    the  freight,  would  be  utter  ruin  to  the  merchant,  and   would   destroy  entirely  the 

corn  trade ;  but  if  corn  came  into  the  murket  to  be  put  under  boiul  just  below  the 

price  i.'iat  it  could  be  admitted  at  subject  to  20*.  a  quarter  duty,  and   no  more,  it 

might  have  its  use ;  but  your  Lordships  will  perceive  that  according  to  the  scale 

the  price  of  wheat  may  be  at  3  /.  a  quarter  duty  ;  if  that  corn  put  under  bond  was 

subject  to  that  duty  when  released  from   warehouse,  no  prudent  merchant  would 

ever  run  that  risk. 

But  if  there  were  a  prohibition  at  the  beginning  of  the  descending  scale,  you 
think  such  a  regulation  would  be  beneficial  to  the  farmer  ? — I  think  it  would ;  but 
when  the  price  advances,  such  advance  would  indicate  a  want  in  the  country,  and 
then  it  may  be  due  to  the  public  to  facilitate  the  importation. 

Can  you  suggest  any  method  less  liable  to  fraud,  of  taking  the  averages,  than 
that  which  at  present  exists  ? — I  think  if  the  average  were  taken  by  six  successive 
weeks,  no  mode  that  I  can  devise  would  be  less  liable  to  fraud. 

Is  there  no  mode  of  improving  the  machinery  by  which  those  averages  are 
taken  ? — I  think  that  the  mode  of  taking  the  averages  by  the  receiver  of  corn 
returns  might  be  improved. 

U'ill  you  state  the  method  in  which  it  might  be  improved  ? — I  understand  that, 
according  to  the  present  mode  at  the  country  markets,  there  is  a  box  on  the  out- 
side of  the  house  where  the  receiver  usually  sits,  and  the  purchasers  of  corn  put 
into  that  box  tickets,  stating  the  quantity  they  have  bought,  and  the  prices ;  I 
think  that  is  liable  to  great  objections,  as  it  was  attempted  to  be  practised  at 
Ipswich  some  years  ag°-  I  conceive,  that  if  the  receiver  of  corn-returns  was 
directed  to  sit  in  his  room,  and  every  dealer  at  the  market  were  to  come  in  and 
present  him  personally  with  what  he  had  bought  and  sold,  he  would  know  those 
dealers,  and  be  able  to  judge  whether  the  quantity  given  in  was  or  was  not  incon- 
sistent with  their  usual  transactions,  and  if  he  suspected  deception  he  might  be 
able  to  judge  whether  there  was  any  attempt  at  fraud  by  giving  in  an  unusual 
quantity. 

From  your  experience  are  you  able  to  state  the  comparative  value  of  the  average 
Dantzic  wheat,  and  the  average  English  wheat  in  this  market? — As  in  general  the 
better  classes  of  Dantzic  wheat  are  sent  to  England,  I  think  the  average  of  those 
classes  is  nearly  the  value  of  the  average  of  the  English.  There  is  an  inferior  kind 
of  corn  at  Dantzic  that  is  not  often  sent  to  England.  But  there  are  many  other 
ports  besides  Dantzic  from  which  very  fine  corn  comes  ;  from  Swedish  Pomerania, 
Konigsberg,  and  a  great  variety  of  others:  Dantzic  is  in  general  the  dearest 
market. 

Can  you  state  what  is  the  comparative  value  of  the  average  wheat  in  England, 
and  the  average  wheat  that  comes  from  the  other  ports  in  the  Baltic  ? — I  have 
given  to  the  Committee  a  statement  of  the  prices  of  wheat  at  several  foreign  ports; 
if  there  was  a  possibility  of  forming  an  average  mixture  of  the  corn  of  those  different 
ports,  I  really  believe  it  would  not  be  much  inferior  to  an  average  mixture  of  the 
corn  grown  in  Great  Britain. 

What  quantity  of  foreign  corn,  if  any,  do  you  conceive  it  is  necessary  should  be 
annually  imported  into  this  country  to  supply  the  consumption  of  it? — It  has 
appeared,  I  believe,  for  the  last  five  or  six  years,  that  we  have  not  required  any 
foreign  corn  ;  the  produce  of  our  own  country  has  supplied  all  the  demand. 

What  quantity  of  foreign  corn,  from  your  experience,  do  you  think  it  would  be 
usually  expedient  to  import  into  this  country  for  home  consumption  ? — I  think  that 
in  ordinary  years  the  produce  of  this  country  will  satisfy  the  demand. 

You  have  not  been  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  last 
twenty  years? — I  have  had  no  concern  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  way  whatever, 
either  with  the  corn  trade,  or  any  other  branch  of  commerce,  for  nearly  twenty 
years. 

At  the  beginning  of  your  examination  you  stated,  that  in  the  course  of  the  year 
1826,  a  cargo  had  arrived  from  Swedish  Pomerania,  the  whole  cost  of  which  here 
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was  23  5.  8  d.  a  quarter  ;    do  you  know    that  of  your  own  knowledge,  or  from 
having  heard  it  from  others?  —  I  had  the  information  from  the  importer  himself. 

Do  you  consider  that  as  a  very  low  price?  —  A  very  low  price  ;  it  is  the  lowest    27  March  1827. 
price  that  I  ever  remember  foreign  wheat  to   have  been  bought  at;  but  I  under- 
stand it  has  been  bought  at  something  lower  even  than 


Do  you  know  the  particular  circumstances  in  which  that  wheat  was  imported  at 
that  price  ?  —  It  was  the  common  market  price  at  the  time  ;  and  as  a  confirmation 
that  it  was  the  market  price,  I  can  state  that  the  same  importer  had  a  consignment 
of  wheat  from  the  same  port,  and  the  owner  of  it  permitted  him  to  sell  it  here  at 
22  s.  a  quarter,  if  he  could  not  get  more. 

You  consider  that  as  an  extraordinary  low  price  ?  —  I  never  knew  it  so  low. 

You  mean  that  you  never  knew  the  price  so  low  for  good  wheat?  —  I  never  knew 
even  the  average  price  so  low  at  that  ;  and  this  reason  I  believe  may  be  assigned 
why  the  prices  were  so  low,  that  for  five  or  six  years  past  there  has  been  no 
demand  in  England,  and  but  little  demand  in  any  other  place,  so  that  there  has 
been  an  accumulation  of  the  quantity  of  wheat  at  those  ports,  which  I  believe  still 
exists  in  a  considerable  degree. 

In  your  conversation  with  the  person  who  gave  you  this  account  of  the  wheat 
imported  in  the  year  1826,  did  not  you  understand  from  him  that  this  was  wheat 
of  the  usual  quality  of  goodness  ?  —  I  understood  that  it  was  wheat  at  least  equal 
to  the  usual  growth  of  the  country,  and  it  is  of  a  quality  that  I  am  much  acquainted 
with,  having  myself  formerly  imported  great  quantities  from  the  very  same  port; 
and  it  is  of  a  quality  that  at  this  time  would  be  readily  purchased  by  any  miller  in 
Great  Britain,—  -sweet,  sound,  and  good. 

You  do  not  conceive  that  to  be  the  ordinary  price  for  such  wheat  imported  here 
under  the  circumstances  in  which  this  was  imported?  —  I  understand  that  quanti- 
ties in  other  hands,  which  have  been  imported,  are  now  in  granary  here  at  the 
same  price.  The  paper  which  I  have  delivered  in,  stating  the  expense  of  import- 
ing that  cargo  of  wheat,  comes  from  my  son's  house. 

You  are  understood  to  state  that  there  is  now  corn  in  warehouse  that  would  be 
sold  at  that  price  ?  —  There  is  now  in  warehouse  wheat  that  I  understand  was 
bought  at  the  same  price. 

Do  you  not  conceive  that  a  sale  at  that  price  would  be  a  loss  to  the  grower  of 
that  corn  ?  —  I  should  conceive  that  it  would. 

Does  your  answer  apply  only  to  Pomerania,  or  to  that  part  of  Poland  where 
the  cultivation  is  carried  on  by  slaves?  —  I  consider  that  the  prices  which  existed 
in  the  export  ports  previously  to  any  expectation  of  a  free  import  into  this  country 
were  below  the  prices  at  which  the  farmers  could  afford  to  grow  it  ;  but,  as  I  said 
before,  that  does  not  apply  to  the  great  cultivators  of  land  in  Poland,  where  the 
sale  of  their  corn  is  their  chief  source  of  revenue,  and  they  must  be  content  with 
whatever  price  they  can  get.

Mr.  ALEXANDER  BOWKER  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows: 

ARE  you  a  partner  in  the  house  of  Messrs.  Bowkers  and  Green  at  Lynn  ? — Yes. 

Does  that  house  deal  largely  in  the  purchase  of  foreign  and  other  corn  ? — 
We  do. 

Do  you  carry  on  an  extensive  correspondence  with  the  Continent  on  this  subject? 
— Yes. 

Have  you  brought  with  you  any  letters  which  you  have  received  upon  this  sub- 
ject ? — I  have. 

Can  you  state  from  those  letters  what  have  been  the  prices  of  different  sorts  of 
grain  during  the  several  months  of  last  year  r—  I  can,  as  to  part  of  them ;  1  have 
not  brought  letters  for  all  the  period. 
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A.  B^oler.        Baltic,  including  also  the  port  of  Hamburgh? — In   Hamburgh,  in  April    last,  the 

price  of  wheat  was  from   17$.   \od.  to    i8f.  5</.,  and   lower  qualities  of  wheat 

77  M«rcb  1827.    even  still  lower  ;  barley  at  the  same  period   was  from    10*.  id.  to  io«.  yd.,  and 

oats  from  43.  1 1  d.  to  8  A\ 

\Vhatwasthepriceat  Dantzic  at  the  same  period?  —  !  have  no  letters  in  my 
possession  stating  the  prices  at  Danlzic  at  the  same  period.  I  have  letters  in 
January,  May,  and  August. 

What  were  the  prices  in  January  ? — The  prices  of  wheat  in  January  were  25  *., 
of  barley  12  s.,  and  of  oats  <}s.  2d. 

What  were  the  prices  in  May  in  last  year? — The  prices  of  wheat  were  from 
22*.  to  27*.  for  the  best  quality,  barley  from  1 1  s.  to  12S.,  and  oats  from  8*.  to 
8*.  6d. 

What  were  the  prices  at  Lubeck,  and  at  what  period  ? — In  May,  at  Lubeck,  the 
price  of  wheat  was  15*.  3</.  to  15*.  4</.,  barley  from  9  s.  \od.  tog*.  Md.,  and 
oats  8  s. 

What  were  the  prices  at  Rostock  in  the  months  of  which  you  have  information 
in  the  last  year  ? — At  Rostock,  in  May,  the  prices  of  wheat  were  from  1 7  s.  to 
17*.  6d.,  of  barley  10$.  to  los.  6d.,  and  of  oats  gs.  to  gs.  6rf. 

Were  those  nearly  the  prices  at  the  small  ports  of  the  Baltic  ? — I  believe  they 
were. 

Do  you  know  what  the  prices  at  Copenhagen  were  during  a  part  of  last  year  ? — 
I  have  not  any  letter  as  to  that  with  me. 

Can  you  speak  as  to  Embden  ? — No. 

Or  as  to  Memel  ? — At  Memel,  at  a  later  period,  in  October,  the  price  of  wheat 
was  from  275.  to  31  s. 

What  are  the  latest  prices  you  have  had  from  those  ports  of  the  different  sorts 
of  grain  which  you  have  named  ? — I  believe  I  have  no  letters  with  me  later  than 
October  from  Memel,  and  January  from  Lubeck. 

Have  you  received  letters  of  a  later  date  ? — We  have,  but  I  have  not  any  with 
me. 

Could  you  produce  them  ? — I  could. 

Will  you  state  what  were  the  latest  prices  you  have  received  ? — I  was  not  pre- 
pared to  bring  letters  with  me  for  the  different  months,  or  for  all  those  periods 
of  time ;  I  thought  it  was  only  during  the  cheap  periods  that  they  were  required ; 
and  I  have  but  two  letters  with  me,  in  which  are  contained  the  prices  in  October 
and  January  last  at  Lubeck,  when  the  prices  of  wheat  were  from  254-.  to  27*.  gd. 
per  quarter,  imperial,  on  board. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  purchases  would  naturally  be  made  at  those  periods 
of  the  year  at  which  wheat  is  cheapest? — That  would  depend  entirely  upon 
circumstances. 

Supposing  a  person  had  the  choice  of  making  his  purchases  at  such  time  as  he 
pleased,  would  he  not  make  them  when  the  corn  was  cheapest  ? — Of  course,  if  lie 
had  the  choice;  but  that  would  depend  upon  circumstances,  from  the  encouragement 
that  was  given  to  purchase. 

Has  a  considerable  rise  of  prices  taken  place  in  those  ports  since  the  spring  of 
last  year  ? — There  has. 

Has  not  that  rise  of  prices  been  created  in  part  by  a  deficiency  of  the  harvest 
in  those  countries  as  well  as  in  England? — With  respect  to  wheat  I  am  not  aware 
that  there  is  any  particular  deficiency. 

Has  there  been  any  deficient  crop  in  those  countries  ? — I  believe  there  has. 
With  respect  to  what  grain  ?— More  particularly  with  respect  to  spring  corn. 
Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  crop  of  wheat  in  those  countries  in  last  year   was 
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an  average  crop  ? — Perhaps  it  might  be ;  I  am  not  able  to  answer  that  question 
exactly. 

Has  the  rise  of  prices  on  the  Continent  been  created  in  any  degree  by  an 
expectation  of  exporting  a  quantity  to  this  country  ? — I  believe  it  has. 

Since  that  rise  of  prices  took  place  have  the  prices  fallen  ? — Yes. 

To  what  circumstances  do  you  attribute  that  fall?— ^-To  the  less  probability  of 
an  import  into  this  country. 

Can  you  state  the  amount  of  the  freight,   insurance,   and  other  shipping  and 
landing-charges,  from  the  ports  which  you  have  mentioned  to  London  and  to  Lynn? 
—The  amount  to  London  1  am  not  prepared  to  say  ;  to  Lynn  I  should  conceive 
the  freight  from  Hamburgh  is  about  3*. 

What  is  the  expense  of  putting  on  board? — It  is  usually  delivered  free  on  board. 

Can  you  state  what  has  been  the  freight  from  Dantzic  ? — The  freight  from 
Dantzic  would  be  from  45.  to  5$.  a  quarter. 

From  Lubeck  ? — From  Lubeck  nearly  the  same,  perhaps  not  quite  so  much. 

Is  any  primage  to  be  added  to  those  expenses  of  freight? — Generally  there  is; 
but  1  have  given  the  freight  at  about  what  would  include  the  primage  ;  of  course  it 
must  depend  in  a  very  great  degree  upon  the  quantity  of  shipping  and  the  demand ; 
in  many  instances  the  freights  are  much  higher,  and  occasionally  they  are  lower, 
but  these  rates  are  about  the  fair  freights  to  be  expected. 

What  is  the  freight  from  Lubeck? — From  4*.  to  5*-. 
And  from  Rostock  ? — About  the  same. 

If  the  ports  of  this  country  were  to  be  always  open  for  the  importation  of  grain, 
according  to  the  proposed  regulations,  are  you  of  opinion  that  corn  would  be  sent 
to  the  ports  of  the  Baltic  from  the  interior  ? — I  should  think  it  would. 

Would  the  arrival  of  such  corn  tend  to  diminish  the  prices  now  existing  at  those 
ports  ? — That  would  depend  upon  the  demand. 

Supposing  the  demand  to  continue  the  same,  would  not  that  increased  supply 
diminish  the  price  ? — It  must  depend  entirely  upon  the  demand. 

You  mean  the  demand  in  this  country  ? — Whether  from  this  country  or  from  any 
other  country. 

If  the  ports  of  this  country  were  always  to  be  open  for  the  import  of  corn,  under 
the  proposed  duties  and  regulations,  is  it  your  opinion  that  the  cultivation  of  the 
Continent  would  be  considerably  extended  and  improved,  and  that  the  supply  would 
be  thereby  increased? — I  think  it  would. 

Would  it  be  increased  and  improved  to  a  very  great  extent  ? — I  cannot  answer 
that ;  that  must  depend  entirely  upon  circumstances  ;  it  must  depend  upon  the 
extent  of  the  prices  in  this  country,  if  this  country  only  is  to  operate  upon  them. 

If  large  speculations  in  corn,  with  a  view  to  this  country,  were  made  on  the 
Continent,  would  not  that  extend  the  cultivation  ? — I  should  think  it  would. 

Might  not  periods  occur  when,  from  unfavourable  seasons,  or  from  other  causes,, 
the  Continent  might  labour  under  scarcity,  and  when  the  import  into  this  country 
would  be  small  in  quantity  and  at  high  prices? — Certainly;  it  would  depend  upon 
the  harvest. 

Might  not  foreign  governments,  for  their  own  security,  impose  a  tax,  or  even 
a  prohibition,  on  the  export  of  their  corn  ? — Yes,  I  should  conceive  they  might,  if 
they  saw  occasion. 

If  in  consequence  of  an  habitual  and  extensive  dependence  upon  foreign  supply 
the  cultivation  of  this  country  had  diminished,  might  not  the  supply  obtained  from 
abroad  be  insufficient  in  quantity,  and  at  very  high  prices? — Certainly. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  whether  corn  imported  from  the  Continent  has 
been  chiefly  paid  for  by  manufactured  goods  sent  in  return,  or  by  specie  or  bills  ?• — 
What  corn  we  have  imported  ourselves  has  been  paid  for  by  bills. 
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Do  you  know  pf  any  foreign  ships  that  brought  corn  having  taken  goods  as  any 
part  of  their  return  cargo  ?—  Not  by  any  order  to  us  ;  we  only  know  it  as  a  matter 
of  common  occurrence  that  goods  go  abroad  ;  we  have  ourselves  no  direct  concern 
with  shipim-nts  of  goods  to  the  Continent. 

Do  you  know  whether  any  foreign  ships  that  brought  corn  from  the  Continent 
have  or  not  returned  in  ballast? — No,  I  do  not ;  that  is  not  a  part  of  our  business  ; 
in  fact  we  are  merely  importers  of  foreign  grain,  and  not  exporters  of  colonial  pro- 
duce or  manufactured  goods  from  this  country. 

Has  foreign  corn  been  chiefly  imported  in  British  ships,  or  in  those  of  other  coun- 
tries ? — It  is  invariable  to  give  a  preference  to  British  ships  upon  equal  terms,  or 
even  higher  terms  of  freight,  though  latterly  foreign  vessels  have  been  able  to  come 
at  a  much  less  freight,  and  naturally  get  the  preference. 

Have  not  foreign  ships  been  chiefly  employed  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  corn, 
in  preference  to  British  ships,  since  the  alteration  of  the  Navigation  Laws? — 
I  believe  they  have  in  a  degree,  though  there  is  one  thing  to  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
since  the  alteration  of  the  Navigation  Laws  there  has  been  but  little  import  of  corn, 
comparatively. 

Do  you  expect,  if  considerable  quantities  of  foreign  corn  were  to  be  sent  to  this 
country,  that  the  importation  would  take  place  in  British  or  in  foreign  ships  ? — In 
both. 

Principally  in  which  ? — From  many  ports,  particularly  the  Russian  ports,  I  should 
conceive  in  British  ships  almost  entirely,  but  from  the  nearer  ports  probably  the 
preponderance  would  be  with  the  foreign  ships. 

Is  any  great  increase  taking  place  at  present  in  the  number  of  foreign  ships 
building  abroad  ? — I  believe  there  is  considerable. 

Might  not  that  circumstance  tend  considerably  to  reduce  the  prices  of  freight  by 
foreign  ships  ? — Certainly. 

Are  the  freights  in  foreign  ships  found  in  general  to  be  lower  than  those  in  British 
ships  ? — Yes. 

Is  not  the  freight  from  those  ports  of  the  Continent  which  are  near  this  country 
as  low  as  that  from  some  of  the  English  ports  to  London  ? — Yes. 

Is  the  freight  from  Hamburgh  to  London  greater  than  that  from  Hull  to  London  ? 
— I  should  think  they  are  about  the  same. 

Can  you  state  what  the  freights  are  from  the  eastern  coast  of  Ireland  to  Bristol, 
Liverpool,  and  Glasgow,  per  quarter? — About  zs.  per  quarter. 

The  house  of  Messrs.  Bowker  and  Green  are  also  ship-owners? — We  are. 

Do  you  know  whether  the  flour  sent  from  America  to  this  country  arrives  in 
general,  or  often,  in  a  good  state,  free  from  damage  ? — I  believe  in  general  it  is 
pretty  good  ;  it  is  not  a  trade  that  we  are  connected  with. 

Does  the  Danish  government  receive  in  corn  the  payment  of  a  part  of  its  taxes  ? 
— I  have  understood  they  do. 

Has,  in  point  of  fact,  part  of  that  corn  been  sent  to  this  country  ? — I  have  under- 
stood it  has. 

Were  the  last  cargoes  of  such  corn  imported  altogether  in  foreign  vessels? — That 
I  am  unable  to  state. 

Can  you  state  at  what  price  the  corn  received  by  the  Danish  government  in  pay- 
ment ot  taxes,  at  any  time  last  year,  was  sold  in  Denmark? — No,  I  cannot. 

Do  you  know  in  any  purchases  that  have  been  made  of  foreign  corn  upon  the 
Continent  whether  it  was  a  stipulation  thut  the  payment  should  be  made  in  specie  ? 
— I  am  not  aware  of  any. 

You  have  stated  that  the  freight  in  foreign  vessels  is  generally  less  than  in  British 
vessels  ;  are  the  wages  of  seamen  less  in  foreign  vessels  r — Considerably. 


Are  the  expenses  of  their  food  less  ? — Considerably. 
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Are  the  expenses  of  ship-building  less  on  the  Continent  ? — Considerably.  Mr. 

A.  Ruviker. 

May  a  foreign  ship  be  equipped  and  navigated  for  half  the  amount  of  an  English    v_ _. 
ship?— I  should  think  she  could.  27  March  1827. 

Is  the  insurance  greater  upon  a  foreign  than  upon  a  British  ship  > — It  is  greater 
upon  a  foreign  ship. 

To  what  amount  per  cent  ? — Varying  from  circumstances  very  much,  from  the 
seasons  of  the  year,  and  from  the  nature  of  the  voyage. 

Does  the  difference  in  the  insurance  form  any  compensation  for  the  greater 
expense  of  the  freight  in  a  British  ship  ? — No. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  best  and  most  eligible  way  of  taking  the  average 
would  be  weekly,  but  with  a  reference  to  the  average  of  the  whole  of  the  six  weeks 
immediately  preceding? — I  think  that  it  would  be  less  subject  to  the  possibility  of 
fraud  if  it  were  taken  for  the  six  weeks,  for  the  government  of  the  import  for  the 
week. 

Have  you  received  from  any  of  your  correspondents  abroad  any  account  of  their 
having  received  the  intelligence  of  the  new  regulations  proposed  with  respect  to  the 
admission  of  corn  into  this  country  ? — No,  we  have  not ;  there  has  been  scarcely 
time  for  it. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  there  would  be  great  speculations  entered  into  for  the 
importation  of  wheat  from  the  Continent  into  this  country  for  home  consumption 
if  wheat  in  this  country  was  at  55*.  and  it  was  subject  to  a  duty  for  home  con- 
sumption of  30*.  ? — Certainly  not ;  but  of  course,  in  a  great  measure,  it  must  be 
regulated  by  the  prices  abroad. 

Is  Lynn  a  bonding  port  ? — It  is. 

What  is  the  price  of  the  conveyance  of  a  quarter  of  oats,  all  charges  included, 
from  Lynn  to  the  port  of  London  ? — About  i  s.  6d.  for  oats,  and  is.  for  wheat. 

Do  you  know  what  the  price  of  the  conveyance  of  a  quarter  of  oats  would  be  from 
Amsterdam  or  Rotterdam  to  London  ? — It  would  be  pretty  similar. 

Would  the  same  answer  apply  to  a  quarter  of  wheat  ? — Certainly. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  great  speculations  might  take  place  upon  the  Continent 
when  the  average  price  of  wheat  in  this  market  was  65*.  and  when,  according  to  the 
proposed  regulations,  it  could  be  imported  upon  a  duty  of  ios.? — I  think  there 
would. 

If  there  were  great  speculations  entered  into  on  the  Continent,  would  they  not 
have  the  effect  of  raising  the  price  on  the  Continent  ? — Certainly. 

Might  not  the  increased  supply  on  the  Continent,  in  consequence  of  an  improved 
and  extended  cultivation,  equal,  if  not  exceed,  such  increased  demand  ? — The 
demand  must  depend  entirely  upon  our  own  wants,  with  that  of  other  countries. 

Supposing  that  demand  to  be  considerable,  might  not  that  effect  be  produced  ? — 
Certainly. 

If  wheat  could  be  purchased  in  Pomerania  at  16*.,  and  the  price  here  was  555., 
which  would  give  a  duty  of  30*.,  are  you  not  of  opinion  that  a  considerable 
quantity  of  wheat  would  be  brought  into  this  country  on  speculation  ? — No ;  I 
I  think  there  would  not  be  a  margin  sufficient  for  much  speculation  ;  there  would 
be  only  9  s.  a  quarter  to  pay  freight,  charges,  and  profit,  with  risk  of  damage,  &c. 

Alight  it  not  be  imported  in  order  to  be  bonded  and  kept  for  future  speculations? 
Certainly ;  but  there  could  be  no  great  inducement,  unless  with  a  prospect  of  ob- 
taining higher  prices. 

Supposing  the  price  in  this  country  to  be  60*.,  and  the  duty  20  s.,  do  you 
apprehend  that  there  would  be  any  great  speculation  in  importation  from  the  Con- 
tinent ? — If  the  prices  on  the  Continent  remained  as  low  as  they  were  during  last 
summer,  there  would. 

Would  there  be  at  the  present  prices  on  the  Continent  ? — The  present  prices  on 
the  Continent  would  scarcely  admit  of  it  to  any  extent. 
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Is  it  your  opinion  that  any  great  quantity  of  corn  would  be  likely  to  be  imported 
from  the  different  corn  countries  abroad  before  the  next  harvest? — That  must 
depend  upon  the  prospect  of  our  wants  ;  if  the  appearance  of  our  stocks  become 
short,  I  should  say,  decidedly,  ye«. 

Will  you  state  what  quantity  of  each? — It  is  impossible. 

When  you  stated  the  prices  at  the  several  foreign  ports,  did  you  mean  free  on 
board  ? — Those  were  the  prices  free  on  board. 

Do  you  know  what  is  the  greatest  quantity  of  wheat  ever  exported  from  Ham- 
burgh ? — I  do  not. 

The  grain  principally  exported  from  Lynn  is  barley,  is  it  not  ? — Barley  is  ex- 
ported to  a  great  extent,  as  well  as  other  grain. 

You  are  aware  that  under  the  intended  Corn  Law  barley  at  32 s.  is  to  have  a 
protecting  duty  of  12*.  ? — Yes. 

Which  is  the  principal  country  from  which  barley  is  exported  ?— A  great  deal 
comes  from  the  Baltic,  and  a  great  deal  from  Hamburgh. 

Do  you  get  any  quantity  from  Holland? — Sometimes;  but  Holland  is  not  a 
barley  country  ;  some  barley  comes  from  the  Netherlands. 

Do  you  conceive  that  such  duty  of  12*.,  at  the  average  price  of  32  s.,  will  be  a 
sufficient  protection,  taking  into  consideration  that  the  freight  from  Holland  to 
London  is  not  greater  than  the  freight  from  Lynn  to  London  ? — I  should  think  it 
probably  might  be  ;  it  must  depend  in  a  great  degree  upon  their  own  crop  ;  if  they 
had  a  superabundance  more  than  they  could  want,  and  this  country  afforded  a 
better  market  than  any  other  they  could  send  to,  it  would  probably  come  here. 

Can  you  state  at  what  price  they  could  deliver  the  barley  from  Holland  into  the 
London  market,  according  to  the  last  information  you  have  got  ?• — From  Rotterdam, 
in  July  last,  the  prices  were  145.  $d.  to  20 s.  free  on  board. 

What  do  you  place  the  freight  at? — About  2s.,  consequently  there  would  be  no 
opportunity  of  bringing  any ;  there  would  be  no  margin  lor  any  profit,  taking  the 
prices  as  they  stood  at  Rotterdam  in  July. 

Is  the  quality  of  foreign  bailey  as  good  as  the  quality  of  British? — Some 
of  it. 

Which  ? — The  Bohemian  barley  is  very  good,  and  the  Mecklenburgh  is  also 
good. 

What  proportion  of  it  do  you  suppose  to  be  fit  for  malting  ? — Most  that  comes 
from  those  countries  with  a  good  harvest  is  fit  for  malting. 

That  barley  comes  from  Hamburgh  which  comes  from  Bohemia  and  Silesia? — 
Yes 

Can  you  state  the  weight  of  a  bushel  of  that  barley  ? — It  is  very  similar  to  our 
English  barley  ;  it  is  about  fifty  to  fifty-two  pounds  to  the  bushel,  varying  accord- 
ing to  the  circumstances  of  seasons  ;  in  good  seasons  it  is  that  weight.  I  refer  to 
the  imperial  bushel. 

Is  the  average  quality  of  the  Bohemian  and  Mecklenburgh  Barley  equal  to  the 
average  quality  of  the  English  barley  ? — Of  that  which  I  have  seen  oi  the  Bohe- 
mian barley,  I  should  say  it  is. 

Is  not  the  price  of  corn  in  foreign  countries  subject  to  great  fluctuations? — Not 
more  so  than  in  this.  Fluctuations  arise  from  a  variety  of  causes,  but  prin- 
cipally from  seasons. 

Do  not  the  prices  depend  in  a  great  measure  upon  the  existence  of  a  demand 
from  England? — Yes,  as  well  as  other  countries  which  frequently  require  corn; 
Portugal  and  Spain. 

Is  it  your  opinion  that  any  fixed  or  stated  price  could  be  depended  upon  in  those 
countries  ? — Admitting  that  fluctuations  are  frequent,  of  course  that  is  not  to  be 
it*  prnded  upon. 

Can  vou  state  the  maximum  and  minimum  prices  you  have  known  in  Pome- 
rania  at  any  time  in  the  course  of  your  experience? — I  can  hardly  say  from 
uieraorv ;  the  lowest  I  believe  I  have  stated  already ;  with  respect  to  the  highest, 
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I  think  I  remember  our  importing  wheat  at  about  80*.  a  quarter  from  the  Baltic, 
or  perhaps  even  still  higher. 

That  was  a  good  many  years  ago,  was  it  not  ? — It  was  ;  it  was  not  since  the 
period  when  corn  was  extravagantly  high. 

Was  it  not  about  the  year  1812  ? — It  was  about  1812,  and  in  1801,  and  1800 
also  was  an  extravagant  year,  and  in  1817  the  prices  were  exceedingly  high. 

Have  you  had  any  foreign  ships  loaded  with  corn  consigned  to  you  within  the 
last  year  ? — We  have  had  foreign  vessels  come  over  with  corn  that"  we  purchased 
ourselves. 

Can  you  state  the  number  ? — We  have  had  several. 

Within  your  knowledge,  have  any  of  those  vessels  taken  back  any  cargo  ? — No  ; 
all  the  vessels  that  1  allude  to  returned  in  ballast. 

Did  none  of  them  take  coals  ? — Not  that  1  am  aware  of;  ours  is  not  a  loading 
port  for  coal ;  if  they  took  coal  they  would  go  to  another  port  to  obtain  it. 

What  do  you  conceive  to  be  the  comparative  value  of  what  is  called  the  finest 
Dantzic  wheat,  and  the  best  wheat  grown  in  Norfolk,  presuming  the  season  to  have 
been  favourable  for  the  grain  in  both  cases;  supposing  you  had  sold  the  best 
Norfolk  wheat  in  the  market  for  60 s.,  what  would  you  think  the  finest  Dantzic 
wheat  would  fetch  in  the  same  market  on  the  same  day? — From  6*.  to  8s.  a 
quarter  more  ;  the  finest  wheat  that  comes  from  Dantzic  usually  bears  a  much 
higher  price  in  proportion  than  any  other  wheat ;  it  is  the  best  wheat,  that  bears 
an  extreme  price  from  its  extreme  good  quality. 

What  proportion  of  the  wheat  brought  from  Dantzic  is  of  that  quality  ? — I  am 
unable  to  state  what  proportion. 

Is  it  a  large  proportion  ? — It  would  be  considerable. 

Would  it  exceed  a  fourth  ? — I  am  unable  to  answer  that,  so  much  must  depend 
upon  circumstances.  If  there  is  no  inducement  to  send  wheat,  comparatively,  to 
this  country,  of  course  it  will  not  come  from  Poland ;  in  that  case  we  should  only 
get  wheat  grown  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Dantzic,  and  therefore  we 
should  not  get  the  superior  wheat  that  usually  comes  from  that  port. 

Does  not  that  very  fine  wheat  which  comes  from  Dantzic  come  down  the 
Vistula  ? — It  does. 

Do  you  conceive  the  average  quality  of  Dantzic  wheat  to  be  equal  to  the  aver- 
age quality  of  English  wheat? — I  should  consider  it  superior,  presuming  the 
harvests  of  each  country  to  be  equal. 

Supposing  the  proposed  corn  regluations  were  passed  into  a  law,  is  it  possible  to 
state  what  quantity  of  foreign  corn  might  be  imported,  or  at  how  low  a  price  it 
might  be  sold  ? — I  should  think  not ;  there  are  so  many  causes  which  that  must 
depend  upon,  that  it  is  impossible  to  state  that. 

Do  you  suppose  that  any  large  quantity  would  be  sold  for  consumption  in  this 
country  if  it  could  not  be  sold  to  advantage  ? — That  must  depend  upon  a  variety 
of  circumstances,  again, — the  state  of  peoples  finances,  and  other  circumstances ; 
it  might  have  cost  5/.  a  quarter,  and  the  owners  might  be  obliged  to  sell  it  for 
half,  or  less. 

Would  not  the  corn  merchant  be  disposed  to  sell  his  corn  even  at  some  loss, 
rather  than  incur  the  tisk  of  losing  it  altogether  by  decay  ? — Certainly. 

Are  you  aware  that  large  quantities  of  corn  are  annually  destroyed  on  the  Con- 
tinent for  want  of  a  market  to  bring  them  to  ? — I  am  not. 

Are  not  large  large  quantities  of  corn  on  the  Continent  now  given  to  cattle  for 
want  of  a  market? — I  am  not  aware  that  that  is  the  case  now,  but  it  has  been. 

Has  not  grain  been  allowed  to  rot  on  the  ground  in  some  parts  of  Poland  for 
want  of  a  market? — Not  to  my  knowledge. 

Has  there  been,  since  the  month  of  November,  any  great  increase  in  the  quan- 
tity of  wheat  in  bond  at  Lynn  ? — I  am  not  aware  that  there  has  been  any. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

15,000  quarters,  which  at  that  time  was  worth  a  very  considerable  sum  of  money.

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How  much  did  you  import  in  the  year  1824? — In  1824  it  was  merely  one  cargo, 
which  is  still  in  existence. 

Was  it  the  hard  wheat,  or  the  soft  wheat  ? — The  soft  wheat  is  the  wheat  that  is 
usually  imported  into  this  country. 

Did  it  arrive  in  a  sound  and  good  state  ? —  Perfectly. 

Not  injured  by  the  voyage? — Not  injured  by  the  voyage.  I  will  state  the  result 
of  the  first  cargo  of  wheat : — After  a  passage  of  four  months  it  was  landed  in  this 
country,  with  a  damage  not  exceeding  thirty-seven  quarters ;  the  whole  quantity  of 
quarters  contained  was  1,627  ;  at  that  time  it  cost  on  board  at  Odessa  53*.  3</. 
a  quarter  ;  the  date  of  the  invoice  is  the  8th  of  November,  1817.  I  have  with 
me  a  copy  of  the  invoice,  which  I  will  delrver  in  ;  I  have  also  an  account  sales 
of  the  cargo.

It  appears  in  this  paper,  that  the  date  of  the  charter  of  one  of  these  cargoes,  the 
Ben  Jonson,  is  the  agth  of  January  1818,  and  it  appears  to  have  arrived  in  Lon- 
don on  the  26th  of  February  1819,  which  is  more  than  a  year;  was  that  caused 
by  any  particular  circumstance? — That  is  more  than  usual;  she  met  with  some 
accident  at  Constantinople,  which  detained  her  about  six  weeks  there,  on  her  re- 
turn home. 

Do  such  circumstances  frequently  happen? — I  should  state  upon  a  general  prin- 
ciple, that  no  ship  could  be  reasonably  expected  to  perform  that  voyage,  taking 
her  departure  from  England,  in  less  than  eight  months  going  and  coming,  fre- 
quentlynine ;  there  are  a  great  number  of  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  voyage 
which  do  not  appear  at  first  sight,  among  others,  there  is  the  difficulty  of  naviga- 
tion up  the  Black  Sea.  It  depends  very  much  upon  the  currents  and  winds  ;  ships 
have  performed  the  voyage  in  three  days  from  Constantinople  to  Odessa,  and  they 
have  been  six  weeks.  The  voyage  home  is  generally  very  long ;  and  it  is  essential 
to  the  importation  of  the  wheat  in  a  good  condition,  that  the  voyage  should  take 
place  during  the  worst  months  ;  as  far  as  navigation  is  concerned  it  ought  to  be 
shipped  in  October,  and  from  that  period  to  the  close  of  the  year.  The  ships 
have  to  encounter  a  good  deal  of  stormy  weather  ;  but  in  that  case  the  risk  that 
is  run  is  merely  of  damage  by  sea ;  and  provided  they  are  good  ships  we  have 
a  reasonable  expectation  that  the  damage  will  not  be  very  large ;  but  when  the 
voyage  is  undertaken  during  the  hot  weather,  if  the  wheat  is  not  shipped  in  a 
very  good  state  it  is  heated  to  that  degree  that  I  have  known  it  got  out  of  the  ship 
with  pickaxes,  absolutely  in  a  cake;  and  therefore  nothing  short  of  scarcity,  or  an 
extraordinary  price  in  this  country,  can  ever  lead,  generally,  to  importation  of  wheat 
from  the  Black  Sea. 

Upon  whom  did  the  loss  fall  which  was  sustained  by  the  ship  Ben  Jonson, 
in  respect  of  the  voyage  which  lasted  thirteen  months  ? — As  far  as  the  ship  was 
concerned,  upon  the  owners ;  as  far  as  the  cargo  was  concerned,  upon  the  pro- 
prietor, myself. 

Is  the  freight  calculated  by  the  ship-owner  with  reference  to  the  risk  of  such 
losses? — There  is  no  question  that  he  calculates  it,  not  contemplating  a  twelve 
months  voyage  ;  but  from  eight  to  nine  months  I  believe  they  do  contemplate  ;  if 
they  do  not,  they  are  quite  in  error. 

What 
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What  do  you  conceive  to  be  the  usual  duration  of  a  voyage  to  and  from 
Dantzic  and  this  country  ? — It  might  be  done  in  six  weeks ;  it  might  even  he  done 
in  less ;  besides,  at  Dantzic  the  importer  is  not  placed  in  a  situation  to  be  obliged 
to  send  shipping ;  he  may  send  his  order,  and  he  may  find  a  ship  at  the  port,  and 
it  may  "come  away  by  the  first  fair  wind  after  the  time  that  the  wheat  is  put  on 
board ;  it  may  be  landed  in  three  weeks.  There  are  circumstances  attending  the 
Odessa  trade  which  make  it  altogether  different  from  the  Dantzic  trade. 

What  is  the  freight  from  Dantzic  to  this  country  ? — The  freights  have  been 
various,  according  to  circumstances ;  from  four  shillings  up  to  five,  six,  or  seven 
shillings,  according  to  the  season  and  the  demand.  I  presume  that  this  year  the 
freight  from  Dantzic  may  be  somewhere  about  five  shillings  ;  but  I  am  not  imme- 
diately concerned  in  the  trade ;  I  know  that'shipping  has  been  taken  up  for  oats  at 
four  shillings  from  Riga. 

Why  is  the  expense  of  freight  from  Odessa  so  much  cheaper  in  proportion  than 
it  is  from  Dantzic  ? — I  can  hardly  say  that  it  so  much  cheaper,  because  in  those 
short  voyages  the  ships  are  subject  to  all  the  port-charges,  the  same  as  they  are  in 
the  long  voyages. 

Does  then  the  expense  of  freight  depend  upon  the  port-charges  in  some  mea- 
sure ? — To  a  degree,  certainly,  it  does,  because  each  voyage  brings  with  it  the  port- 
charges. 

Have  you  prepared  a  statement  of  the  probable  expense  of  bringing  wheat  from 
Odessa  to  England  ?  — I  have  made  out  a  statement  of  what  I  think  would  now  be 
the  expense.  This  is  a  calculation  upon  what  I  should  conceive  would  be  the 
probable  cost  of  a  present  shipment.  I  assumed  the  price  to  be  twelve  roubles  ; 
I  have  heard  of  lower  prices,  but  it  is  a  mere  fiction  ;  it  is  such  wheat  as  ought  not 
to  be  shipped  ;  and  if  a  person  were  to  compliment  me  with  a  present  of  it  I  would 
not  ship  it. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  paper,  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows :

Have  you  any  observations  to  offer  to  the  Committee  explanatory  of  the  paper 
you  have  just  delivered  in  ? — No  further  than  this,  that  under  the  present  situation 
of  the  trade  of  the  Black  Sea  I  should  consider  that  wheat  might  be  brought  pro- 
bably to  some  extent  at  that  price,  but  then  it  arises  out  of  very  peculiar  circum- 
stances ;  it  arises  out  of  the  situation  that  the  commerce  is  thrown  into  from  the 
state  of  warfare  between  the  Turks  and  Greeks.  The  trade  of  Odessa  is  ex- 
tremely important  in  point  of  quantity.  I  have  heard  of  very  serious  quantities 
shipped  from  Odessa  during  years  of  peace;  vessels  go  there,  traders,  captains,  and 
master-mariners,  and  people  of  all  kinds  ;  they  go  and  load  wheat,  and  proceed 
from  island  to  island  to  dispose  of  that  wheat ;  of  course,  in  the  absence  of  this 
traffic,  it  may  be  easily  accounted  for  that  wheat  should  be  at  particular  periods 
at  Odessa  peculiarly  depressed,  especially  as  the  port  does  not  afford  very  great 
accommodation  for  the  storing  of  wheat.  If  wheat  comes  in  without  something 
like  a  regular  demand  that  they  have  been  in  the  habit  of  having,  it.  is  naturally 
depressed  in  value  from  the  absolute  necessity  of  getting  it  placed  ;  but,  were  the 
trade  open,  I  should  consider  twelve  roubles  an  extremely  low  price,  and  very 
much  below  what  it  could  be  shipped  at ;  and  with  reference  to  the  statement  of 
prices  I  have  handed  in,  it  will  be  found  that  it  is  at  least  one  third  less  than  the 
aggregate  of  the  years  for  which  I  have  stated  the  prices. 

Are  you  of  opinion  that  the  trade  in  wheat  from  Odessa  has  been  promoted  or 
injured  by  the  state  of  war  in  which  Turkey  has  been  so  long  engaged  with  Greece  ? 
— It  is  my  opinion  that  it  has  been  injured,  from  the  want  of  a  general  supply  of 
shipping  and  intercourse  with  the  different  islands. 

And  in  consequence  of  that  circumstance  you  conceive  that  the  price  has  been 
depressed  ? — Partly  in  consequence  of  that.  And  1  could  state  other  circumstances 
that  have  depressed  the  price  ;  the  general  stagnation  that  took  place  in  trade  in 
1825  reduced  the  prices  generally  of  wheat  in  the  Mediterranean.  Most  of  the 
ports  in  the  Mediterranean  receive  very  important  supplies  of  wheat  from  Odessa 
for  their  consumption ;  Malta  is  principally  supplied  from  Odessa ;  also  Genoa, 
Leghorn,  Trieste,  Marseilles,  and  Gibraltar,  frequently  receive  large  supplies. 
A  very  considerable  portion  of  that  wheat  is  consumed  in  Spain,  in  preference  to 
the  Baltic  wheat;  for  it  is  an  extraordinary  thing  with  regard  to  the  Odessa  wheat, 
that  though  in  this  country  when  British  wheat  is  worth  Co*.,  the  Odessa  wheat 
would  only  be  worth,  as  an  outside  price,  52*. ;  in  the  Mediterranean  it  is  just  the 
reverse  ;  if  you  were  willing  to  sell  them  good  British  wheat  at  52*.,  they  would 
prefer  the  Odessa  wheat  at  60*.,  and  from  that  1  conceive  that  the  Odessa  trade 
depends  entirely  upon  the  demand  in  the  Mediterranean;  when  I  imported  it  there 
was  a  scarcity  in  this  country. 

You  have  stated  that  the  price  at  which  you  purchased  wheat  at  Odessa  in  the 
year  1817  amounted  to  34  roubles  ?—  It  was  53*.  a  quarter. 

You  consider  that  a  very  extraordinarily  high  price  r — Certainly  I  do. 

It  appears  by  the  quotation  of  prices  you  have  delivered  in  that  wheat  has  never 
reached  the  same  price  at  Odessa  since  ;  is  that  the  case? — For  a  few  months  it 
existed  as  high  as  that. 

The  price  of  hard  wheat  al  Odessa  appears  occasionally  to  have  been  as  low-  as 
ten  roubles? — The  hard  wheat  is  in  point  of  fact  a  more  valuable  wheat  than  the 
soft  wheat  which  they  import  into  this  country.

Is  it  considered  more  valuable  in  this  country? — It  is  not,  arising  from  the 
peculiar  circumstance  that  we  do  not  know  how  to  grind  it,  or  rather,  it  so  sel- 
dom appears  here  that  the  millers  are  not  prepared  with  means  to  grind  it. 

Will  you  examine  this  specimen  of  wheat  which  has  been  produced  to  the  Com- 
mittee as  Odessa  wheat  ? — 

The  same  is  shown  to  the  witness,  and  examined  by  him. 

— I  think  this  is  Odessa  wheat ;  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  it  is  wheat  that 
belongs  to  myself,  for  I  have  some  wheat  that  has  been  here  some  years.  There  is 
no  wheat  that  keeps  so  well  as  the  Odessa  wheat,  if  it  is  in  good  condition. 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  quality  'of  that  wheat  ?— I  can  speak  to  facts, 
with  regard  to  the  quality  of  that  wheat ;  that  wheat  at  present  would  be  saleable 
at  50*.  I  am  not  determined  to  take  that  price  for  it,  but  that  is  the  price  that 
I  was  offered  for  it  in  small  quantities ;  British  wheat  being  worth  60*. 

Is  that  wheat  now  free  ? — It  is. 

Will  you  examine  also  this  specimen  of  wheat,  which  has  been  represented  to 
the  Committee  as  coming  from  Odessa? — • 

The  same  is  shown  to  the  witness,  and  is  examined  by  him. 

—  I  should  take  this  to  be  Odessa  wheat.  I  dare  say  that  is  some  that  belongs  to 
myself:  I  have  some  remains  of  two  cargoes  that  have  been  longer  than  two  years 
in  granary. 

What  do  you  consider  to  be  the  quality  of  that  wheat  ? — I  consider  that  it  has 
originally  been  very  good  wheat,  for  the  description  of  wheat ;  but  I  do  not  profess 
to  be  a  very  good  judge  of  it. 

Will  you  examine  these  specimens  of  wheat,   one  of  which  is  marked 
Ismael,"  another  "  Hard  Taganrog,"  another  "  Soft  Taganrog,"  another 
Odessa,"  and  another  "  Hard  Crimea  j"  have  the  goodness  to  state  your  opinion 
of  the  quality  of  those  samples  ? — 

The  samples  are  shown  to  the  witness,  and  are  examined  by  him. 
—This,  marked  "  Hard  Taganrog,"  is  very  good  wheat. 

What  would  be  the  price  of  it  in  this  country  ? — I  have  not  the  most  distant 
idea  what  it  would  be  worth  in  this  country  ;  but  I  can  say,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  that  this  hard  wheat  generally  weighs  70  pounds  a  bushel  ;  it  is  a  most 
extraordinary  weight ;  it  is  full  ten  per  cent,  heavier  than  any  British  wheat,  and 
when  ground  there  would  not  be  one  half  the  bran  out  of  that  wheat  that  there 
would  be  out  of  any  wheat  that  we  use  in  this  country.  It  is  applied  to  parti- 
cular purposes.  It  is  used  in  Italy  for  making  maccaroni  and  vermicelli,  and 
things  of  that  sort ;  and  it  is  also  particularly  esteemed  in  Spain ;  they  never  will 
buy  soft  wheat  if  they  can  get  hard,  and  that  produces  in  the  Mediterranean  a 
very  extraordinary  price.  I  should  say,  in  the  general  way,  that  if  we  estimate 
our  wheat  at  60$.,  this  would  fetch  10$.  more  than  that;  they  have  the  means  of 
grinding  it,  and  it  produces  the  finest  flour  that  can  possibly  be  produced.  Some 
little  of  it  has  been  imported  into  Bristol,  and  from  report  I  have  heard  that  it  has 
been  there  approved  of. 

Are  you  of  opinion,  that  if  the  means  of  grinding  this  hard  wheat  existed  a 
considerable  sale  for  it  could  be  found? — I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

What  is  the  quality  of  that  sample  of  wheat  marked  "  Hard  Crimea?" — It  is  the 
same  description  of  wheat ;  this  is  a  very  inferior  sample. 

What  is  the  character  of  that  sample  which  is  marked  "  Soft  Odessa,  Second 
Quality  ?" — It  is  pretty  much  like  the  other  wheat;  it  is  of  a  middling  quality. 

What  is  the  character  of  the  sample  marked  "  Second  Quality  Taganrog?" — 
The  second  quality  of  Taganrog  is  better  than  the  Odessa;  the  charges  from  Ta- . 
ganrog  are  very  much  more  tlran  from  Odessa. 

Can  you  state  what  they  would  fetch  in  this  market  ? — I  am  not  sufficiently 
conversant  with  this  market  to  say  what  they  would  fetch,  for  though  I  have 
traded  in  it,  it  is  generally  under  the  direction  of  the  factors;  but  as  to  the 
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7.  Jrinifrfrr,  Odessa  wheat,  I  know  the  fact  that 50*.  was  offered  for  it;  and  I  consider  that 

£»f.  there  must  be  a  demand  for  it,  in  order  for  it  to  sell  at  5.2*.  when  British  wheat 

^- * -'  is  worth  60*. ;  there  is  only  a  partial  demand  for  that  wheat,  which  is  considered 

•9  March  1 197.  inferior. 

Do  you  know  how  many  years  dry  and  hard  wheat  would  keep  without  material 
injury  in  a  warehouse  at  Odessa  ? — I  should  think,  if  it  were  properly  taken  care 
of,  it  would  keep  any  lime  that  could  be  named. 

Is  not  the  wheat  there  well  prepared  for  keeping  by  being  dried  in  the  sun  ? — 
Generally  it  is  well  harvested  ;  but  then  the  way  in  which  it  is  brought  to  the  port 
counteracts,  at  certain  seasons,  all  the  advantages  of  its  being  well  harvested  ;  it  is 
subject  to  very  great  damage.  It  is  brought,  as  I  have  understood,  upon  small 
waggons  drawn  by  oxen  ;  they  are  out  for  many  successive  days  and  nights 
in  all  descriptions  of  weather,  and  if  during  the  progress  of  that  journey  the 
wheat  gets  damp,  it  is  never  good  for  any  thing;  but  if  it  comes  in  very  fine 
condition,  and  if  it  is  shipped  in  cold  weather,  it  may  arrive  here  in  very  good 
condition. 

Supposing  wheat  to  be  shipped  at  Odessa  in  a  good  state,  and  at  a  good  sea- 
son, would  it  perform  the  voyage  to  England  without  heating  or  injury  ? — I  can 
speak  positively  to  that,  because  I  have  had  cargoes  under  similar  circumstances. 
There  is  one  of  the  ships  mentioned  in  the  paper  I  have  given  in,  the  Northumber- 
land ;  I  believe  she  only  delivered  six  quarters  that  were  damaged ;  she  delivered 
her  cargo  in  the  finest  state  that  ever  a  cargo  was  delivered. 

With  regard  to  the  samples  of  hard  wheat  which  have  been  exhibited  to  you 
to-day,  are  you  of  opinion  that  wheat  of  that  quality  would  be  particularly  valuable 
for  grinding,  mixed  with  English  wheat,  when  English  wheat  is  unsound,  or  partially 
injured  by  wet  summers  ? — I  should  decidedly  say  so. 

Would  not  such  hard  wheat  from  Odessa  command,  under  such  circumstances, 
and  on  such  occasions,  high  prices  in  this  country,  supposing  the  means  of  grinding 
it  to  exist  ? — I  should  think  it  would. 

Have  you  ever  known  it  ground  in  this  country? — It  must  have  been  ground,  for 
I  have  heard  of  two  or  three  cargoes  having  been  at  Bristol,  and  I  have  heard  that 
it  was  approved  of. 

Did  you  hear  the  price  at  which  it  was  sold  ? — No,  I  did  not. 

Do  you  know  whether  it  is  usual  for  merchants  residing  at  Odessa  to  make 
small  loans  to  farmers  who  reside  some  distance  in  the  country,  upon  the  credit 
of  a  future  crop  of  wheat  ? — Yes,  that  is  a  mode  of  purchasing ;  and  it  is  by  that 
mode  of  purchasing  that  a  large  quantity  can  be  brought  forward  ;  but  then  there 
must  be  an  inducement  for  many  months  before  the  wheat  is  wanted,  to  induce 
them  to  go  into  that  speculation ;  ii  is  only  in  this  mode  that  a  very  large  quantity 
can  be  brought  to  the  port. 

Does  not  that  mode  of  carrying  on  the  trade  enable  the  merchant,  by  making 
such  advances,  to  procure  his  wheat  from  twenty  to  thirty  per  cent  below  the  usual 
prices  at  Odessa? — Yes  ;  but  the  apparent  advantage  would  be  barely  commensu- 
rate to  the  risk  of  such  engagement,  and  what  I  would  not,  from  my  general 
knowledge  of  that  country,  embark  in.  There  is  no  law  that  would,  in  my  opinion, 
protect  the  purchaser,  in  case  the  delivery  of  the  corn  was  not  made ;  the  advance 
required  is  to  enable  the  proprietors  to  send  their  produce  to  market,  which  neces- 
sarily implies  inability  to  do  so  out  of  their  own  resources. 

Is  it  not  the  case  that  the  farmers  settled  in  that  country  are  not  generally  very 
punctual  in  sending  their  wheat  according  to  their  engagements  ? — I  have  no  right 
to  say  that  they  are  not ;  but  they  are  not  under  the  law  of  traders ;  it  is  quite 
a  difterent  course  of  things  from  the  ordinary  course  of  trade.  Their  vassals  pro- 
duce the  crop ;  if  they  have  the  crop,  they  mean  to  send  it  forward  ;  but  if  they 
want  the  crop,  the  merchant  must  do  without  it. 

If  a  market  were  constantly  opened  in  England  for  Odessa  and  other  foreign 
corn,  would  not  such  a  system  of  small  loans  to  the  farmers  bring  into  cultivation 
immense  tracts  of  the  most  fertile  land,  subject  to  low  taxes  ? — There  must  be  an 
inducement  beyond  the  present  quotation  of  prices  to  do  that ;  because,  if  the  dis- 
stance  from  which  it  is  brought  is  extended,  the  expense  of  bringing  it  forward  to 
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market  is  such  that  it  cannot  be  brought.  As  long  as  it  is  within  a  limited  and 
moderate  distance  it  might  be  brought ;  but  when  it  goes  beyond  that  distance 
no  moderate  price  would  remunerate  the  farmer  for  bringing  it  forward.  I 
know  that  in  Russia,  when  we  had  the  ports  open  in  181 7  and  1818,  there 
were  hoards  of  oats  which  had  been  lying  in  the  interior  for  five  years ;  there  was 
no  inducement  to  bring  them  forward  till  there  was  a  very  extravagant  price,  and 
then  extraordinary  quantities  were  brought  down ;  but  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances that  could  not  take  place. 

In  the  country  from  which  supplies  are  usually  sent  to  Odessa,  are  there  not  large 
tracts  of  very  fertile  land  which  are  not  altogether  in  a  state  of  tillage  ? — I  cannot 
speak  to  that ;  I  have  never  been  there. 

Would  it  be  advantageous  to  import  wheat  from  Odessa  by  means  of  steam 
vessels  ? — I  should  say  not. 

Not  even  so  far  as  to  Malta  for  the  purpose  of  re-shipment  ? — That  might  be 
done  without  steam-vessels ;  the  voyage  to  Malta  is  very  often  accomplished  in  a 
moderate  time. 

Has  there  been  any  fall  in  the  freights  of  vessels  from  Odessa  to  Malta  ? — I  am 
not  aware  of  any  fall  in  the  freights  to  Malta ;  on  the  contrary,  I  know  they  have 
been  remarkably  high  at  Odessa.  At  one  time  the  freight  from  Odessa  to  Malta 
was  nearly  as  much  as  the  quotation  I  have  given  to  London ;  there  were  only 
a  few  ships  at  the  time.  The  general  freight  from  Odessa  to  Malta  has  been  from 
6*.  6d.  to  7*.  a  quarter  during  the  years  I  have  been  talking  of. 

The  expense  of  bringing  wheat  from  Odessa  to  this  country  would  be  in- 
creased by  a  re-shipmeut  at  Malta,  would  it  not  ? — I  have  no  doubt  it  would  be, 
materially. 

Can  you  state  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  re-shipment  at  Malta? — I  should 
say,  that,  including  the  two  freights  together,  the  addition  would  be  about  3$.  6d. 
a  quarter.  There  are  the  means  of  keeping  wheat  at  Malta  upon  very  easy 
terms  ;  they  land  the  cargo,  and  store  it  in  the  rock,  and  it  is  hermetically  sealed  ; 
the  advantage  of  it  is  this,  that  any  worm  in  the  wheat  rises  to  the  top  and 
dies ;  and  if  the  wheat  is  put  into  the  rock  in  good  condition,  whenever  they  open 
it  it  is  found  in  as  good  condition,  but  if  it  is  put  in  in  a  bad  condition  it  is 
totally  spoiled.  The  expense  is  very  small ;  they  keep  it  there  for  one  per  cent, 
a  year. 

Is  there  any  demand  for  British  manufactures  at  Odessa,  or  in  that  neighbour- 
hood ? — Very  limited. 

Is  not  the  importation  of  most  British  manufactures  prohibited  by  the  Russian 
Government  ? — It  is ;  or  there  are  duties  amounting  to  a  prohibition. 

Therefore  if  purchases  were  made  of  Odessa  wheat,  the  payments  for  them 
would  be  made  in  specie  ? — The  payments  would  find  their  way  in  the  general 
balance  of  trade,  by  bills  that  would  travel  over  the  Continent ;  it  forms  one  general 
account. 

Would  not  such  payments,  as  far  as  they  went,  tend  to  sink  the  general  course 
of  exchange  ? — To  a  degree  they  would  ;  but  I  have  no  idea  that  the  import  could 
take  place  without  a  corresponding  export,  or  an  export  without  an  import. 
People  do  not  mean  to  give  away  their  goods ;  and  if  they  receive  goods  from 
foreign  countries  they  must  pay  for  them  ?  and  I  can  only  view  gold  as  any 
article  of  merchandize ;  they  must  sell  their  merchandize  to  get  their  gold, 
and  the  gold  goes  to  get  what  they  want  elsewhere  ;  in  the  general  balance  of 
trade,  if  they  send  gold  and  silver  to  any  place,  it  finds  its  way  in  the  general 
account. 

You  are  aware  that  the  rates  of  foreign  exchange  have  been  very  various  at  dif- 
ferent periods,  and  that  the  prices  of  gold  in  this  country  have  been  so  also? — Cer- 
tainly ;  but  that  has  arisen  from  causes  very  different  from  what  could  now  exist  under 
the  present  state  of  the  currency  ;  that  has  arisen  from  our  wanting  a  supply  of 
almost  every  thing  from  the  Continent,  and  ihe  Continent  being  so  sealed  against 
us  that  we  could  send  nothing  but  gold,  which  we  got  elsewhere  for  the  purpose. 

Might  not  those  circumstances  again  occur? — War  might  produce  similar  cir- 
cumstances. 
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Might  not  that  state  of  things  be  produced   by  an  immense  importation  of 
foreign  corn  into  this  country,  without  any  corresponding  increase  in  the  export  of 
English  manufactured  Goods? — A  temporary  effect  would  no  doubt  be  produced, 
tg  March  1847.    but  an  immense  import  could  not  take  place  unless  it  was  wanted. 

Must  not  an  immense  importation  take  place  into  this  country  if  grain  could  not 
be  grown  in  this  country  with  advantage  ? — Certainly. 

What  would  in  your  opinion  be  the  best  mode  of  taking  the  average ;  by  the 
week,  or  by  an  average  of  several  preceding  weeks,  regulating  the  price  of  importa- 
tion for  the  succeeding  week? — That  is  a  subject  f  have  given  some  considera- 
tion to,  having  seen  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons  upon  the  subject. 
I  consider  it  as  a  dangerous  experiment  to  take  the  average  weekly ;  and  the  ground 
upon  which  I  form  that  opinion  is  this,  that  the  quantity  which  would  form  the 
basis  of  the  average  is  so  small,  that  it  might  be  easily  operated  upon  for  any  im- 
immediate  purpose.  I  do  not  allude  to  any  fraudulent  operation  upon  it;  but  I 
should  say  it  might  be  done  by  a  legitimate  operation.  There  is  nothing  that 
would  prevent  any  individual  from  speculating  in  British  wheat  in  a  way  that 
might  enhance  the  price  very  materially  for  that  week,  which  would  have  the 
effect  of  admitting  foreign  corn  at  a  lower  rate  of  duty  than  it  could  otherwise  be 
admitted.  My  opinion  upon  the  subject  is  this,  that  the  average  should  be  taken 
weekly,  and  published  weekly,  but  upon  the  prices  of  the  past  weeks, — four  weeks 
was  the  idea  that  I  had  formed,  dropping  the  first  of  the  four,  and  adding  the  new 
week  to  it,  by  which  means,  no  dangerous  alteration  could  take  place  from  week  to 
week.  If  the  rise  which  occurred  in  the  last  week  was  a  rise  required  by  the 
necessity  of  the  case,  that  rise  would  continue  in  the  succeeding  weeks,  and  the 
import  of  foreign  corn  would  then  be  admitted  at  the  lower  rate  of  duty  upon  the 
rise  ;  but  if  the  advance  was  not  a  proper  one,  an  extraordinary  supply  would  be 
sent  into  the  market,  which  would  counteract  the  rise  that  had  taken- place,  and 
would  reduce  the  averages  to  what  they  ought  to  be.  I  consider  it  a  very 
dangerous  experiment  to  take  the  average  for  one  week  only,  for  I  think  it 
might  be  operated  upon  in  a  way  that  might  not  be  considered  exactly  fraudulent; 
but  it  might  be  managed,  I  should  almost  say,  honourably  managed ;  for  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  my  purchasing  British  wheat  at  a  high  price,  if  I  have  any  object 
to  serve  by  it 

You  are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  the  system  of  weekly  averages  might  lead  to 
speculations  to  a  considerable  amount,  which  would  be  dangerous  to  the  system 
which  it  is  proposed  to  establish  ? — That  is  my  opinion  decidedly. 

Do  you  know  the  mode  in  which  the  hard  wheat  is  ground  abroad  ? — No ;  I 
have  heard  that  it  is  damped,  and  then  dried  again  for  the  purpose  of  grinding. 

Has  any  wheat  arrived  from  Odessa  in  so  bad  a  condition  that  you  have  been 
under  the  necessity  of  destroying  it? — I  have  destroyed  out  of  one  cargo  myself 
300  quarters ;  but  I  knew  one  cargo  that  belonged  to  another  person,  where 
the  wheat  was  in  that  state  that  they  were  obliged  to  dig  it  out  of  the  ship  with 
a  pickaxe. 

Did  it  arise  from  the  quality  of  the  ship,  or  from  the  quality  of  the  wheat  ? — 
From  the  healed  state  of  the  wheat ;  there  was  no  sea-damage  ;  it  was  from  the 
heat,  and  the  weevil  working  in  it.  In  my  case  there  was  no  sea-damage.  After 
having  been  at  a  great  expense  to  try  to  save  it,  the  best  that  could  be  done  was  to 
destroy  it,  to  get  it  out  of  the  way,  for  it  was  dangerous  to  the  warehouses. 

How  did  you  destroy  that  wheat? — It  was  burnt  by  degrees,  and  then  I  sent  it 
into  the  country  as  manure. 

Had  you  entered  it  here? — It  was  entered  in  bond  ;  it  was  in  that  kind  of  state 
that  we  got  permission  from  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  to  destroy  it ;  it  was  in 
a  dangerous  state ;  it  was  full  of  weevil,  and  it  was  in  that  kind  of  damp  state  that 
it  never  could  be  worth  any  thing. 

In  what  way  was  it  dangerous? — It  was  so  hot,  and  breeding  insects  to  such  an 
extent,  that  the  warehouses  being  full  of  wheat  we  wanted  to  get  rid  of  it,  in  order 
to  prevent  communication  to  the  other  cargoes.  The  destruction  of  a  little  damaged 
wheat  is  a  thing  which  has  been  very  frequently  done  ;  it  has  never  been  done  with- 
o-it  a  survey  and  regular  permission. 

You 
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You  are  a  ship-owner  ? — I  am. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  trade  to  the  Baltic  ? — Yes  ;  with  the  Russian  trade 
I  am  very  extensively  acquainted. 

Are  the  port-dues  in  the  Baltic  higher  than  at  Odessa  ? — They  are  higher  than  at 
Odessa. 

To  what  degree  are  they  higher  ? — Not  any  thing  very  material,  for  the  port- 
dues  in  Russia  are,  generally  speaking,  moderate. 

What  difference  per  ton  is  there  between  the  ports  in  the  Baltic  and  the  port  of 
Odessa  ? — A  mere  trifle  ;  they  are  not  ports  that  burthen  a  ship  with  any  tonnage  ; 
but  at  Petersburg!!  the  thing  is  got  so  much  into  custom,  that  the  different  officers, 
and  the  different  persons  that  come  on  board'  the  ship,  all  have  their  fees,  things 
that  they  have  no  right  to  take,  but  there  is  no  getting  despatch  of  business  with- 
out submission  to  them  ;  in  other  respects  the  Russians  are  very  liberal ;  they  charge 
no  light-dues.  There  was  an  attempt  made  to  remonstrate  against  the  arbitrary 
charges  that  the  officers  made,  but  it  was  thought  better  to  be  quiet,  as  the  Russians 
charge  us  no  light-dues,  whereas  we  do  charge  them  light-dues. 

From  what  cause  does  it  arise  that  the  freight  from  Odessa  to  London  is  so 
much  cheaper,  in  proportion  to  the  distance  and  the  length  of  the  voyage,  than  the 
freight  from  the  Baltic  ? — The  short  voyages  are  subject  to  heavy  port-dues.  In  this 
country  it  is  our  port-charges  that  are  the  great  burthen  to  the  ships  ;  and  in  addition 
to  that,  in  the  Mediterranean  they  support  their  crews  upon  very  easy  terms.  They 
supply  their  provision  at  Odessa  very  cheaply  ;  and  they  are  able  to  navigate  upon 
easier  terms  than  they  can  from  other  ports.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  expense  at- 
tending coming  into  port  and  shipping  a  cargo. 

What  proportion  of  the  freight  arises  from  the  port-dues  in  this  country  ? — It  is 
not  only  the  immediate  charge  that  the  ship  is  subject  to  in  the  shape  of  tonnage  and 
lights,  but  in  coming  in  and  out  of  port  there  are  always  a  great  number  of  expenses, 
some  that  ought  to  be  incurred,  and  some  that  ought  not,  which  lead  to  an  expense 
which  the  ship  is  not  subject  to  in  the  same  proportion  in  a  long  voyage,  and  it  is  on 
that  account  that  a  long  voyage  is  always  preferable  to  a  short  one. 

Are  not  the  port-charges  in  English  ports  paid  separately  from  the  freight?— The 
foreign  port-dues  at  Odessa  are  less  than  ours;  but  independently  of  the  charges 
at  going  in  and  out  of  port,  there  is  always  a  great  deal  of  what  a  ship-owner  would 
call  friction,  money  spent  that  ought  not  to  be  spent,  which  is  never  thought  of  when 
they  are  regularly  at  sea,  but  which  the  Captain  is  induced  to  spend  in  consequence 
of  being  in  port ;  perhaps  he  wants  a  sail  that  he  would  otherwise  do  without  if  he 
were  at  sea  on  a  long  voyage.  I  believe  a  ship  never  comes  into  port  but  what  there 
is  good  deal  of  money  spent  idly. 

Are  you  prepared  to  speak  as  to  the  grain  in  the  Baltic  ports  of  Russia  ? — Not 
particularly.  I  have  imported  grain  from  the  Baltic  ports  of  Russia ;  I  have  im- 
ported from  Riga,  but  I  have  not  imported  any  very  lately. 

What  would  you  say  is  the  usual  quality  of  wheat  from  Riga,  as  compared  with 
that  from  Odessa  ? — The  Riga  wheat  is  not  worth  so  much  money  as  the  wheat 
imported  from  Odessa ;  the  Petersburgh'  wheat  is  worth  still  less. 

What  would  you  consider  the  average  price  of  the  marketable  wheat  which  comes 
from  Riga  ? — Presuming  the  Odessa  wheat  which  has  now  been  shown  to  me  to  be 
worth  at  present  .50*.,  I  should  say  a  cargo  of  wheat  imported  from  Riga  would  be 
worth  three  or  four  shillings  less ;  Petersburg!!  and  Archangel  wheat  would  not  be 
worth  above  40$. 

Considering  Odessa  wheat  as  worth  50*.,  you  would  say  that  Riga  wheat  is  worth 
about  46*.,  and  Peteisburgh  wheat  about  40  s.? — Yes. 

Is  that  the  soft  wheat  ? — It  is  all  soft  wheat ;  they  have  no  hard  wheat  in  that 
part  of  the  country  ;  it  is  grown  altogether  in  the  southern  provinces  of  Russia,  parti- 
cularly on  the  borders  of  the  Don,  where  certainly  a  larger  quantity  could  be  produced 
if  encouragement  were  given,  and  arrangements  made  to  get  it  beforehand,  but  it 
inustbe  by  previous  arrangement.  They  have  not  the  means  of  storing  at  Taganrog ; 
I  should  not  imagine  they  could  store  five  thousand  quarters  of  wheat  if  they 
were  to  fill  all  the  buildings  there.  The  shipping  there  lies  in  a  very  dangerous 
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situation  to  load  the  wheat ;  it  comes  down  in  craft  from  the  river  Don  across  the 
sea,  where  the  ships  lie  in  an  open  roadstead  to  load  ;  all- these  are  circumstances 
of  considerable  difficulty  and  danger. 

Have  you  ever  shipped  a  cargo  of  grain  from  Egypt? — I  have  had  beans  from 
Egypt ;  I  have  got  one  cargo  in  Stangate  Creek  now. 

Can  you  state  what  price  those  beans  cost  at  Alexandria  r — As  near  as  may  be, 
10*.  6d.  a  quarter,  free  on  board. 

What  has  been  the  expense  of  freight  ? — It  is  in  a  ship  of  my  own  ;  I  reckon  the 
freight  worth  1 1  *.  and  ten  per  cent. 

Does  that  include  all  charges? — Then  there  would  be  the  landing-charges; 
those  beans  will  cost,  I  suppose,  landed,  about  2.5*.  a  quarter. 

What  would  you  consider  the  quality  of  those  beans  to  be,  as  compared  with 
the  British? — Were  they  free  they  would  now  sell  at  about  40 s. 

It  is  a  small  bean,  is  it  not? — Not  so  small  as  our  own  small  bean  ;  it  is  a 
coarser  bean,  and  very  much  mixed,  and  all  the  Egyptian  produce  is  very  badly 
dressed. 

Do  you  think  that  the  importation  of  beans  from  Egypt  could  be  carried  to  any 
extent,  provided  a  market  was  found  in  this  country  for  them  : — 1  am  certain  it 
would  to  an  immense  extent.  I  understand  that  if  a  contract  was  entered  into 
with  the  Pacha  they  could  grow  beans  to  a  very  considerable  extent  indeed. 

With  respect  to  the  Egyptian  wheat,  you  can  furnish  the  Committee  with  no 
information  ? — No  ;  it  is  a  very  inferior  quality  of  wheat,  and  very  badly  dressed ; 
but  I  have  heard  they  are  capable  of  producing  an  unlimited  quantity  of  beans  in 
favourable  seasons. 

If  any  very  great  increase  of  quantity  took  place,  might  there  not  be  a  difference 
in  the  price  in  Egypt  ? — No  large  quantity  could  be  got,  unless  previous  arrange- 
ments were  made  even  from  Egypt.  The  trade  there  is  carried  on  upon  most 
arbitrary  principles  ;  sometimes  the  Pacha  offers  to  sell  goods,  and  when  the  ships 
arrive  he  will  not,  and  the  ships  have  been  left  in  ballast 

Supposing  the  Pacha  to  be  willing  that  they  should  be  supplied,  do  you  think  that 
the  prices  would  be  as  high  as  that  you  have  named  ;  or  do  you  not  think  that  beans 
might  be  produced  at  a  lower  price  ? — From  the  best  information  I  am  able  to 
obtain,  I  have  understood  that  if  persons  would  contract  with  him  he  would  under- 
take to  grow  beans  in  the  succeeding  season  ;  but  then  it  would  be  a  very  precarious 
thing  ;  he  does  not  feel  himself  bound  by  his  engagement. 

Has  not  cotton  continued  to  be  imported  from  Egypt  constantly  ? — It  has. 

Has  that  proved  precarious  in  the  supply  ? — Very  precarious  indeed.  When  the 
Pacha  found  that  cotton  got  up  in  this  country,  he  did  not  deliver  his  cotton,  and 
the  ships  lay  there  for  months  together  upon  demurrage,  and  it  was  a  ruinous  con- 
cern to  the  parties  engaged  in  it. 

Have  you  ever  seen  any  Sicilian  wheat  in  this  country? — I  have  had  it;  it  is 
a  very  good  quality  of  wheat ;  there  is  both  hard  and  soft  wheat  in  Sicily. 

At  what  prices  have  you  obtained  that  wheat  ? — The  prices  on  the  island  of 
Sicily,  I  should  apprehend,  are  from  los.  to  155.  dearer  than  in  the  Black  Sea; 
occasionally  they  import  themselves.  In  Naples  they  have  a  very  good  quality  of 
wheat,  and  occasionally  they  export,  but  they  as  frequently  import  wheat,  both  into 
Sicily  and  into  the  kingdom  of  Naples.  Presuming  the  Black  Sea  to  produce 
1,000,000  of  quarters  of  wheat  in  a  year,  which  I  presume  has  been  shipped  at 
times,  nine  tenths  of  that  wheat  has  been  consumed  in  different  parts  of  the 
Mediterranean ;  and  the  prices  in  the  Black  Sea  must  be  governed  by  the  demand 
in  the  Mediterranean,  unless  an  enormous  price  should  exist  here. 

Have  you  ever  traded  with  the  port  of  Genoa  in  grain?— No;  with  Leghorn 
I  have. 

Is  grain  warehoused  at  Leghorn  ? — Yes,  for  exportation  ;  the  duties  are  very 
small.  I  have  imported  Odessa  wheat  from  Leghorn.  I  imported  a  cargo  of  Odessa 
wheat  from  Leghorn  which  sold  here  at  123*. ;  at  that  time  Dantzic  wheat  was 
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worth  eight  guineas;  that  was  in  the  year  1817.     It   must  be  a  year  of  gieat       J.Schneider, 
scarcity  to  produce  that.  £*?- 

Is  there  a  considerable  quantity  of  Odessa  wheat  in  store  at  Leghorn  ? — There    2g  March  1827. 
generally  is  a  store  at  Leghorn,  Genoa,  Marseilles,  and  Malta ;  the  traders  bring 
their  grain  down  to  some  one  of  those  ports,  and  either  sell  it,  or  leave  it  if  they 
cannot  sell  it 

You  have  known  the  Odessa  wheat  re-exported  from  those  ports  to  England  ? — • 
Yes,  and  re-exported  from  England  to  those  ports,  for  I  have  sent  Odessa  wheat 
to  those  ports  myself;  some  Odessa  wheat  that  came  here  in  bad  condition  in  the 
scarcity  of  1 820  went  back  to  those  identical  ports. 

Was  that  a  profitable  speculation? — It  was  so  far  a  profitable  one  that  it  saved  a 
very  great  loss ;  but  a  great  deal  of  wheat  that  was  sent  back  during  the  scarcity  at 
Naples  actually  sold  at  a  profit. 

Could  that  possibly  be  the  case  when  the  ports  of  this  country  were  constantly 
open  ? — The  wheat  was  imported  here  at  a  time  when  the  ports  were  shut,  and  a 
demand  sprung  up  in  the  Mediterranean,  and  there  were  about  150,000  quarters 
shipped  from  England  in  that  year. 

In  the  pro  forma  statement  of  cost  that  you  have  put  in,  have  you  made  an  allow- 
ance for  the  reduction  that  has  taken  place  in  the  port-charges? — The  charges  are 
made  as  they  actually  are,  and  the  freight  is  as  I  presumed  it  would  be.  We  have 
got  rid  of  the  quarantine-charges,  which  were  a  very  heavy  expense ;  but  there  is 
another  circumstance,  which  is  a  very  material  one,  with  respect  to  wheat  coming 
from  Odessa,  that  whatever  state  the  wheat  arrives  in  it  is  subject  to  a  quarantine 
at  Standgate  Creek,  which  does  not  improve  the  state  of  the  cargo. 

If  it  comes  from  any  port  of  the  Mediterranean  it  is  subject  to  that,  is  it  not? — 
If  it  is  trans-shipped  at  Malta  it  is  not  subject  to  that. 

In  that  case  is  it  not  examined  at  Malta  ? — It  is ;  it  is  literally  landed,  and  trans- 
shipped into  another  vessel. 

If  the  trade  in  corn  with  this  country  was  generally  open,  would  it  not  be  likely 
that  corn  would  be  brought  from  Odessa  to  Malta,  and  warehoused  there  for  the 
purpose  of  being  brought  to  London  when  a  favourable  opportunity  occurred  ? — 
Malta  would  certainly  be  a  better  station  for  it  than  London. 

Then  that  would  be  a  likely  thing  to  occur? — It  would  not  be  unlikely;  it  would 
rather  encourage  a  dep6t  being  made  at  Malta,  because  Malta  is  accessible  at  all 
times  of  the  year,  and  ships  are  constantly  going  there;  it  might  be  sent  offal  the 
receipt  of  a  letter. 

Would  not  that  diminish  very  materially  the  expense  that  you  suppose  would  be 
incurred  in  bringing  wheat  from  Odessa  to  London? — It  would  increase  the  expense 
to  go  to  Malta,  but  the  corn  would  lie  there  (if  it  is  to  lie  anywhere)  upon  much 
easier  terms  than  it  would  in  this  country. 

By  choosing  a  good  opportunity  to  ship  corn  from  Odessa  to  Malta  might  not 
you  save  a  considerable  sum  of  money  ? — A  considerable  sum  of  money  might  be 
saved  ;  there  might  be  moments  when' it  might  be  advantageous  to  make'a  depot  of 
corn  at  Malta;  it  would  be  taken  there  in  any  ship;  it  need  not  necessarily  be 
shipped  in  a  British  ship  ;  any  ship  in  the  port  might  take  in  corn  and  run  down  to 
Malta  ;  the  bringing  it  here  would  form  a  second  operation. 

Might  it  not  be  carried  at  any  season  of  the  year  from  Odessa  to  Malta? — Yes* 
the  same  as  to  this  country ;  but  the  great  advantage  would  be  the  short  passage' 
and  getting  the  corn  landed,  so  as  to  get  it  free  from  the  inconvenience  of  a  long 
voyage,  because,  perhaps,  if  the  voyage  terminated  at  three  months,  the  wheat  might 
be  safe,  and  in  four  months  it  might  be  ruined.

TIMOTHY  CURTIS,  Esquire,  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows: 

YOU  are  a  general  merchant  in  the  Russian  trade,  particularly  at  Riga  ?— 
I  am. 

What  is  the  name  of  your  firm  ? — Garry,  Curtis,  ILiy,  and  Company,  at  Riga. 

When  you  were  summoned  to  attend  this  Committee  did  you  prepare  yourself 
to  furnish  particular  information  as  to  the  corn  trade?— I  prepare^  myself  with  a 
number  of  accounts  which  I  thought  might  be  useful  to  the  Committee.  They  refer 
to  the  prices  of  corn,  and  to  the  quantities  exported  from  the  year  1815  down  to 
the  present  time.  I  have  prepared  an  account  of  what  has  been  exported  from  Riga 
from  1813.  The  first  Paper  I  shall  deliver  in  is  an  account  of  the  grain  exported 
from  Riga  from  the  year  1813  till  the  end  of  the  year  1826,  distinguishing  each 
year,  and  also  distinguishing  that  which  came  to  England,  and  that  which  has  gone 
to  foreign  countries. 

Is  it  made  out  in  quarters,  or  in  lasts?— It  is  made  out  in  lasts. 

How  many  quarters  do  you  compute  to  the  last? — Eleven  quarters  and  three- 
fourths  to  a  last  of  wheat,  eleven  to  a  last  of  rye,  fourteen  and  a  half  to  a  last  of 
oats,  and  eleven  and  three  fourths  to  a  last  of  barley. 

Will  you,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee,  deliver  in  that  Paper,  with  the 
quantities  made  out  in  quarters  ? — I  will.  The  next  Paper  I  have  to  present  is  a 
Statement  of  the  rate  of  freights  from  Riga  to  London  upon  grain,  from  the  year 
1815  to  the  present  year,  including  the  rates  of  freight  which  are  ruling  at  the  pre- 
sent moment.

Have  you  any  other  Paper  to  deliver  in  ? — The  next  is  an  Account  of  the  price  of 
grain  at  Riga  free  on  board  ship,  from  the  year  1815  up  to  the  present  month:  these 
are  stated  generally  in  sterling,  but  occasionally  in  roubles  ;  but  I  will  have  it  en- 
tirely made  into  sterling  money,  and  will  deliver  it  in  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee. 

Is  that  referred  to  quarters  or  to  lasts  ? — To  the  Winchester  quarter.  This  Paper 
contains  a  Statement  of  prices,  free  on  board,  of  wheat,  rye,  barley,  and  oats,  with 
the  exchange  in  each  month,  and  the  agio  upon  silver  in  each  month,  as  compared 
with  paper. 

What  is  that  Paper  prepared  from  ? — It  is  prepared  from  our  own  letters  and 
documents.  I  have  another  Paper  containing  the  charges  on  grain  at  Riga,  the 
charges  of  duty,  and  the  town-dues,  and  various  other  charges  which  are  incidental 
to  the  exportation  of  corn  from  the  port  of  Riga. 

Are  those  charges  to  be  paid  over  and  above  the  price  which  you  have  stated  in 
that  Paper  ? — No,  certainly  not ;  they  are  included  in  those  prices.

The  exchange  is  calculated  at  so  many  pence  Sterling  for  a  Bank-note  rouble,  and 
is  at  present  lO^d.  per  Ro.  B.  N-  Goods  are  often  bought  in  silver  roubles,  one  of 
which,  at  present  agio,  is  equal  to  3$  Bank-note  roubles,  or  3.75  copecks  B.  N. — 
i  oo  copecks  are  equal  to  i  ro.  whether  silver  or  Bank  note. 

Have  you  a  great  exportation  of  oats  to  Petersburg!)  from  Riga? — Occasionally 
nearly  their  whole  supply  at  Petersburgh  comes  from  Riga ;  but  we  always  export 
a  great  quantity  of  oats  to  Petersburgh. 

It  is  a  pretty  regular  supply,  is  it  not? — There  is  always  a  supply  from  Riga  of 
oats. 

Can  you  state  the  average  supply  in  each  year? — I  am  not  quite  able  to  do  that, 
not  having  any  documents  upon  the  subject. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  quality  of  the  oats  at  Riga? — I  am.  The  quality 
varies  very  materially,  and  the  price  varies  very  materially  as  to  weight. 

What  do  the  best  oats  weigh  ? — The  general  weight  is  about  73lbs.  to  761bs.  to 
the  Amsterdam  sack. 

What  would  that  be  to  the  bushel? — Oats,  73  to  7filbs.  per  Dutch  sack,  are 
equal  to  34$  to  3blbs.  per  imperial  bushel. 

\V  hat  is  the  quality  of  Riga  wheat  ? — We  have  two  sorts  of  wheat  from  Riga  : 
we  have  the  Russian  wheat,  which  is  much  upon  a  par  with  the  Petersburgh  wheat ; 
the  other  wheat  is  the  wheat  from  Courland,  which  is  of  a  very  superior  quality  to 
that,  and  generally  fetches  about  five  or  six  shillings  more  than  the  Russian  wheat. 

333-  N  3  What 
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Can  you  answer  that  question  with  regard  to  the  Dantzic  wheat? — I  cannot. 

Has  any  alteration  taken  place  of  late  in  the  extent  of  the  quantity  expressed  by 
the  word  "last"  at  Riga? — Not  the  least  in  the  world,  to  ray  knowledge  ;  we  have 
always  computed  it  so,  in  respect  of  freights,  which  we  consider  the  best  criterion 
to  go  by. 

Are  you  aware  how  the  cargoes  of  wheat  coming  from  Riga  are  paid  for  in  this 
country;  is  it  by  gold  generally,  or  by  bills  of  exchange,  or  manufactures? — That 
depends  very  much  upon  circumstances  ;  if  they  are  consigned  from  abroad,  which 
happens  sometimes,  but  not  very  frequently  from  that  part,  they  are  paid  for  some- 
times by  returns  of  produce  in  part,  and  bills  of  exchange  in  part;  sometimes  the 
whole  in  produce,  sometimes  the  whole  in  bills  of  exchange.  It  depends  very  much 
upon  circumstances,  as  to  the  state  of  the  market,  and  as  to  the  state  of  the  exchange. 

What  do  you  mean  by  produce? — Colonial  produce. 

Are  they  occasionally  paid  for  in  manufactures  ? — Frequently,  I  should  think, 
where  an  exportation  takes  place  upon  consignment;  but  our  exportation  generally 
takes  place  upon  orders  from  this  country,  in  which  case  they  draw  upon  this  coun- 
try for  the  amount. 

Is  there  not  in  Russia  an  actual  prohibition,  or  duties  amounting  to  prohibition, 
upon  all  articles  of  British  manufacture? — Not  upon  all  articles,  but  upon  many, 
certainly ;  upon  printed  cottons,  for  example,  and  woollens. 

What  are  the  articles  allowed  to  be  imported  ? — Plain  cottons  are  allowed  to  be 
imported,  and  plain  manufactures.  I  am  not  engaged  in  that  trade,  and  therefore 
I  can  only  speak  generally. 

You  have  stated  in  the  Paper  you  have  given  in,  that  a  supply  of  about  280,000 
quarters  of  oats  was  expected  at  Riga  from  the  interior;  that  is,  probably,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  expectation  of  orders  from  this  country? — I  should  think  very 
likely  ;  the  quantity  might  be  increased  in  consequence  of  that ;  but  one  reason  why 
the  quantity  was  short  last  year  was  the  lowness  of  the  river. 

Are  you  aware  what  amount  of  orders  have  actually  hitherto  been  received  for 
oats  from  Riga  ?—  I  am  not  aware  of  the  amount  of  them,  but  there  are  a  great 
number  which  have  been  received,  and  have  already  been  executed. 

If  the  ports  of  Great  Britain  were  permanently  open  do  you  think  there  would 
be  a  great  increase  of  supply  from  Riga  of  any  particular  description  of  grain? — 
I  am  not  able  to  answer  that  question  ;  I  have  very  little  knowledge  on  that  point. 
Much  of  the  grain  comes  from  a  great  distance. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  Prussian  measure  of  corn  ? — Not  at  all. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  measure  of  corn  as  it  comes  from  Holland  ? — Not 
at  all. 

Some  of  the  charges  in  England  are  imposed  by  the  last,  for  example,  the  metage 
out  of  the  warehouse  is  so  much  per  last ;  what  do  you  understand  by  the  last  in 
England  ? — I  should  apprehend  that  goes  entirely  by  the  custom  of  the  trade  of 
London,  without  regard  to  the  trade  of  the  particular  port  from  which  the  corn 
comes ;  but  I  am  not  able  to  answer  that  question  as  to  what  is  understood  by  the 
last;  I  think  a  corn  factor  would  be  able  to  give  your  Lordships  more  information 
upon  that  subject. 

Is  the  last  the  same  all  over  Russia  as  it  is  at  Riga  ? — I  am  not  able  to  answer 
that  question. 

Is  there  any  general  table  of  weights  and  measures  of  the  Russian  empire  ? — 
I  believe  there  is. 

Can  you  furnish  the  Committee  with  that  ? — I  should  humbly  suggest  that  Kelly's 
Universal  Cambist  would  give  every  information  upon  that  subject.

Mr.  JOHN 
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Mr.  JOHN  COUPLAND  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows  : 
WHAT  profession  do  you  follow? — I  am  in  the  mercantile  business,  principally 


in  the  corn  trade. 

Where  ? — In  Lincoln. 


I  im- 


Have  you  imported  corn  to  any  extent? — I  have  not  to  any  great  extent, 
ported  a  cargo  of  wheat  from  Rostock  some  time  since. 

Are  you  so  much  acquainted  with  the  trade  as  to  be  able  to  state  what  number  of 
quarters  are  usually  contained  in  a  last? — I  am  not  certain. 

Can  you  state  the  price  at  which  that  cargo  was  bought  that  you  imported  ? — It 
stood  me  in,  laid  down  in  London  in  the  granary,  at  28*.  (id. 

In  what  year  did  you  import  that  ? — I  think  it  was  about  two  years  ago  ;  it  has 
been  lower  since ;  it  was  much  lower  last  year. 

What  was  the  quality  of  that  wheat  ? — The  quality  was  very  good. 

As  compared  with  English  wheat? — I  think  it  would  be  nearly  as  good  as  an 
average  sample  of  English  wheat. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  the  present  mode  of  taking  the  average? — I  am. 
Have  you  seen  the  proposed  mode  of  taking  the  average  ? — I  have. 

Under  the  proposed  mode  of  taking  the  average  do  you  think  there  would  be  any 
certainty  as  to  the  price  of  foreign  wheat  in  this  market? — I  should  say  not. 

For  what  reason? — I  think  the  proposed  mode  of  taking  the  average  is  worse  than 
the  former  one.  I  think  a  six-weeks  average  would  be  better  than  one  week. 

Have  you  any  knowledge  of  frauds  committed  under  the  present  system  of  taking 
the  averages  ? — Yes,  I  have. 

Do  you  think  they  were  easily  managed? — I  think  very  easily. 
Have  you  known  it  done  to  your  own  personal  knowledge  ? — I  have. 

Have  you  any  objection  to  state  In  what  case? — I  have  known  it  done  in  a  coun- 
try market  in  this  way,  that  a  parcel  of  corn  has  been  sold  five  or  six  times  over  in 
one  day,  with  an  understanding  that  the  price  that  it  was  last  sold  at  should  be  the 
price  that  the  first  person  was  to  receive  for  it.  My  reason  for  stating  that  I  think  one 
week  would  be  worse  than  six  is  this,  at  that  time  there  generally  were  two  parties ; 
if  one  party  wanted  to  get  up  the  average,  there  would  be  another  party  that  wanted 
to  keep  it  down  ;  and  if  the  average  was  got  up  in  one  week  wrongfully,  then  pro- 
portionably  another  party  would  set  to  work  in  the  following  weeks  to  get  it  down ; 
but  by  the  plan  of  taking  the  average  weekly,  if  it  is  got  up  five  or  six  shillings  in  one 
week,  it  will  have  a  general  influence  over  the  market  directly ;  it  would  act  on  the 
market  to  produce  an  inundation,  perhaps,  of  the  market  for  some  length  of  time. 

From  your  knowledge  of  the  trade,  do  you  think  there  would  be  any  difficulty  in 
merchants  affecting  the  average  by  transactions  which  they  might  chalk  out  ?  — • 
Certainly  not;  I  think  no  difficulty  whatever.  I  think  at  some  seasons  of  the  year, 
•when  the  corn  in  the  market  is  very  scanty,  the  returns  would  be  very  small, 
perhaps  not  more  than  from  thirty  to  forty  thousand  quarters ;  it  would  be  an  easy 
matter  then  with  the  great  importers  to  run  up  the  prices,  and  they  would  make 
a  calculation  of  this  sort,  that  if  they  lost  so  much  in  buying  20,000  quarters  of 
English  wheat,  they  would  get  perhaps  three  times  as  much  by  selling  three  times 
the  quantity  of  foreign  wheat  free.  We  should  make  that  calculation,  and  run  up 
the  prices  as  much  as  we  could,  and  still  be  gainers  by  it,  because  we  should  save 
2*.  for  every  i  s.  that  we  should  run  it  up. 

In  any  transaction  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  the  averages  that  has  already 
taken  place,  to  what  extent  have  you  known  the  average  affected?--!  think 
I  remember  the  average  upon  oats  being  affected  to  the  amount  of  7f  d  in  one 
week. 

Are  you  speaking  of  the  country  markets  ? — I  am  speaking  of  the  average  of  the 
maritime  districts  generally. 

In  any  one  of  the  maritime  districts  to  what  extent  have  you  known  the  average 
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affected  under  the  present  system  ?  —  I  have  not  had   an  opportunity  of  knowing 
because  I  do  not  get  the  averages  of  each  district  separately. 


To  what  extent,  if  there  were  a  weekly  average,  do  you,  from  your  experience  in 
the  trade,  suppose  that  the  merchants  might  affect  that  average  in  the  course  of  one 
week  ?  —  I  think  it  is  very  possible  to  affect  it  5*.  for  wheat. 

To  what  extent  do  you  think  it  could  be  affected  with  relation  to  oats  ?  —  I  think 
oats  might  be  affected  in  the  same  proportion,  half  as  much  as  wheat,  and  barley 
would  be  the  same  as  oats,  or  more. 

Would  not  the  facility  of  affecting  them  depend  upon  the  quantities  in  the 
market  of  each  grain  ?  —  Yes,  at  some  seasons  of  the  year  ;  the  barley  markets  are 
very  full  indeed  at  the  threshing  season,  and  there  would  be  then  not  so  great 
facility  of  raising  the  averages. 

Is  the  instance  which  you  have  stated,  of  the  average  price  of  oats  being  affected 
by  fraudulent  proceedings,  the  most  important  and  the  greatest  you  have  ever 
known  ?  —  I  think,  perhaps,  it  is. 

Was  it  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  ports,  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
shut?  —  I  think  it  was  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  them  shut.  With  your  Lord- 
ships permission,  I  will  state  a  mode  of  taking  the  averages  which  I  think  would  be 
far  less  liable  to  fraud  :  That  would  be  for  the  grower  to  return  the  corn  sold  ;  it 
would  prevent  the  same  parcel  of  corn  being  returned,  perhaps,  ten  times  over,  which 
I  think  never  was  intended,  that  one  parcel  of  corn  passing  from  factor  to  factor 
should  be  returned  ten  times  over  in  the  same  market  ;  if  it  was  intended  to  protect 
the  agriculturist,  that  4s  no  protection  at  all.  If  the  grower  of  the  corn  were  to 
make  a  return  there  would  be  no  danger  of  his  making  a  fraudulent  return,  provided 
the  penalty  were  sufficient;  if  he  was  to  forfeit  the  corn  for  making  a  fraudulent 
return,  the  mercantile  men  would  keep  a  sharp  look  out  after  him,  because  they  can 
see  the  clerk  of  the  market  any  day;  and  they  would  always  keep  a  watch  upon  the 
clerk's  books,  to  see  that  the  farmer  did  not  make  the  return  improperly  ;  there  is 
no  doubt  he  would  make  the  return  properly,  for  lie  would  not  forfeit  his  corn  twice, 
if  he  did  once  ;  and  then  the  return  would  come  from  the  grower  for  whom  the 
protection  is  intended. 

Would  it  not  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  such  frauds  if  the  return  was  made 
only  of  corn  that  is  delivered  as  well  as  sold  ?  —  No;  the  whole  of  the  corn,  even  in 
the  fraudulent  returns,  may  be  delivered  as  well  as  sold  ;  there  is  no  difficulty  in  that 
in  the  world  ;  we  call  it  a  delivery  if  it  be  passed  through  the  books;  a  great  deal  of 
the  corn  sold  from  one  factor  to  another  in  this  kingdom  is  never  moved  ;  when 
delivered  it  is  entered  by  the  warehouseman  into  another  name,  but  never  moved  ; 
that  would  be  a  delivery,  no  doubt. 

Does  not  that  take  place  with  regard  to  foreign  grain,  just  as  well  as  with  regard 
to  grain  grown  in  this  country  ;  or  might  it  not  take  place  ?  —  Certainly  ;  I  think  it  is 
intended  that  foreign  corn  should  not  come  in  to  the  return.  I  should  be  afraid 
that  it  does  very  much  ;  when  it  gets  free  on  the  market  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
that,  that  I  can  see  ;  that  would  not  be  the  case  if  the  return  was  from  the 
grower. 

Have  you  any  doubt  that  the  foreign  grain  when  it  has  been  set  free  has  always 
affected  the  returns  ?  —  I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Do  you  think  it  would  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  fraud,  if  the  average,  instead 
of  being  taken  for  one  week  only,  to  regulate  the  duty  of  another  week,  was  taken 
for  four  or  six  weeks  preceding  to  regulate  the  duty  of  one  week,  and  was  so 
corrected  by  leaving  out  one  week,  and  adding  another  week  every  week  ?  —  That 
would  be  a  much  better  way  than  the  proposed  mode,  I  have  no  doubt. 

If  the  regulation  was,  that  every  importer  of  grain  should  be  charged  with  the 
duty  that  was  payable  at  the  time  of  importation,  to  be  subsequently  paid  by  him 
when  the  grain  was  taken  out,  would  not  that  have  the  effect  of  preventing  those 
fraudulent  transactions  ?  —  It  would,  most  decidedly. 

Would  not  such  a  regulation  have  a  great  effect  in  preventing  importation  ?  — 
I  do  not  think  it  would,  when  importation  was  required,  when  this  country  wanted 
foreign  grain  ;  and  if  you  have  it  at  any  other  time  you  are  knocking  down  the  landed 
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interests  of  the  country.  I  was  going  to  state  that  by  taking  the  averages  weekly, 
the  danger  would  be  of  destroying  the  landed  interest  in  time  of  harvest.  We  have 
known  the  average  of  wheat  run  up  5*.  to  10*.  in  a  week,  in  the  time  of  harvest 
in  a  wet  week ;  if  it  was  to  set  in  wet  weather  just  in  the  midst  of  the  harvest,  the 
prices  would  run  up  enormously,  I  think  I  have  known  them  run  up  15*.,  I  can 
safely  say  10*.,  in  one  week.  That  might  cause  many  hundred  thousand  quarters 
of  foreign  wheat  to  come  into  the  market  in  place  of  our  wheat  that  was  spoiled  by 
the  wet  harvest,  when  the  farmers  of  this  kingdom  would  make  nothing  of  their 
spoiled  wheat,  and  it  must  bring  them  to  ruin ;  and  the  competition  between  the 
good  foreign  wheat  and  the  wheat  that  was  spoiled  would  be  so  great  that  the 
spoiled  wheat  would  be  scarcely  of  any  value  at  all ;  the  farmer  would  be  at  much 
greater  expense  in  a  wet  harvest,  and  he  would  make  much  less  money. 

You  mean,  that  in  that  case  this  country  must  consume  the  spoiled  wheat  ? — Or 
the  farmer  must  go  to  ruin  ;  every  man  would  consume  the  best  wheat,  because  it 
would  be  the  best,  and  the  other  would  be  sold  for  almost  nothing. 

You  have  spoken  of  JO*,  being  added  to  the  average  by  one  week  of  bad 
weather  ;  has  it  not  often  happened,  that  the  weather  has  changed,  having  become 
more  favourable,  and  that  the  average  has  in  consequence  gone  back  again? — It 
might  happen  so ;  I  have  known  the  average  go  back  very  much ;  perhaps  in  the 
next  week  the  weather  might  take  up  again. 

Might  not  it  happen,  for  example,  that  a  bad  week  raising  the  price  of  grain,  the 
importers  might  get  in  their  grain  paying  a  duty  of  6*.  or  8$.  less,  and  then  that 
the  next  week  bringing  back  the  averages,  the  mischief  would  have  occurred  that 
all  that  foreign  wheat  would  have  got  in  at  a  less  duty? — Yes,  and  it  would  have 
lowered  our  prices  perhaps  20*.  a  quarter. 

Between  a  four  weeks  average,  proceeding  by  rejecting  the  first  week,  and 
taking  in  a  new  week,  and  a  six  weeks  average,  proceeding  in  the  same  way, 
which  would  you  say  was  the  preferable  regulation  ? — I  think  I  should  prefer  the 
six  weeks  if  they  were  taken  both  upon  the  same  scale,  I  think  it  would  give  a  longer 
time  ;  we  know  that  false  alarms  do  frequently  occur,  and  it  would  give  a  longer  time 
particularly  in  time  of  harvest,  for  seeing  things  work  round.  A  month  is  much 
better  than  a  week,  and  much  better  than  a  fortnight,  and  much  better  than 
three  weeks,  but  I  should  say,  that  six  weeks  would  see  in  the  greater  part  of 
the  harvest. 

Would  you  think  eight  weeks  better  than  six  ? — I  think  that  would  be  longer 
than  would  be  necessary,  the  bulk  of  the  harvest  is  in  in  six  weeks. 

Can  you  state  what  quantity  of  corn  it  would  be  necessary  to  purchase,  in  order 
to  raise  the  general  averages  5*.  ? — I  should  think  not  30,000  quarters.  That 
would  materially  depend  upon  the  season  of  the  year,  and  the  quantity  that  came 
to  market ;  at  a  time  when  the  delivery  was  not  very  large,  I  should  say  30,000 
quarters  might  affect  it. 

Do  you  think  that  the  average  might  be  seriously  affected  by  an  outlay  of  thirty 
or  forty  thousand  pounds,  without  the  risk  of  losing  above  ten  or  fifteen  thousand 
pounds? — Certainly;  I  have  no  doubt  of  it. 

Would  not  the  price  of  30,000  quarters  of  wheat  considerably  exceed  the  sum  of 
30,000 /.  ? — Most  certainly. 

What  do  you  conceive,  according  to  the  proposed  scale  of  prices  and  duties, 
would  be  the  probable  average  price  to  the  grower  ? — That  would  materially 
depend  upon  the  produce  of  the  crop  in  this  country. 

When  the  average  price  in  the  maritime  districts  is  60 s.  per  quarter  for  wheat, 
what  is  the  price  that  will  probably  be  received  by  the  farmer  ? — 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

The  question  is  objected  to,  and,  after  debate,  it  is  resolved,  upon  division, 
that  the  question  shall  not  be  put.

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Then  it  is  proposed,  that  the  following  question  be  put  to  the 

witness : 
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When  the  average  price  of  wheat  is  60*.  in  the  maritime  districts,  what  is  the 
general  average  price  in  the  country  markets  with  which  you  are  acquainted  ? — 

The  question  is  objected  to,  and,  after  debate,  it  is  resolved,  that  the  question 

shall  not  be  put. 

The  witness  is  again  called  in. 

As  a  corn  factor,  if  you  knew  that  the  price  of  wheat  in  the  Lincoln  market  wag 
60*.,  would  you,  in  giving  an  order  for  foreign  corn,  calculate  upon  an  importing 
price  of  60 s.,  or  above  it? — I  certainly  should  not  expect  to  receive  60*.  for  what 
I  imported.  I  should  conceive  that  the  average  of  the  Lincoln  market  is  much 
above  the  average  of  the  country.  The  wheats  in  the  Lincoln  market  are  much 
better  than  the  average  quality ;  they  are  better  by  several  shillings  than  the 
average  quality. 

Have  you  ever  shipped  any  corn  for  the  port  of  London  from  Lincolnshire  ?- 
I  have  done  it  some  time  since. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  what  the  expenses  are? — The  whole  of  the  expenses 
from  Lincoln  for  wheat  are  from  5  s.  to  5  s.  6  d.  a  quarter,  and  for  oats  in  proportion 
to  the  weight.  The  freights  are  generally  calculated  by  the  weight,  and  the  com- 
mission that  is  paid  to  the  factor  here  is  in  proportion  to  the  price  that  it  fetches. 

Can  you  state  the  average  cost  of  the  shipment  of  a  quarter  of  oats  ? — The 
expenses  of  a  shipment  of  oats  from  Lincoln  to  London,  I  should  think,  would  be 
about  3*.  6d.  The  expenses  from  Liverpool  to  Lincoln  are  much  greater;  they 
are  as  much  as  8*. :  that  makes  the  average  so  high  in  those  places. 

Among  those  who  bring  corn  to  market,  is  it  not  the  wish  and  endeavour  to  keep 
the  price  below  that  at  which  foreign  importation  would  take  place  ? — I  should  not 
think  that  they  endeavour  to  do  any  thing  of  the  sort.  It  is  a  rule  with  the  farmer 
that  brings  his  produce  to  market,  to  endeavour  to  make  the  best  of  it :  they  are 
men  of  a  different  description  from  that ;  they  will  take  the  largest  price  they 
can  get. 

You  have  spoken  to  your  knowledge  of  the  averages  being  improperly  affected  ; 
when  that  took  place  was  it  done  by  corn  merchants,  or  was  it  by  growers  of 
corn  ? — By  merchants. 

In  all  instances  ? — Yes ;  I  never  knew  it  done  by  a  grower  of  corn  in  any  one 
nstancc.     The  growers  have  not  the  opportunity  ;  they  dare  not  do  it,  because 
they  know  the  factors  would  see  the  return,  and  they  would  be  exposed  directly  to 
the  penalty. 

Is  the  Lincoln  market  principally  supplied  by  fanners  bringing  their  own  corn  to 
market,  or  is  corn  there  sold  by  factors  or  dealers  in  corn  ? — It  is  principally  sup- 
plied by  farmers,  nineteen  twentieths,  or  more  than  that. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw . 


r.  WILLIAM  BELL  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows  : 
YOU  are  a  merchant  at  Hull?  —  I  am. 

Have  you  been  a  long  time  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  ?  —  I  have  been  engaged  in 
the  commission  corn  trade  since  1814;  at  Hamburgh  till  1822,  and  subsequently 
in  Hull. 

Can  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  prices  that  have  prevailed  at  Hamburgh  for 
some  years  past?  —  I  have  prepared  a  table,  since  I  received  the  order  from  the 
Committee  to  attend,  of  the  average  prices  that  have  prevailed  for  a  considerable 
time  back. 

The  witness  delivers  in  the  same,  which  is  read,  and  is  as  follows  :

Taking,  according  to  the  above  Table,  this  average  price  of  146-^  for  the  last 
thirty-five  years,  at  the  course  of  exchange  35,  (34*-  njrf.  being,  according  to 
Kruse,  vol.  i.  page  268,  edit.  Hamburgh,  1782,  the  value  of  one  pound  sterling  in 
silver),  and  at  the  agio  of  25  per  cent.,  for  currency  againt  Bank  money,  and  that  the 
Hamburgh  last  will  deliver  in  Hull  ill  quarters  imperial  measure,  with  5  per  cent, 
for  the  shipping  expenses  and  commission,  the  average  price  of  wheat  at  Hamburgh 
for  the  last  thirty-five  years  would  be  48  s.  1 1  d.  per  quarter. 

What  has  been  the  average  price,  for  the  four  last  years,  of  wheat  free  on  board 
at  Hamburgh? — It  has  been,  in  sterling  money,  upon  the  average,  25*.  lod.  from 
the  commencement  of  the  year  1822,  to  the  end  of  the  year  1826. 

Are  the  charges  for  commission  and  the  expense  of  shipping  included  in  the  prices 
stated  in  the  Table  you  have  given  in? — They  are  not  included  in  the  price,  but 
they  are  included  in  the  reduction  of  the  dollar  at  forty  pence ;  that  gives  the  price 
including  the  increase  upon  the  last,  which  is  fifteen  per  cent,  better  than  the  ten 
quarters  ;  the  Hamburgh  last  delivers  out  eleven  quarters  and  a  half. 

Therefore,  at  forty  pence  per  dollar,  the  last  is  considered  as  equal  to  ten  quar- 
ters Winchester? — It  is. 

Is  that  Table  calculated  at  the  par  of  exchange,  and  not  at  the  rate  of  exchange 
of  the  year  ? — Yes  ;  the  rate  of  exchange  in  the  last  four  years  has  been  about  three 
per  cent,  in  favour  of  England ;  the  average  of  exchange  has  been  36*.  and  a  half

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Mr.  7F.  Bdl.  groot  Flemish ;  and  the  par,  according  to  Kruse,  lor  a  pound  sterling,  at  the  mint 
._  ^ /  price  of  silver,  is  34 s.  iijrf.  groot s ;  I  have  taken  it  in  the  calculation  at  thirty- 
Si  M»irh  1827.  five. 

What  is  the  Hamburgh  last  equal  to,  in  Winchester  or  imperial  measure? — 
I  have  scarcely  had  sufficient  experience  of  imperial  measure  to  speak  to  that ;  in 
Windiotrr  measure,  upon  the  average,  I  have  had  delivered  out  eleven  quarters 
and  a  half;  I  have  had  eleven  and  three  quarters,  and  I  have  had  twelve  delivered 
out. 

In  general,  you  consider  the  Hamburgh  last  equal  to  eleven  and  a  half  Winches- 
ter quarters  ? — Yes. 

Has  there  been  any  diminution  in  the  quantity  that  the  last  contains  in  recent 
years  ? — No  ;  the  last  has  always  been  measured  in  Hamburgh  at  sixty  vass. 

The  wheat  that  comes  from  Hamburgh  is  of  a  very  good  quality,  is  not  it,  in 
general  ? — It  is  very  various ;  the  Holstein  wheats  are  very  inferior,  and  those  that 
are  called  the  Lower  Elbe  wheats,  which  come  from  Hanover  and  the  Holstein 
coast,  are  very  inferior,  and  very  rough  in  comparison  with  the  .Anhalt  and  the  Marks 
wheats. 

Does  much  wheat  come  down  the  Elbe  from  the  upper  part  ? — Our  great  supplies 
arise  from  what  comes  down  the  Elbe. 

From  the  Upper  Elbe,  from  Saxony  ?  —  Our  principal  supplies  are  the  Magdeburg 
and  Anhalt  wheats,  which  are  on  the  Upper  Elbe ;  the  Saxony  wheats  have  not  come 
down  much,  in  consequence  of  the  staple  right  at  Magdeburg,  by  which  every  thing 
was  obliged  to  be  landed  at  Magdeburg.  Since  the  peace,  the  entire  Elbe  has  been 
declared  free,  and  we  may  have  great  receipts  from  Saxony. 

That  obstruction  is  now  removed,  is  it  not? — As  far  as  regards  the  navigation,  but 
the  prices  have  not  been  sufficiently  remunerating  to  draw  supplies  from  Pirna  and 
Konigstein. 

But  wheat  has  come  from  Pirna  and  Konigstein  at  times? — Yes ;  I  cannot  speak 
much  as  to  wheat,  but  I  can  speak  as  to  barleys;  I  have  bought  Bohemian  barleys. 

Have  you  had  much  dealing  in  the  corn  trade  with  the  northern  ports  of  the 
Baltic  ? — Kiel  and  Flensburg  have  been  my  principal  ports  of  dealing. 

Does  the  last  measure  the  same  in  all  the  different  ports  with  which  you  have  had 
dealings? — The  last  in  Stettin  delivers  thirteen  and  a  half  Winchester  quarters  to 
fourteen  ;  that  applies  to  all  kinds  of  grain.  I  believe  at  Rostock  it  generally  deli- 
vers out  fourteen  Winchester  quarters.  The  sales  in  Holstein  are  not  made  by  the 
last,  they  are  made  by  the  barrel,  which  may  be  considered  as  half  a  quarter ;  twenty- 
one  Holstein  barrels  generally  deliver  out  ten  quarters  Winchester ;  at  Wismar  the 
last  delivers  out  about  fourteen  quarters. 

Some  of  your  charges  in  England  are  paid  by  the  last,  are  they  not  ? — We  gene, 
rally  reduce  them  to  so  much  per  quarter,  by  dividing  them  by  ten. 

What  are  the  expenses  upon  corn  imported  at  Hull? — From  seven-pence  to  nine- 
pence  a  quarter  landing,  after  they  have  got  into  the  harbour ;  that  includes  lighter- 
age and  every  expense  incurred  in  putting  the  corn  into  granary. 

What  is  the  average  freight  of  wheat  from  Hamburgh  to  Hull,  with  all  the  charges 
upon  it,  including  insurance  and  primage,  and  every  expense  ? — I  should  think,  from 
five  shillings  to  six  shillings  and  sixpence  a  quarter. 

Docs  that  include  the  expense  of  lighterage  you  have  just  named  ? — No  ;  that  is 
in  addition.  The  lighterage  from  one  dock  is  two  shillings ;  the  expense  of  meting 
is  sixpence  per  last ;  the  heaving,  trimming,  and  hicking,  is  from  two  to  three  shil- 
lings per  last ;  it  comes  to  about  from  seven-pence  to  nine- pence  a  quarter.  In  the 
other  dock  there  is  an  additional  charge,  in  consequence  of  the  additional  lighter- 
age in  going  out. 

Do  you  calculate  the  freight  per  last,  or  per  quarter  ?— The  bills  of  lading  from 
Hamburgh  are  usually  filled  up  at  so  much  per  Winchester  quarter  delivered. 

Is  there  nothing  paid  at  Hull  in  going  into  Dock  ? — That  is  paid  by  the  ship,  and 
it  is  included  in  the  ten  per  cent,  upon  the  freight. 
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Is  the  freight  from  Hamburgh  to  Hull  greater  than  the  freight  from  Hull  to  Lon- 
don ? — They  are  generally  upon  a  par. 

Are  there  considerable  supplies  of  corn  in  those  countries  bordering  on  the  Elbe? 
— I  have  not  been  resident  in  those  countries  for  the  last  four  years ;  therefore  it  is 
impossible  for  me  to  state  that  with  precision.  I  have  got  a  list,  which  I  directed 
my  brother,  who  is  still  resident  at  Hamburgh,  to  deliver  to  me,  of  what  he  thought 
the  possible  stock  in  Hamburgh  might  be.  The  stock,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1827, 
was  calculated  at  5,000  to  5,300  lasts  of  wheat,  about  150  lasts  of  barley,  300  of 
oats,  100  of  malt,  15  to  20  of  tares,  and  60  to  70  of  peas  and  beans. 

Could  not  the  cultivation  of  those  countries  be  considerably  increased  and  im- 
proved if  there  were  a  demand  for  foreign  corn  in  this  country  ? — It  would  entirely 
depend  upon  the  prices  that  were  paid  here.  I  am  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  agriculture  to  state  to  what  extent  it  could  be  increased. 

Supposing  the  markets  of  this  country  to  be  always  open  for  the  importation  of 
foreign  corn,  would  not,  under  such  circumstances,  the  cultivation  of  that  part  of 
the  Continent  be  extended  and  improved  ? — I  can  only  say  generally,  that  that 
might  be  the  possible  result. 

When  foreign  ships  have  brought  foreign  corn  to  Hull  have  they  taken  English 
manufactures  as  a  return-cargo  ? — The  ships  generally  go  in  ballast. 

The  foreign  grain  is  therefore  paid  for  in  specie,  or  in  bills  ? — That  does  not 
follow,  for  this  plain  reason,  the  cargoes  are  frequently  paid  for  before  they  arrive. 
I  have  known  instances  where  I  have  paid  bills,  which  have  been  drawn  for  the 
corn  directly  to  the  sellers  of  British  manufactures. 

Is  that  foreign  corn  then  paid  for  in  bills,  in  specie,  or  in  manufactures  ? — I  con- 
ceive the  greatest  part  in  manufactures. 

Have  you  ever  heard,  or  do  you  know,  that  when  considerable  purchases  were 
made  lately,  upon  the  Continent,  of  foreign  corn,  it  was  stipulated  as  a  condition, 
that  payment  should  be  made  in  sovereigns  ? — No ;  I  never  heard  of  it.  I  conceive 
that  the  payments  must  be  entirely  made  in  the  currency  of  the  country ;  the  farmers 
there  would  not  understand  what  a  sovereign  was. 

The  question  refers  to  the  payment  to  the  merchant,  and  not  to  the  farmer? — The 
purchases  in  Hamburgh  are  paid  for  in  the  bank-money  of  the  town  by  transfers ; 
and  those  payments,  as  far  as  my  own  knowledge  and  experience  goes,  have  been 
made  by  the  agent,  or  the  British  manufacturer,  writing  off  that  money  to  me,  and 
taking  bills  on  England  in  return. 

Is  the  corn  trade  which  you  have  been  engaged  in  lately  carried  on  chiefly  in  Bri- 
tish or  in  foreign  ships?-— If  the  corn  comes  direct  from  Hamburgh,  it  is  generally 
as  a  return-cargo.  If  it  comes  from  the  out  ports,  generally  in  foreign  vessels. 

From  which  do  you  import  the  largest  quantity,  from  the  out  ports  or  from  Ham- 
burgh?— Without  reference  to  calculations  I  could  hardly  tell;  I  think  from  the 
out  ports. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  SANDARS  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows : 

YOU  are  resident  at  Gainsborough  ? — I  am. 

Are  you  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  ? — Yes. 

Have  you  been  so  for  many  years  ? — For  about  thirty  years. 

Do  you  import  much  foreign  corn  ? — A  good  deal. 

Have  you  imported  a  good  deal  lately? — Yes. 

Where  have  you  imported  from  chiefly? — From  Holstein,  Denmark,  and  the 
ports  in  the  Baltic  and  Hamburgh. 

What  are  the  expenses  of  importation? — The  expenses  vary  as  the  seasons  vary. 
In  the  winter  season  the  freights  are  much  higher,  and  the  insurance  is  much  higher 
than  in  the  summer  season.  In  the  summer  time  they  are  very  low ;  the  freights  in 
summer  are  about  us.  a  quarter  from  Hamburgh;  they  are  at  2*.  6d.  now. 

What  do  you  reckon  the  insurance  at? — The  insurance  would  be  about  4  d,  a  quar- 
ter in  summer  time. 
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What  are  the  freights  and  insurance  from  Rostock,  Kiel,  and  Lubeck  ? — The 
present  price  of  freight  is  4*.  6d.  and  5  per  cent,  upon  the  freight,  in  lieu  of  port- 
charges. 

Is  that  the  winter-freight  ? — The  ships  are  now  upon  their  passage  ;  we  do  not 
like  to  send  them  out  in  winter  time,  in  consequence  of  the  high  freights. 

What  is  the  amount  of  insurance  ? — The  insurance  is  about  6d.  a  quarter. 

What  are  the  charges  upon  importing  and  landing  at  Grimsbv  or  at  Hull  ? — About 
5*.  a  quarter  from  abroad,  to  put  it  into  the  granary  from  Holstein  and  from  the 
.Baltic  ports. 

Is  that  the  expense  in  summer  or  in  winter? — That  is  at  the  present  time;  it  is 
more  in  winter. 

Does  that  include  freight? — Yes;  the  5*.  includes  every  charge. 

Does  that  include  every  thing  from  the  warehouse  on  the  other  side  of  the  water 
into  the  warehouse  at  Grimsby  ? — Yes. 

What  are  the  highest  charges  of  freight  in  winter  ? — Sometimes  they  are  as  high 
as  9*. ;  we  gave  that  about  two  years  ago,  in  an  extraordinary  time;  it  was  a  thing 
hardly  known  before. 

Was  that  pressing  for  a  particular  market,  or  for  a  particular  time  ?-  -Yes  ;  it  was 
in  bad  weather,  and  at  a  time  when  there  was  a  great  deal  of  barley  importing. 

What  is  the  general  difference  between  the  summer  and  winter  rates  of  freight  ? 
—Sometimes  we  can  get  it  at  half  price  in  summer. 

The  Witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

The  Lord  FARNBOROUGH  in  the  Chair. 

Mr.  SAMUEL  SANDARS  is  called   in,  and  further  Examined  as 

follows : 

YOU  carry  on  the  corn  trade  at  Gainsborough? — Yes. 

Did  you  import  any  wheat  last  year  ? — Yes. 

Upon  your  own  account,  or  by  commission  ? — On  my  own  account. 

What  price  did  it  stand  you  in  in  the  port  of  Gainsborough  for  sale  ? — In  the 
ports  of  Hull  and  Grimsby  it  stood  me  in  about  22s.  a  quarter.  We  cannot  bring 
it  up  to  Gainsborough ;  it  is  not  a  sea  port. 

Where  did  that  come  from  ? — From  Kiel,  from  Lubeck,  and  from  Hamburgh. 
What  was  the  quantity  ? — Ten  thousand  quarters. 
Did  you  sell  any  of  it,  and  at  what  price  ? — I  sold  500  quarters  at  Hull. 
What  did  you  do  with  the  rest  of  it  ? — It  is  laid  in  bond  now. 

Was  the  price  the  same  from  all  those  ports,  or  was  there  any  difference  between 
the  different  ports? — The  price  was  rather  more  at  Hamburgh  than  at  Kiel  and 
Lubeck. 

Do  you  know  what  price  it  cost  in  those  ports  at  that  time  ? — It  stood  me 
16*.  6d.  and  17*.  a  quarter  from  Kiel  and  Lubeck,  and  from  Hamburgh  it  was 
19*.  or  20*.  a  quarter;  the  freights  are  less  from  Hamburgh  than  from  the  other 
ports. 

Last  year  was  a  lower  year  than  any  you  remember,  was  it  not  ? — I  never 
remember  it  nearly  so  low  at  any  time  as  it  was  last  year. 

What  was  the  quality  of  that  wheat  ? — We  never  reckon  foreign  wheat  so  good 
as  English  wheat,  except  you  go  to  Dantzic,  and  that  comes  very  high,  and  it  is  not 
suitable  to  our  markets ;  it  is  a  light  wheat,  and  we  generally  sell  our  wheats  by 
weight,  and  those  are  heavier  wheats  considerably  than  Ihe  Dantzic  arc. 

But 
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But  not  so  good  in  quality  r— Not  so  fine  in  quality. 
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How  many  shillings  a  quarter  do  you  suppose  it  is  inferior  to  English  Wheat  r 

—The  Lubeck  and  Hamburgh  wheat  is  about  3*.  a  quarter  interior.  &  April 

What  quality  of  English  wheat  are  you  speaking  of?— The  Lincolnshire 
growth. 

What  price  did  you  sell  that  wheat  at  ?— Twenty-six  shillings. 

Which  of  the  parcels  was  it  you  .sold  at  %6s. ;  that  which  cost  19*.  or  20*., 
Or  that  which  cost  16*.  6  d.  ?— That  which  cost  19*.  and  20  s. 

Is  it  in  bond  still  ?— It  is  ;  the  buyer  has  it  in  bond  yet. 

How  long  has  it  been  in  bond  ? — We  bonded  it  about  June  and  July. 

Are  you  acquainted  with  any  circumstances  which  occasioned  the  price  to  be  very 
low  in  those  ports  at  that  time? — There  was  an  accumulation  of  stock,  and  they  had 
no  market  for  it. 

Could  you  have  had  more  at  the  same  price  if  you  had  wanted  it  ? — A  great  deal ; 
we  had  many  offers  at  the  time  :  indeed  we  we  should  have  bought  more  if  we 
had  thought  the  prices  would  have  got  up. 

Did  you  sell  it  upon  your  own  account,  or  by  order,  at  the  price  at  which  you 
sold  it  ? — On  my  own  account. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw. 

Mr.  WILLIAM  BELL  is  called  in,  and  further  Examined  as  follows  :  Mr.  W.  Bell. 

DID  you  import  any  wheat  last  year  ? — Yes. 
From  what  ports  ? — From  Flensburgh  in  the  Duchy  of  Sleswick. 
What  other  ports  did  you  import  from  ? — From  Hamburgh,    and  from  a  small 
port  in  the  Elbe  called  Otterndorf. 

How  much  did  you  import  from  those  places  ? — By  importing,  I  mean  that  it 
was  consigned  to  me  for  sale,  because  I  do  not  import  on  my  own  account. 
I  received  about  750  quarters  from  Flensburgh,  as  far  as  my  rec  u •  <  <  n  goes; 
about  500  from  Hamburgh,  and  250  from  Otterndorf;  altogether  about  1,500 
quarters. 

At  what  prices  did  it  stand  imported  into  the  port  of  Hull ;  what  orders  had  you 
about  it? — I  had  orders  to  sell  the  parcel  from  Flensburgh  at  26*.  last  year.  The 
two  other  parcels  now  remain  over  unsold.  The  owners  of  the  parcel  from  Ham- 
burgh reside  in  England,  and  their  orders  are  not  to  sell  under  40*.  The  owners 
of  the  parcel  from  Otterndorf  I  had  no  orders  from,  but  I  am  to  wait  for  orders 
from  the  parties  themselves,  when  they  choose  to  sell. 

Do  you  know  what  the  wheat  from  Flensburgh  costs  ? — It  was  an  inferior  wheat, 
as  the  generality  of  wheats  are  from  Holstein. 

Then  the  only  parcel  that  was  sold  was  that  from  Flensburgh  ? — Yes. 

Do  you  know  what  it  cost  imported  into  Hull  before  it  was  sold  ? — I  should  cal- 
culate, that,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  freight  and  my  commission,  it  would 
have  netted  to  the  consigners  18*. 

Do  you  consi  ler  that  as  likely  to  be  a  profitable  price  to  them  ? — -No. 

Do  you  think  it  a  losing  price  to  them  ? — I  decidedly  think  that  it  is  a  losing 
price. 

What  occasioned  them  to  sell  it  at  a  losing  price  ? — The  low  prices  at  Hamburgh 
which  govern  the  prices  at  the  out-ports  ;  they  could  not  get  more  for  it,  anu  they 
were  obliged  to  sell  it  at  that  price. 

Do  you  know  what  occasioned  the  low  prices  at  Hamburgh  ? — The  accumulated 
stocks. 

Were  those  different  parcels  all  of  the  same  quality? — No;  the  parcel  from 
Hamburgh  was  decidedly  superior,  being  Anhalt  wheats. 

What  do  you  consider  the  value  of  that  wheat,  as  compared  with  Lincolnshire 
wheat  ? — I  have  never  dealt  in  British  wheats,  and  therefore  I  can  form  no  judgment 
upon  that  subject. 

The  witness  is  directed  to  withdraw.

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121  MINUTES  OF  EVIDENCE  before  Commniee  of  Lords,

The  Lord  FARNBOROUGH  in  the  Chair, 
Mr.  DAVID  HODGSON  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows: 

Mr. 
D.  Hodgton.  YOU  are  a  merchant  at  Liverpool  ? — I  am. 

7  April  1817.  What  is  the  firm  of  your  house? — Cropper,  Benson,  and  Company. 

Is  it  a  house  engaged  in  the  corn  trade  ? — In  the  corn  trade,  and  also  in  other 
trades. 

You  are  great  ship-owners,  are  you  not? — We  are  ship-owners. 
Are  you  much  engaged  in  the  foreign  grain  trade? — A  good  deal. 

To  what  parts  of  the  world  ? — We  have  imported  com  from  Dantzic,  Rostock, 
Wismar,  and  from  the  ports  of  the  Baltic  generally. 

Have  you  imported  much  from  America  ? — We  frequently  have  imported  flour 
from  America. 

Can  you  state  the  freights  and  prices  at  which  you  have  generally  imported  of 
late  from  the  Baltic,  beginning  with  the  earliest  date  to  which  you  can  speak 
precisely? — In  1820  there  was  a  cargo  bought  at  37*.  lod.  in  Dantzic;  the 
freight,  including  primage,  was  4*.  iorf.,  insurance  6d.,  other  charges  for  putting  it 
into  warehouse  in  Liverpool,  re-delivering,  and  six  weeks  rent,  half  a  crown 
a  quarter  ;  making  the  cost  of  that  cargo  of  wheat  45*.  8 d.,  including  six  weeks 
charges  upon  it. 

What  is  the  ordinary  warehouse-rent  for  a  week  ? — I  am  not  in  the  habit  of 
calculating  it  in  that  way ;  the  charges  upon  wheat,  generally,  in  warehouse,  are  con- 
sidered about  5  s.  a  quarter  per  year. 

Can  you  give  the  particulars  of  the  charges  more  precisely,  with  reference  to  any 
other  cargo? — I  can.  In  December  1824  we  purchased  a  cargo  which  cost 
245.  8</.  free  onboard  at  Dantzic;  the  freight  was  7*.  li$d.,  insurance  (i  d,, 
town-dues,  and  the  other  charges  in  warehouse  for  six  weeks,  2$.  (id.,  brokerage 
and  bank-commission  5?  </.,  costing  together  36  s.  ±d.  a  quarter. 

Was  it  in  a  British  or  a  foreign  ship  ? — In  a  British  ship. 

Do  you  happen  to  have  the  cost  of  any  cargoes  imported  in  the  summer  of  1824  ? 
— I  have  got  a  cargo  for  August  1825  ;  seventy  lasts  cost  28*.  6d.  a  quarter,  the 
freight  8$.  gd.,  insurance  6{rf. 

Was  that  a  British  or  a  foreign  ship? — I  think  it  was  a  foreign  ship  ;  the  town- 
dues  and  warehouse-charges  were  vs.  6d.,  those  are  always  nearly  the  same; 
brokerage  and  bank-commission  4f  d. ;  making  together  405.  8$</.  per  quarter. 

'  What  do  you  call  bank-commission  ? — It  is  a  commission  that  the  merchant  incurs 
necessarily  for  transacting  his  business  through  his  banker ;  it  is  incurred  without 
any  profit  to  the  merchant,  as  is  likewise  the  brokerage.  I  have  the  particulars  of 
another  cargo,  shipped  at  Dantzic  in  July  in  the  same  year,  in  a  British  ship ;  the 
cost  21  s.  6d.  on  board,  freight  7*.  9±d.,  insurance  4^.,  town-dues,  &c.  2s.  6d., 
brokerage  and  bank-commission  4;^.,  together  32$.  Cd. 

Were  those  wheats  of  nearly  the  same  quality? — There  is  considerable  difference 
in  the  quality  ;  the  quality  of  wheat  imported  into  Liverpool  is  generally  much 
inferior  to  the  qualities  imported  into  London;  the  wheats  in  question  were  6s.  to 
8*.  inferior  to  the  quality  of  that  which  is  sent  to  London;  the  consumption  of 
Liverpool  being  generally  of  an  inferior  description  of  wheat ;  to  place  Liverpool  and 
London  qualities  on  a  par,  fully  6s.  must  beaddrd  to  the  Liverpool  prices.  There 
are  two  descriptions  of  wheat  in  Dantzic,  one  which  is  called  London  high-mixed 
wheat,  the  other  red-mixed  ;  the  red-mixcil  generally  finds  a  market  in  the  other 
ports  of  the  kingdom,  the  high-mixed  in  London.  I  have  the  particulars  of  another 
cargo  in  July  1825,  which  cost  22  s.  $d.  on  board,  freight  7$.  4d.,  insurance  3id.t 
town-dues  2*.  6</.,  brokerage  and  bank-commission  4±d.t  making  the  cost  33$.  (></. 
per  quarter.  In  June  1826  another,  which  cost  26*.  lod.  on  board  at  Dantzic, 
freight  in  a  foreign  ship  5  s.  5  d.,  insurance  /[±d.  town-dues  and  charges  as  before 
ktated,  -2s.  6d.,  brokerage  and  bank-commission  5i</.  together  34*.  &{d. 

Can 
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Can  you  state  the  particulars  of  any  cargo  from  Dantzic  later  than  that  ? — I  have  Mr. 

not  had  any  since  that  time.  D- 

Can  you  detail  the  charges,  one  by  one,  which  compose  the  2s .  6d.  you  have  A  -(1 
mentioned  ? — I  can  state  a  pro  form&  case  of  charges  ;  the  town  and  dock-dues 
5  ^d.  cartage  in  and  out  of  the  warehouses  5  d.,  porterage,  discharging,  and  ware- 
housing, -2±d.,  delivering  from  the  warehouse  \$d.,  turning  for  six  weeks  i  d.,  rent 
for  six  weeks  $d.  interest  on  cost  and  charges  for  six  months  (at  an  assumed  cost 
of  30  s.,  freight  8*.,  and  charges  3*.)  i  !£</.,  which  together  will  make  2*.  6d. 

What  months  in  the  year  is  this  pro  forma  statement  calculated  upon  ? — It  has 
no  reference  to  any  month  in  particular,  it  refers  merely  to  an  importation,  and  will 
apply  to  any  month  in  the  year. 

Does  not  the  cost  of  freight  vary  very  materially  at  different  times  of  the  year? — 
It  does ;  but  the  statement  I  have  made  gives  the  rate  of  charge  which  would  be 
applicable  to  any  rate  of  freight ;  the  freights,  however,  do  not  vary  so  much  accord- 
ing to  the  season ;  they  rather  vary  according  to  the  demand  ;  at  a  very  late  period 
of  the  season  higher  freights  are  sometimes  paid,  but  then  there  generally  is  not 
much  trade,  on  account  of  the  closing  of  the  Baltic. 

Do  you  call  December  late  ? — Yes ;  it  is  very  late. 

Are  the  quarters,  of  which  you  have  been  speaking  in  the  answers  you  have 
given,  imperial  quarters,  or  Winchester  quarters? — I  have  no  doubt  they  are  impe- 
rial quarters,  because  they  were  reduced  within  the  last  two  or  three  days,  for  the 
purpobe  of  this  statement,  and  I  think  the  clerk  would  not  have  reduced  them  into 
Winchester  quarters ;  sales  of  wheat  are  not  made  in  Liverpool  by  the  quarter,  but 
by  the  weight  of  70  Ib. 

How  do  you  purchase  your  wheat  at  Dantzic  ? — In  the  last  sometimes,  and  some- 
times in  the  quarter. 

When  you  purchase  it  in  the  quarter,  what  quarter  do  you  make  use  of?— Now 
of  the  imperial  quarter. 

In  1820  what  quarter  did  you  make  use  of  ? — In  1820  it  would  be  by  the  Win- 
chester quarter,  but  being  bought  in  the  last,  it  would  be  calculated  at  the  number  of 
quarters  it  renders. 

Could  you  ascertain  whether  the  person  that  reduced  tiiat  statement  reduced  it 
into  imperial  quarters,  or  Winchester  quarters? — I  can  ascertain  that;  but  in  any 
case  it  would  make  a  difference  only  of  ubout  2-1-  per  cent. 

What  were  the  highest  and  lowest  freights  from  Dantzic  in  each  of  thelastfew  years  ? 
—In  1816  the  freight  in  a  foreign  ship  was  Ss.-jd.  and  that  is  the  only  case  I  have  got 
for  that  year.  In  1817  the  highest  price  is  11*.  \od.  in  a  British  ship,  and  the 
lowest  price  in  that  year  was  8*.  4d.  and  which  case  was  in  August,  in  a  foreign 
ship.  In  1818  the  highest  price  was  6s.  i  id.  and  the  lowest  6*.  5</.,  in  a  British 
vessel.  In  1819  the  highest  was  6s.  $d.  and  the  lowest  4*.  iod.,  both  extremes, 
in  a  foreign  vessel.  In  1820  the  highest  price  was  5,*.  4i-r/.,  in  a  foreign  ship,  and 
the  lowest  4.?.  iod.,  in  both  British  and  foreign  vessels.  Subsequently,  till  1824, 
I  have  not  any  cases.  In  1824  the  only  freight  I  have  got  is  70.  i  \±d.  In  1825, 
the  highest  price  is  8s.  (}d.  in  a  foreign,  and  the  lowest  7*.  g±d.  in  a  British  ship. 
In  1826  the  only  case  I  have  got  is  5*.  $d.  in  a  foreign  ship.  I  have  made  a  cal- 
culation of  the  average  freight  for  several  years,  and  it  is  7  s.  -jd. 

Do  you  consider  the  freight  to  be,  generally  speaking,  cheaper  in  foreign  ships 
than  in  British  ships? — I  think,  generally,  the  freight  is  cheaper  in  foreign  ships,  with 
the  exception  of  A'tierican  vessels. 

You  purchase  at  Dantzic  by  the  last,  do  you  not? — Sometimes  by  the  last,  and 
sometimes  by  the  quarter. 

What  do  you  understand  by  a  last  of  wheat  at  Dantzic  ? — A  last  of  wheat  at 
Dantzic,  I  should  think,  will  yield  about  ten  and  a  quarter,  or  ten  and  a  half  impe- 
rial quarters. 

Is  the  last  a  government  measure,  or  is  it  guided  by  any  agreement  between  the 
different  merchants? — I  presume  it  is  a  regular  government  measure.  I  believe 
Hiere  is  u  difference  between  the  Vst  by  which  the  Dantzic  merchants  purchase,  and 
that  by  which  thcv  sell. 

P  What 
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What  is  that  difference? — I  cannot  state  it  now;  it  has  been  stated  frequently; 
more  is  frequently  received  by  the  Dantzic  merchants  than  is  given  by  them,  ami 
that  difference  varies  according  to  the  parties  with  whom  the  dealing  is.  I  think 
greater  measure  is  obtained  from  the  Poles  than  from  the  parties  resident  nearer 
Dantzic.  The  lust  differs  materially  in  the  different  ports. 

Is  the  trade  generally  carried  on  by  agents  of  yours  at  Dantzic,  or  by  merchants 
with  \\hoin  your  agents  treat? — By  merchants,  with  whom  we  have  do  other  connec- 
tion than  that  of  ordering  the  wheat. 

What  is  the  lowest  price  at  which  you  have  at  any  time  purchased  foreign  wheat? 
— The  lowest  purchase  I  ever  made  was  in  Dantzic. 

At  what  price  brought  to  this  country  ? — 32 s.  6d.  to  33*.  6</. 

Including  all  expenses  to  Liverpool? — Yes,  but  no  allowance  for  profit;  nor  has 
any  allowance  for  profit  been  made  in  any  of  the  statements  which  I  have  given  of 
the  cost  of  importation. 

In  what  year  was  that  ? — In  the  year  1 825  ;  but  the  wheat,  though  of  a  lower 
price,  was  really  of  inferior  quality  ;  it  was  bought  in  Dantzic  at  about  \Ss.  6d.  in 
the  one  case,  and  in  the  other  at  about  19*.  the  quarter. 

Was  that  wheat  that  would  be  fit  for  the  London  market? — No  ;  it  would  be  called 
inferior  wheat  in  the  London  market.  I  should  suppose  if  it  were  worth  32*.  in  the 
London  market  good  wheat  would  at  the  same  time  be  worth  42 s. 

Are  the  charges  you  have  stated  with  respect  to  the  Dantzic  wheat,  without  any 
material  difference,  the  same  in  the  other  ports  of  the  Baltic? — They  are,  without 
any  material  difference;  and  as  regards  the  value  of  wheat  generally  in  Dantzic,  as 
compared  with  other  places  of  export,  I  would,  if  permitted,  remark,  that  when 
Dantzic  is  exporting,  wheat  cannot  be  imported  cheaper  from  any  other  quarter, 
and  for  this  obvious  reason,  that  the  merchant  who  is  buying  directs  his  attention 
where  he  can  purchase  the  lowest ;  of  course  taking  into  consideration  the  difference 
of  quality,  &c. ;  and  orders  would  not  be  sent  to  Dantzic,  unless,  quality  and  cost  of 
transportation  considered,  wheat  was  as  cheap  there  as  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 
I  mention  this,  because  very  probably,  whilst  27*.  or  30 s.  or  3,5 s.  may  be  prices 
quoted  from  Dantzic,  there  may  be  quotations  from  other  parts  of  the  world  at  l$s. 
or  2Os.  or  21  s.  ;  but  it  is  impossible  that  wheat  for  which  those  prices  are  quoted 
can.  quality,  risk,  and  cost  of  transport  considered,  costless  to  the  importer  than  from 
Dantzic.  I  consider,  that  to  those  of  Dantzic,  being  the  governing  market  when 
exporting,  the  prices  of  the  whole  world  will  bear  nearly  an  exact  proportion,  and  in 
proportion  to  each  other,  so  far  however  as  to  any  national  question  ;  a  difference  of 
a  few  per  cent.,  such  as  an  active  merchant  might  avail  himself  of,  might  exist,  but 
not  to  an  extent,  as  I  have  observed,  of  any  national  importance. 

You  conceive  that  Dantzic  governs  the  prices  in  the  other  ports  in  the  Baltic? — 
Dantzic  being  the  great  exporting  market  must  govern  every  other  exporting  mar- 
ket in  Europe  ;  for  instance,  as  a  merchant,  I  am  constantly  on  the  watch  to  know 
where  money  can  be  invested  to  the  greatest  advantage  in  wheat.  To  me  it  is  imma- 
terial whether  it  be  Rostock,  Dantzic,  Odessa,  or  Wismar;  and  as  every  other  mer- 
chant in  the  kingdom  is  doing  the  same,  the  prices  in  the  port  of  Wismar  or  Odessa, 
or  elsewhere,  are  not  permitted  to  remain  below  those  in  the  port  of  Dantzic. 

Do  you  regulate  your  orders  for  import  chiefly  upon  the  Dantzic  prices  ? — Upon 
prices  of  all  foreign  ports  j  and  if  five  per  cent,  more  could  be  got  by  an  importation 
from  Odessa,  or  from  any  other  port  than  Dantzic,  the  order  would  be  transmitted 
to  the  cheapest  port. 

You  would  therefore  reckon  the  Dantzic  prices  a  general  measure  of  the  prices  all 
over  the  world? — An  invariable  measure  of  the  prices  of  other  exporting  places. 

Then,  taking  Dantzic  as  the  general  measure  of  the  prices  of  foreign  wheat,  you 
would  regulate  your  importation  very  much  by  the  prices  at  home? — The  markets  at 
home  of  course  govern  the  merchants  altogether  in  giving  orders. 

Have  not  you  very  great  facilities  from  your  practice  in  ascertaining  the  prices  at 
home  ? — There  are  very  great  facilities  generally,  and  information  weekly  of  the 
prices  both  abroad  and  at  home. 

You  take  great  pains  to  ascertain  the  probable  amount  and  the  comparative  value 
of  every  harvest ;  do  not  you  ? — We  do. 

Have 
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Have  there  not  been  many  periods  at  which  the  prices  have  varied  materially  at 
the  different  ports  of  the  Continent? — The  prices  have  varied  very  materially,  but 
the  relative  value  in  the  different  exporting  countries  not ;  for  instance,  purchases  7 
are  made  at  Hamburgh  at  a  higher  price  than  at  Dantzic,  but  theu  there  is  a  lower 
freight,  which  will  make  them  cost  in  the  London  market  the  same  as  if  bought  at  a 
lower  price  at  some  port  from  which  the  freight  is  higher;  and  in  fact,  when  England 
is  importing,  all  the  countries  whence  supplies  are  drawn  can  have  but  one  level, 
because,  if  any  difference,  the  merchant  would  of  course  go  to  the  lowest  market  and 
raise  it. 

Has  it  not  occurred  more  than  once  since  you  have  been  in  the  corn  trade,  that  the 
prices  have  been  lower  at  different  ports  of  the  Baltic  from  which  the  freight  would 
be  less  to  Liverpool  than  from  Dantzic  ? — In  no  instance  since  I  have  been  in  the 
business  am  I  aware  that  there  has  been  any  port  from  which  wheat  could  be  im- 
ported at  a  price  materially  less,  all  things  considered.  I  mean,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  expense  of  transportation,  the  risk  of  damage  in  the  voyage,  and  the 
value  when  received  in  England.  I  do  not  indeed  mean  to  say  that  there  might 
not  be  a  difference  of  a  few  per  cent.,  perhaps  three  or  four  or  five  per  cent.,  which 
a  merchant  may  gain  by  superior  intelligence  in  directing  his  orders  ;  but  that,  in  a 
national  point  of  view,  there  never  is  a  difference  worthy  notice. 

You  have  stated  that  the  probable  rate  of  prices  in  the  British  market,  in  your 
opinion,  governs  the  prices  of  foreign  grain  in  the  exporting  ports  ? — Assuredly,  and 
equalizes  the  prices. 

Have  the  merchants  either  at  home  or  abroad  the  means  of  knowing  the  pro- 
bable prices  of  grain  in  the  British  market  .'—Constantly ;  more  than  once  in  a  week, 
by  every  foreign  mail,  information  of  it  is  given  throughout  Europe. 

Does  not  that  information  go  to  them  very  much  from  your  house  ? — From  our 
house  and  from  others ;  from  hundreds  of  houses  ;  the  price  here  is  a  thing  perfectly 
notorious. 

From  the  Consular  Return  to  the  House  of  Lords  it  appears  that  the  lowest 
price  at  Dantzic  was  in  September  1825,  23*.,  and  that  the  price  at  Stettin,  on  the 
ist  of  August  in  that  year,  was  \6s.  6d.  What  was  the  difference  of  freight 
between  Dantzic  and  Stettin  at  that  time? — I  should  presume  very  little. 

How  do  you  account  for  the  difference  of  price  ? — From  the  difference  in  the 
quality. 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  lowest  quality  of  wheat  exported  from  Dantzic  is  much 
superior  to  the  best  quality  of  wheat  exported  from  Stettin? — I  do  not  think  it  is. 
With  regard  to  this  case,  however,  the  one  is  stated  to  be  the  1st  of  September,  and 
the  other  the  ist  of  August.  Wheat  may  undergo  a  material  change  in  one  month, 
it  may  sometimes  vary  from  50 s.  to  iooj.  in  the  course  of  a  month.  The  value  of 
wheat  in  Stettin  and  in  Dantzic  was  perfectly  well  known  at  those  periods;  and  no 
man  would  buy  wheat  in  Dantzic  at  23*.,  if  the  same  quality  of  wheat  was  to  be 
had  at  Stettin  at  16*.  6d. 

It  appears  that  at  Lubeck  the  price  of  wheat  on  the  1st  of  September  was 
17*.  "jet,,  and  that  on  the  12th  of  September,  at  Dantzic,  the  lowest  price  of  the 
lowest  quality  of  wheat  was  23*.  ? — I  do  not  know  what  difference  there  might  be 
in  that  case  owing  to  the  difference  in  time,  but  the  quality  of  the  Lubeck  wheat  is 
very  inferior. 

What  is  the  usual  difference  between  the  value  of  the  inferior  Dantzic  wheat,  and 
the  average  wheat  at  Lubeck  ? — I  should  think  about  4*. 

Can  you  assign  any  other  cause  for  the  difference  of  price  besides  that  difference  in 
the  quality  ? — I  cannot ;  but  I  feel  perfectly  assured  that  the  difference  in  reality 
could  not  exist,  without  there  being  some  adequate  difference  in  the  quality,  or  in 
the  expense  of  bringing  it  here. 

Have  you  had  any  transactions  with  Odessa  ? — I  have  information  with  respect 
to  Odessa,  but  have  had  no  direct  transactions. 

Have  you  had  any  transactions  with  respect  to  the  importation  of  flour  and  wheat 
from  America? — \fy  house  have  had  a  great  many  transactions  with  the  United 
States  of  America  in  the  importation  of  flour  ;  in  wheat  more  rarely,  because  but' 
little  comes  from  America,  except  from  onr  own  colonies.

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Mr.  Will  you  state  to  the  Committee  the  freights  and  the  charges  on  importations 

D.  Hodgson.       from  America? — I   have  not  got  anv  instances  of  the  charges  I'rorti   Amrrica,  hut 

— 'they  are  so  nearly  the  same  as  from  the  Baltic,  except  a  difference  in  the  (night, 

'•      that  I  can  give  a  pro  formA  account,  very  nearly.     The  average  price  of  wheat  in 

America  is  higher  than  in  the  Baltic  ;  for  the  last  eleven  years  it  was  in  America 

50*.  and  in   Dantzic  40*.,  from  which  I  mean  it  to  he  inferred  that  America  is 

not  and  cannot  be  an  exporting  country  lo  Great  Britain,  except  at  times  when  the 

demand  is  of  sufficient  extent  to  take  off  the  cheaper  wheats  of  the  Baltic. 

What  is  the  quality  of  American  wheat  as  compared  with  the  Dantzic  wheat  ? — 
It  is  of  equal  quality  with  the  average  of  Duntzic  ;  rather  better  than  the  average 
of  Dantzic. 

What  do  you  consider  the  proportion  between  wheat  and  flour  in  those  different 
countries,  with  regard  lo  quality  and  other  circumstances? — The  proportion  in 
America  is  one  barrel  of  flour  to  300  or  330  pounds  of  w  heat. 

What  is  the  weight  of  a  barrel  of  flour? — 196  pounds.  By  an  official  return 
made  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  I  perceive,  between  the  year  1 806 
and  1813,  that  the  proportion  for  that  period  to  be  as  one  barrel  of  flour  to  330 
pounds  of  wheat ;  but  merchants  more  generally  consider  it  as  one  barrel  to  300 
pounds.  In  England  270  to  280  pounds  weight  of  wheat  only  nrc  given  for 
a  barrel  of  flour  ;  the  reason  is,  the  coarse  flour  and  bran  sell  so  much  better  in 
England,  that  it  is  more  the  interest  of  the  importer  to  import  wheat  from 
America. 

You  are  stating  what  the  price  of  the  flour  is  in  proportion  to  the  price  of  wheat, 
and  not  the  produce  ? — The  price  and  not  the  produce.  Flour  in  America  bears 
a  higher  price,  as  compared  with  wheat,  than  it  does  in  England,  because  so  much 
cannot  be  got  for  the  coarse  flour  in  America  as  in  England ;  and  there  is  a 
difference  in  Dantzic  for  the  same  reason. 

Is  not  the  freight  of  flour  comparatively  dearer  than  that  of  wheat?— No,  they 
are  very  nearly  upon  a  par;  there  may  be  an  occasional  difference. 

Is  not  the  flour  usually  conveyed  in  barrels  ? — Yes. 

Does  not  that  add  to  the  expense? — One  barrel  of  flonr  in  calculating  freight  is 
generally  considered  equal  to  280  pounds  of  wheat. 

What  is  the  difference  in  the  price  of  freight  from  America  as  compared  with  the 
freights  you  have  given  from  the  Baltic? — They  are  generally  higher  from  America  ; 
the  freight  at  present  from  Dantzic  is  5*.,  and  from  America  would  be  75.  to  8*. 

From  which  ports  in  America  ? — The  freights  from  different  ports  do  not  vary 
much  ;  New  York  is  the  chief  port  of  exportation. 

Have  not  you  known  instances  of  flour  having  been  imported  into  Liverpool  from 
America,  and  re-exported  to  the  West  Indies? — Frequently. 

And  that  has  answered,  has  it  ? — Yes,  it  frequently  answers. 

Can  you  state  how  many  pounds  weight  are  requisite  in  average  years  to  make 
one  barrel  of  fine  flour  in  America,  in  Canada,  in  Ireland,  and  in  England  ? — I  do 
not  know  any  thing  about  that.  The  reason,  if  I  may  give  it,  why  the  re-exportation 
of  American  flour  to  the  West  Indies  has  answered,  is,  that  it  frequently  happens, 
and  indeed  almost  always  happens,  that  vessels  from  England  to  the  West  Indies 
have  little  freight  out,  and  therefore  will  take  a  cargo  at  a  small  charge,  greatly  less 
than  would  pay  a  vessel  for  making  a  voyage  from  America  to  the  We*t  Indies 
expressly. 

Does  the  Hour  sustain  much  damage  in  the  voyage,  generally  speaking  ? — No. 

Does  the  wheat  sustain  much  damage? — Wheat  when  well  prepared  will  stand 
the  voyage  very  well. 

What  would  be  the  average  damage  done  to  a  cargo  of  wheat  from  the  Baltic? — 
It  is  impossible  to  say  how  much  ;  generally  not  much;  but  if  I  were  asked  the 
average  damage  from  Odessa,  I  should  say  that  it  is  >o  great  that  no  man  run 
calculate  it;  in  several  instances  I  have  known  the  cargo  to  l>c  nearly  lost,  having 
arrived  in  Mich  a  damaged  state. 

Wire  those  cargoes  consigned  to  your — They  were  not. 

Do 
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Do  you  know  under  what  circumstances  that  wheat  was  shipped  *at  Odessa  which  Mr. 

arrived  in  such  unsound  am!  damaged  state?— I  am  not  aware  of  there  being  any    JD.  Hodgson. 
particular  circumstances.  7  April  1827. 

Do  you  mean,  that  wheat  in  a  good  state,  and  shipped  at  a  good  season  of 
the  year,  would  be  damaged  by  coming  from  Odessa  ?— I  should  be  very  much 
afraid  of  it. 

What  means  of  information  have  you  had  with  respect  to  cargoes  coming  from 
Odessa?-  There  were  some  cargoes  imported  into  Liverpool  from  Odessa  which 
were  in  that  state. 

In  what  year  were  those  imported?— It  is  now  some  years  ago. 

Have  there  been  any  recently  imported  ? — None  ;  but  there  are  some  expected 
at  present. 

Do  you  know  whether  it  was  hard  wheat  or  soft  wheat  that  came  from  Odessa  ? 
— Soft  wheat ;  hard  wheat  is  not  shipped  to  England. 

Do  you  know  what  the  ordinary  duration  of  a  voyage  is  from  Odessa  to 
England? — The  duration  is  very  uncertain,  on  account  of  the  winds  to  the  east  of 
Malta ;  and  in  the  Dardanelles  they  are  so  uncertain  that  the  length  of  a  voyage 
cannot  be  calculated  with  certainty. 

Do  you  know  of  any  number  of  vessels  being  consigned  to  Odessa  for  wheat 
from  the  port  of  Liverpool  ? — I  believe  there  have  been  several  this  year. 

Has  there  been  any  importation  of  maize  of  late  into  the  port  of  Liverpool? — 
Yes;  I  think  about  30,000  quarters. 

Has  it  been  to  a  greater  amount  than  has  taken  place  at  any  former  period  ? — 
For  many  years. 

Is  it  likely  to  answer  to  those  who  have  imported  it?— It  is  not  paying  at 
present ;  it  is  a  losing  speculation. 

To  what  use  is  it  applied  in  general ': — To  the  purposes  of  feeding  cattle. 

Is  it  used  for  human  food  ?~I  think  at  Liverpool  the  poor  people  are  getting 
into  the  use  of  it. 

What  is  the  freight  of  wheat  from  Canada? — The  freight  this  year  from  Canada. 
I  think,  would  be  about  7  s.  to  9*.,  it  has  been  12*.  My  house  paid  12*.  some 


time  ago. 


Has  there  been  any  considerable  importation  of  wheat  from  Canada  ? — The 
importation  was  not  considerable  last  year. 

What  is  the  quality  of  the  Canadian  wheat? — The  quality  of  Canadian  wheat  is 
about  7.9.  to  8*.  inferior  to  good  Dantzic  wheat. 

Do  you  mean  the  best  Dantzic  wheat? — Yes,  what  would  be  called  the  London 
quality. 

Does  it  sustain  much  injury  on  the  passage  ? — There  is  very  considerable  risk  on 
the  passage,  much  more  than  in  bringing  North  American  wheat,  or  Dantzic  wheat. 

Do  you  know  the  prices  in  Canada  ? — Yes  ;  a  gentleman  writes  me  from 
Montreal,  on  the  1st  of  March,  that  wheat  was  being  bought  in  that  market  at 
4*.  8rf.  to  5*.  currency  per  minot  of  62  pounds,  which  would  stand  in,  when 
cleaned,  &c.,  about  4  s.  6d.  per  imperial  bushel,  free  on  board,  or  36*.  per 
quarter;  the  freight  would  be  about  9^.  a  quarter,  and  insurance  30$.  percent; 
these  low  prices  were  occasioned  by  a  prevailing  opinion  that  the  British  ports 
would  be  thrown  open  to  all  foreign  grain  on  the  same  terms  with  oar  own 
colonies  ;  these  arc  unusually  low  prices. 

What  had  the  prices  been  before  that  time  ? — The  prices  were,  some  time  a<io, 
from  .^.y  fid.  to  5*.  8</.  I  cannot  state  particular  dates  with  regard  to  Canada. 

What  is  the  relative  quality  of  the  Canadian  wheat  as  compared  with  Irish 
wheat? — I  should  think  the  Canadian  wheat  and  the  Irish  wheats  are  upon  a  par; 
if  there  be  any  difference  the  Canadian  wheat  is  better. 

Are  you  aware  of  there  being  any  quantity  of  foreign  corn  free  in  warehouse,  at 
333-  P  3  Liverpool, 
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Liverpool,  at  this  moment  ? — Scarcely  any.     At  no  period  has  there  been  such  a 
__  small  quantity  of  old  grain ;  and  there  is  a  small  quantity  of  any  description. 
7  April  1817.  In  what  vessels  is  the  corn  generally  imported   from  Canada?— It  must  be  in 

British  vessels. 

Is  the  flour  imported  from  the  United  States,  imported,  generally,  in  American 
bottoms  ? — It  is. 

Are  the  charges  on  landing  corn  from  foreign  vessels  and  from  British  vessels  the 
same  ? — Precisely. 

Are  the  charges  upon  landing  from  other  English  ports,  in  Liverpool,  the  same 
as  upon  landing  from  foreign  ports  ? — They  are  precisely  the  same. 

Have  you  ever  known  any  fraud  practised  in  the  Liverpool  market,  either  to 
raise  or  to  lower  the  averages  ? — There  was  one  instancv . 

When  was  that? — Some  time  ago ;  and  it  was  by  a  man  possessed  of  considerable 
landed  property,  who  wanted  to  depress  the  average,  and  he  made  a  false  return  ; 
that  was  the  only  instance  that  has  occurred. 

You  never  knew  an  instance  of  a  fraud  being  practised  to  raise  the  average  ? — 
No  ;  that  is  the  only  instance  I  know  of. 

Have  you  seen  the  resolutions  which  have  been  before  Parliament,  which  propose 
the  taking  the  averages  weekly  ? — Yes. 

You  are  also  aware  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  taken,  according  to  the  old 
system  ? — Yes. 

Do  you  conceive  that  the  taking  the  average  weekly  will  encourage  speculation  ? 
— Taking  the  average  weekly,  when  the  prices  are  very  low,  will,  I  think,  encourage 
speculation  ;  on  the  contrary,  when  the  prices  are  very  high,  it  will  deter  importa- 
tion. When  prices  are  very  low  there  may  be  a  disposition  to  invest  capital,  from 
the  chances  being  considerable  of  a  reduction  ol  duty  ;  as  on  every  advance  of  i  s. 
there  would  be  a  reduction  of  2*.  duty,  being  equivalent  to  an  advance  of  3$. 
per  quarter  ;  when,  on  the  contrary,  prices  are  very  high,  there  is  much  risk,  for  it 
frequently  has,  happened  in  the  experience  of  every  man  engaged  in  the  corn  trade, 
that  prices  quickly  fluctuate  8s.  or  10*.  a  quarter,  and  many  would  be  deterred 
from  sending  an  order  to  Dantzic  ;  for  instance,  with  the  contingency,  not  of  a  fall 
•of  merely  8*.  or  ins.,  but  of  losing  three  times  the  sum  from  a  corresponding 
charge  of  duty.  Upon  the  old  law,  three  months  were  given  in  which  to  make  the 
importation,  and  a  calculation  to  a  certainty  could  be  made  with  r<  fcrence  to  the 
period  of  importation,  and  that  in  all  probability  the  wheat  could  be  received  in  the 
country  before  the  ports  closed  ;  but  upon  the  proposed  plan  there  would  be  no 
certainty  whatever;  the  average  of  a  first,  second,  or  third  week  might  be  10*.  a 
quarter  lower  than  when  the  order  was  given ;  we  will  suppose  it  given  at  70 s. 
a  quarter,  and  on  arrival  the  average  having  fallen  to  Go*,  the  loss  would  be 
30*.  a  quarter. 

Would  you  not  be  secured  by  the  bonding  system  ? — I  should  have  the  contin- 
gency of  a  second  rise,  but  I  should  only  have  a  contingency  where  I  had  a  certainty 
before. 

If  the  weekly  average  that  governed  importation  were  regulated  by  the  average 
of  the  preceding  six  weeks,  would  Unit  in  your  opinion,  tend  to  obviate  the  commis- 
sion of  fraud  ? — The  idea  is  quite  new  to  me,  but  it  strikes  me  that  it  would  have 
rather  that  effect ;  I  think,  however,  it  would  be  better  to  make  the  period  three 
months  than  six  weeks,  upon  the  ground  that  time  would  be  given  for  importation 
from  the  more  distant  ports. 

Will  you  state  what  you  think  would  be  the  effect  of  that  plan  ?•  -  I  think  in  the 
event  of  high  prices  the  assurance  of  having  three  months  on  which  to  make  the 
importation  at  a  certain  rate  of  duty,  would  prevent  the  trade  from  being  so  much  a 
matter  of  gambling,  as  upon  the  plan  proposed  it  is  in  danger  of  becoming.  I 
should  think,  as  far  as  regards  steadiness  of  supply,  when  prices  rise,  that  would  be 
the  better  course. 

Are  not  you  aware  that  great  fluctuations  have  taken  place  just  before  harvest  in 
the  prices  from  one  week  to  another?- -Very  great  fluctuations. 

What  may  be  the  highest  amount  that  you  have  known   the  prices  rise  in  one 

week  ? 
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week  ? — I  am  not  sure  whether  they  did  not  rise,  in  one  week,  30*.  in  London ;  but  .Mr. 

if  so  that  was  a  very  extraordinary  event.  ^  D.  Hodgson. 

Has  it  not  frequently  occurred  that  there  has  been  a  rise  of  as  much  as  \os.  in      7  April  1827. 
one  week? — I  think  there  has  been  a  rise  of  io.y.  in  one  day. 

Do  you  mean  in  the  port  of  Liverpool? — A  general  rise.  Liverpool  is  governed 
bv  London. 

•f 

Why  does  America  continue  to  send  flour  to  this  country,  it  appearing  to  be  more 
advantageous  to  her  to  send  wheat? — The  American  trade  ingrain  is  not  conducted 
with  reference  to  England,  because,  as  I  have  mentioned,  her  prices  are,  on  an 
average,  higher  than  the  Baltic  ;  and  her  trade  in  broad  stuffs  is  chiefly  regulated 
with  reference  to  the  West  India  Islands  and  South  America,  where,  either  from 
the  Black  population  not  consuming  bread  at  all,  or  from  want  of  water  or  fuel,  &c. 
flour  cannot  be  manufactured  with  equal  advantage.  The  quantity  exported  annu- 
ally from  America  is  about  eight  hundred  and  sixty  or  eight  hundred  and  seventy 
thousand  barrels  of  flour ;  and  so  it  is  chiefly  by  those  countries  that  the  trade  is  re- 
gulated, without  much  reference  to  England, 

Is  there  not,  however,  a  considerable  importation  of  American  flour  into  the  Bri- 
tish ports  at  times? — There  is  seldom  an  importation,  nationally  speaking,  worth 
consideration,  except  in  years  of  scarcity.  The  whole  average  annual  export  of  Ame- 
rican flour  has  not  exceeded  in  quantity  more  than  equal  to  500,000  quarters  of  wheat. 

Is  not  it  capable  of  a  great  increase? — It  appears  not  to  have  increased  much  for 
many  years. 

Do  not  you  think  that  if  the  British  markets  remained  continually  open,  that  might 
produce  an  increase  of  trade  ? — Certainly  not,  at  prices  such  as  we  have  had  in  this 
country,  with  the  duty  proposed  to  be  imposed  on  importation. 

Does  the  principal  part  of  the  American  flour  that  is  exported  from  thence  go  to 
the  British  West  Indian  Colonies? — I  think  not.  The  total  export,  in  the  year  end- 
ing 3oth  September  1825,  appears  to  have  been  813,906  barrels,  of  which  114,626 
only  had  gone  to  the  British  West  India  Islands,  a  quantity  about  one-seventh  of 
the  whole  export. 

Do  you  remember  whether  there  was  at  any  time  any  great  exportation  of  British 
flour  to  the  West  Indies  ? — There  was  an  exportation,  the  quantity  I  am  not  able 
to  state ;  but  I  believe  it  did  not  answer,  in  consequence  of  the  quality  of  the  flour.

SAMUEL  BRIGGS,  Esquire,  is  called  in,  and  Examined  as  follows  :  S.  Briggt,  Esq. 

HAVE  you  been  concerned  in  the  corn  trade  with  Alexandria  at  any  time  ? — Not 
directly  with  England  ;  but  when  I  was  in  Egypt  I  was  connected  with  several  ports 
of  the  Mediterranean. 

Have  you  been  concerned  in  many  consignments  of  wheat  from  Alexandria  to 
different  ports  of  the  Mediterranean  ? — Yes. 

To  what  ports  ? — Generally  to  Malta  and  Leghorn;  it  goes  to  almost  every  port 
of  the  Mediterranean,  but  never  out  of  the  Mediterranean. 

Can  you  state  the  prime  cost  of  the  cargoes  you  have  exported  ;  from  Alexandria 
to  Malta,  for  instance  ? — Only  generally  ;  I  have  looked  back  to  some  letters  latterly, 
and  I  have  found  that  about  three  years  ago  it  was  lower  than  at  any  former  period 
within  my  recollection  ;  it  was  three  Spanish  dollars  per  ardeb,  which  measure  I  con- 
sider equivalent  to  the  quarter  of  England  ;  the  Spanish  dollar  is  about  equal  to  fitty 
pence ;  it  fluctuates  between  that  and  fifty-four  pence. 

Was  it  on  your  own  account  that  that  cargo  was  shipped? — Sometimes  we  have 
shipped  on  our  own  account ;  my  house  being  in  Egypt,  I  have  no  particulars  of  the 
invoices,  but  it  is  from  extracts  of  correspondence  that  I  have  my  information. 

Can  you  state  the  prices  of  wheat  at  Alexandria  at  different  times? — The  lowest 
price  I  have  ever  heard  of  was  three  dollars  for  the  imperial  quarter ;  that  was  the 
price  quoted  in  a  letter  Avhich  I  received  dated  the  8th  February  1874.  Every 
thing  in  Egypt  depends  upon  the  Nile;  it  is  the  Nile  that  governs  the  crops,  and  it 
is  only  in  the  autumn  that  it  is  ascertained  whether  the  future  Crops  can  be  abundant 

P  4  or 
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S.Brigg*,Eiq.  or  deficient  In  the  year  1824  it  was  ascertained  that  the  Nile  had  commenced 
^ '  falling  before  it  had  attained  the  usual  height,  and  consequently  the  price  at  the 

7  April  1847.  close  of  that  year  was  advanced  to  tour  dollars,  and  in  the  spring  of  1 825  it  was  four 
and  a  half  and  five  dollars ;  subsequently  it  has  been,  even  for  home  consumption,  as 
high  as  six  Spanish  dollars,  and  there  was  none  for  exportation. 

What  was  the  prospect,  in  1826,  with  respect  to  the  Nile? — That  was  good  ;  for 
the  lust  two  seasons  the  Nile  had  failed,  in  the  autumns  of  1824  and  1825  ;  but  in 
1826  we  had  advices  that  it  had  attained  the  usual  height,  and  that  the  crops  gene- 
rally were  expected  to  be  good. 

Are  you  aware  of  any  importation  of  beans  having  taken  place  from  Alexandria 
into  this  country? — I  am  ;  my  own  house  at  Alexandria  was  engaged  in  the  year 
1819  pretty  extensively  in  it,  and  the  whole  concern  proved  a  total  loss  to  the  amount 
of  several  thousand  pounds,  which  we  actually  sunk  by  the  beans  remaining  three  or 
four  years  in  warehouse ;  and  finally,  as  there  was  no  prospect  of  the  ports  opening, 
we  were  under  the  necessity  of  shipping  them  off  to  Cadiz  and  Gibraltar. 

That  was  owing  to  their  not  being  admissible  by  law  into  this  market? — Yes. 

At  what  price  do  you  think  you  could  now  import  beans  from  Egypt,  delivered 
in  the  London  market  ? — The  prices,  at  present,  are  very  low  in  Egypt ;  the  only 
thing  is  to  see  at  what  period  they  can  be  shipped ;  for  Egypt  lias  natural  advantages 
and  disadvantages,  and  though  it  is  a  very  productive  soil,  there  is  but  one  shipping 
port;  it  is  not  like  England,  where  we  have  got  50  or  100  ports  from  which  the  pro- 
duce can  be  exported.  Much  of  the  produce  that  comes  from  the  interior  is  very 
bulky  and  light,  as  cotton  for  instance,  and  it  frequently  happens  that  when  there  is 
a  demand  in  Europe,  and  we  make  purchases  in  consequence,  we  cannot  obtain  a 
supply  for  a  long  time,  owing  to  the  inadequate  means  of  transport  to  the  shipping 
port. 

What  were  the  last  prices  of  beans? — The  last  prices  are  about  12*.  a  quarter. 

What  would  be  the  cost  of  delivering  those  beans  into  the  London  market? — > 
I  should  suppose  the  freight  would  be  about  12s.  or  13*.  per  imperial  quarter,  in- 
cluding primage ;  the  shipping-charges  at  Alexandria  would  be  about  five  per  cent, 
additional,  making  25*.  and  then  there  are  the  charges  here  immediately  upon 
landing. 

Do  you  mean  that  12*.  or  135.  is  the  common  freight? — Sometimes  it  is  at  \os.'< 
we  have  had  one  cargo  which  came  home  at  10*. ;  and  sometimes  it  is  1 1  s.  6d;  but 
that  is  independently  of  primage;  which  varies  from  5  to  10  per  cent.  ;  upon  the 
average,  we  should  consider  12*.  a  moderate  freight,  for  in  the  year  1819  I  paid  25*. 
per  quarter. 

What  is  the  quality  of  the  Egyptian  beans  ? — They  arc  very  inferior  to  the  Eng- 
lish, they  are  subject  always  to  damage  by  worm;  I  have  a  cargo  landing  at  the  pre- 
sent moment  at  Liverpool,  and  out  of  1,400  quarters  there  are  no  less  than  200 
totally  spoiled  by  sea  water ;  and  a  petition  has  been  presented  to  Government  to 
have  them  thrown  away,  they  are  so  putrid. 

What  are  beans  selling  for  now  ? — I  should  imagine  from  about  37  s.  to  40 s.  per 
quarter  for  Egyptian  beans. 

Are  barley  and  oats  exported  from  Egypt? — No  oats  at  all  are  grown  in  the  coun- 
try, the  horses  are  fed  entirely  upon  barley;  sometimes  there  is  an  export  of  that 
article,  but  it  is  principally  to  Syria  and  to  the  Islands  of  the  Archipelago. 

What  is  the  quality  of  Egyptian  barley?  —  I  am  not  aware  of  that,  we  have  neve1' 
engaged  in  it. 

Is  Indian  corn  grown  in  Egypt  ? — It  is. 

To  any  great  extent? — It  may  be,  but  I  should  think  it  is  not,  because  there  is 
other  produce  which  is  so  much  more  valuable  since  cotton  has  bet-n  introduced  ; 
within  the  last  three  or  four  years  every  thing  depends  upon  the  Puclm,  and  he  has 
turned  his  attention  to  indigo,  to  flax,  to  cotton,  to  sugar,  and  every  other  descrip- 
tion of  produce  which  is  more  valuable.

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No.  7.— (No.  I.) — An  Account  of  the  Quantity  of  Grain  bonded  since  the  passing  of  the  Act

COPY  of  His  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  1st  September  1826,  for  the  Admission  into 
the  Ports  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  certain  sorts  of  Foreign  Grain. 

At  the  Court  at  Windsor,  the  1st  of  September  1826  ; 

PRESENT, 
THE  KING'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL. 

WHEREAS  by  the  laws  now  in  force  for  regulating  the  Importation  of  Corn,  Oats  and 
Oatmeal  may  be  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom,  and  into  the  Isle  of  Man,  for  Home 
Consumption,  under  and  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  several  statutes  in  that  case  made 
and  provided,  whenever  the  average  price  of  Oats  (to  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  therein 
prescribed)  shall  be  at  or  above  the  price  of  twenty-seven  shillings  the  quarter ;  and  peas 
may  in  like  manner  be  imported  whenever  the  price  shall  be  at  or  above  fifty-three  shillings 
the  quarter  :  And  whereas  by  a  certain  Act  of  Parliament,  made  and  passed  in  the  Third  Year 
of  His  present  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Impor- 
"  tation  of  Corn,"  it  is  enacted,  that  whenever  foreign  corn,  meal  or  flour  shall  be  admis- 
sible under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Fifty-fifth  Year  of  the  reign  of  his  late 
Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  the  law  now  in  force  for  regu- 
"  lating  the  Importation  of  corn,"  or  under  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  passed  in  the  Third 
Year  of  His  present  Majesty,  there  shall  be  levied  and  paid  certain  duties  therein  specified  upon 
all  such  foreign  corn,  meal,  or  flour,  when  admitted  for  home  consumption :  And  whereas 
by  the  weekly  Returns  of  purchases  and  sales  of  corn  made  by  the  several  inspectors  of  corn- 
returns  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  England  and  Wales  to  the  receiver  of  corn-returns,  it 
appears  that  the  average  price  of  oats,  and  also  the  average  price  of  peas,  at  the  present 
time,  exceed  the  before-mentioned  prices  of  275.  and  53*.  per  quarter:  and  whereas  from 
information  which  hath  this  day  been  laid  before  His  Majesty  it  appears  that  the  price  of 
oats,  as  well  as  that  of  peas,  is  still  rising,  and  that  the  crop  of  oats,  and  also  the  crops  of 
peas  and  beans,  of  the  present  year,  have  failed  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  that  a  defi- 
ciency in  the  crop  of  potatoes  is  also  apprehended  in  some" parts  of  the  United  Kingdom : 
And  whereas  if  the  importation  for  home  consumption  of  oats  and  oatmeal,  and  of  rye, 
peas,  and  beans,  be  not  immediately  permitted,  there  is  great  cause  to  fear  that  much 
distress  may  ensue  to  all  classes  of  His  Majesty's  subjects :  And  whereas  under  the  Acts  afore- 
said no  foreign  grain  of  the  above  description,  whatever  may  be  the  respective  average 
prices  of  the  same,  can  be  admitted  to  entry  for  home  consumption  till  after  the  Fifteenth 
day  of  November  in  the  present  year,  when  the  next  quarterly  average  by  which  the  admis- 
sion of  such  grain  is  regulated,  will  be  made  up  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  said  Acts; 
His  Majesty,  with  tht  advice  of  his  Privy  Council,  doth  order,  and  it  is  hereby  accordingly 
ordered,  that  foreign  oats  and  oatmeal,  rye,  peas,  and  beans,  whether  warehoused  or  other- 
wise, shall  and  may  from  the  date  hereof  be  permitted  to  be  entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  for  home  consumption  ;  provided  the  parties  making  entry 
of  any  such  foreign  oats,  oatmeal,  rye,  peas,  or  beans,  do  give  bond,  with  sufficient  sure- 
ties, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  His  Majesty's  Customs,  for  the  payment  of 
any  duties  not  exceeding  in  amount  the  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  case  Parliament 
shall  authorize  the  levy  and  receipt  thereof;  that  is  to  say,

for  home  consumption,  on  the  conditions  aforesaid,  shall  continue  in  force  from  the  date 
hereof  until  the  expiration  of  forty  days,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  next  meeting 
of  Parliament,  unless  the  Parliament  shall  previously  to  the  expiration  of  the  said  forty  days 
make  provision  to  the  contrary :  and  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lords  Commissions  s  of  His 
Majesty's  Treasury  are  to  give  the  necessary  directions  herein  accordingly.

INTRODUCTION. 

The  plan  pursued  in  the  following  extract  has  been  to  class  the  Ports  in  the  territories  to 
which  they  belong,  beginning  at  the  Northernmost,  and  proceeding  Southward ;  and  the  order 
observed  as  to  dates  is  backwards,  the  last  returns  being  given  first.  A  few  prefatory 
remarks,  embodying  as  much  general  information  as  possible,  pn-i'i-iU-  the  Returns  from  each 
territory;  and  where  there  is  any  local  particularity  in  the  trade,  the  ports  are  separately 
noticed  in  their  place  in  the  same  manner.  The  observations  at  the  bottom  of  the  tables 
refer  to  the  passing  circumstances  relating  to  the  subject,  during  the  year  to  which  the  return 
applies.  The  prices  selected  are  for  good  average  shipping  qualities,  and  are  calculated  per  the 
English  quarter,  and  at  the  current  exchange  for  the  time  being,  to  include  all  expenses 
except  Commission,  unless  warehoused  to  wait  for  opportunity  to  ship.  In  this  Account 
we  regret  the  general  omission  of  freights  :  We  could  not  give  them  with  precise  accuracy 
without  considerable  delay ;  but  the  following  general  statement  may  in  some  degree  supply 
the  deficiency.  During  the  summer  and  spring  of  1824,  say  from  February  to  August, 
during  which  months  there  is  seldom  any  fluctuations  from  the  season  or  weather,  the 
freights  from  the  lower  ports  of  the  Baltic  varied,  according  to  the  demand  for  ships,  at 
from  45.  to  5$.  per  quarter  for  wheat,  with  5%  or  100/0  primage  thereon,  and  during  the 
autumn  and  winter  from  6s.  to  8s.  per  quarter,  with  primage  to  be  added.  From  the  higher 
ports  of  the  Baltic,  in  the  same  year,  freights  during  the  spring  and  summer  were  from  5$.  to 
6*.  per  quarter,  and  in  the  autumn  and  winter  75.  to  los.

THE  principal  Export  of  Corn  from  Russia  consists  of  Oats,  which  are  of  a  peculiar  quality,  very  thin,  but  dried  in 
the  straw,  and  consequently  calculated  to  keep  well.  From  their  dry  ness  they  usually  weigh  heavier  than  might  be 
judged  from  their  appearance,  and  they  are  considered  wholesome  food. — The  Wheat  is  smaller  in  the  berry  than 
any  ether  sort  known,  very  coarse  and  brown,  besides  being  extremely  badly  dressed,  and  with  much  dirt  in  it; 
from  these  causes  it  can  seldom  be  used  here  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  manufacture  of  the  coarsest  biscuit 
bread. — The  quantity  of  Linseed  exported  from  the  Russian  ports  is  very  large ;  a  small  proportion  of  the  finest 
qualities  of  which,  for  sowing,  is  shipped  in  barrels  from  Riga. 


ARCHANGEL. 

The  mercantile  establishments  here  are  very  few,  and  no  stocks  of  Corn  of  any  importance  are  generally  held  on  the 
spot.  The  season  for  receiving  supplies  in  quantity  from  the  interior  is  limited  to  a  few  weeks,  when  the  rivers 
are  swollen  by  the  melting  of  the  snow  and  ice,  therefore  no  shipments  of  magnitude  take  place,  unless  a  cause 
has  continued  in  operation  several  months  to  bring  supplies  down. — When  this  is  the  case,  these  supplies  are  very 
large  of  Oats,  which  are  brought,  in  some  instances,  a  distance  of  1,500  miles  in  covered  barks,  capable  of  holding 
many  hundred  quarters  each.  At  very  low  prices  the  expense  of  the  carriage  would  absorb  nearly  half  the  value.

Obtenationi.—  The  contracts  made  in  the  interior,  with  the  Russians,  during  the  winter  of  1826,  for  the  delivery  of 
oat*  at  this  port  in  spring,  have  been  excessively  large,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  shipments  of  this 
grain  to  Great  Britain  this  season  will  amount  to  200,000  quarters  at  least. 

The  business  in  corn  with  Great  Britain,  in  the  year  1825,  was  very  limited. 
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ST.  PETERSBURGH. 

This  port  being  a  large  and  populous  place  the  consumption  takes  off  the  greatest  proportion  of  the  supplies ;  and 
if  the  slightest  apprehension  of  scarcity  exists,  it  is  the  practice  of  the  Government  to  prohibit  the  Export  of  Corn. 
When  there  has  been  a  continued  excitement  for  the  Russians  to  bring  more  supplies  than  usual,  there  is  a 
considerable  surplus  for  exportation,  but  not  approaching  in  magnitude  to  the  quantities  at  Archangel  and  Riga.

RIGA. 

Riga  is  a  place  of  great  trading  importance.  A  very  large  business  is  done  in  Oats  and  Linseed ;  but  the  inferior 
quality  of  the  Wheat  and  Barley  checks  the  export  of  these  articles  to  Great  Britain.  There  are  two  descriptions 
of  Wheat  shipped,  the  one  the  growth  of  Russia,  the  other  of  Courland,  which  last  is  much  the  best,  being  larger 
bodied,  and  brighter  in  colour  than  the  Russian,  though  still  it  makes  indifferent  flour.  Of  late  years  there  has 
been  an  occasional  export  of  Peas.  A  large  proportion  of -the  Oats  go  to  Scotland,  where  the  quality  is  a  favourite. 
Our  remarks  as  to  supplies  from  the  interior  at  Archangel  apply  also  to  this  port,  though  not  to  an  equal  degree, 
as  there  is  usually  some  stock  of  Corn  of  greater  or  less  importance  warehoused  there.

Obsenationt. — The  contracts  made  for  delivery  of  Oats  from  the  interior  in  spring  have  been  very  large  during  the 

winter  of  1 826 ;  and  it  is  anticipated  that  250,000  quarters  may  arrive  in  the  British  ports  from 

Riga  in  the  course  of  the  coming  summer  and  autumn. 
Towards  the  close  of  the  year  1828  the  Corn  Trade  assumed  more  activity,  particularly  in  Oats,  owing 

to  the  state  of  the  markets  in  Great  Britain,  and  the  expectation  of  a  permanent  change  in  the 

Corn  Laws. 

But  little  animation  in  the  Corn  Trade  during  the  year  1825. 
Although  the  English  ports  were  open  for  Oats  at  the  close  of  the  year  1824,  the  export  was  very 

moderate,  and  the  shipments  of  tins  Grain  were  principally  to  Leith.

The  territories  of  Prussia  being  very  fertile,  Corn  much  cultivated,  and  the  population  along  the  coasts  of  the 
Baltic  very  moderate  in  proportion  to  their  extent,  the  exports  of  Grain,  taken  collectively,  are  of  more  importance 
than  from  any  other  part  of  Europe,  and  form  a  very  principal  object  of  attention  with  the  Prussian  merchants. 
There  is  a  considerable  trade  with  Holland  in  Wheat,  Rye  and  Barley  from  all  the  port*  enumerated  above, 
and  occasionally  shipments  are  made  to  Portugal.  The  prices  for  the  last  few  years  not  having  afforded  sufficient 
inducement,  the  supplies  brought  down  from  the  internal  provinces  to  the  places  of  export  have  much  decreased ; 
these  supplies  can  only  take  place  in  abundance  at  one  peculiar  period  of  the  year,  when  the  rivers  are  full  after  the 
breaking  up  of  the  frost,  therefore  unless  there  has  been  for  some  time  previously  a  fair  prospect  of  tolerably 
remunerating  rates  being  steadily  supported,  only  as  much  is  seat  forward  as  the  owners  are  under  the  necessity 
of  realizing.

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KONIGSBERG. 

There  is  a  very  considerable  export  of  Wheat,  Oats,  and  occasionally  Peas,  from  Konigsberg  to  England,  a  great 
proportion  of  which  is  obliged  to  be  sent  down  for  shipment  to  Pillau,  as  only  small  vessels  can  get  so  far  up  the 
river  to  load.  The  Wheat  is  somewhat  similar  to  Dantzig,  but  larger  in  the  berry,  and  thicker  skinned.  The  Rye 
is  thin,  and  also  the  Barley,  with  few  exceptions,  and  light.  The  Peas  are  mostly  white  boilers,  and  of 
remarkably  large  fine  quality.  The  Oats  are  common  feed,  with  a  slight  admixture  of  Tares  ;  and  as  these  last 
will  answer  in  some  degree  the  purpose  of  Beans,  their  value  is  rather  enhanced  than  otherwise  by  the  circumstance. 
More  Tares  are  shipped  than  from  any  other  port  in  the  Baltic,  and  many  cargoes  of  Linseed  every  season.  The 
prices  are  usually  lower  of  all  grain  than  at  the  other  neighbouring  ports  of  Prussia.  The  quotations  do  not 
include  lighterage  to  Pillau,  which  is  mostly  incurred.

Observations. — A  fair  stock  of  Wheat  is  held   in  the  merchants  hands  here,  but  owing  to  the  indifferent  harvest  of 

last  year,  and  the  great  demand,  the  surplus  of  spring  corn  remaining  for  exportation  is  stated  to 

be  limited.

Obtenation. — Very  little  business  passed  this  season  in  corn  wilh  Great  Britain. 
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DANTZIG. 

Thi«  Port  is  universally  celebrated  for  die  superior  quality  of  the  Wheat  exported  from  thence,  it  being,  though 
small  in  the  berry,  and  not  so  heavy  as  many  other  sorts,  remarkably  thin  skinned,  and  yielding  the  finest  Flour. 
It  is  generally  mixed  red  and  white,  and  is  denominated  high  or  low  mixed,  in  proportion  as  the  white  or  red 
predominates.  The  Wheat  grown  entirely  red  is  inferior  to  the  Pomeranian.  The  finest  qualities  are  brought 
a  long  distance  down  the  Vistula,  from  the  provinces  of  Volhynia  and  Sandomir  in  Poland,  from  whence  the 
expense  of  river  transport  is  5*.  to  7*.  per  quarter.  The  Wheats  from  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Dantzig 
are  little  better  than  those  shipped  from  the  ports  of  Prussia  Proper.  'I  he  barks  with  supplies  from  the  interior, 
annually  arrive  about  June,  and  of  late  years  have  brought  down,  of  all  descriptions  of  grain  together,  from 
100  to  200,000  quarters ;  this  has  been  exclusive  of  the  supply  from  the  immediate  neighbourhood.  There  is 
usually  a  stock  of  200  to  350,000  quarters  of  Wheat  in  the  warehouses,  and  the  export  of  this  grain  is  propor- 
tionately large.  The  prices  for  the  last  five  years  have  been  so  ruinously  low  that  the  cultivation  of  corn  has 
greatly  diminished,  nor  does  it  appear  likely  to  increase,  and  the  trade  is  not  of  half  its  former  importance. 
Very  fine  white  Peas  are  exported,  and  in  considerable  quantites  for  that  article.  There  is  a  large  surplus  of  Kye 
beyond  the  consumption,  but  the  demand  from  England  is  now  so  small,  it  is  mostly  shipped  to  Rutland  and 
other  countries.  The  Barley  is  very  meagre  and  indifferent.  The  Oats  are  nearly  similar  to  the  Konigsberg,  but 
lighter  usually  in  weight  and  colour,  and  the  few  cultivated  principally  consumed  at  home.  There  is  a  small 
export  of  Flour,  but  it  is  not  considered  fully  equal  in  quality  to  the  American.  The  Bank  here  frequently  makes 
advances  to  the  merchants  on  the  Wheats  in  granary  at  6°/.  interest  per  annum.

The  Oats  are  a  fine  white  feed,  long,  but  heavy, 
clean,  and  thin  in  the  skin.  The  Export  of  all  these  Articles  is  very  considerable,  especially  from  Rostock,  where 
there  are  many  mercantile  houses  who  make  Corn  their  principal  object  of  attention. 

The  remarks  as  to  the  trade  at  the  foregoing  Prussian  Ports,  in  the  years  alluded  to,  apply  to  this  territory.

This,  speaking  generally,  is  a  very  poor  country,  and  there  are  constantly  instances  of  the  government  taking  corn 
in  payment  of  taxes  or  rents.  The  wheats  are  coarse  and  damp,  though  bold  and  plump  in  appearance,  excepting  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  Kiel,  on  the  eastern  coast  of  Holstein,  where  the  corn  is  better  than  from  the  other  quarters. 
The  export  of  oats,  which  run  a  common  description  of  feed,  after  good  crops  is  excessively  large  for  the  extent  of 
territory,  owing  to  their  cheapness.  A  large  quantity  is  shipped  from  Aalborg,  Aarhuus,  and  other  ports  of  Jutland, 
from  whence  there  are  no  returns,  but  the  prices  are  usually  on  a  par  with  those  in  Holstein.  Beans  are  cultivated  to 
a  moderate  degree,  and  the  quality  is  small  and  good.  The  barley  in  the  islands  is  thin  and  meagre,  but  from  some 
parts  of  Holstein  heavy,  though  not  generally  suitable  for  malt.  Buck  wheat  is  grown,  and  rapeseed  to  a  large  extent ; 
and  the  export  of  the  latter  is  very  considerable,  both  to  Holland  and  England.

HAMBURGH. 

This  port  is  a  general  emporium,  where  great  business  is  done  in  Corn  as  well  as  all  other  articles.  Supplies  are 
received,  not  merely  from  the  neighbourhood,  but  from  a  very  great  distance,  by  river  navigation.  There  are 
merchants  resident  there  who  have  agents  all  through  the  interior  of  Germany,  Holstein  and  Denmark,  and  who 
make  contracts  for  delivering  Grain  frequently  at  many  other  ports,  hence  there  is  a  great  variety  of  quality,  but 
most  of  the  Wheat  it  good  red.  Some  of  the  Barley  is  very  good,  and  fit  for  malting.  The  Oats  are  feed  of 
various  qualities.  Owing  to  the  great  general  business  between  Great  Britain  and  Hamburgh,  vessels  are  usually 
very  plentiful  there,  and  freights  much  lower  than  from  any  other  place  an  equal  distance  off.  This  materially  tends 
to  keep  up  a  constant  trade  in  Corn.  The  voyage  being  without  impediments,  and  direct,  the  time  it  occupies  is 
usually  short,  consequently  any  deficiency  in  Grain  in  England  causes  the  merchants  to  order  supplies  from  thence 
before  any  other  port  except  Rotterdam.  The  manufacture  of  Flour  and  Biscuit  for  export  has  lately  become 
considerable,  particularly  for  Newfoundland.

Obtervatiom. — This  port  is  so  directly  in  communication  with  England,  and  the  transit  of  advices  by  the  steam-boats  h 
go  quick,  that  the  market  vibrates  exactly  according  to  the  fluctuations  of  ours.  Some  speculative 
business  passed  during  the  winter  of  1826,  occasioned  by  the  prospects  of  a  change  in  the  Bri.ish  Corn 
Laws,  but  the  principal  stocks  held  being  Wheat,  for  which  the  chance  of  an  export  demand  to  this 
country  was  not  so  favourable,  the  trade  on  the  whole  was  not  large. 

A  great  demand  from  England  for  Oats,  Beans,  Peas  and  Tares,  took  place  after  the  middle  of  the  year 
iSaC,  of  all  which  articles  the  crops  proved  nr.ost  defective  in  the  districts  from  whence  Hamburg  is 
supplied,  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

No  great  animation  existed  in  the  trade  in  the  season  of  1825,  it  ebbing  and  flowing  exactly  as  the 
chance  of  an  export  demand  to  England  became  more  or  less  probable. 

A  large  export  of  Oats  to  England  and  Scotland  took  place  in  the  autumn  of  1824. 
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BREMEN. 

The  supplies  of  Corn  received  at  Bremen  are  considerable,  moat  of  which  is  exported.  The  Wheat  and  Barley 
are  generally  very  inferior  in  quality,  but  the  Oats  are  useful  common  feed.  The  Beans  are  good.  There  being 
lets  competition  in  purchasing  tor  foreign  orders  than  at  Hambro',  the  prices  are  usually  lower.

Obiervations. — During  the  winter  of  1826  the  business  done  in  Corn  was  only  on  a  limited  scale. 

A  large  export  of  Oats  to  Great  Britain,  considering  the  shortness  of  the  crop,  took  place  in  the  autumn

HANOVER. 

The  territories  of  Hanover  are  fertile,  but  the  principal  export  of  Corn  to  Great  Britain  consists  of  Oats.  The 
Wheats  are  coarse  and  weak,  and  the  Barley  meagre.  The  Oats  shipped  from  Bremen  have  been  already 
described ;  the  quality  of  those  from  East  Friesland  is  of  two  descriptions,  brew  and  feed,  the  former  some  of 
the  finest  grown  in  Europe,  and  very  highly  esteemed  in  the  English  markets.  From  Embden,  Norden,  Leer, 
and  the  small  ports  called  the  Zyhls  (Sluices),  collectively,  the  quantity  of  Oats  exported  is  exceedingly  great 
for  the  extent  of  the  territory.  A  good  deal  of  llapeseed  is  cultivated. 


EMDEN. 

The  feed  Oats  there  are  good,  and  the  brew,  as  already  noticed,  superfine,  weighing  in  good  seasons  42  to  45  Ibs. 
per  bushel,  and  are  very  thin-skinned.  A  few  good  Horse  Beans  are  occasionally  exported.  The  Wheats  are  very 
indifferent.  Little  Barley  is  grown.  The  Rapeseed  is  good.  From  the  poverty  of  the  people  in  the  surrounding 
districts,  Corn  may  often  be  purchased  in  this  and  the  other  ports  of  East  Friesland  at  very  low  rates.

The  trade  in  Corn  to  Great  Britain  from  the  province  of  which  this  is  the  capital  and  piincipal  market,  is 
chiefly  in  Oats,  of  which  there  are  feed  and  brew,  the  former  good,  and  the  latter,  if  possible,  superior  to  the 
growth  of  East  Friesland.  The  Barley  is  sometimes  shipped  to  England,  but  it  being  long  and  taily,  somewhat 
resembling  Scotch  beer  or  big,  and  not  mealy,  although  heavy  and  sweet,  it  is  not  much  esteemed.  There  is  a 
regular  weekly  export  of  Butter  to  this  country.

GRONINGEN. 

The  province  of  Groningen  may  be  considered  the  Lincolnshire  of  the  Netherlands,  the  principal  article  ot 
agricultural  production  being  Oats,  of  which  probably  the  export  coastwise  and  to  England  is  greater  than  from 
any  other  one  port  dependent  on  its  own  local  country  supplies.  The  Wheat  is  very  coarse  and  inferior.  The 
Barley  similar  to  that  in  Friesland.  Peas  of  all  descriptions  are  grown,  and  Buck  Wheat  is  also  cultivated  to  a 
considerable  extent,  but  both  are  mostly  consumed  at  home.  The  Rapeseed  is  fine,  but  chiefly  crushed  in 
Holland.  The  Oats  are  remarkably  good,  and  consist  of  Feed,  both  black  and  white,  and  thick  Brew,  similar  to 
English  Polands ;  they  are  thicker-skinned  than  the  Friesland  Oats,  but  from  their  large  size  and  handsome 
appearance  are  a  favourite  sort  here.  The  trade  from  Groningen  to  England  in  Corn  is  mostly  carried  on  in 
Dutch  vessels,  partly  because  a  large  proportion  is  shipped  on  account  of  the  Dutch  merchants  themselves,  and 
not  in  execution  of  British  orders,  and  partly  because  the  dues  on  Foreign  ships  throughout  the  Netherlands  are 
the  same  for  one  voyage  as  for  a  whole  year,  which,  this  trade  being  only  at  partial  intervals,  and  scarcely  any- 
other  article  of  foreign  commerce  to  be  found,  cannot  be  constantly  employed.  The  stocks  of  Oats  held  are 
frequently  large  in  the  granaries.

Obtervatiom.— The  prices  at  this  port  continued  so  high  through  the  winter  of  1826,  that  during  the  time  the  naviga- 
tion has  been  closed  little  has  been  done  in  Corn  for  F.ngland ;  but  lately  the  rates  having  somewhat 
receded,  and  there  being  a  prospect  of  a  lower  duty  heVe  shortly,  the  shipments  have  again 
become  very  considerable,  to  be  bonded  here  till  the  new  duty  commences. 

Very  considerable  shipments  of  oats  were  made  to  England  at  the  close  of  the  year  1826,  and  the 
stocks  were  reported  to  be  reduced  very  low. 

No  great  animation  prevailed  in  the  trade  in  Corn  during  the  year  1825. 

There  was  a  very  considerable  export  of  Oats  to  Great  Britain  in  1824,  during  the  time  the  Ports 
were  open.

AMSTERDAM. 

There  w  so  constant  an  importation  of  Corn  from  the  Baltic  and  Holstein  at  Amsterdam,  besides  the  supplies  from 
the  Provinces,  that  there  is  always  a  considerable  stock  in  the  warehouses.  The  home  demand  is  very  large ; 
but  when  the  prices  abroad  offer  an  inducement  there  is  a  considerable  export,  particularly  to  England,  to  which, 
however,  the  voyage  is  much  worse,  from  the  nature  of  the  navigation,  than  from  most  ports  of  an  equal  distance, 
especially  in  the  fall  of  the  year.  The  qualities  of  the  Corn,  from  what  is  above  stated,  it  will  be  perceived,  are 
necessarily  of  every  variety.  Wheat  is  generally  too  high  priced,  in  comparison  with  our  markets,  to  be  sent  here. 
The  Zealand  white  Wheats  and  Brabant  red  are  nearly  equal  to  English,  and  from  this  circumstance  are  usually 
selected  to  ship  to  England,  but  they  rarely  afford  a  fully  remunerating  profit,  and  consequently  we  receive 
but  few.

Observations. — Tlie  transactions  in  Corn  during  the  winter  of  1826  have  been  principally  in  the  home  trade.     The 
diversion  of  supplies  from  the  provinces  to  England  has  caused  high  prices  to  be  supported. 

Great  speculation  in  Corn  was  excited  among  the  numerous  resident  merchants  in  1826,  from  the 
nature  of  the  season,  aided  by  some  British  orders. 

The  trade  in  Corn  during  the  year  1825  was  nearly  confined  to  the  local  demand  for  consumption. 

The  stocks  of  Corn  in  Amsterdam  in  1824  were  larger  than  at  present,  and  from  the  glutted 
state  of  the  market  the  prices  of  Oats  were  so  low  as  to  admit  of  a  considerable  export  in  the 
autumn  to  England.

ROTTERDAM. 

The  supplies  of  Corn  received  at  Rotterdam  from  all  the  Dutch  Provinces  are  very  large,  and  there  is  a  considerable 
importation  of  Foreign  Grain.  There  are  many  resident  English  merchants,  and  scarcely  any  person  engaged  in  the 
Corn  Trade  here  to  any  extent  is  without  a  correspondent  there ;  the  connection  between  this  port  and  England  is 
so  intimate  that  the  market  is  quite  governed  by  ours.  The  exports  of  Grain  to  Great  Britain  are  extremely  large, 
particularly  of  Oats  of  all  descriptions,  but  the  communication  by  the  steam  boats  is  so  astonishingly  quick,  that, 
as  soon  as  a  profit  offers,  any  other  article  will  find  its  way  here.  The  Barley,  excepting  that  from  the  Rhine,  is 
not  adapted  for  our  markets,  being  all  through  the  Netherlands  of  the  nature  of  Beer  or  Bigg,  but  every  other 
description  of  Corn  of  native  growth  is  very  good.  The  Rapeseed  is  also  fine  and  plentiful.  For  a  description  of 
the  Wheats  see  Amsterdam.  Most  of  the  Hempseed  imported  into  this  country  is  from  Rotterdam  and  Antwerp. 
There  is  a  considerable  export  of  Cloverseed,  both  white  and  red.

ANTWERP. 

There  is  a  considerable  trade  in  Corn  to  England  from  Antwerp.  The  Wheats,  both  white  and  red,  are  among  the 
finest  we  receive  from  the  Continent,  but  usually  dear.  There  is  occasionally  a  considerable  export  of  Oats,  though 
the  province  usually  draws  large  supplies  from  Groningcn.  The  Beans  and  1'eus  arc  fine.  The  Buck  Wheat  is 
the  best  in  Europe.  Hapeseed  is  cultivated  generally,  and  of  very  excellent  quality.  '1  he  exportation  of  Clover- 
Seed  to  England  is  large  in  some  seasons.

The  Trade  in  Corn  between  England  and  France  is  very  trifling  considering  their  proximity.  The  population  of 
the  latter  country  is,  generally  speaking,  about  equal  to  consume  the  produce,  and  when  the  average  prices  of  Grain, 
as  taken  by  law,  exceed  a  certain  rate,  the  export  is  forbidden.  These,  however,  are  not  the  only  causes  that 
prevent  an  extensive  traffic  in  the  article;  the  cupidity  of  the  French  merchants  renders  the  charges  excessive;  and 
they  will  stipulate  for  payment  often  before  they  ship  the  Corn.  Foreign  vessels  are  subject  to  high  dues  in  their 
Ports  ;  orders  are  very  tardidly  executed,  and  the  business  altogether  is  not  transacted  in  that  systematic  manner  as 
in  Holland  and  the  North  of  Europe.  The  intervention  of  the  numerous  "  Jours  de  Fetes"  is  often  felt  as  an 
impediment  in  mercantile  affairs.  Some  few  years  ago  there  was  an  export  from  this  country  of  inferior  British 
wheats  to  France.  The  Corn  Trade  there  labours  under  considerable  odium,  which  probably  may  have  prevented  the 
roost  respectable  merchants  engaging  in  it.

PORTUGAL. 

Portugal  usually  requires  some  supplies  in  the  course  of  every  year  of  Wheat  and  Barley  from  other  countries, 
but  the  trade  is  very  precarious  to  the  merchants  who  engage  in  it,  from  the  ports  being  usually  opened  to  admit 
a  certain  quantity  of  corn,  and  not  for  any  definite  time  ;  in  consequence  of  which  it  often  happens  before  a  consign- 
ment arrives  the  port  is  closed,  and  the  corn  not  being  allowed  in  such  cases  to  be  landed  under  bond,  the  vessel 
must  go  elsewhere,  or  return  to  whence  she  came,  and  the  speculation  is  sometimes  a  total  loss.

There  is  usually  a  very  large  stock  of  Egyptian  Beans  lying  in  the  warehouses  at  Leghorn,  Naples,  and  Genoa, 
in  which  article  the  export  Corn  trade  to  Great  Britain  hath  hitherto  principally  consisted ;  their  quality  is 
quite  peculiar,  and  most  inferior,  being  not  only  light,  but  mixed  with  much  dust,  and  hardly  wholesome.  A 
few  Beans  of  native  growth  are  also  shipped  ;  and  in  the  last  season  we  have  had  two  or  three  arrivals  of  Oats. 
Since  the  passing  of  the  law  here  admitting  Indian  Corn  at  all  times  on  payment  of  an  ad  valorem  duty,  there 
has  been  a  considerable  importation  of  this  grain  from  Italy,  particularly  at  Liverpool  and  Bristol,  and  from  thence 
it  is  now  being  sent  to  Ireland  for  human  food.

When  the  prices  have  offered  a  strong  inducement,  there  have  been 
many  shipments  of  bonded  wheats  from  this  country,  of  which  the  first  arrivals  have  sometimes  realized  one 
and  even  above  two  hundred  per  cent,  profit,  but  the  risk  of  detention  and  damage  is  so  great  that  the  losses 
have  usually  absorbed  all  the  gain.

(By  Dr.  Kelly.) 

IN  order  to  explain  the  references  to  Numbers,  Parts,  and  Pages,  in  this  Table,  it  should  be  stated, 
that  the  Consuls  Returns  were  originally  arranged  under  three  heads  or  "  numbers  ;"  but  in  conse- 
quence of  the  extraordinary  expedition  that  was  required  to  lay  them  before  Parliament,  the  plan  was 
unavoidably  altered,  and  they  were  printed  in  eleven  separate  parts,  instead  of  three,  with  an  index 
to  each,  although  several  were  on  the  same  subjects. 

With  a  view  therefore  to  remedy  this  inconvenience,  the  following  arrangement  is  adopted.  The 
first  book  or  number  comprises  four  parts ;  the  second  four ;  and  the  third  three,  thus — 

No.  1. — Contains  the  monthly  prices  of  foreign  corn  in  1826. 

No.  a. — The  growth  and  annual  prices  arranged  for  several  years,  from  1700  to  1826. 

No.  3. — Papers  relative  to  the  regulations  existing  in  foreign  countries  in  respect  of  the  export 
and  import  of  grain,  during  the  last  fifty  years. 

•«*  In  the  following  columns,  the  first  contains  the  number,  or  book ;  the  second,  the  part  of 
that  number ;  and  the  third,  the  page  of  that  part.

(By  Dr.  Kelly.) 


It  should  be  observed,  that  all  the  comparisons  and  explanations  of  Foreign  Measures  arc  here 
computed  according  to  the  new  British  imperial  standard,  which  is  about  3  per  cent  larger  than  the 
Winchester  measure  or,  more  nearly,  31  gallons,  bushels,  &c.  of  the  new  answer  to  32  of  the  old. 
Hence,  to  reduce  imperial  measure  to  Winchester,  add  the  thirty-first  part  to  the  number  of 
gallons,  &c.,  and  for  the  reverse  operation  subtract  the  thirty-second  part.  The  contrary  calcula- 
tions must  of  course  be  observed  with  regard  to  prices.  But  these  several  proportions  can  be  only 
stated  with  perfect  accuracy  in  a  regular  treatise  on  Metrology,  and  as  this  Index  is  merely  intended 
to  give  general  illustrations,  all  minute  fractions  are  omitted.
